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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


5  In  discussing  the  so-called  "race  question"  and  what  has  been  done 
for  the  educational  advancement  of  the  negro,  both  by  the  North  and 
by  the  South,  it  is  "well  to  take  into  consideration  what  the  negro  has 
done  for  himself. 

Many  schools  have  been  established  for  negroes  by  missionary  so- 
cieties of  various  Christian  denominations  and  by  the  legislatures  of  every 
Southern  State,  and  later  many  schools  have  been  established  by  negroes 
for  themselves;  but,  perhaps,  no  one  of  the  schools  of  any  class  has  had 
a  more  interesting  beginning  than  Lincoln  Institute,  which  had  its  origin 
in  a  fund  of  $6,379,  contributed  by  the  soldiers  of  the  62nd  and  65th 
regiments  of  U.  S.  colored  infantry,  whose  first  thought,  when  discharged 
from  service,  was  to  establish  in  Missouri  a  school  where  their  children 
could  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  useful  education. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  ten  in  number,  was  organized  June  8  and 
incorporated  June  25,  1866,  and  the  school  was  opened  September  17, 
1866. 

In  June,  1871,  thejrnain  building  was  completed.  It  was  a  sub- 
stantial brick  building,  60x70  feet,  three  stories,  conveniently  arranged 
and  eligibly  located  upon  a  prominent  hill,  just  outside  the  limits  of 
Jefferson  City,  commanding'a  view  of  a  large  part  of  it.  The  grounds 
contain  20  acres. 

"The  Legislature  of  1879  appropriated  $15,000  for  the  support  of 
the  Institute,  provided  $5,000  should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  its 
indebtedness.  This  appropriation  was  contained  in  the  general  appro- 
priation bill,  and  was  a  grant  to  a  corporation  managing  a  charity.  The 
Constitution  provides:  'The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to 
make  any  grant  *  *  *  of  public  money  or  thing  of  value  to  any 
individual,  association  of  individuals,  municipal  or  other  corporation 
whatever.'  The  grant  was  in  violation  of  that  part  of  the  Constitution 
just  quoted."  Gov.  Phelps,  from  whose  message  to  the  Legislature 
the  above  is  taken,  held  the  bill  until  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  and 
unanimously  voted  to  transfer  the  Institute  to  the  State.  The  bill  was 
immediately  approved.  This  friendly  act  of  the  late  Governor  enabled 
the  trustees  to  pay  every  dollar  of  the  debt  which  for  several  years  had 
embarrassed  them  and  to  place  the  Institute  on  a  more  permanent  basis. 

Since  the  Institute  became  a  State  school,  the  Legislature  has  not 
only  made  large  appropriations  for  its  maintenance,  but  has  also  given

money  to  erect  dormitories,  to  purchase  scientific  apparatus,  to  make 
additions  to  the  library  and  to  repair  the  main  building. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth  General  Assembly  a  college  and  a 
college  preparatory  school  were  established  in  connection  with  the 
Institute. 

The  same  Assembly  also  passed  an  act  which  provides  that  the 
Normal  Diplomas  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the 
State  without  further  examination;  also,  that  the  graded  certificates, 
which  are  granted  upon  the  completion  of  the  two  years'  course,  shall 
entitle  their  holders  to  teach  the  several  branches  therein  named  for  a 
period  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  graduation.  Provision  is  made  in 
the  act  for  annulling  these  diplomas  and  certificates  whenever  it  is  found 
necessary. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  an  Industrial  De- 
partment was  established  in  connection  with  the  Institute. 

The  main  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  first  of  August, 
1894,  but  was  soon  replaced  by  a  far  more  commodious  structure,  for 
the  erection  of  which  the  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $40,000. 

Since  then  the  Legislature  has  appropriated  at  different  times 
money  to  erect  a  dormitory  for  young  men,  one  for  the  young  women 
and  a  central  heating  plant.  Lincoln  Institute,  therefore,  is  well  equipped 
in  buildings,  as  well  as  in  teaching  force,  for  the  work  she  has  to  do. 
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DEPARTMENTS  AND  COURSES  OF  STUDY. 


COLLEGE   DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  was  established  that  students  who  attend  the 
Institute  may  pursue  a  college  course,  the  same  as  students  at  the  State 
University  at  Columbia.  Students  who  have  completed  sixteen  units 
in  the  normal  course,  graduates  of  first  class  four  years'  high  schools  and 
all  who  may  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  equivalent  to  either  of  the 
above  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 

Each  student  who  completes  the  work  in  this  course  will  be  entitled 
to  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  The  following 
is  the  course  of  study:

NORMAL   DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  has  been  revised  and  placed  on  a  level  with  the  white 
normal  schools  of  the  State.  A  good  grammar  school  and  one  year  of 
high  school  work  is  necessary  before  a  student  can  enter  upon  the  normal 
course. 

Ten  units  will  entitle  a  student  to  a  certificate  to  teach  in  any  public 
school  of  the  State  for  two  years  from  date  of  issue.  Four  of  these  units 
must  be  taken  in  Lincoln  Institute. 

Teaching  in  the  Training  School  will  be  required  of  all  Seniors  who 
show  aptness  in  this  line.  Graduation  from  this  course  will  admit  a 
student  to  the  Junior  College  class  without  examination. 

All  students  who  enter  upon  this  course  are  required  to  spend  two 
years  in  the  study  of  agriculture  or  some  form  of  industrial  work.  Those 
who  take  Agriculture  will  be  required  to  spend  half  the  time  in  the  study 
of  the  theory  as  given  in  the  text-book  and  the  other  half  in  the  practice 
and  application  of  the  theory  to  the  work  on  the  farm. 


OUTLINE  OF  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Under  the  respective  heads,  the  subjects  offered  will  be  designated 
in  the  order  in  which  they  must  be  studied,  each  number  standing  for 
one  year's  work  of  ten  months,  five  recitations  a  week  of  forty-five  min- 
utes. The  school  year  of  forty  weeks  is  divided  into  three  terms.  Forty 
weeks'  work,  five  days  to  the  week,  forty-five  minutes  to  the  recitation, 
shall  constitute  a  unit.  Twenty  units  shall  be  required  for  graduation 
from  this  department. 

Graduates  of  approved  first  class  four  years'  high  schools  will  be  given 
credit  for  twelve  units  on  the  regular  normal  course;  graduates  of  three 
years'  high  schools  will  be  given  credit  for  nine  units;  and  graduates  of 
two  years'  high  schools  will  be  given  credit  for  six  units  on  the  normal 
course. 
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Two  years  of  industrial  or  special  work  will  be  accepted  as  equivalent 
to  one  unit  of  requirements  for  graduation,  provided  only  one  line  of 
industrial  work  is  followed.  Each  student  shall  be  required  to  take  all 
the  units  of  an  elective  or  special  stud}^.  No  one  can  take  one  year  of 
Latin  and  one  of  German,  etc.,  but  must  finish  the  course  elected.  The 
following  will  indicate  the  studies  which  shall  be  required,  and  those 
which   are   elective:

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EXPLANATION  OF  THE  COURSE. 

Pedagogy — 

Course  I.  General  Pedagogy. — A  study  of  the  principles  of  educa- 
tion, the  general  method  and  an  introduction  to  Elementary  Psychology. 

The  aim  of  the  work  of  this  course  is  (1)  to  train  the  pupils  in  the 
"Art  of  Study" — the  ability  to  organize  material — by  an  intensive 
study  of  suitable  topics  or  text,  and  (2)  to  furnish  the  pupils  sub-grad- 
uating the  minimum  amount  of  professional  training. 

This  course  is  required  as  preparatory  to  all  other  courses  in  this 
department. 

Time,  5  hours.     3  terms. 

Course  II.  Elementary  Psychology. — A  general  treatment  of  the 
subject,  including  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  structure  and  function  of 
the  nervous  system;  also,  an  introduction  to  the  literature  upon  practice 
fatigue  and  the  process  of  learning. 

Time,  5  hours.     3  terms. 

Course  III.  History  of  Education. — The  work  of  this  course  is 
based  on  a  study  of  Monroe's  History  of  Education  (Briefer  Course), 
supplemented  by  assigned  readings  of  all  available  classics  on  the  sub- 
ject. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  who  have  completed  course  I. 

Time,  3  hours  per  week.     3  terms. 

Course  Ilia.  Educational  Psychology. — A  study  of  the  principles 
of  teaching  based  on  the  laws  of  psychology,  with  emphasis  on  adol- 
escence. 

This  course  is  open  only  to  students  who  have  completed  course  II. 

Time  2  hours.     3  terms. 

Course  IV.  Methodology; — A  study  of  special  methods,  the  laws 
and  processes  of  learning,  including  observations  of  primary  and 
secondary  work;  also,  practice  work  by  the  pupils  in  the  Model  School. 
Missouri  School  Laws. 

Time,  2  terms. 

Course  IV&.  School  Management. — A  study  of  organization  of  a 
room  or  a  school,  the  course  of  study,  the  subject  of  discipline,  punish- 
ment, incentives,  etc.  This  course  is  open  only  to  pupils  who  have 
completed  course  IV. 

Time  2  hours.     1  term. 

English. — (1)  At  least  four  complete  classics,  mainly  descriptions, 
will  be  made  the  basis  of  the  first  year's  work.  After  thorough  study  of 
each  as  literature,  it  is  correlated  with  composition  and  technical  work. 
A  careful  study  of  words,  of  figures  of  speech  and  of  construction  £S 
applied  to  sentences  and  paragraphs  is  made;  Herrick  and  Damon's 
Composition  and  Rhetoric  is  used;   (2)  The  work  of  the  second  year 
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differs  from  the  first  in  that  narration  and  exposition  take  the  place  of 
description,  and  elements  of  style  emphasized  and  the  study  of  Rhetoric 
continued;  (3)  The  third  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  oration  as 
represented  by  the  masterpieces  of  Webster  and  Burke  and  of  the  drama 
as  represented  by  Shakespeare.  Composition  and  rhetorical  work  are 
made  prominent  and  much  collateral  reading  is  required.  For  this  work 
good  and  appropriate  references  are  absolutely  necessary;  (4)  A  historic 
review  of  literature  and  literary  periods  is  given  along  with  a  more 
critical  study  of  poetry.  Composition  work  is  devoted  largely  to  expo- 
sition and  argumentation.  Three  days  each  week  is  given  to  literature, 
and  the  other  two  to  composition  and  technical  work  in  word-building, 
word-analysis,  grammar  and  rhetoric.  Painter's  English  and  American 
Literature  are  the  texts  used  and  a  series  of  other  Authors  used  as  refer- 
ences. 

Mathematics. — (1)  Algebra  (Well's  Essentials);  (2)  Plane  Geometry 
(Phillips  and  Fisher);  (3)  Higher  Algebra  and  Solid  Geometry;  (4)  Trig- 
onometry and  Surveying;  (5)  Analytic  Geometry  and  Calculus. 

History. — (1)  Ancient  History;  (2)  Mediaeval  and  Modern  History 
(West's  Histories  are  used);  (3)  English  History  and  Government;  (4) 
American  History  and  Government. 

The  study  of  history  should  develop  the  conceptions  of  historical 
unity  and  growth ;  hence  history  is  continued  through  several  years,  one 
period  succeeding  another  in  natural  order.  The  arbitrary  selection  of 
periods  of  history  for  study,  and  the  breaks  which  occur  in  the  study  of 
closely  related  periods,  prevent  the  pupils  from  acquiring  "the  habit  of 
considering  what  has  been  when  they  discuss  what  is  or  what  should  be. " 

The  study  begins  with  General  History  and  is  followed  in  succession 
by  English  History  and  American  History.  Two  years  will  be  given  to 
this  subject,  the  first  year  being  devoted  to  Ancient  History,  while  n 
the  second  year  the  subject  is  continued  through  Mediaeval  and  Modern 
History. 

Science. — (1)  Physical  Geography;  (2)  Botany  (Bergen)  or  Zoology 
(Colton)  or  Botany  and  Zoology,  each  half  a  year;  (3)  Physics  (Avery); 
(4)  Newell's  Chemistry;  (5)  Geology  (Dana),  Astronomy  (Young). 

Latin. — (1)  Beginners'  (Collar  and  Daniell's);  (2)  Caesar  (John- 
ston-Sanford  (and  Tolman),  five  books),  and  Prose  Composition;  (3) 
Cicero  (Four  orations,  D'Ooge;  (4)  Virgil,  four  books  (Harper  and 
Miller.) 

In  this  course  the  student  acquires  such  a  vocabulary  and  such  a 
knowledge  of  inflections  and  syntax  as  to  read  readily  simple  Latin  prose, 
with  accurate  quantitative  pronunciation  of  the  words.  He  is  carefully 
trained  in  reading  aloud  Latin,  with  proper  emphasis  and  expression,  and 
in  rendering  Latin  into  choice  idiomatic  English.  In  connection  with 
the  reading,  there  is  given  practice  in  writing  Latin,  and  frequent  written 
translations.     Especial  attention  is  paid  to  pronunciation,  which  should 
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show  not  only  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  quantity  of  the  various 
vowels,  but  a  clear  insight  into  the  meaning  of  the  sentence.  There  is 
daily  practice  in  reading  aloud.  Sight  reading  is  made  a  frequent 
exercise.  The  " First  Latin  Book"  is  thoroughly  done  in  order  that  the 
pupils  may  do  Caesar  well. 

German. — (1)  Whitney's  Brief  Grammar,  supplemented  by  the  read- 
ing of  easy  prose  from  some  good  reader,  followed  by  Storm's  Immense, 
Volkmann's  Kleine  Geschicten,  or  the  equivalent.  Careful  attention  is 
given  to  correct  pronunciation;  (2)  First  half  of  Harris's  Prose  Compo- 
sition ;  and  the  reading  of  Benedicts'  Doktor  Wespe,  Freytag's  Die  Jour- 
nalisten,  Schiller's  Wilhelm  Tell,  or  an  equivalent  amount;  (3)  Last  half 
of  Harris's  Prose  Composition,  letter  writing,  sight  translation  and  the 
reading  of  Schiller's  Maria  Stuart,  Das  Lied  von  der  Glocke,  Goetz  von 
Berlichingen,  Herman  and  Dorethea,  Lessing's  Minna  von  Barnhelm, 
Emilia  Galotti;  or  an  equivalent  amount. 

Greek. — (1)  White's  First  Greek  Book;  (2)  Goodwin's  Greek  Gram- 
mar, Harper  and  Wallace's  Xenophon's  Anabasis  (three  books),  Harper 
and  Castle's  Greek  Prose  Composition;  (3)  Bristol's  Ten  Orations  of 
Lysias,  Perrin  and  Seymour's  Homer's  Odyssey,  Books  I-IV,  or  Winan's 
Xenophon's  Memorabilia  of  Socrates'  and  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito. 

French. — (1)  In  this  course  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the 
elementary  grammar  is  given  and  a  first  year's  reader  is  used;  (2)  Syntax 
of  grammar  and  more  difficult  and  copius  reading;  conversation  and 
composition;  (3)  Classics,  both  ancient  and  modern,  scientific  reading, 
original  composition.  Language  used  largely  the  language  taught. 
Whitney's  Brief  Grammar,  Rollin's  French  Reader  and  Chardenal's 
Complete  Course  will  be  used. 

Before  choosing  electives,  it  will  be  well  for  students  to  talk  with 
the  President  of  the  Institute,  who  will  take  pleasure  in  assisting  them 
in  making  the  proper  selections  of  studies. 

Unless  by  consent  of  President  and  Faculty,  subjects  in  any  branch 
or  special  work  must  be  taken  in  the  order  designated  by  the  numbers. 
Studies  are  not  specially  designated  as  Freshman,  Sophomore,  etc.,  but 
as  a  rule  the  subjects  are  (1)  Freshman,  (2)  Sophomore,  (3)  Junior  and 
(4)  Senior. 

Agriculture. — The  course  in  Practical  Agriculture  continues  through 
two  years,  and  requires  two  hours  per  week  in  laboratory,  in  addition 
to  the  regular  recitations. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  give  such  a  view  of  the  facts  and 
forces  involved  in  the  pursuit  of  Agriculture  as  will  enable  those  taking 
it  first  of  all  to  give  practical  and  helpful  instruction  in  nature  study, 
and  also  to  engage  more  successfully  in  the  business  of  farming. 

Some  of  the  topics  to  which  special  attention  is  given  in  the  course 
are  the  origin,  properties  and  fertility  of  soils,  the  principles  of  stock- 
raising  and  of  plant  growth  and  plant  propagation,  including  forestry, 
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the  diseases  of  plants,  and  the  insect  enemies  of  crops,  and  methods  of 
combating  them.  The  work  is  as  full  and  as  intensive  on  each  topic  as 
the  time  will  allow. 

A  farm  of  twenty-five  acres,  situated  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
the  school  campus,  gives  a  good  opportunity  to  learn  gardening,  stock 
and  poultry  raising  and  dairying.  A  splendid  beginning  has  already 
been  made,  and  equipments  will  be  added  from  time  to  time. 

The  theory  of  farming  is  taught  in  the  normal  department,  and  the 
practice  is  given  under  the  direction  of  the  manager  of  the  farm.  Stu- 
dents in  the  normal  and  college  departments  may  elect  to  take  this 
course  instead  of  a  course  in  industrial  department. 

A  Farmers'  Convention  was  organized  last  year  and  will  meet  per- 
manently at  the  College,  in  order  that  the  farmers  of  the  State  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  see  any  improvements  in  farming  that  may  be  made 
here,  and  to  give  to  the  school  the  benefits  of  their  observation  and 
experience.  The  convention  meets  the  first  Saturday  in  November  of 
each  year,  and  all  farmers  and  friends  of  progressive  education  are  in- 
vited to  be  present.  Those  who  wish  to  attend  will  write  to  the  President, 
who  will  make  provisions  for  entertaining  them.  Come  prepared  to  tell 
the  condition  of  your  crops  the  past  year,  what  your  future  plans  are,  and 
the  outlook  for  a  colored  farmer  in  your  neighborhood.  Organize  far- 
mers' conventions  in  your  county  and  notify  the  President  of  Lincoln 
Institute,  who  will  be  glad  to  come  and  encourage  your  work. 
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THE  SUB-NORMAL  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  fit  students  for  the  normal  and 
industrial  departments  by  furnishing  an  elementary  education  to  those 
who  are  deprived  of  educational  privileges  in  childhood,  and  who  are  too 
far  advanced  in  life  to  attend  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The 
course  of  study  covers  a  period  cf  three  years,  and  is  as  follows:

Reading — Lights  to  Literature,  Book  7. 
Arithmetic — Sensenig  &  Anderson. 
Geography — Frye. 

C  CLASS.

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  Training  School  is  thoroughly  organized  and  excellent  work  is 
being  done  there.  Two  years  of  practical  teaching  is  done  by  the  senior 
and  junior  classes,  under  the  supervision  and  criticism  of  the  teacher  of 
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methods  and  his  assistants,  and  prepares  them  for  the  actual  work  of 
teaching  in  a  well  planned  graded  or  ungraded  public  school. 

School  superintendents  and  those  desiring  teachers  will  do  well  to 
write  to  President  B.  F.  Allen  before  selecting  them. 

Tuition  is  free. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  can  go  from  the  grammar 
grades  by  regular  steps  into  the  sub-normal,  and  thence  into  the  normal. 

This  department  was  established  as  a  part  of  Lincoln  Institute  by 
an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri, 
and  has  been  in  operation  since  January,  1892. 


INDUSTRIAL   COURSES    IN    NORMAL    DEPARTMENT. 

Industrial  training  courses  are  a  part  of  the  Normal  and  College 
courses. 

All  students  are  expected  to  be  regular  in  attendance,  willing  to  do 
work  assigned  to  them,  and  to  exercise  reasonable  care  in  the  use  of  tools, 
machinery  and  material. 

All  normal  students  have  an  hour  and  thirty  minutes  shop  practice 
each  school  day.  This  period  may  come  early  or  late  in  the  day,  accord- 
ing to  the  class  with  which  the  student  may  be  connected  in  other  de- 
partments. The  shops  are  open  and  in  operation  from  7  a.  m.  until  12 
in.,  and  from  1  p.  m.  to  6  p.  m.,  thus  giving  accommodation  to  six  classes 
each  day  in  each  shop. 

By  special  arrangements  more  time  may  be  given  to  shop  practice. 
Students  in  all  departments  are  required  to  take  two  years  of  industrial 
work. 

Work  in  one  trade  will  count  for  one-half  unit  on  graduation;  two 
trades,  one  whole  unit. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YOUNG  MEN. 

Everything  in  the  nature  of  tools,  material,  drawing,  ink  and  paper 
is  furnished  by  the  school.  The  student  furnishes  his  own  aprons  and 
towels,  and  is  expected  to  keep  them  clean. 

As  an  example  of  progress  the  students  have  made,  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  several  oak  tables,  large  library  cases  and  numerous  other 
articles,  illustrating  different  stages  of  the  wrork  in  carpentry,  have  been 
made  the  past  year  in  the  carpenter  shop,  while  the  students  in  the 
blacksmith  shop  have  made  a  two-horse  wagon,  shod  horses,  repaired 
buggies,  made  hammers  and  hatchets,  screw  drivers,  and  ornamental 
work,  such  as  lamp-stands,  etc. 
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About  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  expended  in  equipping  this 
department,  mainly  for  buildings  and  machinery.  A  main  building, 
forty  by  one  hundred  feet,  two  stories  in  height,  stands  on  the  Institute 
hill,  less  than  two  hundred  feet  fr5m  the  main  school  building. 

The  woodworking  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  the  follow- 
ing: Fifteen  work-benches  with  tools  for  forty-five  students,  twelve 
wood  lathes,  two  scroll  saws,  one  band  saw  and  one  grind  stone. 

The  smith  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  14  forges  and  sets 
of  blacksmith  tools,  a  power  fan,  which  furnishes  the  blasts  to  the  forges, 
a  thirty-inch  smokestack,  which  keeps  the  shop  clear  of  smoke. 

The  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  thirty-horse  power  high  speed 
engine  supplied  by  a  for.y  horse  power  boiler. 

Course  in  Wood  Work. 

The  course  is  arranged  to  suit  the  needs  of  students  as  follows: 
(a)  Those  who  desire  to  spend  one  year  in  carpentry  division  and  change 
to  metal  shop  next  year,  (b)  Those  who  desire  to  concentrate  and 
spend  two  years  in  carpentry,  (c)  Those  who  expect  to  become  trades- 
men or  manual  training  teachers. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  following  branches  of  trade  pro- 
cesses: Manual  Training  Exercises  (simple,  useful  articles),  Wood- 
turning,  Cabinet  making  and  House  construction. 

First  Year. 

First  Term. — Use  and  care  of  tools.  Practical  lessons  in  sawing, 
planing  and  squaring;  construction  of  simple,  useful  articles;  uniting 
parts  of  objects  by  means  of  fastenings;  theory  classes;  mechanical 
drawing. 

Second  Term. — Theory  of  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means  of 
joints;  joint  construction;  study  of  commercial  woods;  process  of 
milling  and  kilning  lumber;  constructing  articles  of  furniture;  paint  and 
wood  finish;  mechanical  drawing;  theory  classes. 

Third  Term. — Figuring  bills  of  lumber;  study  of  commercial  order; 
making  out  bills;  cabinet  construction;  mechanical  drawing;  theory 
classes. 

Second  Year. 

First  Term. — Wood  turning.  Seventy  double  periods  of  ninety 
minutes  constitute  the  time  given  for  turning.  The  course  consists  of 
twelve  exercises,  arranged  to  bring  in  use  the  different  tools  as  well  as 
the  method  of  handling  the  work  on  the  lathe.  The  work  is  taken  up 
as  follows:  Name  and  use  of  tools;  care  of  lathe,  handling  lathe  and  its 
parts;  sharpening  tools;  turning  between  centers;  mechanical  drawing; 
theory  classes. 
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Second  Term. — Face  plate  work;  inside  chucking;  outside  chucking; 
polishing;  band  saw  practice;  original  exercise;  mechanical  drawing; 
theory  practice  classes. 

Third  Term. — Elective.  Wood  turning  or  cabinet  making;  ad- 
vance wood  turning;  cottage  construction,  soil,  footing  pillars  and 
f raining;  mechanical  drawing;  theory  classes. 

Mechanical  Drawing". 

The  course  in  mechanical  drawing  is  given  in  connection  with  shop 
practice.  The  work  is  arranged  to  give  students  a  working  idea  of 
mechanical  drawing  and  a  general  understanding  of  how  to  make  and 
read  working  drawings. 

First  Year. 

First  Term. — Lettering;  free  hand  dimensioned  sketches  from  ob- 
jects; geometrical  problems;  name,  care  and  use  of  instruments. 

Second  Term. — Geometrical  solids;  simple  articles  illustrating 
method  and  plan  of  dimension. 

Third  Term. — Orthographic  projectors  and  development. 

Second  Year. 

This  year's  work  consists  in  making  working  drawings  for  the  vari- 
ous dimensions  of  mechanical  department. 

Course  in  Blacksmithing. 

First  Year — The  course  of  exercises  begins  with  welding  and  forging 
old  tire  iron  or  old  horseshoes  into  a  square  rod,  out  of  which  are  made 
hooks,  links,  staples,  clevises,  tongs. 

Second  Year — Making  and  shaping  horseshoes,  practical  horseshoe- 
ing, tool  making,  tempering  and  ornamental  work. 

The  work  in  horseshoing  includes  lectures  on  the  anatomy  of  hoofs; 
diseases  of  the  feet;  making  special  shoes  to  overcome  such  defects  as 
corns  and  quarter  cracks. 

Machine  and  Engineering  Course. 

This  division  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  industrial  building, 
in  a  well  appointed  room,  36  x  38  feet.  It  is  furnished  with  2-16"  lathes, 
2-6"  lathes  and  2  speed  lathes,  one  shaper,  drill  press,  planer,  emery  and 
grinding  stone.  This  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  thirty  horse  power 
(high  speed)  Armington  &  Sims  steam  engine.     Most  of  the  repairs, 
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such  as  woodworking  machinery,  power  fans,  steam  pumps,  steam 
traps,  hot  water  tanks,  and  many  feet  of  steam  line  are  done  by  students 
in  this  division. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  thorough  training 
in  mechanical  principles,  and  a  foundation  upon  which  he  may  build 
along  any  line  of  machine  or  steam  engineering  work  that  he  may 
follow.  Students  are  also  taught  the  different  forms  in  which  iron  and 
steel  are  used  in  machine  construction,  and  the  different  operations 
through  which  it  is  put  in  taking  such  forms  are  simplified  and  used  as 
exercise,  one  operation  being  taken  at  a  time.  The  course  of  study 
is  as  follows : 

First  Year. 

First  Term. — Care  of  shop,  name  and  care  of  machines  and  tools, 
such  as  various  files,  straight  ball  and  cross-pins,  hammers,  vise  work 
in  chipping  and  filing,  clamping  of  rough  and  smooth  work,  brass  and 
soft  metals,  various  cold  chisels  and  how  ground,  two-foot  rule,  6  and 
12"  steel  scale  and  square;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Second  Term. — Clamping  work  in  shaper  for  straight  and  angle 
cutting,  laying  off  work  for  drill  press,  speeding  drills  for  wrought  iron 
and  steel;  stropping  work  on  planer;  special  study  of  the  slide  valve 
steam  engine  and  action  of  steam  on  piston;  the  throttling  and  fly- 
wheel governor  and  oiling  engine;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — Correct  centering  for  lathe  work;  practice  in  straight, 
oval  and  angle  turning ;  making  screws  and  spindles  of  different  kinds ; 
use  of  diamond,  round  and  parting  tool;  grinding  and  tempering  various 
teels;  file  and  emery-cloth  in  polishing;  dividers  outside  calipers; 
theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Second  Year. 

First  Term.— Setting  engine  and  horizontal  tubular  boilers;  hoisting 
stacks;  firing;  method  of  coal  spreading  and  placing  wood;  care  and. 
repairs  of  furnace,  feed  pumps  and  injectors;  valve  grinding,  water  and 
steam  gauges,  columns,  traps  and  separators;  theory  class  and  me- 
chanical drawing. 

Second  Term. — Lathe  turning  for  shrinking  fits;  Vernier  calipers; 
hoisting  and  lining  shafts ;  calculating  speed  of  pulleys  and  belts ;  inside 
boring,  turning  and  threading;  turning  napkin  rings,  cups,  dumb-bells 
and  candle  stands;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — The  student  constructs  a  complete  machine  as  an 
illustration  of  the  principles  involved,  and  as  a  test  of  their  knowledge 
of  the  principles  already  studied. 
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INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN. 

The  young  women  are  taught  dressmaking,  plain  sewing,  fancy 
needle  work  and  millinery,  and  receive  special  attention  in  matters  per- 
taining to  health,  dress  and  deportment.  Instruction  is  also  given  in 
scientific  cooking  and  in  laundry  work,  under  the  direction  of  trained 
teachers. 


DOMESTIC  ART  DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  practical  knowledge  of 
all  varieties  of  hand  sewing  and  machine  sewing;  also  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  the  principles  of  dressmaking,  with  as  much  practice  in  their 
application  as  time  will  allow.  It  is  not  only  valuable  to  those  who  wish 
to  make  their  own  dresses,  but  also  affords  an  opportunity  to  those  who 
wish  to  become  practical  dressmakers. 

First  Year — Method  of  threading  needle  and  making  knot;  using 
thimble;  basting,  matching  stripes  and  over-handling;  turning  hem  by 
measure,  hemming  and  running ;  backstitching,  half-back  stitching,  over- 
casting and  felling;  gathering,  stroking  gathers  and  putting  on  bands; 
putting  in  gussets;  hemmed,  overhand  and  flannel  patching;  making 
button-holes,  blind  loops  and  eyelets;  darning  on  cashmere  and  stock- 
ings; hemming  table  linen,  herring-bone,  hem  and  feather  stitching; 
hem-stitching,  whipping  ruffle  and  mitering  corners ;  making  white  apron 
by  hand;  talk  on  manufacture  of  needle,  thimble  and  emery. 

Second  Year — Machine  stitching;  cutting  drawers,  shirt  and  night- 
dress by  measure ;  making  them  by  hand  and  machine ;  talk  on  manufac- 
ture of  cotton  and  linen. 

To  enter  this  course  the  pupil  is  required  to  be  familiar  with  all  the 
stitches  used  in  hand  sewing. 

Course    in   Dressmaking. 

First  Year — Instruction  in  selecting  suitable  materials;  draughting 
and  cutting  a  gored  skirt  from  measure  and  plain  tight  fitting  waist; 
basting,  finishing  and  trimming  skirt;  talk  on  form  and  color;  binding 
seams,  boning  waists,  sewing  on  hooks  and  eyes;  talk  on  manufacture  of 
wool. 

Second  Year — Practice  in  taking  measures;  draughting  waist  with 
French  dart ;  making  silk  waist ;  also  striped  or  plaid  waist ;  talk  on  man- 
ufacture of  silk. 
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Course  in  Millinery. 

First  Year — Drafting  and  cutting  buckram  frames;  wiring  and 
covering  buckram  frames;  cutting,  wiring  and  covering  bandeau;  lining 
and  trimming  hat;  making  wire  frames  from  models  and  measurements; 
sewing  straw  and  other  braids;  making  one  hat  of  straw,  and  one  of 
straw  and  chiffon. 

Second  Year —  Drafting,  cutting  and  making  hat  with  the  edge 
rolled;  making  a  shirred  hat;  bow  and  rosette  making;  curling  and  sewing 
feathers;  making  all  kinds  of  ribbon  flowers ;  making  bonnet ;  draping  veils. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 

The  object  of  the  course  in  domestic  science  is  to  fit  young  women  as 
home-makers  and  as  capable  women  in  whatever  sphere  their  life-work 
may  be.  Such,  then,  as  tends  to  cultivate  correct  observation,  accurate 
reasoning,  generous  judgment  and  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in 
nature  and  art  may  rightfully  find  a  place  in  such  a  course. 

That  which  most  especially  pertains  to  woman's  province,  the  home, 
is  dependent  upon  the  sciences  of  chemistry,  physiology,  bacteriology 
and  hygiene,  and  direct  applications  of  the  principles  of  these  sciences  are 
made  in  the  lessons  in  cookery,  dietetics,  home  nursing  and  household 
management. 

Course  in  Cooking  and  Housekeeping. 

First  Year — The  course  begins  with  instruction  in  the  care  of  the 
kitchen;  study  of  the  stove,  its  drafts,  dampers  and  fire-building,  its 
daily  care;  care  of  the  sink,  trap;  sweeping  and  dusting;  care  of  brooms, 
brushes  and  dusters;  the  study  of  dust  and  its  danger;  floor-scrubbing; 
window-cleaning;  care  of  dining  room,  silver;  bath-room  and  bed-room; 
care  of  kerosene  lamps. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  composition  and  dietetic  value  of  simple 
foods.  The  lessons  are  arranged  in  logical  order,  and  each  principle  is 
illustrated  by  the  preparation  of  simple  dishes,  including  the  quick 
breads,  with  study  of  baking  powder,  simple  preparation  of  vegetables, 
eggs,  milk,  cheese,  uses  for  stale  bread,  study  and  making  of  tea,  coffee,, 
cocoa,  etc.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  plain  dishes  in  the 
most  appetizing  forms. 

Second  Year — Instruction  and  practice  of  an  advanced  character 
in  the  preparation  of  more  complicated  dishes  than  are  included  in  the 
first  course.  Canning,  preserving;  study  of  yeast;  flours;  making  of 
light  bread ;  cooking  fine  and  rougher  cuts  of  meat,  etc. ;  plain  and  fancy 
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cakes,  pastry  and  puddings,  sherbets,  frappe  and  ice  cream;  planning 
simple  menus. 

Special  Course — Arranged  for  those  desiring  to  teach  Domestic 
Science,  and  is  taken  after  two  years'  course  has  been  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted. This  special  course  may  be  completed  in  six  months,  and  include  s 
the  study  of  the  best  methods  of  teaching. 

Course   in   Laundering. 

First  Year — Cleaning  stoves,  building  fires,  regulating  dampers, 
keeping  irons,  ironing  boards,  floors,  tables,  tubes,  etc.,  in  order;  sorting 
clothes  and  preparing  water,  removing  stains,  etc. 

Second  Year — Washing  shirts,  shirt  waists,  collars,  cuffs,  pillow 
cases,  sheets,  underwear,  table  napkins,  table-cloths,  fancy  underwear 
and  fancy  dresses. 
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REGULAR   INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENTS. 

For  Young  Men. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  student  sound  training,  both  theo- 
retical and  practical,  mechanical  drawing  in  woodwork,  forge-work  and 
machine  work.  When  a  student  finishes  the  Industrial  Course  he  is 
prepared  to  teach  that  work  in  the  public  schools  of  the  State.

For   Young   Women. 

For  special  course  twice  as  much  time  will  be  given  as  is  given 
normal  students  in  industrial  work.  This  will  enable  girls  to  finish  the 
courses  in  sewing  and  millinery  in  one  and  a  half  years  and  the  courses 
in  cooking,  housekeeping  and  laundering  in  one  year.  The  literary 
course  is  the  same  as  for  boys. 

A  SPECIAL  COURSE  IN  CARPENTRY. 

This  is  a  longer  course  in  carpentry,  and  includes,  in  addition  to  the 
work  laid  out  in  the  regular  industrial  course,  the  making  of  simple 
pieces  of  furniture,  tables,  desks,  beds  and  hall  seats;  general  repair  work 
and  house-building.  This  course  may  be  finished  in  two  years.  Only 
the  first  and  second  years  of  literary  work  required  in  this  course.  A 
certificate  will  be  given  at  end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to  make 
intelligent  carpenters. 

A  SPECIAL  COURSE  IN  BLACKSMITHING. 

This  is  a  two  years'  course,  like  the  special  course  in  carpentry.  It 
includes  tool-making,  horse-shoeing,  general  repair  work,  ironing  wagons 
and  buggies  and  all  other  work  done  in  a  first  class  shop.  A  certificate 
will  be  given  at  the  end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to  make  intelligent 
blacksmiths. 


SHORT  COURSE  IN  AGRICULTURE. 

A  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  given  to  those  who  complete  the 
course  with  credit.

THE  LIBRARY. 

The  library  now  contains  about  3,000  bound  volumes,  and  additions 
will  be  made  as  funds  will  permit. 

The  books  are  classified  according  to  the  best  system  of  classifica- 
tion, and  great  effort  is  made  to  teach  students  how  to  use  it. 

Girls  use  the  library  in  the  forenoon  and  boys  have  the  use  of  it  in 
the  afternoons. 


SUMMER   SESSION. 

Many  who  are  teaching  and  who  expect  to  teach  and  who  are  am- 
bitious to  broaden  their  scholarships  and  increase  their  efficiency  as 
teachers  are  debarred  from  attending  the  regular  session  of  Lincoln 
Institute. 

To  these  and  to  many  others  an  opportunity  will  be  given  each  year 
to  attend  the  Summer  Session  for  seven  weeks,  in  association  with  many 
of  the  best  teachers  of  the  city  and  country  schools,  and  under  some  of 
the  best  teachers  of  the  race.  Already  three  successful  sessions  have 
been  held. 

The  location  is  central  and  the  foot-hills  of  the  Ozarks  are  unsur- 
passed for  health  and  comfort  during  the  summer  months. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  unsurpassed  for  such  work  and  the 
moral  and  social  conditions  are  the  best. 

Ample  opportunity  is  given  to  visit  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the 
capitol,  the  penitentiary  and  other  places  of  interest  in  or  near  the 
Capital  City.  The  fine  roads  leading  out  of  the  city  to  the  neighboring 
towns,  and  the  rivers  and  creeks  near  by  will  furnish  delightful  outings 
for  those  who  want  to  drive,  cycle,  use  the  rod  and  gun,  study  nature  at 
first  hand,  and  enjoy  the  fresh  pure  air  after  the  close  of  the  regular 
session  each  day. 

The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary  Society  was  organized  by  the  teachers  four 
years  ago  and  meets  every  Saturday  evening  during  the  summer  session. 
It  is  regarded  as  a  feature  of  the  session,  and  gives  each  one  an  opportun- 
ity to  debate,  to  read  a  paper,  to  sing  or  to  perform  on  some  musical  in- 
strument at  least  once  during  the  session. 
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Board  and  lodging  can  be  secured  in  private  families  in  the  city. 

Tuition  is  free. 

The  faculty  of  the  summer  school  is  composed  in  part  of  the  regular 
teachers  in  the  Institute  and  of  such  teachers  of  large  experience  as  we 
may  be  able  to  employ  from  abroad. 

.In  addition  to  the  literary  work,  instruction  in  sloyd,  in  raffia,  in 
basketry,  and  in  beads  is  given.  A.  great  many  city  teachers  took  this 
work  last  year. 

Grades  made  in  the  Summer  School  will  be  accepted  by  the  faculty 
as  credit  on  the  requirement  for  graduation,  and  by  connty  boards  for 
work  required  to  increase  the  grade  of  teachers'  certificates. 

BRANCHES  TAUGHT. 

Instructions  will  be  given  in  Grammar,  Rhetoric  and  Composition, 
English  and  American  Literature,  United  States  and  General  History, 
Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  the  Natural  and  Physical  Sciences;  also,  in 
Manual  Training  and  in  the  higher  branches  to  these  who  may  desire 
them. 

Lectures  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  by  President  B.  F.  Alien, 
and  by  others  who  are  eminently  qualified  to  speak  on  Pedagogical  rnd 
Literary  subjects. 

The  following  is  the  law  regarding  Summer  Schools: 

Sec.  9969.  Approved  Summer  Schools. — Grades  made  in  the 
summer  terms  of  the  State  educational  institutions  and  in  such  other 
summer  schools  as  may  be  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education 
shall  be  accepted  by  the  State  Superintendent  and  county  boards  in  lieu 
of  examination  in  such  subjects  or  parts  of  subjects  outlined  by  the  State 
Board.     (Session  Acts,  1901.) 

The  State  Board  of  Education  herewith  prescribes  the  conditions 
on  which  summer  schools  may  be  approved,  for  the  purpose  of  having" 
their  grades  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  as  provided  above. 

1.  Such  Summer  Schools  shall  be  conducted  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  forty-two  (42)  days  under  the  direction  and  tuition  of  teachers  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  suitable  school  buildings  pro- 
vided with  good  reference  libraries  for  teaching  literature  and  history  by 
the  source  method  and  well  equipped  for  teaching  the  sciences  of  the 
laboratory  method. 

2.  All  such  Summer  Schools  shall  maintain  at  least  four  depart- 
ments (mathematics,  English,  history  and  science),  each  presided  over 
by  a  recognized  specialist  in  his  department,  who  is  a  full  course  graduate 
of  a  college  or  normal  school,  or  holds  a  Missouri  State  Teachers'  Cer- 
tificate. 

3.  Grades  in  the  following  subjects  shall  be  accepted  by  the  State 
Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  and  County  Boards  of  Education  when 
properly  certified  to  as  herein  provided:  (a)  Algebra,  including  as  much 
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given  in  the  first  298  pages  of  Milne's  High  School  Algebra,  (b) 
Literature,  including  as  much  as  is  contained  in  "Introductory  Lessons 
in  English  Literature,"  one  of  the  books  selected  for  the  Teachers' 
Reading  Circle  Course  for  1901;  or  the  critical  study  of  the  "College 
Entrance  Requirements."  (c)  History,  the  equivalent  of  Meyer's 
Ancient:  or  the  equivalent  of  Meyer's  Mediaeval  and  Modern;  or  the 
equivalent  of  any  standard  text  on  English  History,  (d)  Science,  the 
equivalent  of  Tarr's  Elementary  Physical  Geography;  or  the  equivalent 
of  Gage's  Introduction  to  Physical  Science;  or  the  equivalent  of  any 
standard  high  school  text  on  zoology  or  botany,  or  in  lieu  thereof  as  much 
as  is  contained  in  four  bulletins  issued  by  the  State  Agricultural  College. 

4.  No  pupil  shall  be  given  credit  in  grades  for  teachers'  certificates 
who  has  not  attended  said  summer  school  at  least  six-sevenths  of  the 
term  and  done  the  work  for  which  he  is  credited  in  that  term.  Every 
pupil  wishing  credits  for  certificates  shall  be  limited  to  two  subjects,  and 
must  devote  not  less  than  three  hours  daily  to  study  and  recitation  in 
each.  All  work  in  science  must  be  done  by  the  laboratory  method;  all 
work  in  literature  and  history  by  the  source,  or  library,  method. 

5.  At  the  close  of  the  term  every  pupil  completing  one  or  more 
subjects,  as  prescribed  in  section  three,  shall  be  given  a  certificate  of 
attendance,  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Schools,  signed  by  the  director  of  the  Summer  School,  stating  the  length 
of  time  in  days  and  hours  such  pupil  worked  in  the  school,  the  amount 
and  character  of  the  work  done,  and  to  what  extent  proficient  in  the 
subject  or  subjects.  Nothing  in  these  requirements  should  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  any  summer  school  from  organizing  classes  in  other 
subjects.  The  law,  however,  limits  subjects  on  which  grades  be  accepted 
to  those  designated  in  section  three  (3)  above. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION. 

Admission. 

Male  candidates  for  admission  to  the  sub-normal  and  normal  de- 
partments are  received  at  or  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  female 
candidates  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Presi- 
dent, those  younger  may  be  admitted.  No  applicant  under  sixteen  will 
be  admitted  to  the  College  Department. 

All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral  character 
before  they  will  be  received  as  members  of  the  institution ;  and  those  who 
come  from  other  institutions  of  learning  must  submit  evidence  of  honor- 
able dismission. 

All  candidates  should  be  present  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  the 
first  term.  Those  coming  later  than  the  first  week  will  put  themselves 
and  their  teachers  to  the  inconvenience  of  a  private  examination. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  notice  carefully  the  course  of 
study,  to  see  what  will  be  required  of  them  when  they  present  themselves 
for  examination. 

Students  who  may  from  any  cause  be  absent  for  a  part  of  the  term, 
or  one  or  more  terms,  will  be  required,  on  returning,  to  pass  a  satisfac- 
tory examination  in  the  studies  pursued  in  their  class  during  their 
absence. 

All  letters  sent  to  students  should  be  addressed  in  care  of  Lincoln 
Institute,  Jefferson  City,  Mo. 

Jefferson  City  is  a  small  place,  and  students  coming  for  the  first  time 
will  experience  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  school.  Reliable  hackmen 
meet  all  trains  and  will  bring  students  and  friends  to  the  school  for  50 
cents  if  only  one  person  rides ;  25  cents  if  two  or  more. 

The  president  has  an  office  in  the  Main  building,  to  which  the  students 
have  access  at  stated  times.  He  is  glad  to  render  them  any  assistance 
that  is  in  his  power  as  their  friend  and  advisor. 

Government. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  positive  in  prohibiting  all  immoral 
practices,  as  well  as  actions  leading  thereto,  and  in  exacting  a  uniform 
regard  for  good  order,  studious  habits  and  careful  observance  of  the 
prescribed  routine  of  duty.  The  largest  liberty  consistent  with  these 
objects  is  granted.  No  arbitrary  rules  or  unreasonable  exactions  are 
made,  but  good  order  is  expected  and  demanded,  and  no  successful  teach- 

(30) 
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ing  can  be  accomplished  without  it.  But  while  order  is  indispensable 
to  success  in  teaching,  it  is  sought  not  for  its  own  sake  merely,  but  as 
an  clement  of  discipline.  All  discipline  as  well  as  instruction  in  this 
school  is  made  subservient  to  these  ends.- 


REGULATIONS. 

Prohibitions. 

1 .  The  association  of  the  young  men  and  the  young  women  without 
permission;  note  writing  between  young  men  and  young  women;  the 
passing  of  notes  by  students. 

2.  The  use  of  intoxicating  drinks;  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  of  its 
forms;  carrying  fire-arms  or  any  deadly  weapons;  indulgence  in  profan- 
ity, obscenity  or  gambling;  the  use  or  possession  of  dice,  playing  cards 
or  any  other  gambling  device.  A  single  instance  of  intoxication  or  gross 
immorality  on  the  part  of  any  student  will,  ipso  facto,  sever  his  con- 
nection with  the  Institution. 

3.  The  use  or  possession  of  any  immoral  literature. 

4.  Visiting  one  another's  rooms  during  study  hours. 

5.  Absence  from  the  premises,  going  to  the  city  or  visiting  families 
without  permission. 

6.  All  improper  behavior  or  unnecessary  noise.  Students  not 
engaged  in  recitation  or  appointed  exercises  will  not  be  allowed  to  occupy 
recitation  rooms  without  permission. 

7.  Cutting,  marking,  or  in  any  way  defacing  the  building  or  their 
appurtenances;  throwing  trash  or  anything  offensive  from  windows. 

8.  Students  boarding  in  the  city  without  special  permission  from 
the  President. 

'.».     Throwing  stones  upon  the  grounds  near  the  buildings. 
10.     Disturbing  the  trees,  flowers  and  undergrowth. 

Requirements. 

1.  Proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

2.  Punctual  attendance  at  the  opening  exercises  of  the  school, 
recitations,  the  Sunday  services  in  the  Chapel,  etc. 

3.  Strict  observance  of  the  appointed  study  hours. 

4.  Each  pupil  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  improper  conduct 
occurring  in  his  room,  and  jointly  responsible  for  all  injury  beyond 
ordinary  use,  in  case  the  offending  party  is  not  exposed. 

o.  Occupants  of  rooms  must  keep  them  in  good  order.  Every 
room  must  be  accessible  at  all  times  to  the  President  and  the  Matrons. 
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6.  All  students  are  required  to  observe  the  advice  and  directions 
of  the  Matrons  under  whose  care  and  control  they  are  placed. 

7.  Each  student,  in  order  to  retain  his  membership  of  Lincoln 
Institute,  must  receive  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  certificate  of  good  de- 
portment. 

8.  All  students  leaving  before  the  close  of  the  school  must  obtain 
permission  from  the  President. 

9.  These  rules,  as  far  as  practicable,  apply  to  all  students,  whether 
residing  on  the  premises  or  elsewhere. 

10.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  to  their  homes  at  the  close 
of  the  school,  and  not  to  remain  in  Jefferson  City  to  make  visits. 

11.  It  is  well  to  bring  text-books  formerly  used. 

12.  Students  are  required  to  be  furnished  with  all  prescribed  text- 
books at  the  time  when  the  use  of  them  begins. 

13.  All  should  be  provided  with  warm  clothing. 

14.  Young  women  must  have  rubbers  and  rain  coats. 

15.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  marked  with  the  owner's 
name,  and  list  of  articles  should  be  brought. 

16.  Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  owner's  name. 

17.  Every  student,  by  entering  the  Institute,  is  regarded  as  giving 
a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other  established  regulations. 

18.  Parents  will  save  us  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  by  refraining 
from  sending  to  their  children  boxes  containing  articles  of  food. 

The  daily  exercises  begin  at  9:00  and  continue  until  4  o'clock.  The 
devotional  exercises  begin  in  chapel  at  10:20  a.  m.  and  last  30  minutes. 
All  are  required  to  be  present.  Lectures  by  visitors  and  by  the  President 
are  given  at  this  period,  in  addition  to  the  reading  of  a  passage  from  the 
Bible,  prayer  and  singing. 

Religious  Exercises  and  Instructions. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  services  in  the  churches  of  the 
city  on  Sabbath  morning,  or  the  sermon  in  the  chapel  at  the  Institute 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  All  the  ministers  of  the  city,  both  white  and 
colored,  preach  for  us  at  least  twice  during  the  scholastic  year,  and  the 
President  conducts  the  services  when  the  ministers  do  not. 

The  young  men  have  a  regularly  organized  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  has 
become  an  admirable  training  school  for  religious  work,  and  the  young 
women  have  organized  a  Y.  W.  C.  A.  The  meetings  are  interesting  and 
helpful,  and  are  largely  attended  by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  From 
the  religious  exercises  of  the  Institute  everything  of  a  sectarian  nature 
is  carefully  excluded. 

Text-Books. 

Students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  whatever  text-books  they 
may  have.  All  students  must  provide  their  own  text-books.  They 
can  be  bought  of  local  dealers. 
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Societies. 

The  society  of  the  Alumni  was  organized  June  10,  1876.  It  is  com- 
posed of  those  who  hold  diplomas,  and  is  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the 
Institute.  The  meeting  of  this  society  is  held  at  the  close  of  each  scho- 
lastic year. 

The  Olive  Branch  is  composed  of  the  young  ladies  in  the  Normal 
and  College  departments.  The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary  Society  is  composed 
of  students  in  all  the  various  departments  of  the  school  and  meets  every 
Friday  evening.  The  Longfellow  and  Shakespeare  clubs  are  under  the 
direction  of  members  of  the  Faculty.  These  societies  meet  weekly. 
Formal  social  gatherings  are  permitted  once  a  month,  and  all  students 
below  the  age  of  eighteen  are  excluded  from  attending  them.  Members 
of  the  Faculty  are  always  present  at  these  gatherings. 

Music. 

Music,  both  vocal  and  instrumental,  has  always  had  a  very  prom- 
inent place  in  Lincoln  Institute,  and  the  concerts  before  the  Missouri. 
Legislature  at  its  biennial  sessions  are  praised  highly  for  the  excellence 
of  the  music. 

Instrumental  Music. 

It  is  impossible  to  set  down  any  list  of  studies  to  be  strictly  adhered  to, 
as  the  needs  of  the  individual  pupil  must  be  consulted,  and  the  studies 
varied  accordingly. 

The  Preparatory  course  is  divided  into  seven  grades.  Pupils  will  be 
advanced  in  this  course  as  rapidly  as  their  work  justifies.  After  finishing 
the  seventh  grade,  the  Teachers'  Certificate  class  requires  one  year.  The 
Graduating  course  may  be  finished  the  following  year. 

Vocal  music  is  given  to  the  whole  school  free  of  cost.  The  plan  of 
work  includes  instruction  in  the  correct  method  of  breathing,  production 
of  tone,  enunciation  and  phrasing;  major  scale;  scale  writing;  sight-read- 
ing in  parts,  and  the  learning  of  songs. 

Instruction  in  instrumental  music  will  cost  25  cents  a  lesson. 

The  Lincoln  Institute  Band. 

The  Lincoln  Institute  Band  will  give  splendid  opportunities  to  stu- 
dents who  wish  instruction  on  band  instruments.  It  furnishes  music 
for  all  public  occasions. 

The    Lincoln   Institute    Orchestra. 

The  Lincoln  Institute  Orchestra  gives  students  an  opportunity  to 
learn  the  rudiments  of  chamber  music. 
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The  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club. 

The  Mandolin  and  Guitar  Club  is  maintained  by  some  of  the  students 
and  assists  the  Band  and  Orchestra  in  furnishing  music  for  the  public 
and  private  exercises  of  the  Institute.  Instruction  can  be  obtained  at 
reasonable  rates. 

Rhetorical  Exercises. 

Rhetorical  exercises  are  held  every  two  weeks,  when  drill  is  given 
the  students  in  interpreting  clearly  and  rendering  forcibly  the  thoughts 
of  eminent  writers  and  speakers.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to 
original  thoughts  and  research  in  composition  work.  At  the  end  of  each 
month  public  exercises  are  held  in  the  chapel,  at  which  time  the  best 
essays,  orations  and  recitations  from  each  division  are  given. 

Uniform   Suits. 

The  school  has  a  uniform  for  girls  and  one  for  boys,  and  the  object 
is  to  save  parents  the  cost  of  expensive  clothing.  These  uniforms  can 
be  bought  and  made  at  home  or  in  the  sewing  department  by  those  who 
are  advanced  in  sewing.  The  cost  for  girls  is  from  $10  to  $12,  including 
the  cap;  for  boys,  from  $10  to  $15. 

All  students  are  required  to  wear  the  school  uniform  unless  some 
special  reason  for  not  doing  so  is  given. 

Promotion  and  Graduation. 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  month.  The 
results  of  these  examinations,  averaged  with  the  daily  recitations,  deter- 
mine the  standing  of  the  student  in  scholarship.  The  student  whose 
monthly  average  is  above  70%  will  be  exempted  from  the  term's  exami- 
nation. At  the  end  of  each  term  every  student  is  furnished  a  report 
showing  his  rank,  scholarship  and  deportment.  In  case  of  minor,  these 
reports  are  furnished  to  parents  or  guardians. 

A  student  loses  his  grade  if  at  the  close  of  any  term  his  standing  in 
any  three  studies  is  less  than  50  per  cent.  No  student  whose  average 
in  any  study  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  below  70  per  cent.,  or  whose  deport- 
ment is  less  than  60  per  cent.,  will  be  promoted  to  a  higher  grade. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  either  from  the  normal  or  the  college 
department  whose  average  in  any  study  is  less  than  70  per  cent  in  scholar- 
ship and  less  than  60  per  cent  in  deportment. 

Boarding  Department. 

The  boarding  department,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Institute,  will  furnish  board  at  $9.50   for   the   scholastic 
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month  of  four  weeks,  or  twenty-eight  days.  Please  remember  that  the 
board  month  is  four  weeks,  and  not  from  date  to  date.  Any  students, 
by  assisting  in  the  necessary  work  of  the  department,  may  secure  board 
18  a  month.  An  entrance  fee  of  $1  will  be  charged  to  assist  in  buy- 
ing room  furniture  and  ordinary  medicines.  The  school  year  of  forty 
weeks  is  divided  into  ten  periods  of  four  weeks  each,  and  board  must  be 
paid  invariably  in  advance.  Money  for  board  ought  to  be  sent  by  draft, 
money  order  or  registered  letter  to  the  President,  and  not  to  the 
students.  Twenty-five  students  secured  free  board  by  working  in  this 
department  last  year.  The  following  are  the  dates  on  which  board  bills 
must  be  paid: 

Calendar. 

1st  month  begins  September  1,  ends  September  26. 
2nd  month  begins  September  27,  ends  October  24. 
3rd  month  begins  October  25,  ends  November  21. 
4th  month  begins  November  22,  ends  December  19. 
5th  month  begins  December  20,  ends  January  23. 
6th  month  begins  January  24,  ends  February  20. 
7th  month  begins  February  21,  ends  March  20. 
8th  month  begins  March  21,  ends  April  17. 
9th  month  begins  April  18,  ends  May  15. 
10th  month  begins  May  16,  ends  June  12. 

Money  paid  for  board  will  not  be  refunded  unless  the  student  is  sick 
and  compelled  to  go  home  on  that  account. 

Athletics. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  Athletics.  Through  the  foot-ball  team 
and  the  base-ball  team  the  school  has  been  brought  before  the  public 
in  a  very  commendable  way.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  see  that  only 
dean,  manly  sports  are  kept  up  in  the  school. 

Those  who  wish  to  make  the  teams  must  maintain  an  honorable 
record  for  scholarship  and  deportment. 

Main  Building. 

This  building  is  large  and  complete  in  all  provisions  for  health  and 
study.  It  has  a  thoroughly  equipped  chemical  and  physical  laboratory, 
a  library  with  fire-proof  ceiling,  ample  provisions  for  a  large  collection 
of  books,  a  chapel,  an  observatory  for  practice  work  in  astronomy,  and 
a  gymnasium  for  the  department  of  physical  culture;  also,  recitation 
rooms  for  the  collegiate,  normal  and  practice  departments.  This  build- 
ing is  lighted  by  electricity. 
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Dormitories. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building,  there  are  two  large  dormitories, 
one  for  young  women  and  the  other  for  young  men.  The  new  dormitory 
for  young  women  has  just  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.00,  and  is 
one  of  the  most  modern  buildings  for  the  purpose  in  the  country. 

The  first  floor  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  industries  for  girls,  and 
to  the  cuisine  and  dining  departments. 

The  rooms  are  neat,  and  built  with  a  view  to  comfort  and  health. 
Only  two  girls  are  placed  in  one  room. 

Ample  and  modern  facilities  for  baths  and  for  heat  are  made. 

The  young  men's  dormitory  is  also  new  and  is  one  of  the  best  ap- 
pointed dormitories  in  the  country  in  schools  of  this  kind.  The  rooms 
are  large  enough  only  for  two  occupants,  and  the  building  is  supplied 
with  baths  and  other  modern  improvements. 

Both  dormitories  are  supplied  with  iron  enameled  beds,  mattresses, 
chairs  and  tables. 

We  do  not  furnish  towels,  napkins  and  bed  clothes.  Students 
purchase  their  own  lamps. 

The  young  men  and  the  young  women  are  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  matrons  and  members  of  the  faculty,  who  reside  in  the 
buildings. 

Washing  is  done  at  prices  ranging  from  $1  to  $2  per  month. 

Those  who  prefer  it,  may  do  their  own  laundering  in  the  school 
laundry.  Students  furnish  soap,  starch,  bluing,  etc.,  but  tubs,  irons, 
wash-boards  and  other  necessary  material  are  furnished  by  the  school. 

Boys'  laundering  can  be  done  in  basement  of  boys'  dormitory 
under  the  direction  of  their  matron.  In  this  way  it  can  be  done  at 
very  reasonable  rates.

HISTORICAL    SKETCH. 


In  discussing  the  so-called  "race  question"  and  what  has 
been  done  for  the  educational  advancement  of  the  negro,  both 
by  the  North  and  by  the  South,  it  is  well  to  take  into  consid- 
eration what  the  negro  has  done  for  himself. 

Many  schools  have  been  established  for  negroes  by  mis- 
sionary societies  of  various  Christian  denominations  and  by  the 
legislatures  of  every  Southern  State,  and  later  many  schools 
have  been  established  by  negroes  for  themselves;  but,  perhaps, 
no  one  of  the  schools  of  any  class  has  had  a  more  interesting 
beginning  than  Lincoln  Institute,  which  had  its  origin  in  a  fund 
of  $0,379,  contributed  by  the  soldiers  of  the  62nd  and  65th 
regiments  of  U.  S.  colored  infantry,  whose  first  thought,  when 
discharged  from  seivice,  was  to  establish  ir  Missouri  a  school 
where  their  children  could  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  useful 
education. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  ten  in  number,  was  organized  June 
8  and  incorporated  June  25,  1866,  and  the  school  was  opened 
September    17,    1866. 

In  June,  1871,  the  main  building  was  completed.  It  was  a 
substantial  brick  building,  60x70  feet,  three  stories,  conveniently 
arranged  and  eligibly  located  upon  a  prominent  hill,  just  out- 
side the  limits  of  Jefferson  City,  commanding  a  view  of  a  large 
part  of  it.      The  grounds  contain  20  acres. 

"The  Legislature  of  1879  appropriated  $15,000  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Institute,  provided  $5,000  should  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  its  indtebtedness.  This  appropriation  was  contained 
in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  and  was  a  grant  to  a  cor- 
poration managing  a  charity.  *  The  Constitution  provides:  'The 
General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  make  any  grant 
*  *  *  cf  public  money  or  thing  of  value  to  any  individual, 
association  of  individuals,  municipal  or  other  corporation  what- 
ever.' The  grant  was  in  violation  of  that  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion just  quoted."  Gov.  Phelps,  from  whsoe  message  to  the 
Legislature  the  above  is  taken,  held  the  bill  until  the  Board  of 
Trustees  met  and  unanimously  voted  to  transfer  the  Institute 
to  the  State.  The  bill  was  immediately  approved.  This  friend- 
ly act  of  the  late  Governor  enabled  the  trustees  to  pay  every 
dollar  of  the  debt  which  for  seevral  years  had  embarrassed 
them  and  to  place  the  Institute  on  a  more  permanent  basis. 

Since  the  Institute  became  a  State  school,  the  Legislature 
has  not  only  made  large  appropriations  for  its  maintenance,  but 
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has  also  given  money  to  erect  dormitories,  to  purchase  scientific 
apparatus  to  make  additions  to  the  library  and  to  repair  the 
main  building. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth  General  Assembly  a  college 
and  a  college  preparatory  school  were  established  in  connection 
with  the  Institute. 

The  same  assembly  also  passed  an  act  which  provides  that 
the  Normal  Diplomas  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach  in  the 
schools  of  the  State  without  further  examination;  also,  that  the 
graded  certificates,  which  are  granted  upon  the  completion  of 
the  two  years'  course,  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach  the 
several  branches  therein  named  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 
the  day  of  graduation.  Provision  is  made  in  the  act  for  an- 
nulling these  diplomas  and  certificates  whenever  it  is  found 
necessary. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  an  Indus- 
trial Department  was  established  in  connection  with  the  Insti- 
tute. 

The  main  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  che  first  of 
August.  189  4,  but  was  soon  replaced  by  a  far  more  commodious 
structure,  for  the  erection  of  which  the  Legislature  appropri- 
ated the  sum  of  $40,000. 

Since  then  the  legislature  has  appropriated  at  different 
times  money  to  erect  a  dormitory  for  young  men,  one  for  the 
young  women  and  a  central  hearing  plant.  Lincoln  Institute, 
therefore,  is  well  equipped  in  buildings,  as  well  as  in  teaching 
force,  for  the  work  she  has  to  do. 


Departments  and  Courses  of  Study 


COLLEGE    DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  as  established  that  students  who  attend 
the  Institute  may  pursue  a  college  course,  the  same  as  stu- 
dents at  the  State  University  at  Columbia.  Students  who  have 
completed  sixteen  units  in  the  normal  course,  graduates  of 
first  class  four  years'  high  schools  and  all  who  may  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  equivalent  to  either  of  the  above  will 
be  admitted  to  this  department. 

Each  student  who  completes  the  work  in  this  course  will 
be  entitled  to  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts.      The  following  is  the  coarse  of  study:

NORMAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  has  been  revised  and  placed  on  a  level  with 
the  white  normal  schools  of  the  State.  A  good  grammar 
school  and  one  year  of  high  school  work  is  necessary  before  a 
student  can  enter  upon  the  normal  course. 

Ten  units  will  entitle  a  student  to  a  certificate  to  teach  in 
any  public  school  of  the  state  for  two  years  from  date  of 
issue.      Four  of  these  units  must  be  taken  in  Lincoln  Institute. 

Teaching  in  the  Training  School  will  be  required  of  all 
Seniors  who  show  aptness  in  this  line.  Graduation  from  this 
course  will  admit  a  student  to  the  Junior  College  class  with- 
out examination. 

All  students  who  enter  upon  this  course  are  required  to 
spend  two  years  in  the  study  of  agriculture  or  some  form  of 
industrial  work.  Those  who  take  Agriculture  will  be  required 
to  spend  half  the  time  in  the  study  of  the  theory  as  given  in 
the  text-book  and  the  other  half  in  the  practice  and  applica- 
tion of  the  theory  to  the  work  on  the  farm. 


OUTLINE  OF  TP.E  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

L'nder  the  respective  heads,  the  subjects  offered  will  be 
designated  in  the  order  in  which  they  must  be  studied,  each 
number  standing  for  one  year's  work  of  ten  months,  five  reci- 
tations a  week  of  forty-five  minutes.  The  school  year  of 
forty  weeks  is  divided  into  three  terms.  Forty  weeks'  work, 
five  days  to  the  week,  forty-five  minutes  to  the  recitation, 
shall  constitute  a  unit.  Twenty  units  shall  be  required  for 
graduation   from   this    department. 

Graduates  of  approved  first  class  four  years'  high  schools 
will    be    given    credit    for    twelve    units    on    the    regular    normal 
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course;  graduates  of  three  years'  high  schools  will  be  given 
credit  for  nine  units;  and  graduates  of  two  years'  high  schools 
will   be   given   credit   for   six  units   on   the   normal   course. 

Two  years  of  industrial  or  special  work  will  be  accepted  as 
equivalent  to  one  unit  of  requirements  for  graduation,  provided 
only  one  line  of  industrial  work  is  followed.  Each  student 
shall  be  required  to  take  all  the  units  of  an  elective  or  special 
study.  No  one  can  take  on  year  of  Latin  and  one  of  German, 
etc.,  but  must  finish  the  course  elected.  The  following  will 
indicate  the  studies  which  shall  be  required,  and  those  which 
are  elective:

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EXPLANATION   OF   THE    COURSE. 

Pedagogy — 

Course  I.  General  Pedagogy. — A  study  of  the  principles  of 
education,  the  general  method  and  an  introduction  lo  Element- 
ary  Psychology. 

The  aim  of  the  work  of  this  course  is  (1)  to  train  the 
pupils  in  the  "Art  of  Study" — the  ability  to  organize  material 
— by  an  intensive  study  of  suitable  topics  or  text,  and  (2)  to 
furnish  the  pupils  sub-graduating  the  minimum  amount  of 
professional    training. 

This  course  is  required  as  preparatory  to  all  other  courses 
in  this  department. 

Time,  5  horns.      3  terms. 

Course  II.  Elementary  Psychology. — A  general  treatment 
of  the  subject,  including  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  struc- 
ture and  function  of  the  nervous  system;  also,  an  introduction 
to  the  literature  upon  practice,  fatigue  and  the  process  of 
learning. 

Time,   5   hours.      3   terms. 

Course  III.  History  of  Education. — The  work  of  this  course 
is  based  on  a  study  of  Monroe's  History  of  Education  (Briefer 
Course),  supplemented  by  assigned  readings  of  all  available 
classics  on  the  subject. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  who  have  completed 
course  I. 

Time,  3  hours  per  week.     3  terms. 

Course  Ilia.  Educational  Psychology. — A  study  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  teaching  based  on  the  laws  of  psychology,  with  em- 
phasis  on    adolescence. 

This  course  is  open  only  to  students  who  have  completed 
course    II. 

Time  2  hours.      3  terms. 

Course  IV.  Methodology. — A  study  of  special  methods,  the 
laws  and  processes  of  learning,  including  observations  of  pri- 
mary and  secondary  work;  also,  practice  work  by  the  pupils  in 
the  Model   School.     Missouri  School  Laws. 

Time,   2  terms. 

Course  IVa.  School  Management. — A  study  of  organization 
of  a  room  or  a  school,  the  course  of  study,  the  subject  of  dis- 
cipline, punishment,  incentives,  etc.  This  course  is  open  only 
tto  pupils  who  have  completed  course  IV. 

Time  2  hours.      1   term. 
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liiiglish. —  (1)  At  least  four  complete  classics,  mainly  de- 
scriptions, will  be  made  the  basis  of  the  first  year's  work. 
After  thorough  study  of  each  as  literature,  it  is  correlated  with 
composition  and  technical  work.  A  careful  study  of  words,  of 
figures  of  speech  and  of  construction  as  applied  to  sentences 
and  paragraphs  is  made;  Herrick  and  Damon's  Compsoiticn 
and  Rhetoric  is  used;  (2)  The  work  of  the  second  year  differs 
from  the  first  in  that  narration  and  exposition  take  the  place 
of  description,  and  elements  of  style  emphasized  and  the  study 
of  Rhetoric  continued;  (3)  The  third  pear  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  oration  as  represented  by  the  masterpieces  of 
Webster  and  Burke  and  of  the  drama  as  representee!  by  Shape- 
speare.  Composition  and  rhetorical  work  are  made  prominent 
and  much  collateral  reading  is  required.  For  this  work  good 
and  appropriate  references  are  absolutely  necessary;  (4)  A 
historic  review  of  literature  and  literary  periods  is  given  along 
with  a  more  critical  study  of  poetry.  Composition  work  is 
devoted  largely  to  exposition  and  argumeantation.  Three  days 
each  week  are  given  to  literature,  and  the  other  two  to  com- 
position and  technical  work  in  word-building,  word-analysis, 
grammar  and  rhetoric.  Painter's  English  and  American  Lit- 
erature are  the  texts  used  and  a  series  of  other  Authors  used 
as   references. 

Mathematics. —  (1)  Algebra  (Well's  Essentials);  (?)  Plane 
Geometry  (Phillips  and  Fisher);  (3)  Higher  Algebra  and  Solid 
Geometry;  (4)  Trigonometry  and  Surveying;  (5)  Analytic 
Geometry    and    Calcus. 

History. —  (1)  Ancient  History;  (2)  Mediaeval  and  Aloaern 
History  (West's  Histories  are  used);  (3)  English  History  and 
Government;    (4)    American  History  and  Government. 

The  study  of  history  should  develop  the  conceptions  of 
historical  unity  and  growth;  hence  history  is  continued  through 
several  years,  one  period  succeeding  another  in  natural  order. 
The  arbitrary  selection  of  periods  of  history  for  study,  and  the 
breaks  which  occur  in  the  study  of  closely  related  periods, 
prevent  the  pupils  from  acquiring  "the  habit  of  considering 
what  has  been  when  they  discuss  what  is  or  what  should  be." 
The  study  begins  with  General  History  and  is  followed  in 
succession  by  English  History  and  American  History.  Two 
year  will  be  given  to  this  subject,  the  first  year  being  devoted 
to  Ancient  History,  while  in  the  second  year  the  subject  is 
continued    through    Mediaeval    and   Modern    History. 

Science. —  (.1)  Physical  Geography;  (2)  Botany  (Bergen) 
or  Zoology    (Colton)    or  Botany  and   Zoology,   each   half  a  year; 
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(3)     Physics     (Avery);     (4)     Nevell's    Chemistry;     (5)     Geology 
(Dana),    Astronomy    (Young). 

Latin. —  (1)  Beginners'  (Collar  and  Daniell's)  ;  (2)  Caesar 
(Johnston-Sanford  (and  Tolman).  and  Prose  Composition;  (3) 
Cicero  (Four  orations,  D'Ocge;  (4)  Virgil,  four  books  (Harper 
ani    Miller.) 

In  this  course  the  student  acquires  such  a  vocabulary  am" 
such  a  knowledge  of  inflections  and  syntax  as  to  read  readily 
simple  Latin  prose,  with  accurate  quantitative  pronounciaticn 
of  the  words.  He  is  carefully  trained  in  reading  aloud  Latin, 
with  proper  emphasis  and  expression,  and  in  rendering  Latin 
into  choice  idiomatic  English.  In  connection  with  the  reading, 
there  is  given  practice  in  writing  Latin,  and  frequent  written 
translations.  Especial  attention  is  paid  to  pronunciation,  which 
should  show  not  only  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  quantity 
of  the  various  vowels,  but  a  clear  insight  into  the  meaning  of 
i he  sentence.  There  is  daily  practice  in  reading  aloud.  Sight 
reading  is  made  a  frequent  exercise.  The  "First  Latin  Book" 
is  thoroughly  done  in  order  that  the  pupils  may  do  Caesar  will. 

German. —  (1)  Whitney's  Brief  Grammar,  supplemented  by 
the  reading  of  easp  prose  from  some  good  reader,  'followed  by 
Storm's  Immense,  Volkmann's  Kleine  Geschicten,  or  the  equiva- 
lent. Careful  attention  is  given  to  correct  pronunciation;  (2) 
First  half  of  Harris's  Prose  Composition;  and  the  reading  of 
Benedicts'  Doktor  Wespe,  Freytag's  Die  Journalisten,  Schiller's 
Wilhplm  Tell,  or  an  equivalent  amount;  (3)  Last  half  of  Har- 
ris's Prose  Composition,  letter  writing,  sight  translation  ani 
the  reading  of  Schiller's  Maria  Stuart,  Das  Lied  von  der  G'x:ke, 
Goetz  von  Berlichingen,  Herman  and  Dcrethea,  Lesing's  Minna 
von  Barnhelm,   Emilia  Galctti;    or  an   equivalent  amount.

biench. —  (1)  In  this  course  a  thorough  acquaintance  with 
the  elementary  grammar  is  given  and  a  first  year's  reader  is 
used;  (2)  Syntax  of  tiiammar  and  more  difficult  and  ccoius 
reading;  conversation  and  composition;  (3)  Classics,  both  an- 
cient and  modern,  scientific  reading,  origina1  composition. 
Language  used  largely  the  language  taught.  Whitney's  Brief 
Grammar,  Rollin's  French  Reader  and  Charderal's  Complete 
Course  will  be  used. 
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Before  choosing  electives,  it  will  be  well  for  students  to 
talk  with  the  President  of  the  Institute,  who  will  take  pleasure 
in  assisting  them  in  making  the  proper  selections  of  studies 

Unless  by  consent  of  President  and  Faculty,  subjects  in 
any  branch  or  special  work  must  be  taken  in  the  order  desig- 
nated by  the  numbers.  Studies  are  not  specially  designated 
as  Freshman,  Sophomore,  etc.,  but  as  a  rule  the  subjects  are 
(1)   Freshman,    (2)    Sophomore,    (3)    Junior  and    (4)    Senior. 

Agriculture. — The  course  in  Practical  Agriculture  continues 
through  two  years,  and  requires  two  hours  per  week  in  labo- 
ratory,  in   addition   to   the  regular   recitations. 

The  purpose  of  the  course  is  to  give  such  a  view  of  the 
facts  and  forces  involved  in  the  pursuit  of  Agriculture  as  will 
enable  those  taking  it  first  of  all  to  give  practical  and  helpful 
instruction  in  nature  study,  and  also  to  engage  more  success- 
fully in  the  business  of  farming. 

Some  of  the  topics  to  which  special  attention  is  given  in 
the  course  are  the  origin,  properties  and  fertility  of  soils,  the 
principles  of  stockraising  and  of  plant  growth  and  plant  propa- 
gation, including  forestry,  the  diseases  of  plants,  and  the  insect 
enemies  of  crops,  and  methods  of  combating  them.  The  vvork 
is  as  full  and  as  intensive  on  each  topic  as  the  time  will  allow. 

A  farm  of  twenty-five  acres,  situated  about  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  school  campus,  gives  a  good  opportunity  to  learn 
gardening,  stock  and  poultry  raising  and  dairying.  A  splendid 
beginning  has  already  been  made,  and  equipments  will  be  added 
from   time   to   time. 

The  theory  of  farming  is  taught  in  the  normal  department, 
and  the  practice  is  given  under  the  direction  of  the  manager  of 
the  farm.  Students  in  the  normal  and  college  departments  may 
elect  to  take  this  course  instead  of  a  course  in  industrial 
department. 

A  Farmers'  Convention  was  organized  last  year  and  will 
meet  permanently  at  the  College,  in  order  that  the  farmers  of 
the  state  may  have  an  opportunity  to  see  any  improvements  in 
farming  that  may  be  made  here,  and  to  give  to  the  school  the 
benefits  of  their  observation  and  experience.  The  convention 
meets  the  first  iSaturday  in  November  of  each  year,  and  all 
farmers  and  friends  of  progressive  education  are  invited  to  be 
present.  Those  who  wish  to  attend  will  write  to  the  President, 
who    will    make    provisions    for    entertaining    them.      Come    pre- 
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pared  to  tell  the  condition  of  your  crops  the  past  year,  what 
your  future  plans  are,  and  the  outlook  for  a  colored  farmer  in 
your  neighborhood.  Organize  farmers'  conventions  in  your 
county  and  notify  the  President  of  Lincoln  Institute,  who  will 
be  glad  to  come  and  encourage  your  work. 
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THE    SUB-NORMAL     COURSE    OF     STUDY. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  fit  students  for  the 
normal  and  industrial  departments  by  furnishing  an  elementary 
education  to  those  who  are  deprived  of  educational  privileges 
in  childhood,  and  who  are  too  far  advanced  in  life  to  attend 
the  public  schools  of  the  state.  The  course  of  study  covers  a 
period  of  three  years,  and  is  as  follows:

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 
The  Training  School  is  thoroughly  organized  and  excellent 
work    is   being   done   there.      Two   years   of   practical   teaching   is 
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done  by  the  senior  and  junior  classes,  under  the  supervision 
and  criticism  of  the  teacher  of  methods  and  his  assistants,  and 
prepares  them  for  the  actual  work  of  teaching  in  a  well 
planned  graded  or  ungraded  public  school 

School  superintendents  and  ihose  desiring  teachers  will  do 
well   to  write  to  President   B.  F.  Allen  before  selecting  them. 

Tuition    is    free. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  can  go  from  the 
grammar  grades  by  regular  steps  into  the  sub-normal,  and 
thence   into   the    normal. 

This  department  was  established  as  a  part  of  Lincoln  In- 
stitute by  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Missouri,  and  has  been  in  operation  since  January, 
1892. 


INDUSTRIAL     COURSES     IN     NORMAL     DEPARTMENT. 

Industrial  training  courses  are  a  part  of  the  Normal  and 
College    courses. 

AH  students  are  expected  to  be  regular  in  attendance,  will- 
ing to  do  work  assigned  to  them,  and  to  exercise  reasonable 
care  in    the  use  of  tools,   machinery  and  material. 

All  normal  students  have  an  hour  and  thirty  minutes  shop 
practice  each  school  day.  This  period  may  come  early  or  late 
in  the  day,  according  to  ihe  class  with  which  the  student  may 
be  connected  in  other  departments.  The  shops  are  open  and 
in  operation  from  7  a.  m.  until  12  m.,  and  from  1  p.  m.  to 
6  p.  m.,  thus  giving  accommodation  to  six  classes  each  day  in 
each  shep. 

By  special  arrangements  more  time  may  be  given  to  shop 
practice.  Students  in  all  departments  are  required  to  take 
two  years  cf  industrial   wrork. 

Wcrk  in  one  trade  will  court  for  one-half  unit  on  gradua- 
tion;  two  trades,  one  whole  unit. 


INDUSTRIAL     DEPARTMENT     FOR     YOUNG     MEN. 

Everything  in  the  nature  of  tools,  material,  drawing,  ink: 
and  paper  is  furnished  by  the  school.  The  student  furnishes 
his  own  aprons  and  towels,  and   is  expected  to  keep  them  clean. 

As  an  example  of  progress  the  students  have  made,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  several  oak  tables,  large  library  cases  and 
numerous    other    articles,    illustrating    different    stages    of    the 
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work  in  carpentry,  have  been  made  the  past  year  in  the  car- 
penter shop,  while  the  students  in  the  blacksmith  shop  have 
made  a  two-horse  wagon,  shod  horses,  repaired  buggies,  made 
hammers  and  hatchets,  screw  drivers,  and  ornamental  work, 
such   as   lamp-stands,    etc. 

About  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  expended  in  equipping 
this  department,  mainly  for  buildings  and  machinery.  A  main 
building,  forty  by  one  hundred  feet,  two  stories  in  height, 
stands  on  the  Institute  hill,  less  than  two  hundred  feet  from 
the  main  school  building. 

The  woodworking  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains 
the  following:  Fifteen  work-benches  with  tools  for  forty-five 
students,  twelve  wood  lathes,  two  scroll  saws,  one  band  saw 
and   one   grind   stone. 

The  smith  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  14  forges 
and  sets  of  blacksmith  tools,  a  power  fan,  which  furnishes  the 
blasts  to  the  forges,  a  thirty-inch  smokestack,  which  keeps  the 
shop  clear  of  smoke. 

The  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  thirty-horse  power  high 
speed   engine  supplied  by  a  forty  horse  power  boiler. 

Course   in   Wood  Work. 

The  course  is  arranged  to  suit  the  needs  of  students  as 
follows:  (a)  Those  who  desire  to  spend  one  year  in  carpen- 
try division  and  change  to  metal  shop  next  year.  (b)  Those 
who  desire  to  concentrate  and  spend  two  years  in  carpentry, 
(c)  Those  who  expect  to  become  tradesmen  or  manual  training 
teachers. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  following  branches  of  trade 
processes:  Manual  Training  Exercises  (simple,  useful  articles), 
Wood-turning,   Cabinet  making  and   House  construction. 

FIRST     YEAR. 

First  Term. — Use  and  care  of  tools.  Practical  lessons  in 
sawing,  planing  and  squaring;  construction  of  simple,  useful 
articles;  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means  of  fastenings;  theory 
classes;    mechanical    drawing. 

Second  Term. — Theory  of  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means 
of  joints;  joint  construction;  study  of  commercial  woods;  pro- 
cess of  milling  and  kilning  lumber;  constructing  articles  of 
furniture;  paint  and  wood  finish;  mechanical  drawing;  theory 
classes. 

Third   Term. — Figuring    bills   of   lumber;    study    of   commer- 
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cial    order;    making   out   bills;    cabinet   construction;    mechanical 
drawing;    theory  classes. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Wood  turning.  Seventy  double  periods  of 
ninety  minutes  constitute  the  time  given  for  turning.  The 
course  consists  of  twelve  exercises,  arranged  to  bring  in  use 
the  different  tools  as  well  as  the  method  of  handling  the  work 
on  the  lathe.  The  work  is  taken  up  as  follows:  Name  and 
use  of  tools;  care  of  lathe,  handling  lathe  and  its  parts;  sharp- 
ening tools;  turning  between  centers;  mechanical  drawing; 
theory  classes. 

Second  Term. — Face  plate  work;  inside  chucking;  outside 
chucking;  polishing;  band  saw  practice;  original  exercise;  me- 
chanical  drawing;    theory   practice  classes. 

Third  Term. — Elective.  Wood  turning  or  cabinet  making; 
advance  wood  turning;  cottage  construction,  soil,  footing  pillars 
and  framing;    mechanical  drawing;    theory  classes. 

Mechanical    Drawing. 

The  course  in  mechanical  drawing  is  given  in  connection 
with  shop  practice.  The  work  is  arranged  to  give  students  a 
working  idea  of  mechanical  drawing  and  a  general  understand- 
ing cf  how  to  make  and  read  working  drawings. 

FIRST     YEAR. 

First  Term. — Lettering;  free  hand  dimensioned  sketches 
from  objects;  geometrical  problems;  name,  care  and  use  of 
instruments. 

Second  Term. — Geometrical  solids;  simple  articles  illustrat- 
ing method  and  plan  of  dimension. 

Third    Term. — Orthographic    projectors    and    development. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

This  year's  work  consists  in  making  working  drawings  for 
the  various  dimensions  of  mechanical  department. 

Course    in    Blacksmithing. 

First  Year — The  course  of  exercises  begins  with  welding 
and  forging  old  tire  iron  or  old  horseshoes  into  a  square  r-sd, 
out  of  which  are  made  hooks,  links,  staples,  clevises,   tongs. 
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Second  Year. — 'Marking  and  shaping  horseshoes,  practical 
horseshoeing,    tool    making,    tempering   and   ornamental    work 

The  work  in  horseshoeing  includes  lectures  on  the  anat- 
omy of  hoofs;  diseases  of  the  feel;  making  special  shoes  to 
overcome  such  defects  as  corns  and  quarter  cracks. 

Machine    and   Engineering    Course. 

This  division  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  industrial 
building,  in  a  well  appointed  room,  3  6x38  feet.  It  is  furnished 
with  two  16-in.  lathes,  two  6-in.  lathes  and  two  speed  lathes, 
one  shaper,  drill  press,  planer,  emery  and  grinding  stone.  This 
machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  thirty  horse  power  (high  speed) 
Armington  &  Sims  steam  engine.  Most  of  the  repairs,  such  as 
woodworking  machinery,  power  fans,  steam  pumps,  steam 
traps,  hot  water  tanks,  and  many  feet  of  steam  line  are  done 
by  students  in  this  division. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  thor- 
ough training  in  mechanical  principles,  and  a  foundation  upon 
which  he  may  build  along  any  line  of  machine  or  steam  en- 
gineering work  that  he  may  follow.  Students  are  also  taught 
the  different  forms  in  which  iron  and  steel  are  used  in 
machine  construction,  and  the  different  operations  through 
which  it  is  put  in  taxing  such  forms  are  simplified  and  used 
as  exercise,  one  operation  being  taken  at  a  time.  The  course 
of  study  is  as  follows: 

FIRST     YEAR. 

First  Term. — Care  of  shop,  name  and  care  of  machines  and 
tools,  such  as  various  files,  straight  ball  and  cross-pins,  ham- 
mers, vise  work  in  chipping  and  filing,  clamping  of  rough  and 
smooth  work,  brass  and  soft  metals,  various  cold  chisels  and 
how  ground,  two-foot  rule,  6  and  ]  2  inch  steel  scale  and 
square;    theory  class  and   mechanical   drawing. 

Second  Term. — Clamping  work  in  shaper  for  straight  and 
angle  cuting,  laying  off  work  for  drill  press,  speeding  drills 
for  wrought  iron  and  steel;  stropping  work  on  planer;  special 
study  of  the  slide  valve  steam  engine  and  action  of  steam  on 
piston;  the  throttling  and  fly-wheel  governor  and  oiling  en- 
gine;   theory  class  and  mechanical   drawing. 

Third  Term. — Correct  centering  for  lathe  work;  practice 
in  straight,  oval  and  angle  turning;  making  screws  and  spindles 
of  differnt  kinds;  use  of  diamond,  round  and  parting  tool; 
grinding  and    tempering  various   steels;    file   and    emery-cloth    in 
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polishing;    dividers    outside    calipers;    theory   class    and    mechan- 
ical   drawing. 

SECOND   YEAR. 

First  Term. — Setting  engine  and  horizontal  tabular  boilers; 
hoisting  stacks;  firing;  method  of  coal  spreading  and  placing 
wood;  care  and  repairs  of  furnace,  feed  pumps  and  injectors; 
valve  grinding,  water  and  steam  gauges,  columns,  traps  and 
separators;    theory  class   and    mechanical   drawing. 

Second  Term. — Lathe  turning  for  shrinking  fists;  Vernier 
calipers;  hoisting  and  lining  shafts;  calculating  speed  of  oul- 
leys  and  belts;  inside  boring,  turning  and  threading;  turning 
napkin  rings,  cups,  dumb-bells  and  candle  stands;  theory  class 
and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — The  student  constructs  a  complete  machine 
as  an  illustration  of  the  principles  involved,  and  as  a  test  of 
their  knowledge  of  the  principles  already  studied. 


INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENT    FOR    YOUNG    WOMEN. 

The  young  women  are  taught  dressmaking,  plain  sewing, 
fancy  needle  work  and  millinery,  and  receive  special  attention 
in  matters  pertaining  to  health,  dress  and  deportment.  In- 
struction is  also  given  in  scientific  cooking  and  in  laundry 
work,  under  the  direction  of  trained  teachers. 


DOMESTIC    ART    DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  practical 
knowledge  of  all  varieties  of  hand  sewing  and  machine  sewing, 
also  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  dressmaking. 
with  as  much  practice  in  their  application  as  time  will  allow. 
It  is  net  only  valuable  to  those  who  wish  to  make  their  own 
dresses,  but  also  affords  an  opportunity  to  those  who  wish  to 
become  practical   dressmakers. 

First  Year — Method  of  threading  needle  and  making  knot, 
using  thimble;  basting,  matching  stripes  and  over-handling; 
turning  hem  by  measure,  hemming  and  running;  backstitcli- 
ing,  overcasting  and  felling;  gathering,  stroking  and  putting  on 
bands;  putting  in  gussets;  hemmed,  over  hand  and  flannel 
patching:  making  button-holes,  blind  loops  and  eyelets;  darn- 
ing on  cashmere  and  stockings;  hemming  table  linen,  herring- 
bone, hem  and  feather  stitching;    hem-stitching,   whipping  ruffle 
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and  mitering  corners;  making  white  apron  by  hand;  talk  on 
manufacture  of  needle,  thimble  and   emery. 

Second  Year — Machine  stitching;  cutting  drawers,  shirt  and 
nightdress  by  measure;  making  them  by  hand  and  machine; 
talk  on  manufacture  of  cotton  and  linen. 

To  enter  this  course  the  pupil  is  required  to  be  familiar 
with  all  the  stitches  used   in  hand   sewing. 

Course    in    Dressmaking. 

First  Year — Instruction  in  selecting  suitable  materials; 
draughting   and   cutting   a   gored   skirt   from   measure   and   plair 

tight  fitting   waist;    basting,   finishing  and   trimming  skirt;    talk 

on  form  and  color;  binding  seams,  boning  waists,  sewing  on 
hooks   and  eyes;    talk  on  manufacture  of  wool. 

Second     Year — Practice     in     taking     measures;  draughting 

waist  with  French  dart;  making  silk  waist;  also  striped  or 
plaid  waist;   talk  on  manufacture  of  silk. 

Course  in  Millinery. 

First  Year — Drafting  and  cutting  buckram  frame!?;  wiring 
and  covering  buckram  frames;  cutting,  wiring  and  covering 
bandeau;  lining  and  trimming  hat;  making  wire  frames  from 
mouels  and  measurements;  sewing  straw  and  other  braids; 
making    one    hat   of   straw    and    one   of   straw   and   chiflon. 

Second  Year — Drafting,  cutt.ng  and  making  hat  with  the 
edge  rolled;  making  a  shirred  hat;  bow  and  rosette  making; 
curling  and  sewing  feathers;  making  all  kinds  of  ribbon  fiow- 
ers;    making   hornet;    draping  veils. 


DOMESTIC     SCIENCE. 

The  object  of  the  course  in  domestic  science  is  to  fit 
young  women  as  home-makers  and  as  capable  women  in  what- 
ever sphere  their  life-work  may  be.  Such,  then,  as  tends  to 
cultivate  correct  observation,  accurate  reasoning,  generous  judg- 
ment and  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in  nature  and  art. 
may  rightfully  find  a  place  in  such  a  course. 

That  which  most  especially  pertains  to  woman's  province, 
the  home,  is  dependent  upon  the  sciences  of  chemistry,  physiol- 
ogy, bacteriology  and  hpgiene,  and  direct  applications  of  the 
principles  of  these  sciences  arc  made  in  the  lessons  in  cookery, 
dietetics,   home  nursing  and   household   management. 
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Course    in    Cooking    and    Housekeeping. 

First  1  ear — The  course  begins  with  instruction  in  the  care 
of  the  ldtchen;  study  of  the  stove,  its  drafts,  dampers  and  fire* 
building,  its  daily  care;  care  of  the  sink,  trap;  sweeping  and 
dusting:  care  of  brooms,  brushes  and  dusters;  the  study  of 
dust  and  its  dangers;  floor-scrubbing;  window-cleaning:  care 
of  dining  room,  silver;  bath-room  and  bed-room;  care  of  kero- 
sene lamps. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  composition  and  dietetic  value 
of  simple  foods.  The  lessons  are  arranged  in  logical  order, 
and  each  principle  is  illustrated  by  the  preparation  of  simple 
dishes,  including  the  quick  breads,  with  study  of  baking 
powder,  simple  preparation  of  vegetables,  eggs,  milk,  cheese, 
uses  for  stale  bread,  study  and  making  of  tea,  coffee,  cocoa, 
etc.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  plain  dishes  in  the 
most  appetizing  forms. 

Second  Year — Instruction  and  practice  of  an  advanced  char- 
acter in  the  preparation  of  more  complicated  dishes  than  are 
included  in  the  first  course.  Canning,  preserving;  study  of 
yeast;  flours;  making  of  light  bread;  cooking  fine  and  rougher 
cuts  of  meat,  etc.;  plain  and  fancy  cakes,  pastry  and  puddings, 
sherbets,    frappe    and    ice    cream;    planning    simple    menus. 

Special  Course — Arranged  for  those  desiring  to  teach  Do- 
mestic Science,  and  is  taken  after  two  years'  course  has  been, 
satisfactorily  completed.  This  special  course  may  be  com- 
pleted in  six  months,  and  includes  the  study  of  the  best  meth- 
ods of  teaching. 

Course  in  Laundering. 

First  Year — Cleaning  stoves,  building  fires,  regulating 
dampers,  keeping  irons,  ironing  boards,  floors,  tables,  tubes, 
etc.,  in  order;  sorting  clothes  and  preparing  water,  removing 
stains,  etc. 

Second  Year — Washing  shirts,  shirt  waists,  collars,  cuffs, 
pillow  cases,  sheets,  underwear,  table  napkins,  table-cloths, 
fancy  underwear   and   fancy  dresses.

For  Young  Women. 

For  special  course  twicp  as  much  time  will  be  given  as  is 
given  normal  students  in  industrial  work.  This  will  enable 
girls  to  finish  the  courses  in  sewing  and  millinery  in  one  and 
a  half  years  and  the  courses  in  cooking,  housekeeping  and 
laundering  in  one  year.  The  literary  course  is  the  same  as 
for  boys. 

A    SPECIAL    COURSE    IN   CARPENTRY. 

This  is  a  longer  course  in  carpentry,  and  includes,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  work  laid  out  in  the  regular  industrial  course,  the 
making  of  simple  pieces  of  furniture,  tables,  desks,  beds  and 
hall  seats;  general  repair  work  and  house-building.  This 
course  may  be  finished  in  two  years.  Only  the  first  and  sec- 
ond years  of  literary  work  required  in  this  course.  A  certifi- 
cate will  be  given  at  end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to 
make    intelligent    carpenters. 

A    SPECIAL    COURSE    IN    BLACKSMITHING. 

This  is  a  two  years'  course,  like  the  special  course  in  car- 
pentry, it  includes  tool-making,  horse-shoeing,  general  repair 
work,  ironing  wagons  and  buggies  and  all  other  work  done 
in  a  first-class  shop.  A  certificate  will  be  given  at  the  end 
of  this  course.      It   is   designed   to   make   intelligent  blacksmiths, 
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SHORT    COURSE    IN    AGRICULTURE. 

A    certificate    of    proficiency    will    be    given    to    those    who 
complete  the  course  with  credit.

Instruction  in  printing  and  typewriting  is  given  to  those 
who  desire  to  render  themselves  proficient  in  one  or  both  of 
these  arts.      Extra  charges  will  be  made  for  typewriting. 


THE    LIBRARY. 

Th^  library  now  contains  about  3,00  0  bound  volumes,  and 
additions  will  be  made  as  funds  will  permit. 

The  books  are  classified  according  to  the  best  system  of 
classification,  and  great  effort  is  made  to  teach  students  how 
to  use  it. 

Girls  use  the  library  in  the  forenoon  and  boys  have  the 
use  of  it  in  the  afternoons. 


SUMMER    SESSION. 

Many  who  are  teaching  and  who  expect  to  teach  and  who 
are  ambitious  to  broaden  their  scholarship  and  increase  their 
efficiency  as  teachers  are  debarred  from  attending  th<-  regular 
session   of   Lincoln   Institute. 

To  these  and  to  many  others  an  opportunity  will  be  given 
each  year  to  attend  the  Summer  Session  for  seven  weeks,  in 
association  with  many  of  the  best  teachers  of  the  city  and 
country  schools,  and  under  some  of  the  best  teachers  of  the 
race.      Already   three    successful    sessions    have   been    held. 

The  location  is  central  and  the  foot-hills  of  the  Ozaks  are 
unsurpassed  for  health  and  comfort  during  the  summer  months. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  unsurpassed  for  such  work 
and  the  moral  and  social  conditions  are  the  best. 

Ample  opportunity  is  given  to  visit  the  ground?  and  build- 
ings cf  the  capitol,  the  penitentiary  and  other  places  ot  interest 
in  or  near  the  Capital  City.      The  fine  roads  leading   out  of  the 
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city  to  the  neighboring  towns,  and  the  rivers  and  creeks  near 
by  will  furnish  delightful  outings  for  those  who  want  to  drive, 
cycle,  use  the  rod  and  gun,  study  nature  at  first  hand,  and 
enjoy  the  fresh  pure  air  after  the  close  of  the  regular  session 
each  day. 

The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary  Society  was  organized  by  the 
teachers  four  years  ago  and  meets  every  Saturday  evening  dur- 
ing summer  session.  It  is  regarded  as  a  feature  of  the  session, 
and  gives  each  one  an  opportunity  to  debate,  to  read  a  paper, 
to  sing  or  to  perform  on  some  musical  instrument  at  least  once 
during  the  session. 

Board  and  lodging  can  secured  in  private  families  in  the 
city. 

The  faculty  of  the  summer  school  is  composed  in  part  of 
the  regular  teachers  in  the  Institute  and  of  such  tepchers  of 
large  experience  as  we  may  be  able  to  employ  from   abroad. 

In  addition  to  the  literary  work,  instruction  in  sloyd,  in 
raffia,  in  basketry,  and  in  beads  is  given.  A  great  many  city 
teachers  took   this  work  last  year. 

Grades  made  in  the  Summer  School  will  be  accepted  by 
the  faculty  as  credit  on  the  requirement  for  graduation,  and  by 
county  boards  for  work  required  to  increase  the  grade  of 
teachers'    certificates. 


Branches    Taught. 

Instructions  will  be  given  in  Grammar,  Rhetoric  and  Com- 
position, English  and  American  Literature,  United  States  and 
General  History,  Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  the  Natural  and 
Physical  Sciences;  also,  in  Manual  Training  and  in  the  higher 
branches  to  those  who  may  desire  them. 

Lectures  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  by  President  B. 
F.  Allen,  and  by  others  who  are  eminently  qualified  to  speak 
on    Pedagogical   and   Literary  subjects. 

The  following  is  the  law  regarding  Summer  Schools: 

Sec.  99  69.  Approved  Summer  Schools. — Grades  made  in 
the  summer  terms  of  the  State  educational  institutions  and  in 
such  other  summer  schools  as  may  be  approved  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education  shall  be  accepted  by  the  State  Superintend- 
ent and  county  boards  in  lieu  of  examination  in  such  subjects 
or  parts  of  subjects  outlined  by  the  State  Board  (Session  Acts, 
1901.) 

The  State  Board  of  Education  herewith  prescribes  the  con- 
ditions on  which  summer  schools  may  be  approved,  for  the  pur-

pose  of  having  their  grades  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations  as 
provided    above. 

1.  Such  Summer  Schools  shall  be  conducted  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  forty-two  (42)  days  under  the  direction  and 
tuition  of  teachers  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  in 
suitable  school  buildings  provided  with  good  reference  libraries 
for  teaching  literature  and  history  by  the  source  method  and 
well  equipped  for  teaching  the-  sciences  of  the  laboratory 
method. 

2.  All  such  Summer  Schools  shall  maintain  at  least  four 
departments  (mathematics,  English,  history  and  science),  each 
presided  over  bp  a  recognized  specialist  in  his  department,  who 
is  a  full  course  graduate  ot  a  college  or  normal  school,  or  holds 
a   Missouri  State  Teachers'   Certificate. 

3.  Grades  in  the  following  subjects  shall  be  accepted  by 
the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools  and  County  Boards 
of  Education  when  properly  certified  to  as  herein  provided: 
(a)  Algebra,  including  as  much  as  is  given  in  the  first  29  8 
pages  of  Milne's  High  School  Algebra.  (b)  Literature,  includ- 
ing as  much  as  is  contained  in  "Introductory  Lessons  in  Eng- 
lish Literature,"  one  of  the  books  selected  for  the  Teachers' 
Reading  Circle  Course  for  1901:  or  the  critical  study  of  the 
"College  Entrance  Requirements."  (c)  History,  the  equivalent 
nf  Meyer's  Ancient;  or  the  equivalent  of  Meyer's  Mediaeval  and 
Modern;  or  the  equivalent  ot  any  standard  text  on  English 
History.  (d)  Science,  the  equivalent  of  Tarr's  Elementary 
Physical  Geography;  or  the  equivalent  of  Gage's  "introduction 
to  Physical  Science;  or  the  equivalent  of  any  standard  high 
school  text  on  zoology  or  botany,  or  in  lieu  thereof  as  much  ai 
is  contained  in  four  bulletins  issued  by  the  State  Agricultural 
College. 

4.  No  pupil  shall  be  given  credit  in  grades  for  teachers' 
certificates  who  has  not  attended  said  summer  school  at  least 
six-sevenths  of  the  term  and  done  the  work  for  which  he  is 
credited  in  that  term.  Every  pupil  wishing  credits  for  certifi- 
cates shall  be  limited  to  two  subjects,  and  must  devote  net  less 
than  three  hours  daily  to  study  and  recitation  in  each.  A'l 
wcrk  in  science  must  be  done  by  the  laboratory  method;  all 
work  in  literature  and  history  by  the  scource,  or  library, 
method. 

5.  At  the  close  of  the  term  every  pupil  completing  one  or 
more  subjects,  as  prescribed  in  section  three,  shall  be  given  a 
certificate  of  attendance,  on  blanks  furnished  by  the  State  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Schools,  signed  by  the  director  of  the 
Summer   School,    stating   the    length   of   time   in   days   anil    hours 
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such  pupil  worked  in  the  school.,  the  amount  and  character  of 
the  work  done,  and  to  what  extent  proficient  in  the  subject  or 
subjects.  Nothing  in  these  requirements  should  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  any  summer  school  from  organizing  classes 
in  other  subjects.  The  law.  however,  limits  subjects  on  which 
grades  be  accepted  tc  those  designated  in  section  three  (3) 
above. 

Military    Instruction. 

Plans  are  made  for  military  instruction  for  the  young 
men.  The  work  will  bo  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
adjutant  general  of  Missouri.  This  instruction  will  be  required 
of  each  boy.  Its  object  is  threefold:  (1)  To  make  young  men 
graceful  in  carriage;  (2)  Prompt  to  obey  orders  from  those 
who  have  the  control  over  them,  and  (3)  Good,  patriotic 
citizens. 

Medals. 

For  three  years  gold  medals  have  been  offered  to  students 
in  the  Senior  year  of  both  the  half  and  the  full  cojrses  in  the 
normal  department  for  the  best  general  average  for  the  3  ear, 
in   both    literary   and   industrial   work. 

The  first  medal  was  offered  by  Dr.  G.  L.  Lackey  of  Jef- 
ferson City.  Dr.  Lackey  moved  from  Jefferson  City  and  his 
medal    v\as  not  continued. 

The  Swanger  Medal. — For  the  past  three  years  Hon.  John 
E.  Swanger,  ex-Secretary  of  State  and  now  head  of  the  State 
Banking  Department,  has  offered  a  gold  medal  to  the  young 
woman  of  the  Senior  Normal  class  whose  record  for  the  year 
is  the  best.  This  medal  will  be  continued.  We  trust  that 
more  of  our  citizens  will  follow  the  good  example  of  Mr. 
Swanger  and  offer  a  medal  to  students  in  some  phase  of  our 
work  in  which  they  may  be  interested. 

The  Allen  Medal. — For  the  past  two  years,  President  Allen 
has  offered  a  gold  medal  to  the  student  of  the  half  course 
whose  record  for  the  year  is  best.  This  medal  will  be  con- 
tinued. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Admission. 

Male  candidates  for  admission  to  the  sub-normal  and  nor- 
mal departments  are  received  at  or  above  the  age  of  fourteen 
years,  and  female  candidates  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  At 
the  discretion  of  the  President,  those  younger  may  be  admitted. 
Xo  applicant  under  sixteen  will  be  admitted  to  the  College 
Department. 

All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character  before  they  will  be  received  as  members  of  the  insti- 
tution; and  those  who  come  from  other  institutions  of  learning 
must  submit  evidence  of  honorable  dismission. 

All  candidates  should  be  present  not  later  than  the  first 
day  of  the  first  term.  Those  coming  later  than  the  first  week 
will  put  themselves  and  their  teachers  to  the  inconvenience  of 
a   private   examination. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  notice  carefully  the  course 
of  study,  to  see  what  will  be  required  of  them  when  they  pre- 
sent themselves  for  examination. 

Students  who  may  from  any  cause  be  absent  fcr  a  part  ol 
the  term,  or  one  or  more  terms,  will  be  required,  on  returning, 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  studies  pursued  in 
tbeir  class  during   their  absence. 

All  letters  sent  to  students  should  be  addressed  in  care  of 
lineoln   Institute,    Jefferson    City,    Mo. 

Jefferson  City  is  a  small  place,  and  students  coming  for 
the  first  time  will  experience  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  school. 
Reliable  hackmen  meet  all  trains  and  will  bring  students  and 
friends  to  the  school  for  50  cents  if  only  one  person  rides; 
25   cents  if  two  or  more. 

The  president  has  an  office  in  the  Main  building,  to  which 
the  students  have  access  at.  stated  times.  He  is  glad  to  ren- 
der them  any  assistance  that  is  in  his  power  as  their  friend 
and  advisor. 

Government. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  positive  in  prohibiting  all 
immoral  practices,  as  well  as  actions  leading  thereto,  and  in 
exacting  a  uniform  regard  for  good  order,  studious  habits  and 
careful     observance    of    the     prescribed     routine    of    duty.      The 
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largest  liberty  consistent  with  these  objects  is  granted.  No 
arbitrary  rules  or  unreasonable  exactions  are  made,  out  good 
order  is  expected  and  demanded,  and  no  successful  teaching 
can  be  accomplished  without  it.  But  while  order  is  indispen- 
sable to  success  in  teaching,  it  is  sought  not  for  its  own  sake 
merely,  but  as  an  element  of  discipline.  All  discipline  as  well 
as  instruction  in  this  school   is  made  subservient  to  these  ends. 


REGULATIONS. 

Prohibitions. 

1.  The  association  of  the  young  men  and  the  young 
women  without  permission;  note  writing  between  young  men 
and   young   women;    the   passing   of   notes   by   students. 

2.  The  use  of  intoxicating  drinks;  the  use  of  tobacco  in 
any  of  its  forms;  carrying  fire-arms  or  any  deadly  weapons; 
indulgence  in  profanity,  obscenity  or  gambling;  the  use  or  pos- 
session of  dice,  playing  cards  or  any  other  gambling  device. 
A  single  instance  of  intoxication  or  gross  immorality  on  the 
part  of  any  student  will,  ipso  facto,  sever  his  connection  with 
the  institution. 

3.  The  use  or  possession   of  any  immoral  literature. 

4.  Visiting    one    another's    rooms    during    study    hours. 

5.  Absence  from  the  premises,  going  to  the  city  or  visit- 
ing   families    without    permission. 

6.  All  improper  behavior  or  unnecessary  noise.  Students 
not  engaged  in  recitation  or  appointed  exercises  will  not  be 
allowed    to    occupy    recitation    rooms    without    permission. 

7.  Cutting,  marking,  or  in  any  way  defacing  the  building 
or  their  appurtenances;  throwing  trash  or  anything  offensive 
from  windows. 

8.  Students  boarding  in  the  city  without  special  permis- 
sion from  the  President. 

9.  Throwing   stones   upon    the  grounds   near  the  buildings. 
10.      Disturbing    the    trees,    flowers    and    undergrowth. 

Requirements. 

1 .  Proper   observance   of  the   Sabbath. 

2.  Punctual  attendance  at  the  opening  exerciser  of  the 
school,  recitations,  the  Sunday  services  in  the  Chapel,  etc 

3.  Strict   observance    of    the    appointed    study    hours. 

4.  Each    pupil    will    be    held    responsible    for    all    improper 
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conduct  occurring  in  his  room,  and  jointly  responsible  for  all 
injury  beyond  ordinary  use,  in  case  the  offending  party  is  not 
exposed. 

5.  Occupants  of  rooms  must  keep  them  in  good  order. 
Every  room  must  be  accessible  at  all  times  to  the  President 
and  the  Matrons. 

6.  All  students  are  required  to  observe  the  advice  and 
directions  of  the  Matrons  under  whose  care  and  control  they 
are  placed. 

7.  Each  student,  in  order  to  retain  his  membership  of 
Lincoln  Institute,  must  receive  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  cer- 
tificate  of  good   deportment. 

8.  All  students  leaving  before  the  close  of  the  school 
must  obtain  permission  from  the  President. 

9.  These  rules,  as  far  as  practicable,  apply  to  all  stu- 
dents,  whether  residing  on  the  premises  or  elsewhere. 

10.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  to  their  homes  at 
the  close  of  the  school,  and  not  to  remain  in  Jefferson  City 
to  make  visits. 

11.  It  is  well  to  bring  text-books  formerly  used. 

12.  Students  are  required  to  be  furnished  with  all  pre- 
scribed   text-books   at   the   time   when    the   use   of   them   begins. 

13.  All  should  be  provided  with  warm  clothing. 

14.  Young  women  must  have  rubbers  and  rain  coats. 

15.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  marked  with  the 
owner's   name,    and   list   of   articles   should    be   brought. 

16.  Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  owner's  name. 

17.  Every  student,  by  entering  the  Institute,  is  regarded 
as  giving  a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other 
established    regulations. 

18.  Parents  will  save  us  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  by 
refraining  from  sending  to  their  children  boxes  containing 
articles  of  food. 

The  daily  exercises  begin  at  9:00  and  continue  until  4 
o'clock.  The  devotional  exercises  begin  in  chapel  at  10:20  a. 
m.  and  last  30  minutes.  All  are  required  to  be  present.  Lec- 
tures by  visitors  and  by  the  President  are  given  at  this  period, 
in  addition  to  the  reading  of  a  passage  from  the  Bible,  prayer 
and  singing. 

Religious    Exercises    and    Instructions. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  services  in  the  churches 
of  the  city  on  Sabbath  morning,  or  the  sermon  lit  the  chapel 
at  the  Institute  on  Sunday  afternoon.      All  the  ministers  of  the 
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city,  both  white  and  colored,  preach  for  us  at  least  twice  dur- 
ing the  scholastic  year,  and  the  President  conducts  the  services 
when  the  ministers  do  not. 

The  young  men  have  a  regularly  organized  Y  M.  C.  A., 
which  has  become  an  admirable  training  school  for  religious 
work,  and  the  young  women  have  organized  a  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
The  meetings  are  interesting  and  helpful,  and  are  largely  at- 
tended by  both  teachers  and  pupils.  Prom  the  religious  exer- 
cises of  the  Institute  everything  of  a  sectarian  nature  is  care- 
fully  excluded. 

Text-Books. 

Students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  whatever  text- 
books tbey  may  have.  All  students  must  provide  their  own 
text-books.      They  can  be  bought  of  local  dealers. 

Societies. 

The  society  of  the  Alumni  was  organized  June  10,  1876. 
It  is  composed  of  those  who  hold  diplomas,  and  is  a  valuable 
auxiliary  to  the  Institute.  The  meeting  of  this  society  is  held 
at  the  close  of  each  scholastic  year. 

The  Olive  Branch  is  composed  of  the  young  ladies  in  the 
Normal  and  College  departments.  The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary 
Society  is  composed  of  students  in  all  the  various  departments 
of  the  school  and  meets  every  Friday  evening.  The  Longfellow 
and  Shakespeare  clubs  are  under  the  direction  of  members  of 
the  Faculty.  These  societies  meet  weekly.  Formal  social 
gatherings  are  permitted  once  a  month,  and  all  students  below 
the  age  of  eighteen  are  excluded  from  attending  them.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Faculty  are  always   present  at  these  gatherings. 

Music. 

Vocal  music  has  always  had  a  very  prominent  place  m 
Lincoln  Institute,  and  the  concerts  before  the  Missouri  Legis- 
lature at  its  biennial  sessions  are  praised  highly  for  the  ex- 
cellence  of  the   music. 

Vocal  music  is  .given  to  the  whole  school  free  of  cost. 
The  plan  of  work  includes  instruction  in  the  correct  method  of 
breathing,  production  of  tone,  enunciation  and  phrasing;  major 
scale;  scaJle  writing;  sight-reading  in  parts,  and  the  learning  of 
songs. 

Instruction  in  instrumental  music  will  ccst  2  5  cents  a 
lesson. 
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Rhetorical    Exercises. 

Rhetorical  exercises  are  held  every  two  weeks,  when  drill 
is  given  the  students  in  interpreting  clearly  and  rendering 
forcibly  the  thoughts  of  eminent  writers  and  speakers.  Con- 
siderable attention  is  given  to  original  thoughts  and  research 
in  composition  work.  At  the  end  of  each  month  public  exer- 
cises are  held  in  the  chapel,  ai  which  time  the  best  essays, 
orations  and  recitations  from  each  division  are  given. 

Uniform     Suits. 

The  school  has  a  uniform  for  girls  and  one  for  boys,  anc 
the  object  is  to  save  parents  the  cost  of  expensive  clothing. 
These  uniforms  can  be  bought  and  made  at  home  or  in  the 
sewing  department  by  those  who  are  advanced  in  sewing.  The 
cost  for  girls  is  from  $10  to  $12,  including  the  cap;  for  boys, 
from   $10   to  $15. 

All  students  are  required  to  wear  the  school  uniform  un- 
less some  special  reason  for  not  doing  so  is  given. 

Promotion    and    Graduation. 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  month. 
The  results  of  these  examinations,  averaged  with  the  dairy  reci- 
tations, determine  the  standing  of  the  student  in  scholarship. 
The  student  wjtiose  monthly  average  is  above  70  per  cent  will 
be  exempted  from  the  term's  examination.  At  the  end  of  each 
term  every  student  is  furnished  a  report  showing  his  rank, 
scholarship  and  deportment.  In  case  of  minor,  these  reports 
are  furnished  to  parents  or  guardians. 

A  student  loses  his  grade  if  at  the  close  of  any  term  his 
standing  in  any  three  sudies  is  less  than  5  0  per  cent.  No 
student  whose  average  in  any  study  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
below  70  per  cent,  or  whose  deportment  is  less  than  60  per 
cent,  will  be  promoted  to  a  higher  grade. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  either  from  the  normal  or 
the  college  department  whose  average  in  any  study  is  less  tiian 
70  per  cent  in  scholarship  and  less  than  60  per  cent  in  de- 
portment. 

Tuition. — There  will  be  charged  a  tuition  fee  of  $2  a 
quarter,  or  $6  rhe  scholastic  year,  for  students  who  reside  in 
the  state  of  Missouri  and  $7  a  quarter  or  $21  the  scholastic 
for  non-residents  of  the  State.  No  student  will  be  enrolled 
and  permitted  to  begin  work  until  he  has  paid  each  quarter 
in  advance. 
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Boarding    Itepartnient. 

The  boarding  department,  which  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  Institute,  will  furnish  board  at  $9  50  for 
the  scholastic  month  of  fear  weeks,  or  twenty-eight  <iays. 
Please  remember  that  the  board  month  is  four  weeks,  and  not 
from  date  to  date.  Any  students,  by  assisting  in  the  neces- 
sary work  of  the  department,  may  secure  board  at  $8  a  month. 
An  entrance  fee  of  $1  will  be  charged  to  assist  in  buying  room 
furniture  and  ordinary  medicines.  The  school  year  of  forty 
weeks  is  divided  into  ten  periods  of  four  weeks  each,  and  board 
must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  Money  for  board  ought  to 
be  sent  by  draft,  money  order  or  registered  letter  to  the  Presi- 
dent, and  not  to  the  students.  Twenty-five  students  secured 
free  board  by  working  in  this  department  last  year.  The  fol- 
lowing   are   the   dates    on    which   board    bills   must   be   paid. 

Calendar.

2nd  month  begins  October  3,  ends  October  30. 
3rd  month  begins  October  31,   ends  November  27. 
4th  month  begins  November   2  8,   ends  December   25.

7th  month  begins  February  2  7,   ends  March   26. 
8th  month  begins   March   2  7,   ends   April    23. 
9th  month  begins  April  24,  ends  May  21. 
10th  month  begins   May   22,   ends  June   17. 
Money    paid    for    board    will    not    be    refunded    unless    the 
student  is  sick  and   compelled  to   go   home  on  that  account. 

Athletics. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  Athletics.  Through  the  foot- 
ball team  and  the  base-ball  team  the  school  has  been  brought 
before  the  public  in  a  very  commendable  way.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  to  see  that  only  clean,  manly  sports  are  kept  up 
in  the  school. 

Those  who  wish  to  make  the  teams  must  maintain  an 
honorable  record  for  scholarship  and   deportment. 

Main    Building. 

This  building  is  large  and  complete  in  all  provisions  for 
health  and  study.  It*  has  a  thoroughly  equipped  chemical  and 
physical    laboratory,    a    library    with    fire-proof    ceiling,    ample 
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provisions  for  a  large  collection  of  books,  a  chapel,  an  obser- 
vatory fcr  practice  work  in  astronomy,  and  a  gymnasium  for 
the  department  cf  physical  culture;  also,  recitation  rooms  for 
the  collegiate,  ncrmal  and  practice  departments.  This  build- 
ing is  lighted   by  electricity. 

Dormitories. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building,  there  are  two  large  dor- 
mitories, one  for  young  women  and  the  other  for  young  men. 
The  new  dormitory  for  young  women  has  just  been  erected  at 
a  cost  of  $?5,000.00,  and  is  one  of  the  most  modern  buildings 
for  the  purpose  in  the  country. 

The  first  floor  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  industries  for 
girls,   and   to  the  cuisine  and   dining  departments. 

The  rooms  are  neat,  and  built  with  a  view  to  comfort  and 
health.      Only  two  girls  are  placed  in  one  room. 

Ample  and  modern  facilities  for  baths  and  for  heat  are 
made. 

The  young  men's  dormitory  is  also  new  and  is  one  of  the 
best  appointed  dormitories  in  the  country  in  schools  of  this 
kind.  The  rooms  are  large  enough  only  for  two  occupants, 
and  the  building  is  supplied  with  baths  and  other  modern 
improvements. 

Both  dormitories  are  supplied  with  iron  enameled  beds, 
mattresses,   chairs   and   tables. 

We   do   rot   furnish   towels,    napkins   and   bed   clothes. 

The  young  men  and  the  young  women  are  under  the  im- 
mediate supervision  of  matrons  and  members  of  the  faculty, 
who  reside  in  the  buildings. 

Washing  is  done  at  prices  ranging  from  $1  to  $2  per 
month. 

Those  who  prefer  it,  may  do  their  own  laundering  in  the 
school  laundry.  Students  furnish  soap,  starch,  bluing,  etc., 
but  tubs,  irons,  wash-boards  and  other  necessary  material  are 
furnished   by  the   school. 

Beys'  laundering  can  be  done  in  basement  of  boys'  dor- 
mitory under  the  direction  of  their  matron.  In  this  way  it 
can  be  done  at  very  reasonable  rates.

HISTORICAL   SKETCH. 

In  discussing  the  so-called  "race  question"  and  what  has 
been  done  for  the  educational  advancement  of  the  negro,  both 
by  the  North  and  by  the  South,  it  is  well  to  take  into  consid- 
eration what  the  negro  has  done  for  himself. 

Many  schools  have  been  established  by  negroes  by  mis- 
sionary societies  of  various  Christian  denominations  and  by  the 
legislatures  of  every  Southern  State,  and  later  many  schools 
have  been  established  by  negroes  for  themselves;  but,  perhaps, 
no  one  of  the  schools  of  any  class  has  had  a  more  interesting 
beginning  than  Lincoln  Institute,,  which  had  its  origin  in  a  fund 
of  $6,379,  contributed  by  the  soldiers  of  the  62nd  and  65th 
regiments  of  U.  S.  colored  infantry,  whose  first  thought,  when 
discharged  from  service,  was  to  establish  in  Missouri  a  school 
where  their  children  could  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  useful 
education.  R.  B.  Poster,  a  New  England  white  man,  was  prin- 
cipal of  the  school  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence.  He  was 
succeeded  by  W.  H.  Payne,  who  held  the  position  one  year. 
Mr.  Foster  was  re-elected  and  held  the  place  for  two  years 
more.  Prof.  S.  C.  Mitchell,  for  years  president  of  Wilberforce 
University,  Ohio,  served  as  president  of  Lincoln  Institute  several 
years.  Among  the  colored  men  who  served  for  short  periods 
are  J.  H.  Jackson  of  Kentucky  and  E.  A.  Clark  of  Ohio. 
Inman  E.  Page  was  president  of  Lincoln  Institute  for  eighteen 
years  and  resigned  to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  state  school 
for  colored  people  of  Oklahoma.  The  present  incumbent  has 
been  in  charge  of  the  school  since  1902. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  ten  in  number,  was  organized  June 
8  and  incorporated  June  25,  1866.,  and  the  school  was  opened 
September   17,   1866. 

In  June,  1871,  the  main  building  was  completed.  It  was  a 
substantial  brick  building,  60x70  feet,  three  stories,  conveniently 
arranged  and  eligibly  located  upon  a  prominent  hill,  just  out- 
side the  limits  of  Jefferson  City,  commanding  a  view  of  a  large 
part  of  it.  The  grounds  contain  20  acres.  The  farm  contains 
28  acres. 

"The  Legislature  of  1-S79  appropriated  $15,000  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  Institute,  provided  $5,000  should  be  applied  to  the 
payment  of  its  indebtedness.  This  appropriation  was  contained 
in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  and  was  a  grant  to  a  cor- 
poration managing  a  charity  .  The  Constitution  provides:  "The 
General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  make  any  grant 
*      *      *      of  public  money  or  thing  of  value  to  any  individual, 
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association  of  individuals,  municipal  or  other  corporation  what- 
ever."'The  grant  was  in  violation  of  that  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion just  quoted.  Gov.  Phelps,  from  whose  message  to  the 
Legislature  the  above  is  taken,,  held  the  bill  until  the  Board  of 
Trustees  met  and  unanimously  voted  to  transfer  the  Institute 
to  the  State.  The  bill  was  immediately  approved.  This  friendly 
act  of  the  late  Governor  enabled  the  trustees  to  pay  every 
dollar  of  the  debt  which  for  several  years  had  embarrassed 
them  and  to  place  the  Institute  on  a  more  permanent  basis. 

Since  the  Institute  became  a  State  school,  the  Legislature 
has  not  only  made  large  appropriations  for  its  maintenance,  but 
has  also  given  money  to  erect  dormitories,  to  purchase  scientific 
apparatus  to  make  additions  to  the  library  and  to  repair  the 
main    building. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth  General  Assembly  a  college 
and  a  college  preparatory  school  were  established  in  connection 
with    the  Institute. 

The  same  assembly  also  passed  an  act  which  provides  that 
the  Normal  Diplomas  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach  in  the 
schools  of  the  State  without  further  examination;  also,  that  the 
graded  certificates,  which  are  granted  upon  the  completion  of 
the  two  years'  course,  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach  the 
several  branches  theerin  named  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 
the  day  of  graduation.  Provision  is  made  in  the  act  for  aft- 
nulling  these  diplomas  and  certificates  whenever  it  is  found 
necessary. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  an  Indus- 
trial Department  was  established  in  connection  with  the  In- 
stitute. 

The  main  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  first  of 
August,  1894,  but  was  soon  replaced  by  a  far  more  commodious 
structure,  for  the  erection  of  which  the  Legislature  appropri- 
ated the  sum  of  $40,000. 

Since  then  the  legislature  has  appropriated  at  different 
times  money  to  erect  a  dormitory  for  young  men,  one  for  the 
young  women  and  a  central  heating  plant.  Lincoln  Institute, 
therefore,  is  well*  equipped  in  buildings,  as  well  as  in  teaching 
force,  for  the  work  she  has  to  do.

BIOGRAPHICAL*    SKETCH. 

Richard  Baxter  Foster,,  son  of  Richard  and  Irene  Burroughs- 
Foster,  was  born  at  Hanover,  N.  H.,  October  25,  1826.  Studied 
under  his  brother,  Daniel,  at  Hopkinton,  Mass.,  and  at  home. 
Entered  Dartmouth  College  in  the  class  of  1851.  Was  "sepa- 
rated" in  1860,  but  was  given  the  degree  of  A.  B.  in  1867, 
Teacher  in  Mendon  and  Waverly,  111.,  1850-53.  Pioneer,  farmer, 
teacher,  saw-mill  man,  Iowa  and  Nebraska,  till  he  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  1st  Nebraska  Infantry  in  18  62;  1st  Lieutenant  6  2d 
U.  S.  colored  infantry  1863  to  January,  1866.  Established  Lin- 
coln Institute,  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  in  1866,  and  continued  con- 
nected with  it  until  18  72.  Went  to  Osborne,  Kan.,,  in  May, 
1872,  sent  by  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  where  he 
was  ordained  August,  1872.  Pastor  of  Osborne,  Kansas,  1872 
to  1882;  Red  Cliff,  Colo.,  1882  to  1884;  Milford,  Kan.,  1884 
to  1888;  Cheney,  Kan..,  1888  to  1890;  Stillwater,  Okla.,  1890 
to  1894;  Perkins,  Okla.,  1894  to  1896;  Okarche,  Okla.,  1896 
to  1901.  Married  October  22,  1851,  Jemima  Leland  Ewing,  who 
died  October  3,  1853,  leaving  one  son,  still  living.  Married 
March  8th.  1885,  to  Miss  Lucy  Reed.  Ten  children  were  born 
of  this  union,  and  six  sons  and  two  daughters  are  still  living. 
He  published  a  history  of  Lincoln  Institute  in  1872.  Died  in 
Okarche,    Okla.,  April    26.    1901,   of   old   age,   aged    75    years. 


Departments  and  Courses  of  Study 


COLLEGE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  was  established  that  students  who  attend 
the  Institute  may  pursue  a  collgee  course,  the  same  as  stu- 
dents at  the  State  University  at  Columbia.  Students  who  have 
completed  sixteen  units  in  the  noraml  course,  graduates  of 
first  class  four  years'  high  schools  and  any  who  may  pass  a 
satisfactory  examination  equivalent  to  either  of  the  above  will 
be  admitted  to  this  department. 

Each  student  who  completes  the  work  in  this  course  will 
be  entitled  to  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Arts.

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  has  been  revised  and  placed  on  a  level  with 
the  white  normal  schools  of  the  State.  A  good  grammar 
school  and  one  year  of  high  school  work  is  necessary  before  a 
student  can  enter  upon  the  normal  course. 

Ten  units  will  entitle  a  student  to  a  certificate  to  teach  in 
any  public  school  of  the  state  for  two  years  from  date  of 
issue.      Four  of  these  units  must  be  taken  in  Lincoln  Institute. 

Teaching  in  the  Training  School  will  be  required  of  all 
Seniors  who  show  aptness  in  this  line.  Graduation  from  this 
course  will  admit  a  student  to  the  Junior  College  class  with- 
out  examination. 

All  students  who  enter  upon  this  course  are  required  to 
spend  two  years  in  the  study  of  Agriculture  or  some  form  of 
industrial  work.  Those  who  take  Agriculture  will  be  required 
to  s^end  half  the  time  in  the  study  of  the  theory  as  given  in 
the  text-book  and  the  other  half  in  the  practice  and  application 
of  the  theory  to  the  work  on  the  farm. 


OUTLINE    OF  THE    COURSE    OF    STUDY. 

Under  the  respective  heads.,  the  subjects  offered  will  be 
designated  in  the  order  in  which  they  must  be  studied,  each 
number  standing  for  one  year's  work  of  ten  months,  five  reci- 
tations a  week  of  forty-five  minutes.  The  school  year  of 
forty  weeks  is  divided  into  three  terms.  Forty  weeks'  work, 
five  days  to  the  week,  forty-five  minutes  to  the  recitation, 
shall  constitute  a  unit.  Twenty  units  shall  be  required  for 
graduation  from  this  department. 

Graduates   of  approved  first  class   four  years'  high  schools 
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will  be  given  credit  for  twelve  units  on  the  regular  normal 
course;  graduates  of  three  years'  high  schools  will  be  given 
credit  for  nine  units;  and  graduates  of  two  years'  high  schools 
will  be  given  credit  for  six  units  on  the  normal  course. 

Two  years  of  industrial  or  special  work  will  be  accepted  as 
equivalent  to  one  unit  of  requirements  for  graduation,  provided 
only  one  line  of  industrial  work  is  followed.  Each  student  shall 
be  required  to  take  all  the  units  of  an  elective  or  special 
study.  No  one  can  take  one  year  of  Latin  and  one  of  German, 
etc,  but  must  finish  the  course  elected.  The  following  will 
indicate  the  studies  which  shall  be  required,  and  those  which 
are    elective:

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EXPLANATION  OF   THE    COURSE. 

Fedarogy — 

C(i::ir?  I.  General  Pedagogy. — A  study  of  the  principles  of 
education,  the  general  method  and  an  introduction  to  Element- 
ary    Psychology. 

The  aim  of  the  work  of  this  course  is  (1)  to  train  the 
pupils  in  the  "Art  of  Study" — the  ability  to  organize  material 
— by  an  intensive  study  of  suitable  topics  or  text,  and  (2)  to 
furnish  the  pupils  sub-graduating  the  minimum  amount  of 
professional    training. 

This  oourse  is  required  as  preparatory  to  all  other  courses 
in    this    department. 

Time,   5  hours,   8  terms. 

C  uise  II.  Elementary  Psychology. — A  general  treatment 
of  the  subject,  including  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  struc- 
ture and  function  of  the  nervous  system;  also,  an  introduction 
to  the  literature  upon  practice,,  fatigue  and  the  process  of 
learning. 

Time,  5  hours.       3  tevw. 

Course  III.  History  of  Education. — The  wor^  of  this  course 
is  bpced  on  a  study  of  Monroe's  History  of  Education  (Briefer 
Course),  supplemented  by  assigned  readings  of  all  available 
classics  on  the  subject. 

This  course  is  open  to  students  who  have  completed 
course  I. 

Time,  3  hours  per  week.     3  terms. 

Coir.se  Ilia.  Educational  Psychology. — A  study  of  the 
principles  of  teaching  based  on  the  laws  of  psychology,  with 
emphasis  on   adolescence. 

This  course  is  open  omy  to  students  who  have  completed 
course  II. 

Time,  2  hours.     3  terms. 

Couise  IV.  Methodology. — A  study  of  special  methods,  the 
laws  and  processes  of  learning,,  including  observations  of  pri- 
mary and  secondary  work;  also,  practice  work  by  the  pupils  in 
the  Model  School.    Missouri  School  Laws. 

Time,    2   terms. 

Course  TVa.  fSchool  Management. — A  study  of  organization 
of  a  room  or  a  school,  the  course  of  study,  the  subject  of  dis- 
cipline, punishment,  incentives,  etc.  This  course  is  open  only 
to   pupils  who  have  completed   course  IV. 

Time,   2   hours.      1  term. 
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English. —  (1)  At  least  four  complete  classics,  mainly  de- 
scriptions, will  be  made  the  basis  of  the  first  year's  work. 
After  thorough  study  of  each  as  literature,  it  is  correlated  with 
composition  and  technical  work.  A  careful  study  of  words,  of 
figures  of  speech  and  of  construction  as  applied  to  sentences 
and  paragraphs  is  made;  Herrick  and  Damon's  Composition 
and  Rhetoric  is  used;  (2)  The  work  of  the  second  year  differs 
from  the  first  in  that  narration  and  exposition  takes  the  place 
of  description,  and  elements  of  style  emphasized  and  the  study 
of  Rhetoric  continued;  Scott  and  Denney's  English  Composi- 
tion is  used;  (3)  The  third  year  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  oration  as  represented  by  the  masterpieces  of 
Webster  and  Burke  and  of  the  drama  as  represented  by  Shake- 
speare. Composition  and  rhetorical  work  are  made  prominent 
and  much  collateral  reading  is  required.  For  this  work  good 
and  appropriate  references  are  absolutely  necessary;  (4)  A 
historic  review  of  literature  and  literary  periods  is  given  along 
with  a  more  critical  study  of  poetry.  Composition  work  is 
devoted  largely  to  exposition  and  argumentation.  Three  days 
each  week  are  given  to  literature,  and  the  other  two  to  com- 
position and  technical  work  in  world-building,  word-analysis., 
grammar  and  rhetoric.  Painter's  English  and  American  Lit- 
erature are  the  text?  used  and  a  series  of  other  authors  used 
as  references. 
Grammar — 

We  bear  in  mind  in  teaching  grammar  that  the  understand- 
ing and  use  of  language  are  the  purposes  of  grammatical  study, 
not  the  parroting  of  rules  and  definitions. 

Persistent  practice  and  drill  will  do  much.  Repetitions  and 
reviews  help  mucin  to  clear  ideas  and  good  memory.  Never 
drop  a  thing  once  learned. 

Rhetorical  Exercises. — Rhetorical  exercises  are  held  every 
two  weeks,  when  drill  is  given  the  students  in  interpreting 
clearly  and  rendering  forcibly  the  thoughts  of  eminent  writers 
and  speakers.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to  original 
thoughts  and  research  in  composition  work.  At  the  end  of  each 
month  public  exercises  are  held  in  the  chapel,  at  which  time 
the  best  essays,  orations  and  recitations  from  each  division  are 
given.

MATHEMATICS. 

Mathematical  teaching  aims  to  supply  the  needs  of  daily 
life,  viz.:  Accuracy,  definiteness,  power  of  differention  and 
alertness.  In  the  process  of  these  acquisitions  opportunities  con- 
stantly arise  for  impressing  the  lessons  of  honesty,  correct  rea- 
soning and  self-reliance. 

Preparatory    Department. 
Arithmetic  — 

The  courses  in  arithmetic,  are  given  to  the  D,  C  and  B 
preparatory  classes.  These  correspond  to  the  5th,  6th  and  7th 
grades. 

D  Preparatory. — Simple  relations  of  numbers,  common 
fractions,  decimals,  and  measurements.  Oral  and  written  exer- 
cises and  problems.  Highest  Common  Factor  and  Multiples — ■ 
use  of  scales  and  measures.  Text:  Sensenig  and  Anderson's 
Essentials. 

C  Preparatory. — Denominate  numbers,  measurements  of 
rectangular  surfaces  and  solids,  practical  measurements  of  wood, 
briers,  stone  and  lumber,  papering,,  carpeting,  "simple  problems 
in  percentage.  Book  completed.  Text:  The  same  as  D  Pre- 
paratory. 

B  Preparatory. — Review  of  common  fractions  and  decimals, 
their  relation  to  percentage,  profit  and  loss,  commission  and 
brokerage,    interest,    annual    and    compound    interest,,  negotiable 
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paper,    partnership,    mensuration    of  prism,    cylinders,    pyramids, 
cones   and   spheres.    Text:     Sensenig   and   Anderson's  New    Com- 
plete. 
Algebra — 

A  Preparatory. — Fundamental  operations,,  factoring,  linear 
equations,  simultaneous  equations,  surds,  and  imaginary  num- 
bers.

Normal  Department.

History  of  Mathematics  is  taught  as  much  as  practicable. 

History. —  (1)  Ancient  History;  (2)  Mediaeval  and  Modern 
History  (Meyer's  Histories  are  used);  (3)  English  History  and 
Government;    (4)   American  History  and  Government. 

The  study  of  history  should  develop  the  conceptions  of 
historical  unity  and  growth;  hence  history  is  continued  through 
several   years,   one   period  succeeding   another  in   natural   order.

The  arbitrary  selection  of  periods  of  history  for  study,  and  the 
breaks  which  occur  in  the  study  of  closely  related  periods, 
prevent  the  pupils  from  acquiring  "the  habit  of  considering 
what  has  been  when  they  discuss  what  is  or  what  should  be." 

The  study  begins  with  General  History  and  is  followed  in 
succession  by  English  History  and  American  History.  Two 
years  will  be  given  to  this  subject,  the  first  year  being  devoted 
to  Ancient  Historj,  while  in  the  second  year  the  subject  is 
continued   througt.  Mediaeval   and   Modern   History. 


PHYSICAL    SCIENCES. 

Physical  Geography. — This  subject  includes  a  consideration 
of  many  diverse  problems,  ranging  from  the  earth  as  a  globe, 
through  the  atmosphere  and  the  oceans  to  the  lands.  The 
physical  features  of  the  earth  as  a  wholev  the  agents  at  work 
producing  these  features,  and  their  relation  to  man  and  his 
activities  receive  the  important  consideration. 

By  the  use  of  globes,  physical  maps,  and  the  study  of 
topographical  maps  the  places  and  physical  features  are  pointed 
out..  The  subject  is  further  illustrated  by  class  room  experi- 
ments. 

Pupils  are  required  to  consult  encyclopedias  and  other 
books  treating  on  the  topics  under  consideration  and  to  give 
oral  or  written  reports  of  their  readings  to  the  class.  To  im- 
press the  physical  features  of  the  continents  in  a  general  way 
each  pupils  is  required  to  draw  the  physical  maps  of  the  conti- 
nents. Also,  to  cultivate  the  habit  of  observation  and  for 
practical  use  the  pupils  keep  a  daily  weather  record,  in  which 
are  recorded  the  temperature  twice  a  day,  direction  of  the  wind, 
character  of  the  sky,    precipitation,  etc. 

By  means  of  field  excursions  the  pupils  have  opportunity 
to  study  nature  out  of  doors  and  to  become  familiar  with 
actual  examples  of  many   kinds  of  physiographic  phenomena. 

Text  Book:  Introduction  to  Physical  Geography — Gilbert 
&   Brigham. 

Physics. — Our  course  in  Physics  includes,  "Molar  Dynam- 
ics, the  dynamics  of  solid?  and  fluids,  including  the  study  of 
sound   waves. 

Molecular  Dynamics,   including  heat. 

Ether   Dynamics — radiation,   including   light   and  electricity. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  Physics  are  demonstrated  by 
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experiment.  Along  with  the  recitation  and  demonstration, 
practical  problems  are  solved. 

Text  Book:     Hoadley's  Physics. 

Laboratory  Work. — This  work  is  designed  to  supplement 
and  illustrate  the  text.  Its  object  is  to  train  the  student  in 
verifying  the  laws  and  principles  of  Physics,  and  to  make  him 
acquainted  with  laboratory  methods  and  the  manipulation  of 
instruments. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  note  book  of  his 
laboratory  work. 

Experiments  base  on  the  Laboratory  Manual  of  Physics, 
by    Christon-Dean-Timmerman. 

Chemistry. — The  work  in  this  subject  includes  recitations, 
demonstrations,  and  practical  laboratory  work  in  General  Chem- 
istry. The  experiments  are  designed  to  illustrate  the  relations 
between  the  observed  facts  and  the  general  principles,  and  to 
familiarize   the   student   with   the   methods   of  Chemistry. 

Some  of  the  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  consists  of 
water  analysis,  the  making  of  salts,  acids,  ammonia,  matches*, 
soap,  the  etching  of  designs  into  glass,  etc.  In  qualitative  an- 
alysis the  work  consists  of  the  determination  of  basic  and  acid 
constituents  of  a  few  unknown  substances  and  a  separation  and 
detection    of    the    metals. 

Text  Book:  Descriptive  Chemistry,  Parts  I  and  II,  by 
Newell. 

Geology. — The  instruction  covers  first,  Dynamical  Geology, 
or  the  study  of  the  causes  and  processes  now  in  operation 
about  us  modifying  the  structure  of  the  earth;  second,  Struc- 
tural Geology,  or  the  study  of  the  land  sculpture  and  the 
forces  that  aid  in  changing  the  topographical  features  of  the 
earth;  third,  Historical  Geology,  or  the  study  of  the  history  of 
the  changes  through  which  the  earth  has  passed. 

The  course  prepares  teachers  for  giving  instruction  in 
Physical   Geography  and   also   gives   a    knowledge   of   Geology. 

The  many  rock  quarries  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school  fur- 
nish an  opportunity  to  study  stratification  and  this  region  in 
general   gives   excellent   examples    of   geological    observation. 

Text  Book:      Compend   of  Geology,   by  Le   Conte. 

Astronomy. — On  account  of  the  limitation  of  time,  the 
study  is  confined  to  descriptive  astronomy.  The  course  aims 
to  supply  a  general  knowledge  of  the  facts  of  astronomy,  a 
geometrical    concept    of    the    celestial    sphere    and    the    various 
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celestial  motions.  The  planets  and  the  principal  constellations 
with   their  more  conspicuous  stars  are  located  and  discussed. 

Less  attention  is  given  to  memorizing  data  than  to  the 
exercise  of  thinking  and  securing  a  clear  conception  of  the 
beauty  and  grandeur  of  the  Universe. 

Text   Book:      Lessons    in   Astronomy,    by   Young. 

With  the  heliopticon  we  are  able  to  show  the  classes  of 
this  department  many  lantern  slide  views  in  Physical  Geog- 
raphy,   Geology,    Chemistry,    Physics    and  Astronomy. 

Latin — (1)  First  year  Latin  (Collar  and  Daniell's);  (2) 
Caesar  (Walker  and  Tolman),  and  Prose  Composition;  (3) 
Cicero  (five  orations);  (4)  Virgil,  five  books  (Harper  and 
Miller). 

In  this  course  the  student  acquires  such  a  vocabulary  and 
such  a  knowledge  of  inflections  and  syntax  as  to  read  readily 
simple  Latin  prose,  with  accurate  quantitative  pronounciation 
of  the  words.  He  is  carefully  trained  in  reading  aloud  Latin, 
with  proper  emphasis  and  expression,  and  in  rendering  Latin 
into  choice  idiomatic  English.  In  connection  with  the  reading, 
there  is  given  practice  in  writing  Latin,  and  frequent  written 
translations.  Especial  attention  is  paid  to  pronunciation,  which 
should  show  not  only  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  quantity 
of  the  various  vowels,  but  a  clear  insight  into  the  meaning  of 
the  sentence.  There  is  daily  practice  in  reading  aloud.  Sight 
reading  is  mad 3  a  frequent  exercise.  The  "First  Latin  Book" 
is  thoroughly  done  in  order  that  the  pupils  may  do  Caesar  well. 

German. —  (1)  Whitney's  Brief  Grammar,  supplemented  by 
the  reading  of  easy  prose  from  some1  good  reader,  followed  by 
Storm's  Immense,  Volkmann's  Kleine  Geschicten,  or  the  equiva- 
lent. Careful  attention  is  given  to  correct  pronunciatior ;  (2) 
First  half  of  Harris's  Prose  Composition;  and  the  reading  of 
Benedict's  Doktor  Wespe,  Freytag's  Die  Journalisten,  Schiller's 
Wiihelm  Tell,  or  an  equivalent  amount;  (3)  Last  half  of  Har- 
ris's Prosa  Composition,  letter  writing,  sight  translation  and 
the  reading  of  Schiller's  Maria  Stuart,  Das  Lied  von  der  Glocke, 
Grcetz  von  Berlichingen,  Herman  and  Dorethea,  Lesing's  Minna 
von    Barnhelm,,   Emilia   Galotti;    or   an   equivalent   amount. 

Greek. —  (1)  White's  First  Greek  Book;  (2)  Goodwin's 
Greek  Grammar,  Goodwin  &  White's  Xenophon's  Anabasis 
(four  books),  Harper  and  Castle's  Greek  Prose  Composition; 
(3)  Pristol's  Ten  Orations  of  Lysias,  Perrin  and  Seymour's 
Homer's  Iliad,   Homer's   Odyssey,   Books   I-IV,   or  Winan's  Xeno- 
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phon's  Memorabilia  of  Socrates'   and  Plato's  Apology  and  Crito. 

French. —  (1)  In  this  course  a  thorough  acquaintance  with 
the  elementary  grammar  is  given  and  a  first  year's  reader  is 
used;  (2)  Syntax  of  grammar  and  more  difficult  and  copious 
reading;  conversation  and  composition;  (3)  Classics,  !both  an- 
cient and  modern,  scientific  reading,  original  composition. 
Language  used  largely  the  language  taught.  Whitney's  Brief 
Grammar,  Rollin's  French  Reader  and  Chardenal's  Complete 
Course  will   be   used. 

Before  choosing  electives,  it  will  be  well  for  students  to 
talk  with  the  President  of  the  Institute,  who  will  take  pleasure 
in  assisting  them  in  making  the  proper   selections  of  studies. 

Unless  by  consent  of  President  and  Faculty,  subjects  in 
any  branch  or  special  work  must  be  taken  in  the  order  desig- 
nated by  the  numbers.  Studies  are  not  specially  designated 
as  Freshman,  Sophomore,  etc.,  but  as  a  rule  the  subjects  are

POLITICAL  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE. 

Economics — 

A  discussion  of  the  Production,  Distribution,  and  Consump- 
tion of  Wealth.  Throughout  the  course  economic  principles  are 
discused  with  special  reference  to  American  conditions.  The 
monopoly,  money,  and  tariff  questions  are  treated.  Texts: 
Seligman's  "Economics,,"  Bullock's  "Introduction  to  the  Study 
of  Economics." 
Civics — 

Our  Government — (1)  The  making  of  the  American  Gov- 
ernment, (a)  Colonial  Government;  (b)  The  Formation  of  the 
Union;  (2)  The  National  Government;  (3)  The  State  Govern- 
ment; (4)  The  Local  Government.  Text:  Hinsdale's  "The  Amer- 
ican Government."  References:  Bryce's  "The  American  Com- 
monwealth," James  and  Sanford's  "Our  Government,"  Fiske's 
"Civil  Government." 
Sociology — 

Blackmar's  Sociology  is  used  by  the  class.  A  study  is  at- 
tempted of  modern  Sociological  problems.  Extensive  side  read- 
is  required  from  other  texts  and  from  the  current  writings  of 
reputable    men. 

Sociological  bearings  of  natural  selections,  heredity,  en- 
vironment, physical,  physiological,  psychological,  moral  and 
social  causes  of  abnormality,  statistics  of  the  causes  of  pauper- 
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ism;  history  of  the  English  poor  laws;  private  relief,  charity- 
organization;  public  relief,  alms-houses,  relief  for  the  unem- 
ployed including  labor  colonies  and  the  tramp  problem;  de- 
pendent children;  relief  of  the  sick;  insanity;  statistics  of  the 
causes  of  crime;  criminal  anthropology;  prevention  of  crime; 
principles  that  should  government  the  treatment  of  offenders; 
delinquent  children;  reformatories;  prison  methods. 
Philosophy — Logic — 

A  study   of  logic   as   the   science   of  method.     The   problems 
of   the   function   of  thought,   the   relation   of   thought  to   reality, 
the  criterion    of   truth,    the   nature   of   validity,  etc.,   are   consid- 
ered.   A  brief  review  of  formal  logic  is  included. 
History   of  Philosophy — 

This  course  aims  to  acquaint  the  student  with  philosophical 
problems  as  unfolded  in  the  history  of  speculation.  The  great 
cardinal  systems  are  presented  in  their  relation  to  the  science 
and  culture  of  the  different  periods  of  world  history,  and  studied 
in  outline  from  early  Greek  to  modern  times.  A  series  of  lec- 
tures on  Philosophy  will  occupy  one  period  per  week  through- 
out the  term.  A  thesis  on  Kant  is  required.  The  text  is  Weber's 
History  of  Philosophy  and  Calkin's  Persistent  Problems  in 
Philosophy. 
Ethics — 

The  history  of  ethical  theory  is  briefly  reviewed.  A  discus- 
sion of  the  grounds  of  Ethics  and  its  relation  to  Metaphysics, 
Psychology  and  practical  life.  No  theory  of  ethics  is  dogmati- 
cally accepted.  Lectures  and  recitations  on  Muirhead's  Elements 
and   Palmer's  Ethics  constitute  the  work. 


AGRICULTURE. 

The  course  in  agriculture  continues  through  two  years  and 
requires  in  addition  to  the  class-room  work  six  hours  per  week 
for  the  spring  term  of  each  year  to  be  spent  in  practical  demon- 
stration. 

First  Year:  Text  books. — Effort  is  made  to  have  on  hand 
and  use  several  of  the  best  text  books  and  reference  books  on 
this  subject.  Those  available:  Jackson  &  Daugherty's  "Agri- 
culture Through  the  Laboratory  and  School  Garden;"  "Cyclo- 
pedia of  Agriculture,"  Wilcox  &  Smith;  "Cyclopedia  of  Horti- 
culture," Bailey;  "Judging  of  Live  Stock,"  Craig;  "Cereals  of 
America,"  Hunt;  "Insects  and  Insecticides,"  Weed;  "Pruning 
Book,"    Bailey. 
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The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  comprehensive 
knowledge  uf  the  principles  of  agriculture  and  the  practices  of 
ordinary  farm  operations,  so  the  students  will  be  able  to  teach 
agriculture  in  the  rural  schools,  to  care  for  their  home  grounds 
and  gardens  or  to  successfully  engage  in  farming  as  a  business. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  topics  that  are  given  special 
attention:  Soil  formation;  water  and  its  relation  to  the  soil, 
plants  and  animals;  barnyard  manures;  commercial  fertilizers; 
care  and  management  of  live  stock;  dairying;  seeds  and  feed- 
ing; propagation  and  pruning  of  plants;  injurious  insects  and 
how  to  control  them. 

We  have  a  beautiful  school  campus  and  a  farm  of  twenty- 
five  acres  about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  the  campus  on  which 
the  students  are  given  practical  lessons  in  the  different  branches 
of  agriculture.  This  farm  is  well  equipped  and  well  stocked. 
More   equipment   in   stock   will   be  added   from   time   to  time. 

All  students  in  the  Freshman  class  are  required  to  take 
this  course.  Any  other  students  in  the  Normal  department 
may  elect  the  same. 

Second  Year:  The  second  year  of  this  course  is  elective 
for  those  who  have  have  completed  the  first  year's  work  and 
wish  to  pursue  it  farther.  At  the  completion  of  this  year's 
work  the  student  will  receive  a  certificate  in  agriculture. 

References:  In  addition  to  those  used  in  the  first  year's 
work  we  use  "Elements  of  Dairying,"  by  Farrington  &  Woll; 
"Dairy    Bacteriology,"    by    Conn;     "Poultry    Book,"    by    Watson. 

The  purpose  of  this  year's  work  is  to  give  the  students  a 
practical  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  dairying  including  the 
testing  of  milk,  cream,  cheese',  butter  and  skimmed  milk  with 
the  Babcock  tester  and  the  lactometer.  Dairy  bacteria  are  also 
studied  that  the  student  may  see  the  need  of  cleanliness  around 
the  dairy.  Poultry  raising  is  also  given  some  attention.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  topics  studied:  Study  of  the  Breeds 
of  Poultry;  care,  management  and  feeding  of  young  chicks; 
Natural  and  artificial  incubation;  Operation  of  incubators; 
Moulting.      The  school   owns   a   large  flock  of  fine   chickens. 

The  general  plan  in  all  these  courses  in  agriculture  is  to 
supplement  the  class  room  work  with  practical  work  on  the 
farm. 

Third  Year:  The  third  yearof  the  course  is  open  to  all 
students  who  have  completed  the  first  year's  work  and  have 
had  elementary  chemistry.  In  this  year's  work  the  chemical 
composition     of    plants,    animal    foods,    grains,    oleomargarine, 
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soils,  fertilizers,  manures,  milk  and  milk  products*,  are  studied. 
Suitable  laboratory  equipments  will  be  arranged  so  that  the 
student  will  be  able  to  make  the  analysis  for  himself. 

For  all  these  courses  in  agriculture,  bulletins  pertaining  to 
any  branch  of  the  work  may  be  procured  free  of  charge  from 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  from  the 
various  state  experimental  stations. 

Also  the  Year  Book  published  by  the  United  States  Depart- 
mient    of   Agriculture    is  a    valuable    reference    book. 


BIOLOGY. 

Zoology. — This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  students  a 
good  practical  knowledge  of  animals.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  the  structure  and  development  of  injurious  insects. 

Text   Book:     Linville    &    Kelly's    General    Zoology. 

Reference  Books:  Colton's  Zoology,  Jordan  Kellogg  & 
Heath's    Elementary    Zoology,    Comstock's    Manual    of    Insects. 

Time:      Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

All  students  of  the  Freshman  Normal  class  are  required 
to  take    this    course. 

Botany. — This  is  an  elementary  course  in  Botany.  The 
students  are  given  the  fundamentals  of  plant  growth  and  plant 
development,  and  are  taught  to  name  and  classify  our  common 
plants. 

Time:      Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

This  course  may   be   elected  in    the   place   of   Zoology. 

Text  Book:      Bergen's   Botany. 


MUSIC — INSTRUMENTAL. 

The  school  owns  six  pianos.  The'  course  comprises  the 
seven  grades  of  a  well  regulated  conservatory.  Tuiton  is  25 
cents  a   lesson   including   the   use   of  the   piano   one   hour   a   day. 


VOCAL     MUSIC. 

Vocal  music  has  always  held  a  prominent  place  in  Lincoln 
Institute  and  it  is  taught  to  the  school   free   of   cost. 

I  Grade:  The  first  grade  begins  with  the  first,  second 
and  third  steps  in  Rhythm,  observation,  acting  and  picturing  of 
Rhythmic  notation,  and  the  first  step   of  observation,   with   ref- 
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erence   to    Pitch    relationship. 

Material  used;  Easy  rote  songs,  song  sentences,  songs  or 
couplets  made  by  children,  class  melody  making. 

II  Grade:  Review  of  the  first  year's  work,,  Developing 
Pitch  relationship   by  the   same   method  as   Rhythm. 

Material:  Singing  of  tones  in  chord  and  scale  succession, 
Formation  of  scale;  The  ability  to  sing  from  a  given  pitch; 
With  sound  names;  The  whole  and  half  steps  of  the  scale. 
Learning  the  syllable,  pitch  and  scale  names  of  scale;  Singing 
from  hand  dictation,  single  and  double  hand  signs.  Learning 
of  lines  and  spaces  without  reference  to  a  staff.  Continuation 
of  class   melody   making. 

III  Grade:  Review  of  the  hand  signs,  single  and  double. 
Introduction  of  the  muical  ladder,  suitable  little  poems  used  in 
connection  with  t'he  ladder.  Children  draw  musical  ladder  by 
given  dimensions  and  learn  from  memory  to  associate  the  words 
and  tune  with  each  step  of  the  ladder. 

Preliminary  steps  for  the  building  of  the  staff.  Song 
singing,  easy  interval  skips.  Sight  reading  and  singing  of 
easy   melodies    from    board. 

IV  Grade:  Review  of  musical  ladder  and  double  hand 
signs.  Substitution  of  notation  music  for  role  work.  Songs 
from  notation,  made  and  written  by  pupils.  Speed  work,,  and 
ready  sight  singing  from  staff  and  board.  Dictation  and  prac- 
tice  in  writing  simple   and  easy   melodies.      Production   of  pure 

V  Grade:  Individual  class  room  work  from  Text  Book  No. 
tones  and  practice  of  the  vowel  tones  for  pure  vowel  quality. 
I,  presenting  songs  systematically  arranged  in  different  keys, 
interval  work,  memorizing  of  songs  learned,  major  scale  writing, 
definitions. 

VI  Grade:  Books  II  and  III,  development  of  the  voice — 
(1)  breath  control,  tone  production,  (2)  throat,  (3)  resonance. 
Singing  of  melodies  in  single  voice  intervals  reviewed,  singing 
of  interesting  and  attractive  two  part  songs,  simple  cannons 
and  rounds,  definitions  of  the  musical  terms,  major  scale  writ- 
ing, chord  singing,  chromatic  scale,  minor  and  major  scales 
contrasted.  Memorizing  of  songs  learned;  voice  culture  exer- 
cieses. 

VII  Grade:  Books  III  and  IV.  Three  voiced  music,  con- 
siderably increasing  the  difficulty  of  the  new  songs  and  exer- 
cises. Triplets,  difficult  two  and  three  part  canons,  and  rounds. 
Major  and   minor  scale  writing;    singing   of  songs  and   exercises 
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introducing  chromatic  signs,  definitions  continued.  Writing  of 
more  difficult  melodies  using  the  different  time  and  key  signa- 
tures.     Memorizing  of  songs. 

VIII  Grade:  Finishing  Book  IV;  continuation  of  song 
singing  in  three  voice  parts,  also  singing  of  four  part  music; 
development  of  chords,  classification  of  chords,  key  relation- 
ship; development  of  harmonic  feeling;  all  kinds  of  exercises 
for  the  development  of  strength,  purity  of  tone.,  flexibility  of 
the  voice;    easy  four   part  choruses,   expression   of   music. 

A   High   school   course  is   taught   to    those   who  have  success- 
fully completed  all  the  required  grade  work. 

Any  student  who  has  good  musical  ability  and  has  reached 
a  grade  of  advancement,  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  sight  read 
and  sing  well,  may  become  a  member  of  the  school  choir  and 
take  part  in  the  chorus  work. 

THE   SUB-NORMAL   COURSE   OF   STUDY. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  fit  students  for  the 
normal  and  industrial  departments  by  furnishing  an  elementary 
education  to  those  who  are  deprived  of  educational  privileges 
in  childhood,  and  who  are  too  far  advanced  in  life  to  attend 
the  public  schools  of  the  state.  The  course  of  study  covers  a 
period  of  three  years,  and  is  as  follows:

TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  Training  School  is  thoroughly  organized  and  excellent 
work  is  being  done  there.  Two  years  of  practical  teaching  is 
done  by  the  senior  and  junior  classes,  under  the  supervision 
and  criticism  of  the  teacher  of  methods  and  his  assistants,  and 
prepares  them  for  the  actual  work  of  teaching  in  a  well 
planned  graded  or  ungraded  public  school. 

School  superintendents  and  thoso  desiring  teachers  will  do 
well  to  write  to  President  B.  F.   Allen  before  selecting  them. 

Tuition   is   free. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  can  go  from  the 
grammar  grades  by  regular  steps  into  the  sub-normal,  and 
thence  into   the  normal. 

This  department  was  established  as  a  part  of  Lincoln  In- 
stitute by  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Missouri,  and  has  been  in  operation  since  January, 
1892.

INDUSTRIAL    COURSES    IN   NORMAL    DEPARTMENT. 

Industrial  training  courses  are  a  part  of  the  Normal  and 
College  courses. 

All  students  are  expected  to  be  regular  in  attendance!,  will- 
ing to  do  work  assigned  to  them,  and  to  exercise  reasonable 
care  in  the  use  of  tools,  machinery  and  material. 

All  normal  students  have  an  hour  and  thirty  minutes  shop 
practice  each  school  day.  This  period  may  come  early  or  late 
in  the  day,  according  to  the  class  with  which  the  student  may 
be  connected  in  other  departments.  The  shops  are  open  and 
in  operation  from  7  a.  m.  until  12  m.,  and  from  1  p.  m.  to 
6  p.  m.,  thus  giving  accommodation  to  six  classes  each  day  in 
each  shop. 

By  special  arrangements  more  time  may  be  given  to  shop 
practice.  Students  in  all  departments  are  required  to  take 
two  years   of  industrial  work. 

Work  in  one  trade  will  count  for  one-half  unit  on  gradua- 
tion; two  trades,  one  whole  unit. 

INDUSTRIAL     DEPARTMENT     FOR     YOUNG     MEN. 

Everything  in  the  nature  of  tools,  material,  drawii  g,  ink 
and  paper  is  furnished  by  the  school.  The  student  furnishes 
his  own  aprons  and  towels,  and  is  expected  to  keep  them  clean. 

As  an  example  of  progress  the  students  nave  made,  it  may 
be  mentir  aed  that  several  oak  tables,  large  library  cases  and 
numerous  other  articles,  illustrating  different  stages  of  the 
work  in  carpentry,  have  been  made  the  past  year  in  the  car- 
penter shop,  while  the  students  in  the  blacksmith  snop  have 
made  a   two-horse  wagon,   shod   horses,   repaired   buggies,    made 
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hammers  and  hatchets,  screw  drivers,  and  ornamental  work, 
such    as    lamp-stands,    etc. 

About  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  expended  in  equipping 
this  department,  mainly  for  buildings  and  machinery.  A  main 
building,  forty  by  one  hundred  feet,  two  stories  in  height, 
stands  on  the  Institute  hill,  less  than  two  hundred  feet  from 
the    main    school    building. 

The  woodworking  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains 
the  following:  Fifteen  work-benches  with  tools  for  forty-five 
students,  twelve  wood  lathes,  two  scroll  paws,  one  band  saw 
and    one    grind    stone. 

The  smith  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  14  forges 
and  sets  of  blacksmith  tools,  a  power  fan,  which  furnishes  the 
blasts  to  the  forges,  a  thirty-inch  smokestack,  which  keeps  the 
shop  clear  of  smoke. 

The  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  thirty-horse  power  high 
speed   engine  supplied   by   a  forty  horse   power   boiler. 

Course  in  Wood  Work. 

The  course  is  arranged  to  suit  the  needs  of  students  as 
follows:  (a)  Those  who  desire  to  spend  one  year  in  carpentry 
division  and  change  to  metal  shop  next  year,  (b)  Those  who 
desire  to  concentrate  and  spend  two  years  in  carpentry,  (c) 
Those  who  expect  to  become  tradesman  or  manual  training 
teachers. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  following  branches  of  trade 
processes:      Manual  Training  Exercises   (simple,  useful  articles), 
Wood-turning,  Cabinet   making   and   House   construction. 
FIRST    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Use  and  care  of  tools.  Practical  lessons  in 
sawing,  planing  and  squaring;  construction  of  simple.,  uesful 
articles;  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means  of  fastenings;  theory 
classes;    mechanical   drawing. 

Second  Term. — Theory  of  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means 
of  joints;  joint  construction;  study  of  commercial  woods;  pro- 
cess of  milling  and  kilning  lumber;  constructing  articles  of 
furniture;  paint  and  wood  finish;  mechanical  drawing;  theory 
classes. 

Third  Term. — Figuring  bills  of  lumber;  study  of  commer- 
cial order;  making  out  bills;  cabinet  construction;  mechanical 
drawing;    theory  classes. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

First    Term. — Wood    turning.      Seventy    double    periods    of 
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ninety  minutes  constitute  the  time  given  for  turning.  The 
course  consists  of  twelve  exercises,  arranged  to  bring  in  use 
the  different  tools  as  well  as  the  method  of  handling  the  work 
on  the  lathe.  The  work  is  taken  up  as  follows:  Name  and 
use  of  tools;  care  of  lathe,  handling  lathe  and  its  parts;  sharp- 
ening tools;  turning  between  centers;  mechanical  drawing; 
theory    classes. 

Second  Term. — Face  plate  work;  inside  chucking;  outside 
chucking;  polishing;  band  saw  practice;  original  exercise;  me- 
chanical drawing;   theory  practice  classes. 

Third  Term. — Elective.      Wood  turning  or  cabinet  making; 
advance  wood  turning;  cottage  construction,  soil,  footing  pillars 
and  framing;   mechanical  drawing;   theory  classes. 
Mechanical  Drawing. 

The    course    in    mechanical  drawing    is    given  in    connection 
with   shop   practice.     The   work   is  arranged   to  give  students   a 
working  idea  of  mechanical  drawing  and  a  general  understand- 
ing of  how  to  make  and  read  working  drawings. 
FIRST    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Lettering;  free  hand  dimensioned  sketches 
from  objects;  geometrical  problems;  name,  care  and  use  of 
instruments. 

Second  Term. — Geometrical  solids;  simple  articles  illustrat- 
ing method  and  plan  of  dimension. 

Third   Term. — Orthographic   projectors   and    development. 
SECOND   YEAR. 

This  year's  work  consists  in  making  working  drawings  for 
the  various  dimensions  of  mechanical  department. 
Course  in  Blacksmithing. 

First  Year. — The  course  of  exercises  begins  with  welding 
and  forging  old  tire  iron  or  old  horseshoes  into  a  square  rod, 
out  of  which  are  made  hooks,,  links,  staples,  clevises,  tongs. 

Second  Year. — Marking  and  shaping  horseshoes,  practical 
horseshoeing,   tool   making,   tempering   and    ornamental   work. 

The    work    in    horseshoeing    includes    lectures    on    the    anta- 
omy  of    hoofs;    diseases    of  the    feet;    making    special    shoes    to 
overcome  such  defects  as  corns  and  quarter  cracks. 
Machine    and    Engineering    Course. 

This  division  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  industrial 
building,  in  a  well  appointed  room,  36x38  feet.  It  is  furnished 
with  two  16-in.  lathes,  two  6-in.  lathes  and  two  speed  lathes, 
one  shaper,,  drill  press,  planer,  emery  and  grinding  stone.  This 
machinery   is   all  driven   by   a   thirty  horse   power    (high   speed) 
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Armington  &  Sims  steam  engine.  Most  of  the  repairs,  such  as 
woodworking  machinery,  power  fans,  steam  pumps,  steam  traps, 
hot  water  tanks,  and  many  feet  of  steam  line  are  done  by 
students   in   this   division. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  thorough 
training  in  mechanical  principles,  and  a  foundation  upon  which 
he  may  build  along  any  line  of  machine  or  steam  engineering 
work  that  he  may  follow.  Students  are  also  taught  the  differ- 
ent forms  in  which  iron  and  steel  are  used  in  machine  con- 
struction,, and  t be  different  operations  through  which  it  is  put 
in  taking  such  forms  are  simplified  and  used  as  exercise,  one 
operation  being  taken  at  a  time.  The  course  of  study  is  as 
follows: 

FIRST    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Care  of  shop,  name  and  care  of  machines  and 
tools,  such  as  various  files,  straight  ball  and  cross-pins,  ham- 
mers, vise  work  in  chipping  and  filing,  clamping  of  rough  and 
smooth  work,,  brass  and  soft  metals,  various  cold  chisels  and 
how  ground,  two-foot  rule,  6  and  12  inch  steel  scale  and  square; 
theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Second  Term. — Clamping  work  in  shaper  for  straight  and 
angle  cuting,  laying  off  work  for  drill  press,  speeding  drills 
for  wrought  iron  and  steel;  stropping  work  on  planer;  special 
study  of  the  slide  valve  steam  engine  and  action  of  steam  on 
piston;  the  throttling  and  fly-wheel  governor  and  oiling  engine; 
theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — Correct  centering  for  lathe  work;  practice 
in  straight,  oval  and  angle  turning;  making  screms  and  spindles 
of  different  kinds;  use  of  diamond,  round  and  parting  tool; 
grinding  and  tempering  various  steels;  file  and  emery-cloth  in 
polishing;  dividers  outside  calipers;  theory  class  and  mechan- 
ical drawing. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Setting  engine  and  horizontal  tubular  boilers; 
hoisting  stacks;  firing;  method  of  coal  spreading  and  placing 
wood;  care  and  repairs  of  furnace,  feed  pumps  and  injectors; 
valve  grinding,,  water  and  steam  gauges,  columns,  traps  and 
sperators;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Second  Term. — Lathe  turning  for  shrinking  fists;  Vernier 
calipers;  hoisting  and  lining  shafts;  calculating  speed  of  pul- 
leys and  belts;  inside  boring,  turning  and  threading;  turning 
napkin  rings,  cups,  dumb-bells  and  candle  stands;  theory  class 
and    mechanical  drawing. 
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Third  Term. — The  student  constructs  a  complete  machine 
as  an  illustration  of  the  principles  involved,  and  as  a  test  of 
their  knowledge  of  the  principles  already  studied. 

INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENT  FOR    YOUNG    WOMEN. 

The  young  women  are  taught  dressmaking,  plain  sewing, 
fancy  needle  work  and  millinery,  and  receive  special  attention 
in  matters  pertaining  to  health,  dress  and  deportmnet.  In- 
struction is  also  given  in  scientific  cooking  and  in  laundry 
work,  under  the  direction  of  trained  teachers. 

DOMESTIC  ART   DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  practical 
knowledge  of  all  varieties  of  hand  sewing  and  machine  sewing, 
also  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  dressmaking, 
with  as  much  practice  in  their  application  as  time  will  allow. 
It  is  not  only  valuable  to  those  who  wish  to  make  their  own 
dresses,  but  also  affords  an  opportunity  to  those  who  wish  to 
become  practical  dressmakers. 

Course  of  Study. 

First  Year. — Sewing:  Stitches — basting,  running,  back 
stitch,  combination  stitch,  hemming,  overcasting,  overhanding, 
gathering,  hemstitching,  feather  stitch,  napery  hem.  Button 
holes,    loops    and    eyelets.     Darning   and    patching. 

Seams — French    seams,    French    fell,    flat    fell. 

Application  of  all  seams  and  stitches  on  aprons,  miniature 
undergarments,    sheets,   pillow   cases   and  table  linen. 

Second  Year. — Large  garments  for  self.  Corset  cover,  draw- 
ers, skirts,  nightdresses.  Baby  dress,  baby  flannel  skirt  hand 
embroidered.    Plain  shirt  waist  suit.    Hand  and  machine  sewing. 

Dressmaking. 

First  Year. — Instructions  in  selecting  suitable  materials. 
Taking  measurements,  drafting  plain  shirt  waist;  drafting  plain 
seven  gored  skirt;  making  foundation  skirt;  making  fancy 
waist. 

Second   Year. — Cloth    skirt;    coat    suit;    evening    dress. 
Millinery. 

First  Year. — Bows  and  rosettes;  ribbon  flowers,  making 
different  style  of  bandeaux,  renovate  ribbon  and  feathers. 
Making  wire  frame  from  model.    Baby  bonnet. 

Second  Year. — Drafting,  cutting  and  making  buckram 
frame  selected  from  a  picture;  covering  frame  with  silk  or  vel- 
vet; trimming  hats,  old  and  new;  making  wire  frames;  cover- 
ing with  straw,  braid,  chiffon  or  lace. 
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Art  Needle  Work. 

First  Year. — Drafting  and  making  linen  work  basket,  inl- 
dial  embroidery,  Spanish  embroidery.  Designing  and  executing 
centerpiece  (solid  embroidery);  drawn  work;  designs  for  pillow 
tops. 

Second  Year. — Coronation  braid;  color  work,  plain  and 
shaded;  Rattenburg;  Hardanger;  Stenciling;  basketry  and 
raffia. 

DOMESTIC   SCIENCE. 

The  object  of  the  course  in  domestic  science  is  to  fit  young 
women  as  home-makers  and  as  capable  women  in  whatever 
sphere  their  life-work  may  be.  Such,  then,  as  tends  to  culti- 
vate correct  observation,  accurate  reasoning,  generous  judg- 
ment and  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in  nature  and  art 
may  rightfully  find  a  place  in  such  a  course. 

That  which  most  especially  pertains  to  woman's  province, 
the  home,  is  dependent  upon  the  sciences  of  chemistry,  physiol- 
ogy, bacteriology  and  hygiene,  and  direct  applications  of  the 
principles  of  these  sciences  are  made  in  the  lessons  in  cookery, 
dietetics,  home  nursing  and  household  maangement. 
Course  in  Cooking  and   Housekeeping. 

First  Year. — The  course  begins  with  instruction  in  the  care 
of  the  kitchen;  study  of  the  stove,  its  drafts,  dampers  and  fire- 
Duilding,  its  daily  care;  care  of  the  sink,,  trap;  sweeping  and 
dusting;  care  of  brooms,  brushes  and  dusters;  the  study  of 
dust  and  its  dangers;  floor-scrubbing;  window-cleaning;  care 
of  dining  room,  silver;  bath-room  and  bed-room;  care  of  kero- 
sene lamps. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  composition  and  dietetic  value 
of  simple  foods.  The  lessons  are  arranged  in  logical  order, 
and  each  principle  is  illustrated  by  the  preparation  of  simple 
dishes,  including  the  quick  breads,  with  study  of  baking 
powder,  simple  preparation  of  vegetables,,  eggs,  milk,  cheese, 
uses  for  stale  bread,  study  and  making  of  tea,  coffee,  cocoa, 
etc.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  plain  dishes  in  the 
most    appetizing    forms. 

Second  Year. — Instruction  and  practice  of  an  advanced 
chacter  in  the  preparation  of  more  complicated  dishes  than  are 
included  in  the  first  course.  Canning,  preserving;  study  of 
yeast;  flours;  making  of  light  bread;  cooking  fine  and  rougher 
cuts  of  meat,  etc.;  plain  and  fancy  cakes>,  pastry  and  puddings, 
sherbets,  frappe  and  ice  cream;    planning  simple  menus. 
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Special  Course — Arranged  for  those  desiring  to  teach  Do- 
mestic Science,  and  is  taken  after  two  years'  course  has  been 
satisfactorily  completed.  This  special  course  may  be  completed 
in  six  months,  and  includes  the  study  of  the  best  methods 
of  teaching. 

Course    in    Laundering. 

First  Year. — Cleaning  stoves,  building  fires,  regulating 
dampers,,  keeping  irons,  ironing  boards,  floods,  tables,  tubes, 
etc.,  in  order;  sorting  clothes  and  preparing  water,  removing 
stains,   etc. 

Second  Year. — Washing  shirts,  shirt  waists,  collars,  cuftX 
pillow  cases,  sheets,  underwear,  table  napkins,,  table-clothfe, 
fancy  underwear  and  fancy  dresses. 

REGULAR  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENTS. 

For   Young   Men. 

This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  student  sound  train- 
ing, both  theoretical  and  practical,  mechanical  drawing  in 
woodwork,  forge-work  and  machine  work.  When  a  student 
finishes  the  Industrial  Course  he  is  prepared  to  teach  that  work 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  State.

For  special  course  twice  as  much  time  will  be  given  as  is 
given  normal  students  in  industrial  work.  This  will  enable 
girls  to  finish  the  courses  in  sewing  and  millinery  in  one  and 
a  half  years  and  the  courses  in  cooking,  housekeeping  and 
laundering  in  one  year.  The  literary  course  is  the  same  as 
for  boys. 

A   SPECIAL   COURSE   IN   CARPENTRY. 

This  is  a  longer  course  in  carpentry,  and  includes,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  work  laid  out  in  the  regular  industrial  course,  the 
making  of  simple  pieces  of  furniture,  tables,  desks,  beds  and 
hall  seats;  general  repair  work  and  house-building.  This 
course  may  be  finished  in  two  years.  Only  the  first  and  sec- 
ond years  of  literary  work  required  in  this  course.  A  certifi- 
cate will  be  given  at  end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to 
make    intelligent    carpenters. 

This  is  a  two  years'  course,  like  the  special  course  in  car- 
pentry. It  includes  tool-making,  horse-shoeing,  general  repair 
work,  ironing  wagons  and  buggies  and  all  other  work  done 
in  a  first-class  shop.  A  certificate  will  be  given  at  the  end 
of  this  course.      It  is  designed  to  make  intelligent  blacksmiths. 
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SHORT    COURSE    IN    AGRICULTURE. 

A    certificate   of    proficiency    will    be    given    to    those    who 
complete  the  course  with  credit.

THE  LIBRARY. 

The  library  now  contains  about  3,000  bound  volumes,  and 
additions  will  be  made  as  funds  will  permit. 

The  books  are  classified  according  to  the  best  system  of 
classification,  and  great  effort  is  made  to  teach  students  how 
to   use   it. 

Girls  use  the  library  in  the  forenoon  and  boys  have  the 
use  of  it  in  the  afternoons. 


SUMMER  SESSION. 

Many  who  are  teaching  and  who  expect  to  teach  and  who 
are  ambitious  to  broaden  their  scholarship  and  increase  their 
efficiency  as  teachers  are  debarred  from  attending  the  regular 
session  of  Lincoln  Institute. 

To  these  and  to  many  others  an  opportunity  will  be  given 
each  year  to  attend  the  summer  session  for  seven  weeks,  in 
association  with  many  of  the  best  teachers  of  the  city  and 
country  schools,,  and  under  some  of  the  best  teachers  of  the 
race.     Already  three  successful  sessions  have  been  held. 

The  location  is  central  and  the  foot-hills  of  the  Ozarks 
are  unsurpassed  for  health  and  comfort  during  the  summer 
months. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  are  unsurpassed  for  such  work 
and  the  moral  and  social  conditions  are  the  best. 

Ample  opportunity  is  given  to  visit  the  grounds  and  build- 
ings of  the  capitol,  the  penitentiary  and  other  places  of  interest 
in  or  near  the  Capital  City.     The  fine  roads  leading  out  of  the 
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city  to  the  neighboring  towns,  and  the  rivers  and  creeks  near 
by  will  furnish  delightful  outings  for  those  who  want  to  drive, 
cycle,  use  the  rod  and  gun,  study  nature  at  first  hand,  and 
enjoy  the  fresh  pure  air  after  the  close  of  the  regular  session 
each   day. 

The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary  Society  was  organized  by  the 
teachers  four  years  ago  and  meets  every  Saturday  evening  dur- 
ing summer  session.  It  is  regarded  as  a  feature  of  the  session, 
and  gives  each  one  an  opportunity  to  debate,,  to  read  a  paper, 
to  sing  or  to  perform  on  some  musical  instrument  at  least  once 
during  the  session. 

Board  and  lodging  can  be  secured  in  private  families  in 
the  city. 

The  faculty  of  the  summer  school  is  composed  in  part  of 
the  regular  teachers  in  the  Institute  and  of  such  teachers  of 
large  experience  as  we  may  be  able  to  employ  from  abroad. 

In  addition  to  the  literary  work,  instruction  in  sloyd,  in 
raffia,  in  basketry,  and  in  beads  is  given.  A  great  many  city 
teachers  took  this  work  last  year. 

Grades  made  in  the  Summer  School  will  be  accepted  by 
the  faculty  as  credit  on  the  requirement  for  graduation,  and  by 
county  boards  for  work  required  to  increase  the  grade  of  teach- 
ers'  certificates. 


APPROVED  SUMMER  SCHOOLS — 1910. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  herewits  prescribes  the  con- 
ditions on  which  summer  schools  may  be  approved  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  grades  accepted  in  lieu  of  examinations. 

1.  Such  summer  schools  shall  be  conducted  for  a  period 
of  not  less  than  fifty-four  days  under  the  direction  and  tuition 
of  teachers  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Such 
schools  shall  be  held  in  suitable  buildings,  provided  with  good 
reference  libraries  for  teaching  literature  and  history  by  the 
source  method,  and  well  equipped  for  teaching  science  by  the 
laboratory    method. 

2.  All  summer  schools  shall  maintain  at  least  five  depart- 
ments (English,  Mathematics,  History,  Science  and  Professional) 
each  presided  over  by  a  recognized  specialist  in  his  department 
who  is  a  full  course  graduate  of  a  college  or  normal  school  or 
who  holds  a  Missouri  State  Teachers'  Life  Certificate. 

3.  Grades   in   the   following    subjects  shall   be   accepted   by 
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the  State   Superintendent  and   the  county  superintendents  when 
properly  certified  as  hereinafter  provided: 

I.  English:  (a)  Grammar,  a  year's  work  in  advanced 
grammar  and  composition;  (b)  Rhetoric  and  composition,  as 
much  as  required  in  second  year  of  a  first  class  high  school; 
(c)  American  or  English  literature,  including  the  history,  as 
much  as  required  in  third  or  fourth  year  of  a  first  class  high 
school. 

II.  Mathematics:  (a)  A  year's  work  in  advanced  arith- 
metic; (b)  Algebra,  complete  high  school  algebra;  (c)  Geom- 
etry, plane  and  solid,  as  given  in  a  first  class  high  school. 

III.  History:  (a)  Civil  government,  including  government 
of  Missouri;  (b)  A  year's  work  in  Ancient  history;  (c)  A  year's 
work  in  Mediaeval  and  Modern  history;  (d)  A  year's  work  in 
English  history;  (e)  A  year's  work  in  American  history.  No 
history  will  be  approved  unless  a  full  year's  work  by  the  source 
or  library  method  (has  been  completed. 

IV.  (a)  Descriptive  geography;  (b)  Physiology  and 
Hygiene;  (c)  Agriculture;  (d)  Biology;  (e)  Physical  Georg- 
raphy;  (f)  Physics.  No  science  will  be  approved  unless  a  full 
year's  work,  taught  by  the  laboratory  method,,  with  adequate 
equipment  for   individual  work,   has   been   completed. 

V.  Professional:  (a)  General  pedagogy,  including  school 
management  and  methods  of  teaching,  as  much  as  is  given  in  a 
year  in  a  State  Normal  school;  (b)  Psychology,  a  thorough 
study  of  a  recognized  text  on  educational  psychology;  (c)  His- 
tory of  Education,  a  year's  work  using  a  standard  text;  (d) 
Supervision,  including  administration  of  county  and  city  systems. 

Military    Instruction. 

Plans  are  made  for  military  instruction  for  the  young 
men.  The  work  will  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Adjutant  General  of  Missouri.  This  instruction  will  be  required 
of  each  boy.  Its  object  is  threefold:  (1)  To  make  young  men 
graceful  in  carriage;  (2)  Prompt  to  obey  orders  from  those 
who  have  the  control  over  them,  and  (3)  Good,  patriotic 
citizens. 

Medals. 

For  three  years  gold  medals  have  been  offered  to  students 
in  the  Senior  year  of  both  the  half  and  the  full  courses  in  the 
normal  department  for  the  best  general  average  for  the  year, 
in  both  literary  and  industrial  work. 

The   first   medal   was   offered   by  Dr.   G.   L.   Lackey   of  Jef-

ferson  City.  Dr.  i^a^ey  moved  from  Jefferson  City  and  his 
medal  was    not    continued. 

The  Coe  medal:  Hon.  W.  E.  Coe  of  Memphis,  Mo.,  offers 
a  gold  medal  to  the  student  whose  record  in  the  Industrial  De- 
partment is  the  best  for  the  year. 

The  Kerens  medal:  Through  the  influence  of  Captain  W. 
C.  Chamberlain,  president  of  Board  of  Regents,  Hon.  R.  C. 
Kerens,  U.  S.  Ambassador  to  Austria,  offers  a  gold  medal 
for  best  scholarship  in   the  Normal   Department. 

The  Swanger  Medal. — For  the  past  three  years  Hon.  John 
E.  Swanger,  ex-Secretary  of  State  and  now  head  of  the  State 
Banking  Department,  has  offered  a  gold  medal  to  the  young 
woman  of  the  Senior  Normal  class  whose  record  for  the  year 
is  the  best.  This  medal  will  be  continued.  We  trust  more 
of  our  citizens  will  follow  the  good  example  of  Mr.  Swan- 
ger and  offer  a  medal  to  students  in  some  phase  of  our  work 
in   which    they   i  \ay   be   interested. 

The  Allen  M  >dal. — For  the  past  two  years,  President  Allen 
has  offered  a  goid  medal  to  the  student  of  the  half  course 
whose  record  for  the  year  is  best.  The  medal  will  be  con- 
tinued. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Admission. 

Male  candidates  for  admission  to  the  sub-normal  and  nor- 
mal departments  are  received  at  or  above  the  age  of  fourteen 
years,  and  female  candidates  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  At 
the  discretion  of  the  President,  those  younger  may  be  admitted. 
No  applicant  under  sixteen  will  be  admitted  to  the  College 
Department. 

All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character  before  they  will  be  received  as  members  of  the  insti- 
tution;  and  those  who  come  from  other  institutions  of  learning 
nust  submit  evidence  of  honorable  dismsision. 

All  candidates  should  bo  present  not  later  than  the  first 
lay  of  the  first  term.  Those  coming  later  than  the  first  week 
vill  put  themselves  and  their  teachers  to  the  inconvenience  of 
a  private    examination. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  notice  carefully  the  course 
of  study,  to  see  what  will  be  required  of  them  when  they  pre- 
sent themselves  for  examination. 

Students  who  may  from  any  cause  be  absent  for  a  part  of 
the  term,  or  one  or  more  terms,  will  be  required,  on  returning, 
to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  studies  pursued  in 
their  class  during  their  absence. 

All  letters  sent  to  students  should  be  addressed  in  care  of 
Lincoln  Institute,  Jefferson  City. 

Jefferson  City  is  a  small  place,  and  students  coming  for 
the  first  time  will  experience  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  school. 
Reliable  hackmen  meet  all  trains  and  will  bring  students  and 
friends  to  the  school  for  50  cents  if  only  one  person  rides;  25 
cents    if  two    or    more. 

The  president  has  an  office  in  the  Main  building,  to  which 
the  students  have  access  at  stated  times.  He  is  glad  to  ren- 
der them  any  assistance  that  is  in  his  power  as  their  friend 
and  advisor. 

Government. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  positive  in  prohibiting  all 
immoral  practices,  as  well  as  actions  leading  thereto,  and  in 
exacting  a  uniform  regard  for  good  order,  studious  habits  and 
careful  observance  of  the  prescribed  routine  of  duty.  The 
largest    liberty    consistent    with   these    objects    is    granted.     No 
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arbitrary  rules  or  unreasonable  exactions  are  made,  but  good 
order  is  expected  and  demanded,  and  no  successful  teaching 
can  be  accomplished  without  it.  But  while  order  is  indispen- 
sable to  success  in  teaching,  it  is  sought  not  for  its  own  sake 
merely,  but  as  an  element  of  discipline.  All  discipline  as  well 
as  instruction  in  this  school  is  made  subservient  to  these  ends. 


REGULATIONS. 

Prohibitions. 

1.  The  association  of  the  young  men  and  the  young 
women  without  permission;  note  writing  between  young  men 
and  young  women;    the  passing  of  notes  by  students. 

2.  The  use  of  intoxicating  drinks;  the  use  of  tobacco  in 
any  of  its  forms;  carrying  fire-arms  or  any  deadly  weapons; 
indulgence  in  profanity,  obscenity  or  gambling;  the  use  or  pos- 
session of  dice,  playing  cards  or  any  other  gambling  device. 
A  single  instance  of  intoxication  or  gross  immorality  on  the 
part  of  any  student  will,  ipso  facto,  sever  his  connection  with 
the    institution. 

3.  The  use  or  possession  of  any  immoral  literature. 

4.  Visiting   one   another's   rooms  during   study  hours. 

5.  Absence  from  the  premises,  going  to  the  city  or  visit- 
ing families  without  permission. 

6.  All  improper  behavior  or  unnecessary  noise.  Students 
not  engaged  in  recitation  or  appointed  exercises  will  not  be 
allowed    to    occupy   recitation    rooms  without   permission. 

7.  Cutting,  marking,  or  in  any  way  defacing  the  building 
or  their  appurtenances;  throwing  trash  or  anything  offensive 
from   windows. 

8.  Students  boarding  in  the  city  without  special  permis- 
sion from  the  President. 

9.  Throwing  stones   upon   the  grounds   near  the  buildings. 
10.      Disturbing   the  trees,   flowers   and   undergrowth. 

Requirements. 

1.  Proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

2.  Punctual  attendance  at  the  opening  exercises  of  the 
school,    recitations,   the   Sunday   services   in   the    Chapel,   etc. 
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3.  Strict  observance  of  the  appointed   study  hours. 

4.  Each  pupil  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  improper 
conduct  occurring  in  his  room,  and  jointly  responsible  for  all 
injury  beyond  ordinary  use,  in  case  the  offendig  party  is  ot 
exposed. 

5.  Occupants  of  rooms  must  keep  them  in  good  order. 
Every  room  must  be  accessible  at  all  times  to  the  President 
and  the  Matrons. 

6.  All  students  are  required  to  observe  the  advice  and 
directions  of  the  Matrons  under  whose  care  and  control  they 
are   placed. 

7.  Each  student,  in  order  to  retain  his  membership  of 
Lincoln  Institute,  must  receive  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  cer- 
tificate  of  good  deportment. 

8.  All  students  leaving  before  the  close  of  the  school 
must  obtain  permission  from  the  President. 

9.  These  rules,  as  far  as  practicable,  apply  to  all  stu- 
dents,   whether   residing  on   the   premises    or   elsewhere. 

10.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  to  their  homes  at 
the  close  of  the  school,  and  not  to  remain  in  Jefferson  City 
to    make    visits. 

11.  It  is  well  to  bring  text-books  formerly  used. 

12.  Students  are  required  to  be  furnished  with  all  pre- 
scribed  text-books   at   the   time   when  the  use   of   them   begins. 

13.  All  should  be  provided  with  warm  clothing. 

14.  Young   women   must   have   rubbers   and   rain   coats. 

15.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  marked  with  the 
owner's  name,  and  list  of  articles  should  be  brought. 

16.  Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  owner's  name. 

17.  Every  student,  by  entering  the  Institute,  is  regarded 
as  giving  a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other 
established    regulations. 

18.  Parents  will  save  us  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  by 
refraining  from  sending  to  their  children  boxes  containing 
articles  of   food. 

The  daily  exercises  begin  at  9:00  and  continue  until  4 
o'clock.  The  devotional  exercises  begin  in  chapel  at  10:20  a. 
m.  and  last  30  minutes.  All  are  required  to  be  present.  Lec- 
tures by  visitors  and  by  the  President  are  given  at  this  period, 
in  addition  to  the  reading  of  a  passage  from  the  Bible,  prayer 
and   singing. 
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Religious    Exercises    and  Instructions. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  services  in  the  churches 
of  the  city  on  Sabbath  morning,  or  the  sermon  in  the  chapel 
at  the  Institute  on  Sunday  afternoon.  All  the  ministers  of  the 
city,  both  white  and  colored:,  preach  for  us  at  least  twice  dur- 
ing the  scholastic  year,  and  the  President  conducts  the  services 
when  the  ministers   do  not. 

The  young  men  have  a  regularly  organized  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
which  has  become  an  admirable  training  school  for  religious 
work,  and  the  young  women  have  organized  a  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
The  King's  Daughters  is  a  regularity  established  branch  of  the 
national  organization  bearing  that  name  and  is  filling  a  very 
important  place  in  the  religious  life  of  the  school.  The  meetings 
are  interesting  and  helpful,  and  are  largely  attended  by  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  From  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Insti- 
tute everything  of  a  sectarian  nature  is  carefully  excluded. 

Text-Books. 

Students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  whatever  text- 
books they  may  have.  All  students  must  provide  their  own 
text-books.      They  can  be  bought  of  local  dealers. 

Societies. 

The  society  of  the  Alumni  was  organized  June  10,  1876. 
It  is  composed  of  those  who  ho?d  diplomas,  and  is  a  valuable 
auxiliary  to  the  Institute.  The  meeting  of  this  society  is  held 
at  the  close  of  each  scholastic  y«ar. 

The  Olive  Branch  is  composed  of  the  young  ladies  in  the 
Normal  and  College  departments.  The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary 
Society  is  composed  of  students  in  all  the  various  departments 
of  the  school  and  meets  every  Friday  evening.  The  Longfellow 
and  Shakespeare  clubs  are  under  the  direction  of  members  of 
the  Faculty.  The  Lincoln  Fraternify  and  the  Lincoln  Sorority 
are  societies  composed  respectively  of  young  men  and  young 
women  of  the  higher  grades.  Their  object  is  to  help  the  literary 
and  social  life  of  the  school.  These  societies  meet  weekly. 
Formal  social  gatherings  are  permitted  once  a  month,  and  all 
students  below  the  age  of  eighteen  are  excluded  from  attending 
them.  Members  of  the  Faculty  are  always  present  at  these 
gatherings. 
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Uniform  Suits. 

The  school  has  a  uniform  for  girls  and  one  for  boys,  and 
the  object  is  to  save  parents  the  cost  of  expensive  clothing. 
These  uniforms  can  be  bought  and  made  at  home  or  in  the 
sewing  department  by  those  who  are  advanced  in  sewing.  The 
cost  for  girls  is  from  $10  to  $12,  including  the  cap;  for  boys, 
from   $10  to  $15. 

All  students  are  required  to  wear  the  school  uniform  un- 
less some  special  reason  for  not  doing  so  is  given. 

Promotion    and    Graduation. 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  month. 
The  results  of  thesie  examinations  averaged  with  the  daily  reci- 
tations, determine  the  standing  of  the  student  in  scholarship. 
The  student  whose  monthly  average  is  above  70  per  cent  will 
be  exempted  from  the  term's  examination.  At  the  end  of  each 
term  every  student  is  furnished  a  report  showing  his  rank, 
scholarship  and  deportment.  In  case  of  minors,  these  reports 
are  furnished  to  parents  or  guardians. 

A  student  loses  his  grade  if  at  the  close  of  any  term  his 
standing  in  any  three  studies  is  less  than  50  per  cent.  No 
student  whose  average  in  any  study  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
below  70  per  cent,  or  whose  deportment  is  less  than  60  per 
cent,  will  be  promoted  to  a  higher  grade. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  either  from  the  normal  or 
the  college  department  whose  average  in  any  study  is  less  than 
70  per  cent  in  scholarship  and  less  than  60  per  cent  in  de- 
portment. 

Tuition. — There  will  be  charged  a  tuition  fee  of  $2  a 
quarter,  or  $6  the  scholastic  year,  for  students  who  reside  in 
the  state  of  Missouri  and  $7  a  quarter  or  $21  the  scholastic 
year  for  non-residents  of  the  State.  No  student  will  be  enrolled 
and  permitted  to  begin  work  until  he  has  paid  each  quarter 
in    advance. 

Boarding  Department. 

The  boarding  department,  which  is  under  the  direction  of 
a  manager,  will  furnish  board  at  $9.50  for  the  scholastic  month 
of  four  weeks,  or  twenty-eight  days.  Please  remember  that 
the  board  month  is  four  weeks,  and  not  from  date  to  date. 
Any  student,  by  assisting  in  the  necessary  work  of  the  depart- 
ment,   may   secure   noard    at  $8    a   month.     The   school  year   of 
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forty  weeks  is  divided  into  ten  periods  of  four  weeks  each,  and 
board  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  Money  for  board 
ought  to  be  sent  by  draft,  money  order  or  registered  letter 
to  the  President,  and  not  to  the  students.  Twenty-five  students 
secured  free  board  by  working  in  this  department  last  year. 
The  following  are  the  dates  on  which  board  bills  must  be  paid: 

Athletics. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  Athletics.  Through  the  foot- 
ball team  and  the  baseball  team  the  school  has  been  brought 
before  the  public  in  a  very  commendable  way.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  to  see  that  only  clean,  manly  sports  are  kept  up 
in    the    school. 

Those  who  wish  to  make  the  teams  must  maintain  an 
honorable  record  for  scholarship  and  deportment. 

Main    Building. 

This  building  is  large  and  complete  in  all  provisions  for 
health  and  study.  It  has  a  thoroughly  equipped  chemical  and 
physical  laboratory,  a  library  with  fire-proof  ceiling,  ample 
provisions  for  a  large  collection  of  books,  a  chapel,  an  obser- 
vatory for  practice  work  in  astronomy,  and  a  gymnasium  for 
the  department  of  physical  culture;  also,  recitation  roooms  for 
the  collegiate,  normal  and  practice  departments.  This  build- 
ing is   lighted   by  electricity. 

Dormitories. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building,  there  are  two  large  dor- 
mitories, one  for  young  women  and  the  other  for  young  men. 
The  ew  dormitory  for  young  women  has  just  been  erected  at 
a  cost  of  $25,000.00,  and  is  one  of  the  most  modern  buildings 
for  the  purpose  in  the  country. 

The  first  floor  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  industries  for 
girls,  and  to  the  cuisine  and  dining  departments. 

The  rooms  are  neat,  and  built  with  a  view  to  comfort  and 
health.     Only  two  girls  are  placed  in  one  room. 

Ample  and  modern  facilities  for  baths  and  for  heat  are 
made. 

The  young  men's  dormitory  is  also  new  and  is  one  of  the 
best  appointed  dormitories  in  the  country  in  schools  of  this 
kind.  The  rooms  are  large  enough  only  for  two  occupants, 
and  the  building  is  supplied  with  baths  and  ofcher  modern 
improvements. 
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Keep  on  studying  men  and  books.  Get  in  touch  with  the 
world  and  be  a  part  of  it. 

Both  dormitories  are  supplied  with  iron  enameled  beds, 
mattresses,  chairs   and  tables. 

We  do  not  furnish  towels,  napkins  and  bed  clothes. 

The  young  men  and  the  young  women  are  under  the  im- 
mediate supervision  of  matrons  and  members  of  the  faculty, 
who  reside  in  the  buildings. 

Washing  is  done  at  prices  ranging  from  $1  to  $2  per 
month. 

Those  who  prefer  it,  may  do  their  own  laundering  in  the 
school  laundry.  Students  furnish  soap,  starch,  bluing,  etc., 
but  tubs,  irons,  wash-boards  and  other  necessary  material  are 
furnished   by  the   school. 

Boys'  laundering  can  be  done  in  basement  of  boys'  dor- 
mitory under  the  direction  of  their  matron.  In  this  way  it 
can  be  done  at  very  reasonable  rates. 


SOME  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  TEACHERS. 

"Perhaps  the  chief  thing  to  observe  is  the  spirit  of  the 
school,  its  atmosphere,  that  psychological  and  social  condition 
which  grows  out  of  the  relations  existing,  the  motive  and 
spirit  of  the  work,  in  short,  the  life  of  the  school,  which  is 
its  real  educative  force.  This  is,  of  course,  intangible  and 
invisible,  but  it  can  be  spiritually  discerned." — Gilbert,  the 
School   and   Its   Life. 

"In  the  final  analysis  all  great  success  depends  upon  three 
qualities:    judgment,  patience  and  courage." 

Cultivate  constantly  a  prompt,  decisive  but  courteous 
manner. 

Don't  grow  careless  about  your  English. 

Read  the  best  literature  as  a  pastime. 

Lend  others  a  helping  hand. 

Give  everybody  his  due;  be  generous,  and  do  not  let  the 
shortcomings    of    others    weigh    too  heavily    upon    you. 

Don't  get  lazy  and  quit  studying. 

Don't  expect  anybody  to  boost  you. 

Go  to  a  university  during  the  summer  and  study  for  all 
you   are   worth. 

Don't    "knock." 

Don't  neglect  to  cultivate  the  social  graces. 
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Teachers  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the  course  of 
study  and  the  plan  of  work  adopted.  They  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  same  in  all  matters 
relating  to  their  respective  departments. 

Teachers  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the  neatness, 
temperature  and  ventilation  of  their  school  rooms.  Each 
teacher  shall  keep  the  temperature  of  his  room  at  from  65  to 
70  degrees,  with  the  thermometer  not  more  than  three  feet 
from  the  floor. 

The  teachers  shall  co-operate  at  all  times  with  the  Presi- 
dent in  securing  good  order,  and  in  the  general  management  of 
the  school. 

Teachers  are  expected  to  attend  strictly  to  school  duties 
during  school  hours,  and  to  refrain  from  all  discussion  of 
social,  political  or  ecclesiastical  questions. 

Teachers  must  not  send  their  pupils  on  errands  of  any 
1-ind  during  school  hours,  except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessitv. 
and  then  only  with  the  approval  and  permission  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

All  teachers  must  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  work  an}  de- 
portment of  each  student,  and  report  same  in  good  shape  to 
the  President  in  order  that  an  accurate  record  can  be  kept 
cf  the  same. 

All  teachers  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  before 
the  salary  of  the  last  month  of  the  year  is  paid,  return  "all 
record  books,  library  books  and  all  other  material  belonging 
to  the  school,  to  the  President.  Teachers  who  are  absent  from 
class  on  account  of  sickness,  etc.,  for  more  than  three  days  in  a 
month,  shall  be  required  to  furnish  proper  substitute  who  must 
meet  the  approval  of  the  President  of  tne  school  and  the  execu- 
tive committee  of  the  Board. 

Teachers  will  take  care  that  their  proper  class  rooms  and 
the  furniture,  apparatus,  maps,  charts  and  other  school  prop- 
erty belonging  thereto  be  not  defaced  or  injured;  and  upon  dis- 
covery of  any  injury  they  s'hall  report  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent. '  ■ 

Teachers  shall  not  announce,  nor  allow  to  be  announce}, 
ar.y  public  exhibition,  entertainment  or  meeting  not  pertain- 
ing to  the  schools,  and  shall  not  distribute,  nor  allow  to  be 
distributed  on  the  school  premises,  any  tickets  to  such  exhibi- 
tions, entertainments  or  meetings. 

All  teachers  are  required  to  attend  faculty  meeting  at 
least  onct  a  month  and  oftener  at  the  call  of  the  President.

HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


In  discussing  the  so-called  "race  question"  and  what  has  been  done 
for  the  educational  advancement  of  the  negro,  both  by  the  North  and 
by  the  South,  it  is  well  to  take  into  consideration  what  the  negro  has 
done  for  himself. 

Many  schools  have  been  established  for  negroes  by  missionary  so- 
cieties of  various  Christian  denominations  and  by  the  Legislatures  of 
every  Southern  State,  and  later  many  schools  have  been  established  by 
negroes  for  themselves;  but,  perhaps,  no  one  of  the  schools  of  any  class  has 
had  a  more  interesting  beginning  than  Lincoln  Institute,  which  had  its 
origin  in  a  fund  of  $6,379,  contributed  by  the  soldiers  of  the  Sixty-second 
and  Sixty-fifth  regiments  of  the  United  States  Colored  Infantry,  whose 
first  thought,  when  discharged  from  service,  was  to  establish  in  Missouri 
a  school  where  their  children  could  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  useful  educa- 
tion. R.  B.  Foster,  a  New  England  white  man,  was  principal  of  the 
school  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence.  He  was  succeeded  by  W.  H. 
Payne,  who  held  the  position  one  year.  Mr.  Foster  was  re-elected  and 
held  the  place  for  two  years  more.  Prof.  S.  C.  Mitchell,  for  years  presi- 
dent of  Wilberforce  University,  Ohio,  served  as  president  of  Lincoln 
Institute  several  years.  Among  the  colored  men  who  served  for  short 
periods  are  J.  H.  Jackson  of  Kentucky  and  E.  A.  Clark  of  Ohio.  Inman 
E.  Page  was  president  of  Lincoln  Institute  for  eighteen  years  and  resigned 
to  accept  the  presidency  of  the  State  School  for  Colored  People  of  Okla- 
homa. The  present  incumbent  has  been  in  charge  of  the  school  since 
1902. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  ten  in  number,  was  organized  June  8  and 
incorporated  June  25,  1866,  and  the  school  was  opened  September  17, 
1866. 

In  June,  1871,  the  main  building  was  completed.  It  was  a  sub- 
stantial brick  building,  60x70  feet,  three  stories,  conveniently  arranged 
and  eligibly  located  upon  a  prominent  hill,  just  outside  the  limits  of 
Jefferson  City,  commanding  a  view  of  a  large  part  of  it.  The  grounds 
contain  20  acres.     The  farm  contains  28  acres. 

"The  Legislature  of  1879  appropriated  $15,000  for  the  support  of 
the  Institute,  provided  $5,000  should  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  its 
indebtedness.  This  appropriation  was  contained  in  the  general  appro- 
priation bill,  and  was  a  grant  to  a  corporation  managing  a  charity.  The 
Constitution  provides:     'The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to 
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make  any  grant  *  *  *  of  public  money  or  thing  of  value  to  any 
individual,  association  of  individuals,  municipal  or  other  corporation 
whatever.'  The  grant  was  in  violation  of  that  part  of  the  Constitution 
just  quoted.  Governor  Phelps,  from  whose  message  to  the  Legislature 
the  above  is  taken,  held  the  bill  until  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  and 
unanimously  voted  to  transfer  the  Institute  to  the  State.  The  bill 
was  immediately  approved.  This  friendly  act  of  the  late  Governor 
enabled  the  trustees  to  pay  every  dollar  of  the  debt  which  for  several 
years  had  embarrassed  them,  and  to  place  the  Institute  on  a  more  per- 
manent basis. 

Since  the  Institute  became  a  State  school  the  Legislature  has  not 
only  made  large  appropriations  for  its  maintenance,  but  has  also  given 
money  to  erect  dormitories,  to  purchase  scientific  apparatus,  to  make 
additions  to  the  library  and  to  repair  the  main  building. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth  General  Assembly  a  college  and  a 
college  preparatory  school  were  established  in  connection  with  the  In- 
stitute. 

The  same  assembly  also  passed  an  act  which  provides  that  the  Nor- 
mal diplomas  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach  in  the  schools  of  the 
State  without  further  examination;  also,  that  the  graded  certificates, 
which  are  granted  upon  the  completion  of  the  two  years'  course,  shall 
entitle  their  holders  to  teach  the  several  branches  therein  named  for  a 
period  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  graduation.  Provision  is  made  in 
the  act  for  annulling  these  diplomas  and  certificates  whenever  it  is  found 
necessary. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  an  Industrial  De- 
partment was  established  in  connection  with  the  Institute. 

The  main  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  first  of  August,  1894, 
but  was  soon  replaced  by  a  far  more  commodious  structure,  for  the  erec- 
tion of  which  the  Legislature  appropriated  the  sum  of  $40,000. 

Since  then  the  Legislature  has  appropriated  at  different  times  money 
to  erect  a  dormitory  for  young  men,  one  for  the  young  women  and  a  cen- 
tral heating  plant.  Lincoln  Institute,  therefore,  is  well  equipped  in 
buildings,  as  well  as  in  teaching  force,  for  the  work  she  has  to  do. 


BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH. 

Richard  Baxter  Foster,  son  of  Richard  and  Irene  Burroughs-Foster, 
was  born  at  Hanover,  N.  H.,  October  25,  1826.  Studied  under  his  brother, 
Daniel,  at  Hopkinton,  Mass.,  and  at  home.  Entered  Dartmouth  College 
in  the  class  of  1851.  Was  "separated"  in  1860,  but  was  given  the  degree 
of  A.  B.  in  1867.  Teacher  in  Mendon  and  Waverly,  111.,  1850-53.  Pioneer, 
farmer,  teacher,  sawmill  man,  Iowa  and  Nebraska,  till  he  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  First  Nebraska  Infantry  in  1862;  First  Lieutenant  Sixty-second

United  States  Colored  Infantry,  1863  to  January,  1866.  Established 
Lincoln  Institute,  Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  in  1866,  and  continued  connected 
with  it  until  1872.  Went  to  Osborne,  Kan.,  in  May,  1872,  sent  by  the 
American  Home  Missionary  Society,  where  he  was  ordained  August,  1872. 
Pastor  of  Osborne,  Kan.,  1872  to  1882;  Red  Cliff,  Colo.,  1882  to  1884; 
Milford,  Kan.,  1884  to  1888;  Cheney,  Kan.,  1888  to  1890;  Stillwater, 
Okla.,  1890  to  1894;  Perkins,  Okla.,  1894  to  1896;  Okarche,  Okla., 
1896  to  1901.  Married  October  22,  1851,  Jemima  Leland  Ewing,  who 
died  October  3,  1853,  leaving  one  son,  still  living.  Married  March  8, 
1885,  to  Miss  Lucy  Reed.  Ten  children  were  born  of  this  union,  and  six 
sons  and  two  daughters  are  still  living.  He  published  a  history  of  Lincoln 
Institute  in  1872.  Died  in  Okarche,  Okla.,  April  26,  1901,  of  old  age, 
aged  seventy-five  years.

COLLEGE  DEPARTMENT. 

This  department  was  established  that  students  who  attend  the 
Institute  may  pursue  a  college  course,  the  same  as  students  at  the  State 
University  at  Columbia.  Students  who  have  completed  sixteen  units 
in  the  normal  course,  graduates  of  first-class  four  years'  high  schools  and 
any  who  may  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  equivalent  to  either  of  the 
above,  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 

Each  student  who  completes  the  work  in  this  course  will  be  entitled 
to  a  diploma  conferring  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts.  The  following 
is  the  course  of  study:

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  has  been  revised  and  placed  on  a  level  with  the  white 
normal  schools  of  the  State./  A  good  grammar  school  and  one  year  of 
high  school  work  is  necessary  before  a  student  can  enter  upon  the  normal 
course./ 

Ten  units  will  entitle  a  student  to  a  certificate  to  teach  in  any  public 
school  of  the  State  for  two  years  from  date  of  issue.  Four  of  these  units 
must  be  taken  in  Lincoln  Institute. 
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Teaching  in  the  Training  School  will  be  required  of  all  Seniors  who 
show  aptness  in  this  line.  Graduation  from  this  course  will  admit  a 
student  to  the  Junior  College  class  without  examination./ 

All  students  who  enter  upon  this  course  are  required  to  spend  two 
years  in  the  study  of  Agriculture  or  some  form  of  industrial  work.  Those 
who  take  Agriculture  will  be  required  to  spend  half  the  time  in  the  study 
of  the  theory  as  given  in  the  textbook,  and  the  other  half  in  the  practice 
and  application  of  the  theory  to  the  work  on  the  farm. 


OUTLINE  OF  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

Under  the  respective  heads,  the  subjects  offered  will  be  designated 
in  the  order  in  which  they  must  be  studied,  each  number  standing  for 
one  year's  work  of  ten  months,  five  recitations  a  week  of  forty-five  min- 
utes. The  school  year  of  forty  weeks  is  divided  into  three  terms. 
Forty  weeks'  work,  five  days  to  the  week,  forty-five  minutes  to  the 
recitation,  shall  constitute  a  unit.  Twenty  units  shall  be  required  for 
graduation  from  this  department. 

Graduates  of  approved  first-class  four  years'  high  schools  will  be 
given  credit  for  twelve  units  on  the  regular  normal  course;  graduates  of 
three  years'  high  schools  will  be  given  credit  for  nine  units;  and  graduates 
of  two  years'  high  schools  will  be  given  credit  for  six  units  on  the  normal 
course. 

Each  student  shall  be  required  to  take  all  the  units  of  an  elective  or 
special  study.  No  one  can  take  one  year  of  Latin  and  one  of  German, 
etc.,  but  must  finish  the  course  elected.  The  following  will  indicate  the 
studies  which  shall  be  required,  and  those  which  are  elective:

EXPLANATION  OF  THE  COURSES. 
PEDAGOGY. 

First  Year — College  Course. 

Educational  Psychology. — A  study  of  instincts  and  capacities, 
heredity  and  environment,  individual  differences,  association  and  analy- 
sis, imitation,  habit  formation,  motor  expression  and  motor  education, 
inductive  and  deductive  reasoning,  the  culture  epoch  theory,  adolescence. 
Texts — Gordy,  Pyle  and  Thorndike.     Fall  term.     Five  hours. 

Principles  of  Teaching. — A  continuation  of  the  work  of  the  pre- 
ceding term,  with  close  application  of  the  principles  of  psychology  to 
schoolroom  practice.  A  general  summary  of  educational  principles,  pre- 
paratory to  observation  and  practice  work.  Thorndike's  "Principles  of 
Teaching." 

Methods  of  Observation.— Much  observation  of  actual  teaching 
is  given  in  this  course  as  a  preparation  for  teaching  during  the 
Senior  year.  The  work  observed  is  carefully  discussed  and  criticised. 
Much  time  is  given  to  plan  writing.  McMurry's  "Method  of  Recitation" 
is  reviewed  and  its  principles  applied  in  plan  writing.  Also  such  books  as 
Strayer's  "The  Teaching  Process"  and  Charters'  "Methods  of  Teaching" 
are  studied. 

Second  Year — College  Course. 

History  of  Education. — A  careful  study  is  made  of  Oriental,  Greek, 
Roman  and  Medieval  education.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  work 
of  the  great  reformers,  such  as  Comenius,  Rousseau,  Pestalozzi,  Herbart, 
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Froebel  and  Horace  Mann.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  includes  a  brief 
study  of  modern  school  systems,  in  which  the  schools  of  Germany,  France, 
England  and  the  United  States  will  be  compared.  Two  terms.  Five 
hours.     Text — Munroe's  Brief  Course  in  History  of  Education. 

Practice  Teaching. — Each  Senior  is  required  to  teach  one  hour  a 
day  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  weeks.  The  practice  must  be  preceded 
by  at  least  four  terms  in  professional  work.  Every  lesson  taught  must 
have  very  careful  preparation.  A  written  plan  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Supervisor  before  the  recitation.  As  far  as  practicable,  every  class  ex- 
ercise will  be  observed  and  criticised  by  the  Supervisor.  Frequent  con- 
ferences of  pupil  teachers  will  be  held. 

Third  Year— High  School  Course. 

Elementary  Psychology. — A  general  treatment  of  the  subject,  in- 
cluding a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  nervous  system  and  its  functions. 
A  study  of  the  principles  underlying  mental  growth,  with  special  atten- 
tion to  mental  states  and  their  corresponding  physical  states;  the  relation 
of  stimulus  and  response,  the  formation  of  habits,  the  process  of  learning. 
Text — Thorndike's  "Elements  of  Psychology."     Fall  term.  Five  hours. 

Management. — This  course  includes  a  study  of  school  buildings  and 
grounds,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating;  school  sanitation  and  hygiene; 
seating  of  pupils,  arrangement  of  desks,  stove,  furniture;  school  libraries 
and  supplies;  the  teacher,  his  qualifications  and  duties  and  his  obligations 
to  the  children  and  to  the  community;  methods  of  securing  attendance, 
punctuality,  and  co-operation  of  the  home;  school  discipline  and  methods 
of  securing  good  discipline;  plays  and  games;  motivation  vs.  punish- 
ment; interest,  habit  formation;  the  school  program,  classification  of  the 
school;  records  and  reports  to  school  officers,  to  pupils,  and  to  parents; 
salary  of  teachers,  tenure  of  position;  industrial  work  in  rural  schools, 
school  contests;  rural  life  problems;  important  sections  of  school  law. 
Text — Colgrove's  "The  Teacher  and  the  School."  Much  reference  read- 
ing.    Winter  term.     Five  hours. 

General  Method. — Teaching  regarded  as  a  scientific  process.  The 
inductive-deductive  modes  of  thought  as  underlying  and  determining  the 
educative  process.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  term  some  attention  should 
be  given  to  the  Missouri  Course  of  Study.  Lectures  are  given  on  methods 
of  teaching  the  various  elementary  subjects.  A  special  study  is  made  of 
the  correlation  of  subject  matter,  alternation,  grading,  promotion,  etc. 
A  study  is  also  made  of  the  use  of  the  library  and  supplementary  books 
and  the  collection  and  care  of  material  for  teaching  the  common  school 
subjects.  Text — McMurry's  "The  Method  of  the  Recitation."  Also, 
much  reference  reading.     Spring  term.     Five  hours. 
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English. — (1)  At  least  four  complete  classics,  mainly  descriptions, 
will  be  made  the  basis  of  the  first  year's  work.  After  thorough  study  of 
each  as  literature,  it  is  correlated  with  composition  and  technical  work. 
A  careful  study  of  words,  of  figures  of  speech  and  of  construction  as  applied 
to  sentences  and  paragraphs  is  made;  Herrick  and  Damon's  Composition 
and  Rhetoric  is  used;  (2)  The  work  of  the  second  year  differs  from  the 
first  in  that  narration  and  exposition  take  the  place  of  description,  and 
elements  of  style  emphasized  and  the  study  of  Rhetoric  continued;  Scott 
and  Denney's  English  Composition  is  used;  (3)  The  third  year  is  devoted 
to  the  study  of  the  oration  as  represented  by  the  masterpieces  of  Webster 
and  Burke,  and  of  the  drama  as  represented  by  Shakespeare.  Composi- 
tion and  rhetorical  work  are  made  prominent  and  much  collateral  reading 
is  required.  For  this  work  good  and  appropriate  references  are  absolutely 
necessary;  (4)  A  historical  review  of  literature  and  literary  periods  is 
given  along  with  a  more  critical  study  of  poetry.  Composition  work  is 
devoted  largely  to  exposition  and  argumentation.  Three  days  each  week 
are  given  to  literature,  and  the  other  two  to  composition  and  technical 
work  in  word-building,  word-analysis,  grammar  and  rhetoric.  Painter's 
English  and  American  Literature  are  the  texts  used  and  a  series  of  other 
authors  used  as  references. 

Grammar — 

We  bear  in  mind  in  teaching  grammar  that  the  understanding  and 
use  of  language  are  the  purposes  of  grammatical  study,  not  the  parroting 
of  rules  and  definitions. 

Persistent  practice  and  drill  will  do  much.  Repetitions  and  reviews 
help  much  to  clear  ideas  and  good  memory.  Never  drop  a  thing  once 
learned. 

Rhetorical  Exercises. — Rhetorical  exercises  are  held  every  two 
weeks,  when  drill  is  given  the  students  in  interpreting  clearly  and  render- 
ing forcibly  the  thoughts  of  eminent  writers  and  speakers.  Considerable 
attention  is  given  to  original  thoughts  and  research  in  composition  work. 
At  the  end  of  each  month  public  exercises  are  held  in  the  chapel,  at  which 
time  the  best  essays,  orations  and  recitations  from  each  division  are  given. 


MATHEMATICS. 

Mathematical  teaching  aims  to  supply  the  needs  of  daily  life,  viz.: 
Accuracy,  definiteness,  power  of  differentiation  and  alertness.  In  the 
process  of  these  acquisitions  opportunities  constantly  arise  for  impressing 
the  lessons  of  honesty,  correct  reasoning  and  self-reliance. 
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Preparatory  Department. 
Arithmetic — 

The  courses  in  arithmetic  are  given  to  the  D,  C  and  B  preparatory 
classes.     These  correspond  to  the  sixth,  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

D  Preparatory. — Simple  relations  of  numbers,  common  fractions, 
decimals  and  measurements.  Oral  and  written  exercises  and  problems. 
Highest  Common  Factor  and  Multiples — use  of  scales  and  measures. 
Text:     Sensenig  and  Anderson's  Essentials. 

C  Preparatory. — denominate  numbers,  measurements  of  rectangular 
surfaces  and  solids,  practical  measurements  of  wood,  bricks,  stone  and 
lumber,  papering,  carpeting,  simple  problems  in  percentage.  Book  com- 
pleted.    Text:     The  same  as  D  Preparatory. 

B  Preparatory. — Review  of  common  fractions  and  decimals,  their 
relation  to  percentage,  profit  and  loss,  commission  and  brokerage,  inter- 
est, annual  and  compound  interest,  negotiable  paper,  partnership,  mensu- 
ration of  prism,  cylinders,  pyramids,  cones  and  spheres.  Text:  Sen- 
senig and  Anderson's  New  Complete. 

Algebra — 

A  Preparatory. — Fundamental  operations,  factoring,  linear  equa- 
tions, simultaneous  equations,  surds  and  imaginary  numbers.  Text: 
Wells'  Algebra  for  Secondary  Schools. 

Normal  Department. 

The  minimum  requirements  for  a  certificate  from  the  half-course  are 
(1)  one  year  Algebra,  (2)  one  year  Plane  and  Solid  Geometry.  The  min- 
imum requirements  for  graduation,  Solid  Geometry  and  Plane  Trigo- 
nometry. 

Algebra. — Quadratic  equations,  equations  solved  like  quadratics, 
theory  of  quadratic  equations,  simultaneous  quadratics.  Indeterminate 
equations,  variation,  progressions,  the  binomial  theorem,  undetermined 
coefficients  and  logarithms.     Text:     Same  as  above. 

Plane  Geometry — 

First  term — Books  1  and  2. 

Second  term — Books  3  and  4. 

Third  term — Book  5.  Review  consisting  of  the  compiling  exercise 
book  of  original  demonstrations,  constructions  and  problems  of  compu- 
tation.    Text:     Phillips  and  Fisher. 

Solid  Geometry — 

First  term,  complete — Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  Geometry  are  cor- 
related as  far  as  is  practicable. 
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Second  term — Plane  Trigonometry  through  the  application  of  the 
Right  Triangle. 

Third  term — Plane  Trigonometry  completed.  Text:  Wentworth. 
Courses  are  offered  in: 

(a)  Spherical  Trigonometry — Wentworth. 

(b)  College  Algebra— Wells. 

(c)  Analytics — Wentworth. 

(d)  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus — Nichols. 
History  of  Mathematics  is  taught  as  much  as  practicable. 
History. — (1)  Ancient  History;   (2)   Medieval  and  Modern  History 

(Meyer's  Histories  are  used);  (3)  English  History  and  Government;  (4) 
American  History  and  Government. 

The  study  of  history  should  develop  the  conceptions  of  historical 
unity  and  growth;  hence  history  is  continued  through  several  years,  one 
period  succeeding  another  in  natural  order.  The  arbitrary  selection  of 
periods  of  history  for  study,  and  the  breaks  which  occur  in  the  study  of 
closely  related  periods,  prevent  the  pupils  from  acquiring  "the  habit  of 
considering  what  has  been  when  they  discuss  what  is  or  what  should  be." 

The  study  begins  with  General  History  and  is  followed  in  succession 
by  English  History  and  American  History.  Two  years  will  be  given  to 
this  subject,  the  first  year  being  devoted  to  Ancient  History,  while  in  the 
second  year  the  subject  is  continued  through  Medieval  and  Modern 
History. 


PHYSICAL  SCIENCES. 

Physical  Geography. — This  subject  includes  a  consideration  of 
many  diverse  problems,  ranging  from  the  earth  as  a  globe,  through  the 
atmosphere  and  the  oceans  to  the  lands.  The  physical  features  of  the 
earth  as  a  whole,  the  agents  at  work  producing  these  features,  and  their 
relation  to  man  and  his  activities  receive  the  important  consideration. 

By  the  use  of  globes,  physical  maps,  and  the  study  of  topographical 
maps  the  places  and  physical  features  are  pointed  out.  The  subject  is 
further  illustrated  by  classroom  experiments. 

Pupils  are  required  to  consult  encyclopedias  and  other  books  treat- 
ing on  the  topics  under  consideration,  and  to  give  oral  or  written  reports 
of  their  readings  to  the  class.  To  impress  the  physical  features  of  the 
continents  in  a  general  way,  each  pupil  is  required  to  draw  the  physical 
maps  of  the  continents.  Also,  to  cultivate  the  habit  of  observation,  and 
for  practical  use  the  pupils  keep  a  daily  weather  record,  in  which  are  re- 
corded the  temperature  twice  a  day,  direction  of  the  wind,  character  of 
the  sky,  precipitation,  etc. 

By  means  of  field  excursions  the  pupils  have  opportunity  to  study 
nature  out  of  doors  and  to  become  familiar  with  actual  examples  of  many 
kinds  of  physiographic  phenomena. 

Textbook:  Introduction  to  Physical  Geography — Gilbert  andBrigham. 
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Physics. — Our  course  in  Physics  includes  "Molar  Dynamics,"  the 
dynamics  of  solids  and  fluids,  including  the  study  of  sound  waves. 

Molecular  Dynamics,  including  heat. 

Ether  Dynamics — Radiation,  including  light  and  electricity. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  Physics  are  demonstrated  by  experi- 
ment. Along  with  the  recitation  and  demonstration,  practical  problems 
are  solved. 

Textbook:     Hoadley's  Physics. 

Laboratory  Work. — This  work  is  designed  to  supplement  and  illus- 
trate the  text.  Its  object  is  to  train  the  student  in  verifying  the  laws  and 
principles  of  Physics,  and  to  make  him  acquainted  with  laboratory  meth- 
ods and  the  manipulation  of  instruments. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  notebook  of  his  laboratory  work. 

Experiments  based  on  the  Laboratory  Manual  of  Physics,  by  Chris- 
ton-Dean-Timmerman. 

Chemistry. — The  work  in  this  subject  includes  recitations,  demon- 
strations, and  practical  laboratory  work  in  General  Chemistry.  The 
experiments  are  designed  to  illustrate  the  relations  between  the  observed 
facts  and  the  general  principles,  and  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the 
methods  of  Chemistry. 

Some  of  the  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  consists  of  water  analy- 
sis, the  making  of  salts,  acids,  ammonia,  matches,  soap,  the  etching  of 
designs  into  glass,  etc.  In  qualitative  analysis  the  work  consists  of  the 
determination  of  basic  and  acid  constituents  of  a  few  unknown  substances 
and  a  separation  and  detection  of  the  metals. 

Textbook:     Descriptive  Chemistry,  Parts  I  and  II,  by  Newell. 

Geology. — The  instruction  covers  first,  Dynamical  Geology,  or  the 
study  of  the  causes  and  processes  now  in  operation  about  us  modifying 
the  structure  of  the  earth;  second,  Structural  Geology,  or  the  study  of 
the  land  sculpture  and  the  forces  that  aid  in  changing  the  topographical 
features  of  the  earth;  third,  Historical  Geology,  or  the  study  of  the  his- 
tory of  the  changes  through  which  the  earth  has  passed. 

The  course  prepares  teachers  for  giving  instruction  in  Physical 
Geography  and  also  gives  a  knowledge  of  Geology. 

The  many  rock  quarries  in  the  vicinity  of  the  school  furnish  an  oppor- 
tunity to  study  stratification,  and  this  region  in  general  gives  excellent 
examples  of  geological  observation. 

Textbook:     Compend  of  Geology,  by  Le  Conte. 

Astronomy. — On  account  of  the  limitation  of  time,  the  study  is 
confined  to  descriptive  astronomy.  The  course  aims  to  supply  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  facts  of  astronomy,  a  geometrical  concept  of  the  celes- 
tial sphere  and  the  various  celestial  motions.  The  planets  and  the  prin- 
cipal constellations  with  their  more  conspicuous  stars  are  located  and 
discussed. 

Less  attention  is  given  to  memorizing  data  than  to  the  exercise  of 
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thinking  and  securing  a  clear  conception  of  the  beauty  and  grandeur 
of  the  Universe. 

Textbook:     Lessons  in  Astronomy,  by  Young. 

With  the  deliopticon  we  are  able  to  show  the  classes  of  this  depart- 
ment many  lantern  slide  views  in  Physical  Geography,  Geology,  Chem- 
istry. Physics  and  Astronomy. 

Latin. — (1)  First  year  Latin  (Collar  and  Daniell's) ;  (2)  Caesar 
Walker  and  Tolman),  and  Prose  Composition;  (3)  Cicero  (five  orations); 
(4)  Virgil,  five  books  (Harper  and  Miller). 

In  this  course  the  student  acquires  such  a  vocabulary  and  such  a 
knowledge  of  inflections  and  syntax  as  to  read  readily  simple  Latin  prose, 
with  accurate  quantitative  pronunciation  of  the  words.  He  is  carefully 
trained  in  reading  aloud  Latin,  with  proper  emphasis  and  expression,  and 
in  rendering  Latin  into  choice  idiomatic  English.  In  connection  with 
the  reading,  there  is  given  practice  in  writing  Latin,  and  frequent  written 
translations.  Especial  attention  is  paid  to  pronunciation,  which  should 
show  not  only  an  accurate  knowledge  of  the  quantity  of  the  various 
vowels,  but  a  clear  insight  into  the  meaning  of  the  sentence.  There  is 
daily  practice  in  reading  aloud.  Sight  reading  is  made  a  frequent  exer- 
cise. The  "First  Latin  Book"  is  thoroughly  done  in  order  that  the  pupils 
may  do  Caesar  well. 

German. — (1)  Whitney's  Brief  Grammar,  supplemented  by  the 
reading  of  easy  prose  from  some  good  reader,  followed  by  Storm's  Im- 
mense, Volkmann's  Kleine  Geschichten,  or  the  equivalent.  Careful 
attention  is  given  to  correct  pronunciation;  (2)  First  half  of  Harris's 
Prose  Composition;  and  the  reading  of  Benedict's  Doktor  Wespe,  Frey- 
tag's  Die  Journalisten,  Schiller's  Wilhelm  Tell,  or  an  equivalent  amount; 
(3)  Last  half  of  Harris'  Prose  Composition,  letter  writing,  sight  trans- 
lation and  the  reading  of  Schiller's  Maria  Stuart,  Das  Lied  von  der  Glocke, 
Groetz  von  Berlichingen,  Herman  and  Dorethe,  Lessing's  Minna  von 
Barnhelm,  Emilia  Galotti;  or  an  equivalent  amount. 

Greek. — (1)  White's  First  Greek  Book;  (2)  Goodwin's  Greek  Gram- 
mar, Goodwin  and  White's  Xenophon's  Anabasis  (four  books),  Harper 
and  Castle's  Greek  Prose  Composition;  (3)  Pristol's  Ten  Orations  of 
Lysias,  Perrin  and  Seymour's  Homer's  Iliad,  Homer's  Odyssey,  Books 
I-IY,  or  Winan's  Xenophon's  Memorabilia  of  Socrates'  and  Plato's  Apol- 
ogy and  Crito. 

French. — (1)  In  this  course  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  ele- 
mentary grammar  is  given  and  a  first  year's  reader  is  used;  (2)  Syntax 
of  grammar  and  more  difficult  and  copious  reading;  conversation  and 
composition;  (3)  Classics,  both  ancient  and  modern,  scientific  reading, 
original  composition.  Language  used  largely  the  language  taught. 
Whitney's  Brief  Grammar,  Rollin's  French  Reader  and  Chardenal's  Com- 
plete Course  will  be  used. 

Before  choosing  electivcs,  it  will  be  well  for  students  to  talk  with  the

President  of  the  Institute,  who  will  take  pleasure  in  assisting  them  in 
making  the  proper  selections  of  studies. 

Unless  by  consent  of  President  and  Faculty,  subjects  in  any  branch 
or  special  work  must  be  taken  in  the  order  designated  by  the  numbers. 
Studies  are  not  specially  designated  as  Freshman,  Sophomore,  etc.,  but 
as  a  rule  the  subjects  are  (1)  Freshman,  (2)  Sophomore,  (3)  Junior  and 
(4)  Senior. 


POLITICAL  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE. 

Economics. — A  Discussion  of  the  Production,  Distribution  and  Con- 
sumption of  Wealth.  Throughout  the  course  economic  principles  are 
discussed  with  special  reference  to  American  conditions.  The  monopoly, 
money  and  tariff  questions  are  treated.  Texts:  Seligman's  "Economics," 
Bullock's  "Introduction  to  the  Study  of  Economics." 

Civics. — Our  Government — (1)  The  Making  of  the  American  Gov- 
srnment;  (a)  Colonial  Government;  (b)  The  Formation  of  the  Union;  (2) 
The  National  Government;  (3)  The  State  Government;  (4)  The  Local 
Government.  Text:  Hinsdale's  "The  American  Government."  Refer- 
ences: Bryce's  "The  American  Commonwealth,"  James  and  Sanford's 
"Our  Government,"  Fiske's  "Civil  Government." 

Sociology. — Blackmar's  Sociology  is  used  by  the  class.  A  study  is 
attempted  of  modern  sociological  problems.  Extensive  side  reading  is 
required  from  other  texts  and  from  the  current  writings  of  reputable 
men. 

Sociological  bearings  of  natural  selections,  heredity,  environment, 
physical,  physiological,  psychological,  moral  and  social  causes  of  abnor- 
mality, statistics  of  the  causes  of  pauperism;  history  of  the  English  poor 
laws;  private  relief,  charity  organization;  public  relief,  almshouses,  relief 
for  the  unemployed,  including  labor  colonies  and  the  tramp  problem;  de- 
pendent children;  relief  of  the  sick;  insanity;  statistics  of  the  causes  of 
crime;  criminal  anthropology;  prevention  of  crime;  principles  that  should 
govern  the  treatment  of  offenders;  delinquent  children;  reformatories; 
prison  methods. 

Philosophy — Logic. — A  study  of  logic  as  the  science  of  method. 
The  problems  of  the  function  of  thought,  the  relation  of  thought  to  reality, 
the  criterion  of  truth,  the  nature  of  validity,  etc.,  are  considered.  A  brief 
review  of  formal  logic  is  included. 

Psychology. — The  text  used  is  Angell's  and  is  supplemented  by 
lectures,  collateral  readings,  etc.  References:  James,  Ladd,  Munster- 
berg. 

History  of  Philosophy. — This  course  aims  to  acquaint  the  student 
with  philosophical  problems  as  unfolded  in  the  history  of  speculation.  The 
great  cardinal  systems  are  presented  in  their  relation  to  the  science  and 
culture  of  the  different  periods  of  world-history,  and  studied  in  outline 
from  early  Greek  to  modern  times.     A  series  of  lectures  on  Philosophy 
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will  occupy  one  period  per  week  throughout  the  term.  A  thesis  on  Kant 
is  required.  Text:  Rogers  and  Calkins'  Persistent  Problems  in  Phi- 
losophy.    References:     Weber,  Rand,  Bokewell,   Royce,   Erdman. 

Ethics. — The  history  of  ethical  theory  is  briefly  reviewed.  A  dis- 
cussion of  the  grounds  of  Ethics  and  its  relation  to  Metaphysics,  Psy- 
chology and  practical  life.  No  theory  of  ethics  is  dogmatically  accepted. 
Lectures  and  recitations  on  Dewey  and  Tuft's  and  Palmer's  Ethics  con- 
stitute the  work.     References:     Mackenzie,  Muirhead,  Davis,  Fite. 


AGRICULTURE. 

The  course  in  agriculture  continues  through  two  years  and  requires 
in  addition  to  the  classroom  work  six  hours  per  week  for  the  spring  term 
of  each  year  to  be  spent  in  practical  demonstration. 

First  Year:  Textbooks. — Effort  is  made  to  have  on  hand  and  use 
several  of  the  best  textbooks  and  reference  books  on  this  subject.  Those 
available:  Jackson  and  Daugherty's  "Agriculture  Through  the  Labora- 
tory and  School  Garden;"  "Cyclopedia  of  Agriculture,"  Wilcox  and  Smith; 
"Cyclopedia  of  Horticulture,"  Bailey;  "Judging  of  Live  Stock,"  Craig; 
"Cereals  of  America,"  Hunt;  "Insects  and  Insecticides,"  Weed;  "Pruning 
Book,"  Bailey. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of 
the  principles  of  agriculture  and  the  practices  of  ordinary  farm  operations, 
so  the  students  will  be  able  to  teach  agriculture  in  the  rural  schools,  to  care 
for  their  home  grounds  and  gardens  or  to  successfully  engage  in  farming 
as  a  business. 

The  following  are  some  of  the  topics  that  are  given  special  attention: 
Soil  formation;  water  and  its  relation  to  the  soil,  plants  and  animals; 
barnyard  manures;  commercial  fertilizers;  care  and  management  of  live 
stock;  dairying;  seeds  and  feeding;  propagation  and  pruning  of  plants; 
injurious  insects  and  how  to  control  them. 

We  have  a  beautiful  school  campus  and  a  farm  of  twenty-five  acres 
about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  from  the  campus,  on  which  the  students  are 
given  practical  lessons  in  the  different  branches  of  agriculture.  This 
farm  is  well  equipped  and  well  stocked.  More  equipment  in  stock  will 
be  added  from  time  to  time. 

All  students  in  the  Freshman  class  are  required  to  take  this  course. 
Any  other  students  in  the  Normal  department  may  elect  the  same. 

Second  Year:  The  second  year  of  this  course  is  elective  for  those 
who  have  completed  the  first  year's  work  and  wish  to  pursue  it  farther. 
At  the  completion  of  this  year's  work  the  student  will  receive  a  certificate 
in  agriculture. 

References:  In  addition  to  those  used  in  the  first  year's  work  we  use 
"Elements  of  Dairying,"  by  Farrington  and  Woll;  "Dairy  Bacteriology," 
by  Conn;  "Poultry  Book,"  by  Watson. 
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The  purpose  of  this  year's  work  is  to  give  the  students  a  practical 
knowledge  of  the  principles  of  dairying,  including  the  testing  of  milk, 
cream,  cheese,  butter  and  skimmed  milk  with  the  Babcock  tester  and  the 
lactometer.  Dairy  bacteria  are  also  studied  that  the  student  may  see 
the  need  of  cleanliness  around  the  dairy.  Poultry  raising  is  also  given 
some  attention.  The  following  are  some  of  the  topics  studied:  Study 
of  the  breeds  of  poultry;  care,  management  and  feeding  of  young  chicks; 
natural  and  artificial  incubation;  operation  of  incubators;  moulting.  The 
school  owns  a  large  flock  of  fine  chickens. 

The  general  plan  in  all  these  courses  in  agriculture  is  to  supplement 
the  classroom  work  with  practical  work  on  the  farm. 

Third  Year:  The  third  year  of  the  course  is  open  to  all  students 
who  have  completed  the  first  year's  work  and  have  had  elementary  chem- 
istry. In  this  year's  work  the  chemical  composition  of  plants,  animal 
foods,  grains,  oleomargarine,  soils,  fertilizers,  manures,  milk  and  milk 
products  are  studied.  Suitable  laboratory  equipments  will  be  arranged 
so  that  the  student  will  be  able  to  make  the  analysis  for  himself. 

For  all  these  courses  in  agriculture  bulletins  pertaining  to  any  branch 
of  the  work  may  be  procured  free  of  charge  from  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture  and  from  the  various  State  experimental  stations. 

Also,  the  Yearbook,  published  by  the  Linked  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  is  a  valuable  reference  book. 


BIOLOGY. 


Zoology. — This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  students  a  good  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  animals.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  structure 
and  development  of  injurious  insects. 

Textbook:     Linville  and  Kelly's  General  Zoology. 

Reference  Books:  Colton's  Zoology;  Jordan,  Kellogg  &  Heath's 
Elementary  Zoology;  Comstock's  Manual  of  Insects. 

Time:     Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

All  students  of  the  Freshman  Normal  class  are  required  to  take  this 
course. 

Botany. — This  is  an  elementary  course  in  Botany.  The  students 
are  given  the  fundamentals  of  plant  growth  and  plant  development,  and 
are  taught  to  name  and  classify  our  common  plants. 

Time:     Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

This  course  may  be  elected  in  the  place  of  Zoology. 

Textbook:     Bergen's  Botany. 
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ELOCUTION  AND  PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 
First  Year. 

First  Term. — -The  basis  of  the  Delsarte  system;  the  major  and 
minor  inflections;  three  steps  in  emphasis;  preparatory  exercises  of  mus- 
cular development;  tone  production;  hints  on  public  delivery. 

Second  Term. — Cultivation  of  vocal  organs  for  flexibility  of  voice; 
force  for  strength  and  power  of  the  voice.  Text:  Selections  from  Shake- 
speare, Tennyson,  Longfellow  and  others. 

Third  Term.— Continued  practice  in  application  of  elemental  prin- 
ciples; grouping  of  phrases  and  clauses;  ear  training;  function  of  tone 
language.     Text:     George  Eliot,  Browning  and  others. 

Second  Year. 

First  Term. — Fundamental  principles  of  expression;  intellectual 
conception;  development  of  power  to  read  ideas;  practical  exercises; 
training  of  the  eye;  cultivation  of  the  imagination;  picturing. 

Second  Term. — Vividness  of  imagery;  relation  of  reader  to  audience; 
commanding  attention;  pauses. 

Third  Term. — Abridgement  of  arrangement  of  books  for  recitals; 
material  from  masterpieces  of  prose  and  poetry;  programs  for  special 
occasions. 

Third  Year. 

First  Term. — Study  and  interpretation  of  characteristic  poems; 
study  of  melody;  preparation  of  program  from  Tennyson. 

Second  Term. — Time;  kinds  of  expression;  study  of  the  different 
agents  of  bodily  expression;  peculiar  function  of  each;  harmony  of  action; 
special  emphasis  is  laid  on  the  cultivation  of  the  expression  of  the  torso. 

Third  Term. — Pitch;  language  of  the  body;  pantomimic  work; 
stature  posing. 

Fourth  Year. 

First  Term. — Impersonation,  study  of  characters  from  fiction; 
principles  of  argumentation. 

Second  Term. — Study  and  delivery  of  selections  from  the  great 
orations,  from  Demosthenes  to  the  present  time. 

Third  Term. — The  philosophy.     "The  Psychology  of  Public  Speak- 
ing."    Advance  work  in  pauses.     Study  of  true  oratory.

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PHYSICAL  CULTURE. 

Course  1. — Individual  examination  with  measurement  and  weight. 
Prescription  of  special  exercises.  Physical  development,  relaxation  and 
control. 

Course  2.— Preparatory  exercises,  five  positions;  arm  movements, 
bodily  response  to  various  musical  rhythms. 

Course  3. — Fancy  steps  and  marches.  Gilbert's  Rhythmic  exer- 
cises. 

Course  4. — Free  arms  and  legs  movements. 

Course  5. — Dumb-bells,  wands  and  clubs. 

Course  6. — Folks  dance  and  games. 


MUSIC. 


To  the  student  who  wishes  to  take  music  while  pursuing  one  of  the 
regular  courses  of  the  school,  Lincoln  Institute  offers  unusual  advantages. 

Courses  in  both  Piano  and  Voice  Culture  are  offered.  These  courses 
are  modeled  after  the  methods  employed  in  the  very  best  of  the  American 
and  European  conservatories.  These,  in  connection  with  the  work  in 
Harmony,  Ear  Training  and  Composition,  afford  the  student  opportu- 
nities for  the  most  serious  study.  One  may  prepare  for  entrance  to  any 
of  the  conservatories  of  recognized  standing  and  receive  full  credit  for 
the  work  done  here.  But  it  is  most  earnestly  recommended  that  the 
course  be  completed  here  before  undertaking  to  study  elsewhere. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  Orchestra. 

The  Department  of  Instrumental  Music  aims  to  develop  the  talents 
of  those  who  play  on  instruments  other  than  the  piano,  through  the  me- 
dium of  the  orchestra.  In  this  way  pupils  of  previous  musical  training, 
who  will  join  our  orchestra,  open  for  themselves  a  field  for  a  new  line  of 
work — namely,  that  of  ensemble  playing. 

We  encourage  ensemble  work  in  its  various  forms,  duet,  trio,  etc.,  as 
well  as  orchestra.  This  is  an  advantage  which  the  average  pupil  does 
not  enjoy.  Again,  the  frequent  playing  in  chapel  is  a  valuable  aid  to  the 
cultivation  or  confidence  in  playing  before  an  audience. 

The  Lincoln  Institute  orchestra  is  composed  of  students  who  have 
proficiency  in  handling  orchestral  instruments.  Anyone  is  eligible  to 
join  who  can  play,  and  will  find  that  the  association  is  highly  profitable 
from  a  musical  standpoint,  as  well  as  enjoyable.     Programs  of  the  or- 
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chestra  concerts  have  included  the  work  of  Gounod,  Wagner,  Offenbach, 
Moszkowski,  Bizet,  Chaminade,  Brahms  and  others.  Advanced  students 
in  voice  or  piano  play  or  sing  with  orchestral  accompaniment,  which 
gives  fine  opportunities  for  work  in  ensemble. 

We  invite  to  become  members  of  the  orchestra  as  many  persons  as 
good  instrumentation  will  allow,  practically  regardless  of  advancement. 
Pupils  of  lower  grade  are  given  minor  parts  until  they  advance  sufficiently 
to  play  first  parts. 


VOCAL  MUSIC. 

Vocal  music  has  always  held  a  prominent  place  in  Lincoln  Institute, 
and  it  is  taught  to  the  school  free  of  cost. 

I  Grade:  The  first  grade  begins  with  the  first,  second  and  third 
steps  in  rhythm,  observation,  acting  and  picturing  of  rhythmic  notation, 
and  the  first  step  of  observation,  with  reference  to  pitch  relationship. 

Material  used:  Easy  rote  songs,  song  sentences,  songs  or  couplets 
made  by  children,  class  melody  making. 

II  Grade:  Review  of  the  first  year's  work.  Developing  pitch 
relationship  by  the  same  method  as  rhythm. 

Material:  Singing  of  tones  in  chord  and  scale  succession;  formation 
of  scale;  the  ability  to  sing  from  a  given  pitch,  with  sound  names;  the 
whole  and  half  steps  of  the  scale;  learning  the  syllable,  pitch  and  scale 
names  of  scale;  singing  from  hand  dictation,  single  and  double  hand  signs; 
learning  of  lines  and  spaces  without  reference  to  a  staff;  continuation  of 
class  melody  making. 

III  Grade:  Review  of  hand  signs,  single  and  double.  Introduc- 
tion of  the  musical  ladder;  suitable  little  poems  used  in  connection  with 
the  ladder.  Children  draw  musical  ladder  by  given  dimensions  and 
learn  from  memory  to  associate  the  words  and  tune  with  each  step  of 
the  ladder. 

Preliminary  steps  for  the  building  of  the  staff.  Song  singing,  easy 
interval  skips.     Sight  reading  and  singing  of  easy  melodies  from  board. 

IV  Grade:  Review  of  musical  ladder  and  double  hand  signs.  Sub- 
stitution of  notation  music  for  role  work.  Songs  from  notation,  made 
and  written  by  pupils.  Speed  work,  and  ready  sight  singing  from  staff 
and  board.  Dictation  and  practice  in  writing  simple  and  easy  melo- 
dies. Production  of  pure  tones  and  practice  of  the  vowel  tones  for 
pure  vowel  quality. 

V  Grade:  Individual  classroom  work  from  Textbook  No.  I,  pre- 
senting songs  systematically  arranged  in  different  keys,  interval  work, 
memorizing  of  songs  learned,  major  scale  writing,  definitions. 

VI  Grade:  Books  II  and  III,  development  of  the  voice — (1)  breach 
control,  tone  production,  (2)  throat,  (3)  resonance.     Singing  of  melodies 
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in  single  voice  intervals  reviewed,  singing  of  interesting  and  attractive 
two-part  songs,  simple  canons  and  rounds,  definitions  of  the  musical 
terms,  major  scale  writing,  chord  singing,  chromatic  scale,  minor  and 
major  scales  contrasted.  Memorizing  of  songs  learned;  voice  culture 
exercises. 

VII  Grade:  Books  III  and  IV.  Three-voiced  music,  considerably 
increasing  the  difficulty  of  the  new  songs  and  exercises.  Triplets,  diffi- 
cult two  and  three-part  canons  and  rounds.  Major  and  minor  scale 
writing;  singing  of  songs  and  exercises;  introducing  chromatic  signs;  defi- 
nitions continued.  Writing  of  more  difficult  melodies,  using  the  different 
time  and  key  signatures.     Memorizing  of  songs. 

VIII  Grade:  Finishing  Book  IV;  continuation  of  song  singing  in 
three- voice  parts;  also,  singing  of  four-part  music;  development  of  chords, 
classification  of  chords,  key  relationship;  development  harmonic  feeling; 
all  kinds  of  exercises  for  the  development  of  strength,  purity  of  tone, 
flexibility  of  the  voice;  easy  four-part  choruses,  expression  of  music. 

A  high  school  course  is  taught  to  those  who  have  successfully  com- 
pleted all  the  required  grade  work. 

Any  student  who  has  good  musical  ability  and  has  reached  a  grade 
of  advancement  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  sight-read  and  sing  well,  may 
become  a  member  of  the  school  choir  and  take  part  in  the  chorus  work. 


THE  CHORAL  SOCIETY. 

The  Choral  Society  is  composed  of  students  of  all  departments  who 
have  good  voices  and  are  able  to  read  notes.  The  work  of  the  chorus  is 
similar  to  that  of  the  orchestra  in  the  performance  of  standard  work, 
either  entire  or  in  part.  Members  of  the  Choral  Society  also  furnish  the 
music  for  the  Sunday  afternoon  vesper  service. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Choral  Society  to  perform  some  standard  ora- 
torical work  each  year,  either  with  or  without  orchestral  accompaniment. 


INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC. 

The  Piano. 

The  course  in  piano  instruction  embraces  seven  grades,  and  covers 
the  following  work: 

1.  The  Rudiments  of  Music. 

2.  The  study  and  playing  of  pieces  by  various  standard  composers. 

3.  The  History  of  Music  and  Composers,  with  special  reference  to 
composers  of  pieces  studied. 

4.  The  technic  of  Music  in  all  its  forms,  including  (a)  scales  (major 
and  minor),  in  similar  motion  separated  by  an  octave,  third,  sixth,  tenth; 
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also,  in  contrary  motion  and  in  octaves,  double  thirds  and  double  sixths; 
(b)  chords  (common  and  seventh  solid  and  broken);  (c)  arpeggios  of  the 
chords  (common  and  seventh).  All  technic  is  taken  with  different  va- 
rieties of  touch  and  at  speeds  in  keeping  with  the  advancement  of  pupils. 

5.  Ear  Training,  which  requires  a  correct  idea  of  sound  of  the  scales 
and  intervals. 

6.  The  Theory  of  Music,  including  harmony,  counterpoint  and 
form. 

Grading. — Piano  instruction  may  be  divided  into  seven  grades. 
However,  just  where  one  grade  ends  and  another  begins  is  a  matter  about 
which  there  might  be  a  difference  of  opinion.  For  example,  one  person 
might  require  more  work  of  the  early  grades,  while  another  would  shorten 
the  elementary  work  and  lengthen  some  of  the  later  grades.  Hence, 
because  a  pupil  has  not  been  placed  a  grade  higher  this  year,  does  not 
indicate  that  he  has  made  no  advancement  or  by  any  means  fallen  short 
in  his  work. 

A  pupil  who  has  completed  the  seventh  grade  ought  to  be  able  to 
pass  the  final  examination  of  a  good  conservatory. 

Numerous  recitals  are  given  throughout  the  year,  in  which  all  stu- 
dents whose  merit  would  warrant  it  are  expected  to  take  part.  Students 
of  this  department  also  appear  publicly  on  the  monthly  Rhetorical  pro- 
grams. 

Artist  recitals  are  also  frequently  given  by  persons  of  renown,  and 
these  are  invariably  of  such  a  high  class  that  they  are  of  inestimable 
value,  not  only  to  the  students  of  music,  but  to  all  who  would  widen  their 
general  appreciation  of  art.  Students  may  also  give  recitals  under  the 
supervision  of  the  music  faculty  when  their  work  is  sufficiently  advanced. 

The  school  owns  six  good  pianos  for  practice  purposes.  Practice  is 
free,  but  students  who  idle  their  time  will  be  dismissed. 

Children  as  Beginners. — A  correct  beginning  in  piano  instruction 
is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Bad  habits  formed  at  the  start  are  not 
easily  broken,  and,  indeed,  sometimes  the  best  instruction,  with  faithful 
practice  on  pupil's  part,  fail  to  rectify  the  mistakes  of  a  poor  beginning. 
Therefore,  we  give  special  attention  to  beginners  among  children,  in  order 
that  they  may  acquire  correct  habits  while  the  hand  is  forming.  Children 
must  be  at  least  seven  years  of  age. 

Tuition,  Practice,  Etc. — -Tuition  is  twenty-five  ($.25)  cents  a  les- 
son, payable  in  advance,  once  every  four  weeks.  This  entitles  pupils  to 
ample  practice  without  extra  charge.  All  are  expected  to  take  two  lessons 
a  week.  Parents  will  greatly  oblige  by  renewing  tickets  promptly  every 
four  weeks,  as  every  lesson  lost  hampers  the  advancement  of  the  pupil. 
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THE  SUB-NORMAL  COURSE  OF  STUDY. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  fit  students  for  the  normal  and 
industrial  departments  by  furnishing  an  elementary  education  to  those 
who  are  deprived  of  educational  privileges  in  childhood,  and  who  are  too 
far  advanced  in  life  to  attend  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The  course 
of  study  covers  a  period  of  three  years,  and  is  as  follows:

THE  PRACTICE  SCHOOL. 

The  Practice  School  is  thoroughly  organized  and  excellent  work  is 
being  done  here.     Two  years  of  practical  teaching  is  done  by  the  Senior 
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and  Junior  classes,  under  the  supervision  and  criticism  of  the  teacher  of 
methods  and  his  assistants,  and  prepares  them  for  the  actual  work  of 
teaching  in  a  well-planned  graded  or  ungraded  public  school. 

School  superintendents  and  those  desiring  teachers  will  do  well  to 
write  to  President  B.  F.  Allen  before  selecting  them. 

Tuition  is  free. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  can  go  from  the  grammar 
grades  by  regular  steps  into  the  sub-normal,  and  thence  into  the  normal. 

This  department  was  established  as  a  part  of  Lincoln  Institute  by  an 
act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Missouri,  and 
has  been  in  operation  since  January,  1892. 

A  new  three-room  building  has  just  been  erected  by  the  students  of 
the  Department  of  Carpentry,  and  the  Practice  School  will  occupy  its 
new  quarters  at  the  opening  of  school  in  September.

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INDUSTRIAL  COURSES  IN  NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

Industrial  training  courses  are  a  part  of  the  Normal  and  College 
courses. 

All  students  are  expected  to  be  regular  in  attendance,  willing  to  do 
work  assigned  to  them,  and  to  exercise  reasonable  care  in  the  use  of  tools, 
machinery  and  material. 

All  normal  students  have  an  hour  and  thirty  minutes  shop  practice 
each  school  day.  This  period  may  come  early  or  late  in  the  day,  ac- 
cording to  the  class  with  which  the  student  may  be  connected  in  other 
departments.  The  shops  are  open  and  in  operation  from  7  a.  m.  until 
12  m.,  and  from  1  p.  m.  to  6  p.  m.,  thus  giving  accommodations  to  six 
classes  each  day  in  each  shop. 

By  special  arrangements,  more  time  may  be  given  to  shop  practice. 
Students  in  all  departments  are  required  to  take  two  years  of  industrial 
work. 

Work  in  one  trade  will  count  for  one-half  unit  on  graduation;  two 
trades,  one  whole  unit. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YOUNG  MEN. 

Everything  in  the  nature  of  tools,  material,  drawing,  ink  and  paper, 
is  furnished  by  the  school.  The  student  furnishes  his  own  aprons  and 
towels,  and  is  expected  to  keep  them  clean. 

As  an  example  of  progress  the  students  have  made,  it  may  be  men- 
tioned that  several  oak  tables,  large  library  cases  and  numerous  other 
articles,  illustrating  different  stages  of  the  work  in  carpentry,  have  been 
made  the  past  year  in  the  carpenter  shop,  while  the  students  in  the  black- 
smith shop  have  made  a  two-horse  wagon,  shod  horses,  repaired  buggies, 
made  hammers  and  hatchets,  screwdrivers  and  ornamental  work,  such 
as  lamp  stands,  etc. 

About  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  expended  in  equipping  this  de- 
partment, mainly  for  buildings  and  machinery.  A  main  building,  forty  by 
one  hundred  feet,  two  stories  in  height,  stands  on  the  Institute  hill,  less 
than  two  hundred  feet  from  the  main  school  building. 

The  woodworking  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  the  following: 
Fifteen  workbenches  with  tools  for  forty-five  students,  twelve  wood 
lathes,  two  scroll  saws,  one  band  saw  and  one  grindstone. 

The  smith  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  fourteen  forges  and 
sets  of  blacksmith  tools,  a  power  fan,  which  furnishes  the  blasts  to  the 
forges,  a  thirty-inch  smokestack,  which  keeps  the  shop  clear  of  smoke. 

The  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  thirty-horsepower  high-speed  en- 
gine, supplied  by  a  forty-horsepower  boiler.

Course  in  Woodwork. 

The  course  is  arranged  to  suit  the  needs  of  students  as  follows:  (a) 
Those  who  desire  to  spend  one  year  in  carpentry  division  and  change  to 
metal  shop  next  year,  (b)  Those  who  desire  to  concentrate  and  spend 
two  years  in  carpentry,  (c)  Those  who  expect  to  become  tradesmen  or 
manual  training  teachers. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  following  branches  of  the  trade  pro- 
cesses: Manual  training  exercises  (simple,  useful  articles),  wood  turning, 
cabinet  making  and  house  construction. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Use  and  care  of  tools.  Practical  lessons  in  sawing, 
planing  and  squaring;  construction  of  simple,  useful  articles;  uniting  parts 
of  objects  by  means  of  fastenings;  theory  classes. 

Second  Term. — Theory  of  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means  of 
joints;  joint  construction;  study  of  commercial  woods;  process  of  milling 
and  kilning  lumber;  constructing  articles  of  furniture;  paint  and  wood 
finish;  theory  classes. 

Third  Term. — Cabinet  construction;  figuring  bills  of  lumber;  study 
of  commercial  order;  making  out  bills;  theory  classes. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — (Cottage  construction) — Soil;  material  suitable  for 
footing,  foundation  and  pillars;  framing  sills,  joists,  walls,  partitions  and 
openings;  roof  construction. 

Second  Term. — (Exterior  trimming) — Baseboards  and  drip  caps; 
weatherboards;  window  and  door  frames;  construction,  cornice;  various 
kinds  and  detail. 

Third  Term. — (Interior  trimming) — Laying  floors;  wainscoating; 
application  of  hardware. 

Wood  Turning. 

The  aims  of  wood  turning  are  divided  into  two  classes — the  Formative 
and  Utilitarian. 

The  Formative  aims  are: 

1.  The  instill  a  taste  for,  and  a  love  of  labor  in  general. 

2.  To  develop  independence  and  self-reliance. 

3.  To  train  in  habits  of  order,  exactness,  cleanliness. 

4.  To  train  the  eye  and  sense  of  form,  to  give  a  general  dexterity  to 
hand,  and  to  develop  touch. 

The  Utilitarian  aims  are: 

1.  To  give  directly  dexterity  in  the  use  of  tools. 

2.  To  execute  exact  work. 
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FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Care  of  shop,  name  of  tools;  parts  of  lathes  and  care 
of  same.  Eleven  exercises  are  given  and  so  arranged  as  to  bring  in  use  the 
various  tools,  the  development  and  combination  of  the  different  surfaces; 
the  use  of  the  dividers  and  calipers  and  the  correct  centering  of  work  for 
the  lathe. 

Second  and  Third  Terms. — Vocational  work;  the  making  of  porch 
and  stair  balustrades,  table  legs,  spindles  for  grill  work,  newel  posts,  plain 
and  classic  columns,  baseball  bats,  mallets,  gavels,  urns,  drops,  chisel 
handles,  corner  heads,  rolling-pins,  potato  mashers,  dumb-bells,  etc. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

The  work  during  the  second  year  is  wholly  artistic  in  design. 

First  Term. — Vocational  work,  band-saw  practice;  faceplate  work, 
making  square  and  round  rosettes,  plinth  blocks,  stool  tops,  etc.;  learning 
to  polish  with  the  mop,  making  and  the  assembling  of  two  or  more  parts. 

Second  and  Third  Terms. — Inside  chucking,  outside  chucking, 
inside  polishing,  outside  polishing,  carving  of  rosettes  and  plinth  blocks, 
inlaying  of  different  colored  woods,  making  napkin  rings,  plain  and  fancy 
goblets,  mugs,  large  and  small  bowls,  powder  puffs,  powder  cases,  jewelry 
cases,  glueing  together  different  woods  and  turning  same. 


Mechanical  and  Architectural  Drawing. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

Mechanical  drawing  is  used  as  a  means  of  expression  through  a  me- 
dium of  lines,  drawn  on  paper  or  other  suitable  material,  so  arranged  that 
they  will  convey  a  clear,  definite  conception  of  any  mechanical  or  architect- 
ural constructions  already  existing,  or  that  which  only  exists  in  the  mind. 
To  become  a  skilled  mechanic,  it  is  essential  that  the  student  should  have  a 
knowledge  of  mechanical  drawing,  and  a  large  amount  of  time  is  given  to 
practice  in  the  drawing-room  to  enable  the  student  to  acquire  the  skill 
necessary  for  his  future  work. 

First  Term. — Name,  care  and  use  of  instruments;  terms  and 
definitions  used  in  mechanical  drawing;  lining  with  pencil  and  ink; 
geometrical  problems. 

Second  Term. — Problems  in  projection,  geometrical  solids,  mechan- 
ical lettering,  plain  free-hand  lettering  and  elementary  machine  drawing. 

Third  Term. — Shading  and  sectioning,  assembly  drawings  and 
tracings  are  made  from  specially  prepared  sketches  of  details  for  the  pur- 
pose of  familiarizing  the  students  with  conventions  used  in  actual  work. 
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SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Orthographic  projections;  plans  and  elevations;  esti- 
mations, using  the  brush  in  wash-coloring. 

Second  Term. — The  drawing  of  orders  and  learning  their  propor- 
tions; shades  and  shadows. 

Third  Term.— Original  designs;  perspective  and  free-hand  sketch- 
ing of  architectural  details. 

Course  in  Blacksmithing. 

First  Year. — The  course  of  exercises  begins  with  welding  and  forging 
old  tire  iron  or  old  horseshoes  into  a  square  rod,  out  of  which  are  made 
hooks,  links,  staples,  clevises,  tongs. 

Second  Year. — Marking  and  shaping  horseshoes,  practical  horse- 
shoeing, toolmaking,  tempering  and  ornamental  work. 

The  work  of  horsehoeing  includes  lectures  on  the  anatomy  of  hoofs; 
diseases  of  the  feet;  making  special  shoes  to  overcome  such  defects  as 
corns  and  quarter  cracks. 

Machine  and  Engineering  Course. 

This  division  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  industrial  building, 
in  a  well-appointed  room,  36x38  feet.  It  is  furnished  with  two  16-inch 
lathes,  two  6-inch  lathes  and  two  speed  lathes,  one  shaper,  drill  press, 
planer,  emery  and  grinding  stone.  This  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a 
thirty-horsepower  (high  speed)  Armington  &  Sims  steam  engine.  Most 
of  the  repairs,  such  as  woodworking  machinery,  power  fans,  steam  pumps, 
steam  traps,  hot-water  tanks,  and  many  feet  of  steam  line  are  done  by 
students  in  this  division. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  give  the  student  thorough  training 
in  mechanical  principles,  and  a  foundation  upon  which  he  may  build  along 
any  line  of  machine  or  steam  engineering  work  that  he  may  follow.  Stu- 
dents are  also  taught  the  different  forms  in  which  iron  and  steel  are  used 
in  machine  construction,  and  the  different  operations  through  which  it 
is  put  in  taking  such  forms  are  simplified  and  used  as  exercise,  one  opera- 
tion being  taken  at  a  time.     The  course  of  study  is  as  follows: 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term.— Care  of  shop,  name  and  care  of  machines  and  tools, 
such  as  various  files,  straight  ball  and  cross  pins,  hammers,  vise  work  in 
chipping  and  filing,  clamping  of  rough  and  smooth  work,  brass  and  soft 
metals,  various  cold  chisels  and  how  ground,  two-foot  rule,  6  and  12-inch 
steel  scale  and  square;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 
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Second  Term. — -Clamping  work  in  shaper  for  straight  and  angle 
cutting,  laying  off  work  for  drill  press,  speeding  drills  for  wrought  iron  and 
steel;  stropping  work  on  planer;  special  study  on  the  slide-valve  steam 
engine  and  action  of  steam  on  piston;  the  throttling  and  flywheel  governor 
and  oiling  engine;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — Correct  centering  for  lathe  work;  practice  in  straight, 
oval  and  angle  turning;  making  screens  and  spindles  of  different  kinds; 
use  of  diamond,  round  and  parting  tool;  grinding  and  tempering  various 
steels;  file  and  emery  cloth  in  polishing;  dividers  outside  calipers;  theory 
class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Setting  engine  and  horizontal  tubular  boilers;  hoist- 
ing stacks;  firing;  method  of  coal  spreading  and  placing  wood;  care  and 
repairs  of  furnace,  feed  pumps  and  injectors;  valve  grinding,  water  and 
steam  gauges,  columns,  traps  and  separators;  theory  class  and  mechanical 
drawing. 

Second  Term. — Lathe  turning  for  shrinking  fists;  Vernier  calipers; 
hoisting  and  lining  shafts;  calculating  speed  of  pulleys  and  belts;  inside 
boring,  turning  and  threading;  turning  napkin  rings,  cups,  dumb-bells 
and  candle  stands;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — The  student  constructs  a  complete  machine  as  an 
illustration  of  the  principles  involved,  and  as  a  test  of  his  knowledge  of 
the  principles  already  studied. 


TAILORING. 


The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  make  practical  tailors  for  positions 
either  as  journeymen  or  as  managers  of  shops.  Upon  completion  of  the 
prescribed  course  certificates  are  given,  and  the  graduate  is  recommended 
as  being  thoroughly  qualified  for  either  of  the  above  positions. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Care  of  the  shop;  position  on  board;  practice  in  the 
use  of  needle  and  thimble  in  basting,  backstitching,  felling,  serging;  the 
size  of  needles  needed  for  the  various  stitches. 

Second  Term. — Buttonholes,  first  without  gimp;  French  narrow 
and  English  broad  holes;  pocket-tacking  with  bars  and  crowfeet;  lining- 
tacking  with  herringbone,  chain  stitching  and  other  fancy  stitches; 
stating  various  styles  of  putting  on  buttons. 

Third  Term. — Simple  work  in  busheling,  including  different  styles 
of  patches  and  darning;  cleaning  and  pressing  of  garments;  studies  in  the 
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chemistry  of  cleaning;  practice  on  the  machine;  its  regulation  and  care; 
theory  classes  on  making  trousers;  making  the  pockets  and  other  parts  of 
trousers. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Overall  pants;  joining  and  shaping  of  trousers;  artistic 
finishing;  breeches  making;  altering  garments  to  produce  any  desired 
effect. 

Second  Term. — Vest  pockets;  edge-stay  fitting,  collar  and  lapel 
padding;  plain  vest  making. 

Third  Term. — Fancy  vests  with  and  without  collars,  single  and 
double-breasted;  making  coat  pockets,  canvases  and  sleeves. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Making  single  and  double-breasted  sack  coats  to  try 
on,  and  fitting  same;  taking  measure  and  drafting  trousers. 

Second  Term. — Frock  coats;  waistcoat  drafting;  the  various  styles 
of  collars  and  fronts  for  overcoats. 

Third  Term. — This  term  is  given  mainly  to  theory  classes  on  shop 
management  and  economy;  drafting  and  fitting  of  ill-formed  figures; 
economy  in  cutting;  study  of  materials,  trade  talks. 


SHOEMAKING. 

The  course  is  mapped  out  to  cover  a  period  of  three  years,  and  is 
intended  to  give  the  student  thorough  training  in  making  and  repairing 
shoes.  Most  of  the  repairing  for  the  school  is  done  in  the  shop,  and  many 
shoes  are  made.     This  work  gives  the  student  a  great  amount  of  practice. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Thread  breaking;  making  ends;  making  different 
stitches;  care  and  use  of  tools;  patching. 

Second  Term. — Preparing  leather  for  use;  soling  and  heeling  nailed 
shoes;  study  of  different  parts  of  shoes;  invisible  patching. 

Third  Term. — Study  of  different  kinds  of  leather;  half-soling  sewed 
shoes;  method  of  putting  together  different  kinds  of  shoes;  drawing  and 
industrial  classes  during  the  year. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Review  of  first  year's  work;  building  heels  to  best  suit 
the  wearer;  repairing  pump  shoes. 

Second  Term. — Cutting  leather  to  the  best  advantage;  bottoming 
shoes;  selecting  and  grading  leather. 
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Third  Term. — Putting  uppers  together;  problems  in  shoemaking; 
methods  of  conducting  a  shop;  drawing  and  industrial  classes  during  the 
year. 

THIRD  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Making  shoes  to  best  suit  the  customer's  foot;  upper 
making. 

Second  Term. — Study  of  shoes  of  different  styles;  general  repairing; 
business  methods. 

Third  Term. — Drafting;  business  methods;  general  review. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN. 

The  young  women  are  taught  dressmaking,  plain  sewing,  fancy  needle- 
work and  millinery,  and  receive  special  attention  in  matters  pertaining 
to  health,  dress  and  deportment.  Instruction  is  also  given  in  scientific 
cooking  and  in  laundry  work,  under  the  direction  of  trained  teachers. 


DOMESTIC  ART  DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  practical  knowledge  of  all 
varieties  of  hand  sewing  and  machine  sewing;  also,  a  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  principles  of  dressmaking,  with  as  much  practice  in  their  applica- 
tion as  time  will  allow.  It  is  not  only  valuable  to  those  who  wish  to  make 
their  own  dresses,  but  also  affords  an  opportunity  to  those  who  wish  to 
become  practical  dressmakers. 


Course  of  Study. 

First  Year. — Sewing:  Stitches — basting,  running,  backstitch,  com- 
bination stitch,  hemming,  overcasting,  overhanding,  gathering,  hem- 
stitching, featherstitch,  napery  hem,  buttonholes,  loops  and  eyelets; 
darning  and  patching. 

Seams — French  seams,  French  fell,  flat  fell. 

Application  of  all  seams  and  stitches  on  aprons,  miniature  under- 
garments, sheets,  pillowcases  and  table  linen. 

Second  Year.— Large  garments  for  self;  corset  cover,  drawers,  skirts, 
nightdresses;  baby  dress,  baby  flannel  skirt,  hand  embroidered;  plain 
shirtwaist  suit;  hand  and  machine  sewing. 
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Dressmaking. 

First  Year. — Instructions  in  selecting  suitable  materials;  taking 
measurements,  drafting  plain  shirtwaist;  drafting  plain  seven-gored  skirt; 
making  foundation  skirt;  making  fancy  waist. 

Second  Year. — Cloth  skirt;  coat  suit;  evening  dress. 


Millinery. 

First  Year. — Bows  and  rosettes;  ribbon  flowers,  making  different 
styles  of  bandeaux,  renovate  ribbon  and  feathers;  making  wire  frame  from 
model;  baby  bonnet. 

Second  Year. — Drafting,  cutting  and  making  buckram  frame  se- 
lected from  a  picture;  covering  frame  with  silk  or  velvet;  trimming  hats, 
old  and  new;  making  wire  frames;  covering  with  straw,  braid,  chiffon  or 
lace. 

Art  Needle  Work. 

First  Year. — Drafting  and  making  linen  workbasket,  initial  em- 
broidery, Spanish  embroidery;  designing  and  executing  centerpiece  (solid 
embroidery);  drawn  work;  designs  for  pillow  tops. 

Second  Year. — Coronation  braid;  color  work,  plain  and  shaded; 
Battenberg;  Hardanger;  stenceling;  basketry  and  raffia. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 

The  object  of  the  course  in  domestic  science  is  to  fit  young  women 
as  home-makers  and  as  capable  women  in  whatever  sphere  their  life-work 
may  be.  Such,  then,  as  tends  to  cultivate  correct  observation,  accurate 
reasoning,  generous  judgment  and  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in 
nature  and  art  may  rightfully  find  place  in  such  a  course. 

That  which  most  especially  pertains  to  woman's  province,  the  home, 
is  dependent  upon  the  science  of  chemistry,  physiology,  bacteriology  and 
hygiene,  and  direct  applications  of  the  principles  of  these  sciences  are 
made  in  the  lessons  in  cookery,  dietetics,  home  nursing  and  household 
management. 

Course  in  Cooking  and  Housekeeping. 

First  Year. — The  course  begins  with  instruction  in  the  care  of  the 

kitchen;  study  of  the  stove,  its  drafts,  dampers  and  fire  building,  its  daily 
care;  care  of  the  sink,  trap;  sweeping  and  dusting;  care  of  brooms,  brushes 
L— 4 
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and  dusters;  the  study  of  dust  and  its  dangers;  floor  scrubbing;  window 
cleaning;  care  of  dining  room,  silver;  bathroom  and  bedroom;  care  of 
kerosene  lamps. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  composition  and  dietetic  value  of  simple 
foods.  The  lessons  are  arranged  in  logical  order,  and  each  principle  is 
illustrated  by  the  preparation  of  simple  dishes,  including  the  quick  breads, 
with  study  of  baking  powder,  simple  preparation  of  vegetables,  eggs, 
milk,  cheese,  uses  for  stale  bread,  study  and  making  of  tea,  coffee,  cocoa, 
etc.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  plain  dishes  in  the  most  appe- 
tizing forms. 

Second  Year. — Instruction  and  practice  of  an  advanced  character 
in  the  preparation  of  more  complicated  dishes  than  are  included  in  the 
first  course:  Canning,  preserving;  study  of  yeast;  flours;  making  of  light 
bread;  cooking  fine  and  rougher  cuts  of  meat,  etc.;  plain  and  fancy  cakes, 
pastry  and  puddings,  sherbets,  frappe  and  ice  cream;  planning  simple 
menus. 

Special  Course. — Arranged  for  those  desiring  to  teach  Domestic 
Science,  and  is  taken  after  two  years'  course  has  been  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted. This  special  course  may  be  completed  in  six  months,  and  includes 
the  study  of  the  best  methods  of  teaching.

For  Young  Women. 

For  special  course  twice  as  much  time  will  be  given  as  is  given  normal 
students  in  industrial  work.  This  will  enable  girls  to  finish  the  courses 
in  sewing  and  millinery  in  one  and  a  half  years,  and  the  courses  in  cooking, 
housekeeping  and  laundering  in  one  year.  The  literary  course  is  the  same 
as  for  boys. 


A  SPECIAL  COURSE  IN  CARPENTRY. 

This  is  a  longer  course  in  carpentry,  and  includes,  in  addition  to  the 
work  laid  out  in  the  regular  industrial  course,  the  making  of  simple  pieces 
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of  furniture,  tables,  desks,  beds  and  hall  seats;  general  repair  work  and 
house  building.  This  course  may  be  finished  in  two  years.  Only  the 
first  and  second  years  of  literary  work  required  in  this  course.  A  cer- 
tificate will  be  given  at  end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to  make 
intelligent  carpenters. 

This  is  a  two  year's  course,  like  the  special  course  in  carpentry.  It 
includes  tool  making,  horseshoeing,  general  repair  work,  ironing  wagons 
and  buggies  and  all  other  work  done  in  a  first-class  shop.  A  certificate 
will  be  given  at  the  end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to  make  intelligent 
blacksmiths. 


SHORT  COURSE  IN  AGRICULTURE. 

A  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  given  to  those  who  complete  the 
course  with  credit.

THE  LIBRARY. 

The  library  now  contains  about  4,000  bound  volumes,  and  additions 
will  be  made  as  funds  will  permit. 

The  books  are  classified  according  to  the  best  system  of  classification, 
and  great  effort  is  made  to  teach  students  how  to  use  it. 

Girls  use  the  library  in  the  forenoon  and  boys  have  the  use  of  it  in 
the  afternoons. 


SUMMER  SESSION. 

Many  who  are  teaching  and  who  expect  to  teach  and  who  are  am- 
bitious to  broaden  their  scholarship  and  increase  their  efficiency  as  teachers, 
are  debarred  from  attending  the  regular  session  of  Lincoln  Institute. 

To  these  and  to  many  others  an  opportunity  will  be  given  each  year 
to  attend  the  summer  session  for  seven  weeks,  in  association  with  many 
of  the  best  teachers  of  the  city  and  country  schools,  and  under  some  of 
the  best  teachers  of  the  race.  Already  three  successful  sessions  have 
been  held.

The  location  is  central,  and  the  foothills  of  the  Ozarks  are  unsur- 
passed for  health  and  comfort  during  the  summer  months. 

The  building  and  grounds  are  unsurpassed  for  such  work,  and  the 
moral  and  social  conditions  are  the  best. 

Ample  opportunity  is  given  to  visit  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the 
capitol,  the  penitentiary  and  other  places  of  interest  in  or  near  the  Capital 
City.  The  fine  roads  leading  out  of  the  city  to  the  neighboring  towns, 
and  the  river  and  creeks  near  by  will  furnish  delightful  outings  for  those 
who  want  to  drive,  cycle,  use  the  rod  and  gun,  study  nature  at  first  hand, 
and  enjoy  the  fresh  pure  air  after  the  close  of  the  regular  session  each  day. 

The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary  Society  was  organized  by  the  teachers  four 
years  ago,  and  meets  every  Saturday  evening  during  summer  session. 
It  is  regarded  as  a  feature  of  the  session,  and  gives  each  one  an  opportu- 
nity to  debate,  to  read  a  paper,  to  sing  or  to  perform  on  some  musical 
instrument  at  least  once  during  the  session. 

Board  and  lodging  can  be  secured  in  private  families  in  the  city. 

The  faculty  of  the  summer  school  is  composed  in  part  of  the  regular 
teachers  in  the  Institute  and  of  such  teachers  of  large  experience  as  we 
may  be  able  to  employ  from  abroad. 

In  addition  to  the  literary  work,  instruction  in  sloyd,  in  raffia,  in 
basketry  and  in  beads  is  given.  A  great  many  city  teachers  took  this 
work  last  year. 

Grades  made  in  the  Summer  School  will  be  accepted  by  the  faculty 
as  credit  on  the  requirement  for  graduation,  and  by  county  boards  for 
work  required  to  increase  the  grade  of  teachers'  certificates. 


APPROVED  SUMMER  SCHOOLS— 1912. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  prescribes  the  conditions  on  which 
summer  schools  may  be  approved  for  the  purpose  of  having  grades  ac- 
cepted in  lieu  of  examinations. 

I.  Such  summer  schools  shall  be  conducted  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  fifty-four  days  under  the  direction  and  tuition  of  teachers  approved 
by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  Such  school  shall  be  held  in  suitable 
buildings,  provided  with  good  reference  libraries  for  teaching  literature 
and  history  by  the  source  method,  and  well  equipped  for  teaching  science 
by  the  laboratory  method. 

II.  All  summer  schools  shall  maintain  at  least  five  departments 
(English,  Mathematics,  History,  Science  and  Professional),  each  presided 
over  by  a  recognized  specialist  in  his  department,  who  is  a  full-course 
graduate  of  a  college  or  normal  school,  or  who  holds  a  Missouri  State 
Teacher's  Life  Certificate. 

III.  Grades  in  the  following  subjects  shall  be  accepted  by  the  State 
Superintendent  and  the  county  superintendents  when  properly  certified 
as  hereinafter  provided: 
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1.  English:  (a)  Grammar,  completing  a  year's  work  in  advanced 
grammar  and  composition;  (b)  American  and  English  Literature,  com- 
pleting two  units  of  high  school  English. 

2.  Mathematics:  (a)  Arithmetic,  completing  a  year's  work  in  ad- 
vanced arithmetic;  (b)  Algebra,  through  quadratics,  completing  one  and 
one-half  units  of  high  school  algebra. 

3.  History:  (a)  Civil  Government,  including  the  government  of 
Missouri;  (b)  American  History,  completing  a  year's  work  in  advanced 
American  History;  (c)  Ancient  History,  completing  one  unit  of  high  school 
work;  (d)  Medieval  and  Modern  History,  completing  one  unit  of  high 
school  work;  (e)  English  History,  completing  one  unit  of  high  school 
work. 

4.  Science:  (a)  Geography,  completing  a  year's  work  in  advanced 
descriptive  and  industrial  geography;  (b)  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  ad- 
vanced work;  (c)  Agriculture,  completing  a  unit  of  high  school  work; 
(d)  Physical  Geography,  completing  a  unit  of  high  school  work;  (e)  Physics, 
completing  a  unit  of  high  school  work;  (f)  Elementary  Biology,  completing 
a  unit  of  high  school  work. 

5.  General  Pedagogy,  composed  of  a  term's  work  in  any  two  of  the 
following  or  two  terms'  work  in  one  of  them:  Management,  Elementary 
Teaching,  Grade  Methods,  Rural  Methods,  Elementary  Psychology, 
Principles  of  Teaching,  and  Missouri  School  System  and  Laws  (including 
History  of  Education  in  Missouri). 

6.  By  one  year's  work  in  grammar,  arithmetic,  geography,  and 
history  is  meant  one  year's  work  in  advance  of  what  is  done  in  the  average 
eighth  grade.  Pupils  directly  from  the  rural  schools  will  require  from 
six  to  nine  months  for  this  work,  or  double  time  on  the  subjects  for 
three  or  four  months.  Teachers  who  hold  certificates  will  be  able  to  do 
the  work  in  shorter  time.  The  Literature  and  Algebra  required  for  cer- 
tificates can  be  done  in  one  summer  school  only  by  pupils  who  have  had 
six  or  more  months'  work  in  these  subjects  above  the  elementary  grades. 
The  subjects  that  require  a  unit  of  high  school  work  may  be  completed 
in  one  summer  term  by  doing  double  work,  and  pursuing  only  two  sub- 
jects. 

IV.  Grades  made  in  the  following  subjects  shall  also  be. accepted 
by  the  State  Superintendent  when  properly  certified  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided : 

1.  English:  (a)  Rhetoric  and  Composition,  completing  a  unit  of 
high  school  work;  (b)  English  Literature,  college  work;  (c)  Principles  of 
English  Language,  college  work;  (d)  History  of  English  and  American 
Literature,  college  work. 

2.  Mathematics:  (a)  Plane  Geometry,  a  unit  of  high  school  work; 
(b)  Solid  Geometry  and  Plane  Trigonometry,  college  work;  (c)  College 
Algebra;  (d)  Analytical  Geometry;  (e)  Calculus. 

3.  History:  (a)  Economics,  college  work;  (b)  Sociology,  college 
work;  (c)  American  Constitutional  History,  college  work. 
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4.  Science:  (a)  Chemistry,  college  work;  (b)  Advanced  Biology, 
college  work;  (c)  Botany,  a  high  school  unit. 

5.  Professional:  (a)  General  Pedagogy  same  as  under  "5"  for 
county  certificates;  (b)  Elementary  Psychology,  two  terms  of  psychology 
or  one  term  of  psychology  with  one  other  term  of  pedagogy;  (c)  History 
of  Education,  college  work;  (d)  Educational  Psychology,  college  work; 
(e)  Supervision  and  Administration,  college  work;  (f)  Philosophy  of  Edu- 
cation, college  work. 

6.  Specials:  (a)  Drawing,  one  year's  work;  (b)  Manual  Training, 
one  year's  work;  (c)  Music,  one  year's  work;  (d)  Domestic  Science,  one 
year's  work;  (e)  Expression  and  Physical  Culture,  one  year's  work. 

7.  Under  no  conditions  can  more  than  three  grades  in  group,  or 
advanced,  subjects  be  made  in  one  year  for  a  State  Certificate,  and  then 
only  one  may  be  a  new  subject. 

V.  A  student  may  receive  two  credits  toward  a  teacher's  certificate 
if  he  attend  forty-five  (45)  days,  and  may  receive  three  credits  if  in  actual 
attendance  sixty  (60)  days,  provided  that  he  has  in  that  time  completed 
the  work  for  which  he  is  credited.  He  may  receive  four  credits  toward  a 
certificate,  provided  one  is  pedagogy  for  county  certificate,  and  provided 
further  that  he  is  continuing  and  completing  regular  work  previously 
begun  in  the  same  school  and  has  been  a  student  in  the  same  school  for 
one  hundred  (100)  days  during  the  spring  and  summer  terms  of  1912, 
and  is  pursuing  only  subjects  previously  studied  in  that  school.  No 
grade  will  be  certified  unless  the  student  remain  until  the  end  of  the  term 
and  take  the  final  examination.  Final  examinations  must  be  given  in 
all  approved  classes.  All  work  in  science  must  be  done  by  the  laboratory 
method;  all  work  in  literature  and  history  by  the  library  method.  No 
student  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  credit  who  has  daily  more  than  four 
recitation  hours  that  require  preparation.  Review  subjects  are  prepara- 
tion subjects.  Gymnasium,  drawing,  music,  manual  training,  domestic 
economy,  physical  culture  and  expression  are  "non-preparation"  subjects. 

VI.  All  directors  of  Summer  Schools  must  see  that  each  grade  cer- 
tified represents  the  completion  of  all  the  work  prescribed  for  that  grade. 
Many  students  in  order  to  complete  the  required  work  will  need  to  confine 
themselves  to  two  subjects.  Any  person  making  a  State  grade  in  any  one 
of  the  Special  Subjects  under  "6"  or  Professional  Subjects  under  "5"  must 
give  one-half  of  his  time  to  the  subject  in  which  the  grade  is  desired. 

VII.  At  the  close  of  the  term  the  directors  shall  certify  to  the  State 
Superintendent  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  desiring  credits, 
the  subjects  studied,  the  grades  made,  and  the  number  of  days'  attend- 
ance. No  grade  will  be  accepted  and  certified  for  credit  in  lieu  of  exami- 
nation in  any  subjects  other  than  those  outlined  above. 

VIII.  Whenever  grades  have  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  the  State  Superintendent  shall  record  them  and  certify  to 
each  county  superintendent  the  grades  of  all  persons  belonging  to  his 
county  who  desire  county  credits. 
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Military  Instruction. 

Plans  are  made  for  military  instruction  for  the  young  men.  The 
work  will  be  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Adjutant-General  of 
Missouri.  This  instruction  will  be  required  of  each  boy.  Its  object  is  three- 
fold: (1)  To  make  young  men  graceful  in  carriage;  (2)  Prompt  to  obey 
orders  from  those  who  have  the  control  over  them,  and  (3)  Good,  patriotic 
citizens. 

Medals. 

For  three  years  gold  medals  have  been  offered  to  students  in  the 
Senior  year  of  both  the  half  and  the  full  courses  in  the  normal  depart- 
ment for  the  best  general  average  for  the  year,  in  both  literary  and  in- 
dustrial work. 

The  first  medal  was  offered  by  Dr.  G.  L.  Lackey  of  Jefferson  City. 
Dr.  Lackey  moved  from  Jefferson  City,  and  his  medal  was  not  continued. 

The  Coe  medal:  Hon.  W.  E.  Coe  of  Memphis,  Mo.,  offers  a  gold 
medal  to  the  student  whose  record  in  the  Industrial  Department  is  the 
best  for  the  year. 

The  Kerens  medal:  Through  the  influence  of  Captain  W.  C.  Cham- 
berlain, president  of  Board  of  Regents,  Hon.  R.  C.  Kerens,  United  States 
Ambassador  to  Austria,  offers  a  gold  medal  for  the  best  scholarship  in  the 
Normal  Department. 

The  Swanger  medal:  For  the  past  three  years  Hon.  John  E.  Swanger, 
ex-Secretary  of  State,  and  now  head  of  the  State  Banking  Department, 
has  offered  a  gold  medal  to  the  young  woman  of  the  Senior  Normal  class 
whose  record  for  the  year  is  the  besti  This  medal  will  be  continued.  We 
trust  more  of  our  citizens  will  follow  the  good  example  of  Mr.  Swanger 
and  offer  a  medal  to  students  in  some  phase  of  our  work  in  which  they  may 
be  interested. 

The  Allen  medal:  For  the  past  two  years  President  Allen  has  offered 
a  gold  medal  to  the  student  of  the  half  course  whose  record  for  the  year 
is  the  best.     The  medal  will  be  continued. 

The  Alumni  Medal:  The  Alumni  of  Lincoln  Institute  offer  a  gold 
medal  to  the  student  whose  general  average  in  scholarship  for  the  nor- 
mal course  is  highest. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Aim. 


The  aim  of  Lincoln  Institute  is  to  fit  young  men  and  young  women 
of  our  race  to  live  efficiently  and  serviceably  in  the  world. 

The  teaching  force  consists  of  thirty-one  professors  and  assistants — 
men  and  women  of  good  training  and  culture. 

The  location  is  ideal  for  study  and  for  health.  The  water  supply, 
the  lighting  plant  and  the  sewerage  are  connected  with  the  city  system 
and  are  modern  in  every  respect. 

Admission. 

Male  candidates  for  admission  to  the  sub-normal  and  normal  de- 
partments are  received  at  or  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  and  female 
candidates  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Presi- 
dent, those  younger  may  be  admitted.  No  applicant  under  sixteen  will 
be  admitted  to  the  College  Department. 

All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral  character 
before  they  will  be  received  as  members  of  the  institution;  and  those  who 
come  from  other  institutions  of  learning  must  submit  evidence  of  honor- 
able dismission. 

All  candidates  should  be  present  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  the 
first  term.  Those  coming  later  than  the  first  week  will  put  themselves 
and  their  teachers  to  the  inconvenience  of  a  private  examination. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  notice  carefully  the  course  of  study, 
to  see  what  will  be  required  of  them  when  they  present  themselves  for 
examination. 

Students  who  may  from  any  cause  be  absent  for  a  part  of  the  term, 
or  one  or  more  terms,  will  be  required,  on  returning,  to  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  studies  pursued  in  their  class  during  their  absence. 

All  letters  sent  to  students  should  be  addressed  in  care  of  Lincoln 
Institute,  Jefferson  City. 

Jefferson  City  is  a  small  place,  and  students  coming  for  the  first  time 
will  experience  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  school.  Reliable  hackmen 
meet  all  trains  and  will  bring  students  and  friends  to  the  school  for  50 
cents  if  only  one  person  rides;  25  cents  if  two  or  more. 

The  President  has  an  office  in  the  Main  building,  to  which  the  stu- 
dents have  access  at  stated  times.  He  is  glad  to  render  them  any  assist- 
ance that  is  in  his  power  as  their  friend  and  advisor.

Government. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  positive  in  prohibiting  all  immoral 
practices,  as  well  as  actions  leading  thereto,  and  in  exacting  a  uniform 
regard  for  good  order,  studious  habits  and  careful  observance  of  the  pre- 
scribed routine  of  duty.  The  largest  liberty  consistent  with  these  objects 
is  granted.  No  arbitrary  rules  or  unreasonable  exactions  are  made,  but 
good  order  is  expected  and  demanded,  and  no  successful  teaching  can  be 
accomplished  without  it.  But  while  order  is  indispensable  to  success  in 
teaching,  it  is  sought  not  for  its  own  sake  merely,  but  as  an  element  of 
discipline.  All  discipline,  as  well  as  instruction,  in  this  school  is  made 
subservient  to  these  ends. 


REGULATIONS. 

Prohibitions. 

1.  The  association  of  the  young  men  and  the  young  women  without 
permission;  note-writing  between  young  men  and  young  women;  the 
passing  of  notes  by  students. 

2.  The  use  of  intoxicating  drinks;  the  use  of  tobacco  in  any  of  its 
forms;  carrying  firearms  or  any  deadly  weapons;  indulgence  in  profanity, 
obscenity  or  gambling;  the  use  or  possession  of  dice,  playing  cards  or  any 
other  gambling  device.  A  single  instance  of  intoxication  or  gross  im- 
morality on  the  part  of  any  student  will,  ipso  facto,  sever  his  connection 
with  the  institution. 

3.  The  use  or  possession  of  any  immoral  literature. 

4.  Visiting  one  another's  rooms  during  study  hours. 

5.  Absence  from  the  premises,  going  to  the  city  or  visiting  families 
without  permission. 

6.  All  improper  behavior  or  unnecessary  noise.  Students  not  en- 
gaged in  recitation  or  appointed  exercises  will  not  be  allowed  to  occupy 
recitation  rooms  without  permission. 

7.  Cutting,  marking,  or  in  any  way  defacing  the  building  or  their 
appurtenances;  throwing  trash  or  anything  offensive  from  windows. 

8.  Students  boarding  in  the  city  without  special  permission  from 
the  President. 

9.  Throwing  stones  upon  the  grounds  near  the  buildings. 

10.  Disturbing  the  trees,  flowers  and  undergrowth. 

Requirements. 

1.  Proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

2.  Punctual  attendance  at  the  opening  exercises  of  the  school,  reci- 
tations, the  Sunday  services  in  the  Chapel,  etc. 

3.  Strict  observance  of  the  appointed  study  hours. 
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4.  Each  pupil  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  improper  conduct 
occurring  in  his  room,  and  jointly  responsible  for  all  injury  beyond  ordi- 
nary use,  in  case  the  offending  party  is  not  exposed. 

5.  Occupants  of  rooms  must  keep  them  in  good  order.  Every 
room  must  be  accessible  at  all  times  to  the  President  and  the  Matrons. 

6.  All  students  are  required  to  observe  the  advice  and  directions 
of  the  Matrons  under  whose  care  and  control  they  are  placed. 

7.  Each  student,  in  order  to  retain  his  membership  of  Lincoln  In- 
stitute, must  receive  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  certificate  of  good  deport- 
ment. 

8.  All  students  leaving  before  the  close  of  the  school  must  obtain 
permission  from  the  President. 

9.  These  rules,  as  far  as  practicable,  apply  to  all  students,  whether 
residing  on  the  premises  or  elsewhere. 

10.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  to  their  homes  at  the  close 
of  the  school,  and  not  to  remain  in  Jefferson  City  to  make  visits. 

11.  It  is  well  to  bring  textbooks  formerly  used. 

12.  Students  are  required  to  be  furnished  with  all  prescribed  text- 
books at  the  time  when  the  use  of  them  begins. 

13.  All  should  be  provided  with  warm  clothing. 

14.  Young  women  must  have  rubbers  and  raincoats. 

15.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  marked  with  the  owner's 
name,  and  list  of  articles  should  be  brought. 

16.  Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  the  owner's  name. 

17.  Every  student,  by  entering  the  Institute,  is  regarded  as  giving 
a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other  established  regulations. 

18.  Parents  will  save  us  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  by  refraining 
from  sending  to  their  children  boxes  containing  articles  of  food. 

The  daily  exercises  begin  at  9:00  and  continue  until  4  o'clock.  The 
devotional  exercises  begin  in  chapel  at  10:20  a.  m.,  and  last  thirty  min- 
utes. All  are  required  to  be  present.  Lectures  by  visitors  and  by  the 
President  are  given  at  this  period,  in  addition  to  the  reading  of  a  passage 
from  the  Bible,  prayer  and  singing. 

Religious  Exercises  and  Instructions. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  services  in  the  churches  of  the 
city  on  Sabbath  morning,  or  the  sermon  in  the  chapel  at  the  Institute 
on  Sunday  afternoon.  All  the  ministers  of  the  city,  both  white  and 
colored,  preach  for  us  at  least  twice  during  the  scholastic  year,  and  the 
President  conducts  the  services  when  the  ministers  do  not. 

The  young  men  have  a  regularly  organized  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  has 
become  an  admirable  training  school  for  religious  work,  and  the  young 
women  have  organized  a  Y.  W.  C.  A.  The  King's  Daughters  is  a  regu- 
larly established  branch  of  the  national  organization  bearing  that  name, 
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and  is  filling  a  very  important  place  in  the  religious  life  of  the  school. 
The  meetings  are  interesting  and  helpful,  and  are  largely  attended  by 
both  teachers  and  pupils.  From  the  religious  exercises  of  the  Institute 
everything  of  a  sectarian  nature  is  carefully  excluded. 

Textbooks. 

Students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  whatever  textbooks  they 
may  have.  All  students  must  provide  their  own  textbooks.  They  can 
be  bought  at  the  school. 

Societies. 

The  society  of  the  Alumni  was  organized  June  10,  1876.  It  is  com- 
posed of  those  who  hold  diplomas,  and  is  a  valuable  auxiliary  to  the  In- 
stitute. The  meeting  of  this  society  is  held  at  the  close  of  each  scholastic 
year. 

The  Olive  Branch  is  composed  of  the  young  ladies  in  the  Normal 
and  College  departments.  The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary  Society  is  composed 
of  students  in  all  the  various  departments  of  the  school,  and  meets  every 
Friday  evening.  The  Longfellow  and  Shakespeare  clubs  are  under  the 
direction  of  members  of  the  Faculty.  The  Lincoln  Fraternity  and  the 
Lincoln  Sorority  are  societies  composed  respectively  of  young  men  and 
young  women  of  the  higher  grades.  Their  object  is  to  help  the  literary 
and  social  life  of  the  school.  These  societies  meet  weekly.  Formal 
social  gatherings  are  permitted  once  a  month,  and  all  students  below 
the  age  of  eighteen  are  excluded  from  attending  them.  Members  of  the 
Faculty  are  always  present  at  these  gatherings. 

Uniform  Suits. 

The  school  has  a  uniform  for  girls  and  one  for  boys,  and  the  object 
is  to  save  parents  the  cost  of  expensive  clothing.  These  uniforms  can 
be  bought  or  made  at  home  or  in  the  sewing  department  by  those  who 
are  advanced  in  sewing.  The  cost  for  girls  is  $7.00  to  $12.00,  including 
the  cap;  for  boys,  $10.50  to  $14.00. 

All  students  are  required  to  wear  the  school  uniform  unless  some 
special  reason  for  not  doing  so  is  given. 

Promotion  and  Graduation. 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  term.  The 
results  of  these  examinations,  averaged  with  the  daily  recitations,  de- 
termine the  standing  of  the  student  in  scholarship.  The  student  whose 
monthly  average  is  above  70  per  cent  will  be  exempted  from  the  term's 
examination.  At  the  end  of  each  term  every  student  is  furnished  a  re- 
port showing  his  rank,  scholarship  and  deportment.  In  case  of  minors, 
these  reports  are  furnished  to  parents  or  guardians. 
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A  student  loses  his  grade  if  at  the  close  of  any  term  his  standing  in 
any  three  studies  is  less  than  50  per  cent.  No  student  whose  average 
in  any  study  at  the  end  of  the  year  is  below  70  per  cent,  or  whose  deport- 
ment is  less  than  60  per  cent,  will  be  promoted  to  a  higher  grade. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  either  from  the  Normal  or  the  College 
department  whose  average  in  any  study  is  less  than  70  per  cent  in  schol- 
arship and  less  than  60  per  cent  in  deportment. 

Tuition. — There  will  be  charged  a  tuition  fee  of  $3.00  the  scholastic 
year,  for  students  who  reside  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  $10.00  the 
scholastic  year,  for  non-residents  of  the  State.  No  student  will  be  en- 
rolled and  permitted  to  begin  work  until  he  has  paid  the  year's  tuition 
in  advance. 


Boarding  Department. 

The  boarding  department,  which  is  under  the  direction  of  a  manager, 
will  furnish  board  at  $8.00  for  the  scholastic  month  of  four  weeks,  or 
twenty-eight  days.  Please  remember  that  the  board  month  is  four  weeks, 
and  not  from  date  to  date.  Any  student  who  does  not  care  to  assist  in 
the  work  of  the  department  will  be  required  to  pay  $9.50  a  month.  The 
school  year  of  forty  weeks  is  divided  into  ten  periods  of  four  weeks  each, 
and  board  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  Money  for  board  ought 
to  be  sent  by  draft,  money  order  or  registered  letter  to  the  President, 
and  not  to  the  students.  Many  students  secured  free  board  by  working 
in  this  department  last  year.  Money  for  board  will  be  refunded  only 
in  case  of  sickness.     No  deduction  will  be  made  for  less  than  a  week. 


Athletics. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  athletics.  Through  the  football  team 
and  the  baseball  team  the  school  has  been  brought  before  the  public  in 
a  very  commendable  way.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  see  that  only 
clean,  manly  sports  are  kept  up  in  the  school. 

Those  who  wish  to  make  the  teams  must  maintain  an  honorable 
record  for  scholarship  and  deportment. 

Main  Building. 

This  building  is  large  and  complete  in  all  provisions  for  health  and 
study.  It  has  a  thoroughly  equipped  chemical  and  physical  laboratory, 
a  library  with  fireproof  ceiling,  ample  provisions  for  a  large  collection  of 
books,  a  chapel,  an  observatory  for  practice  work  in  astronomy,  and  a 
gymnasium  for  the  department  of  physical  culture;  also,  recitation  rooms 
for  the  Collegiate,  Normal  and  Practice  departments.  This  building  is 
lighted  by  electricity. 
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The  Library. 

The  Library  has  about  6,000  bound  volumes,  in  addition  to  pam- 
phlets, monthly  and  weekly  magazines.  Students  may  draw  two  books 
and  keep  them  two  weeks  with  privilege  of  renewal  for  two  weeks  more. 
Books  kept  longer  than  the  required  time  will  be  charged  for  at  the  rate 
of  a  cent  a  day. 

Dormitories. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building,  there  are  two  large  dormitories, 
one  for  young  women  and  the  other  for  young  men.  The  new  dormitory 
for  young  women  has  just  been  erected  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.00,  and  is  one 
of  the  most  modern  buildings  for  the  purpose  in  the  country.  All  the 
rooms  are  lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam. 

The  first  floor  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  industries  for  girls,  and 
to  the  cuisine  and  dining  departments. 

The  rooms  are  neat,  and  built  with  a  view  to  comfort  and  health. 
Only  two  girls  are  placed  in  one  room. 

Ample  and  modern  facilities  for  baths  and  for  heat  are  made. 

The  young  men's  dormitory  is  also  new  and  is  one  of  the  best  ap- 
pointed dormitories  in  the  country  in  schools  of  this  kind.  The  rooms 
are  only  large  enough  for  two  occupants,  and  the  building  is  supplied 
with  baths  and  other  modern  improvements,  such  as  electric  light  and 
steam  heat. 

Both  dormitories  are  supplied  with  iron  enameled  beds,  mattresses, 
chairs  and  tables. 

We  do  not  furnish  towels,  napkins  and  bedclothes. 

The  young  men  and  the  young  women  are  under  the  immediate 
supervision  of  matrons  and  members  of  the  faculty,  who  reside  in  the 
buildings. 

Washing  is  done  at  prices  ranging  from  $1.00  to  $2.00  per  month. 

Those  who  prefer  it,  may  do  their  own  laundering  in  the  school 
laundry.  Students  furnish  soap,  starch,  bluing,  etc.,  but  tubs,  irons, 
washboards  and  other  necessary  material  are  furnished  by  the  school. 

Boys'  laundering  can  be  done  in  basement  of  boys'  dormitory  under 
the  direction  of  their  matron.  In  this  way  it  can  be  done  at  very  reason- 
able rates. 


SOME  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  TEACHERS. 

"Perhaps  the  chief  thing  to  observe  is  the  spirit  of  the  school,  its 
atmosphere,  that  psychological  and  social  condition  which  grows  out  of 
the  relations  existing,  the  motive  and  spirit  of  the  work — in  short,  the  life 
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of  the  school,  which  is  its  real  educative  force.  This  is,  of  course,  in- 
tangible and  invisible,  but  it  can  be  spiritually  discerned." — Gilbert,  the 
School  and  Its  Life. 

"In  the  final  analysis  all  great  success  depends  upon  three  qualities: 
judgment,  patience  and  courage." 

Keep  on  studying  men  and  books.  Get  in  touch  with  the  world  and 
be  a  part  of  it. 

Cultivate  constantly  a  prompt,  decisive  but  courteous  manner. 

Don't  grow  careless  about  your  English. 

Read  the  best  literature  as  a  pastime. 

Lend  others  a  helping  hand. 

Give  everybody  his  due;  be  generous;  and  do  not  let  the  shortcomings 
of  others  weigh  too  heavily  upon  you. 

Don't  get  lazy  and  quit  studying. 

Don't  expect  anybody  to  boost  you. 

Go  to  a  university  during  the  summer  and  study  for  all  you  are 
worth. 

Don't  knock. 

Don't  neglect  to  cultivate  the  social  graces. 

Teachers  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the  course  of  study  and  the 
plan  of  work  adopted.  They  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  the 
carrying  out  of  the  same  in  all  matters  relating  to  their  respective  de- 
partments. 

Teachers  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the  neatness,  temperature 
and  ventilation  of  their  schoolrooms.  Each  teacher  shall  keep  the  tem- 
perature of  his  room  at  from  65  to  70  degrees,  with  the  thermometer  not 
more  than  three  feet  from  the  floor. 

The  teachers  shall  co-operate  at  all  times  with  the  President  in  se- 
curing good  order  and  in  the  general  management  of  the  school. 

Teachers  are  expected  to  attend  strictly  to .  school  duties  during 
school  hours,  and  to  refrain  from  all  discussion  of  social,  political  or  ec- 
clesiastical questions. 

Teachers  must  not  send  their  pupils  on  errands  of  any  kind  during 
school  hours,  except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  and  then  only  with  the 
approval  and  permission  of  the  President. 

All  teachers  must  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  work  and  deportment 
of  each  student,  and  report  the  same  in  good  shape  to  the  President,  irt 
order  that  an  accurate  record  can  be  kept  of  the  same. 

All  teachers  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  before  the  salary  of 
the  last  month  of  the  year  is  paid,  return  all  record  books,  library  books 
and  all  other  material  belonging  to  the  school  to  the  President.  Teachers 
who  are  absent  from  class  on  account  of  sickness,  etc.,  for  more  than 
three  days  in  a  month,  shall  be  required  to  furnish  proper  substitute,  who 
must  meet  the  approval  of  the  President  of  the  school  and  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Board. 
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Teachers  will  take  care  that  their  classrooms  and  the  furniture, 
apparatus,  maps,  charts  and  other  school  property  belonging  thereto  be 
not  defaced  or  injured;  and  upon  discovery  of  any  injury  they  shall  report 
the  same  to  the  President. 

Teachers  shall  not  announce,  nor  allow  to  be  announced,  any  public 
exhibition,  entertainment  or  meeting  not  pertaining  to  the  schools,  and 
shall  not  distribute,  nor  allow  to  be  distributed  on  the  school  premises, 
any  tickets  to  such  exhibitions,  entertainments  or  meetings. 

All  teachers  are  required  to  attend  faculty  meeting  at  least  once 
month  and  oftener  at  the  call  of  the  President.

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HISTORICAL  SKETCH 


In  discussing  the  so-called  "race  question"  and  what  has 
been  done  for  the  educational  advancement  of  the  Negro,  both 
by  the  North  and  by  the  South,  it  is  well  to  take  into  consid- 
eration what  the  Negro  has  done  for  himself. 

Many  schools  have  been  established  for  Negroes  by  mis- 
sionary societies  of  various  Christian  denominations  and  by  the 
legislatures  of  every  Southern  State,  and  later  many  schools 
have  been  established  by  Negroes  for  themselves;  but,  perhaps, 
no  one  of  the  schools  of  any  class  has  had  a  more  interesting 
beginning  than  Lincoln  Institute,  which  had  its  origin  in  a 
fund  of  $6,379,  contributed  by  the  soldiers  of  the  Sixty-second 
and  Sixty-fifth  regiments  of  the  United  States  Colored  Infantry, 
whose  first  thought,  when  discharged  from  service,  was  to  es- 
tablish in  Missouri  a  school  where  their  children  could  enjoy 
the  blessings  of  a  useful  education.  R.  B.  Foster,  a  New  Eng- 
land white  man,  was  principal  of  the  school  the  first  two  years 
of  its  existence.  He  was  succeeded  by  W.  H.  Payne,  who  held 
the  position  one  year.  Mr.  Foster  was  re-elected  and  held  the 
place  for  two  year^  more.  Prof.  S.  C.  Mitchell,  for  years 
president  of  Wilberiorce  University,  Ohio,  served  as  president 
of  Lincoln  Institute  several  years.  Among  the  colored  men 
who  served  for  shcrt  periods  are  J.  H.  Jackson  of  Kentucky 
and  E.  A.  Clark  of  Ohio.  Inrnan  E.  Page  was  president  of 
Lincoln  Institute  for  eighteen  years  and  resigned  to  accept  the 
presidency  of  the  State  School  for  Colored  People  of  Oklahoma. 
The  present  incumbent  has  been  in  charge  of  the  school  since 
1902. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  ten  in  number,  was  organized  June 
8  and  incorporated  June  25,  1866,  and  the  school  was  opened 
September   17,   1866. 

In  June,  1871,  ihe  main  building  was  completed.  It  was  a 
substantial  brick  building,  60x70  feet,  three  stories,  conven- 
iently arranged  and  eligibly  located  upon  a  prominent  hill,  just 
outside  the  limits  of  Jefferson  City,  commanding  a  view  of  a 
large  part  of  it.  The  grounds  contain  20  acres.  The  farm 
contains  28  acres. 
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"The  Legislature  of  18  79  appropriated  $15,000  for  the 
support  of  the  Institute,  provided  $5,000  should  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  its  indebtedness.  This  appropriation  was  con- 
tained in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  and  was  a  grant  to  a 
corporation  managing  a  charity.  The  Constitution  provides: 
'The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  make  any 
grant  *  *  *  of  public  money  or  thing  of  value  to  any 
individual,  association  of  individuals,  municipal  or  other  cor- 
poration whatever.'  The  grant  was  in  violation  of  that  part 
of  the  Constitution  just  quoted.  Governor  Phelps,  from  whose 
message  to  the  Legislature  the  above  is  taken,  held  the  bill 
until  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  and  unanimously  voted  to 
transfer  the  Institute  to  the  State.  The  bill  was  immediaely 
approved.  This  friendly  act  of  the  late  Governor  enabled  the 
trustees  to  pay  every  dollar  of  the  debt  which  for  several  years 
had  embarrassed  them,  and  to  place  the  Institute  on  a  more 
permanent  basis. 

Since  the  Institute  became  a  State  school  the  Legislature 
has  not  only  made  large  appropriations  for  its  maintenance,  but 
has  also  given  money  to  erect  dormitories,  to  purchase  scien- 
tific apparatus,  to  make  additions  to  the  library  and  to  repair 
the  main  building. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth  General  Assembly  a  college 
ana  a  college  preparatory  school  were  established  in  connec- 
tion with  the  Institute. 

The  same  assembly  also  passed  an  act  which  provides  that 
the  normal  diplomas  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach  in  the 
schools  of  the  State  without  further  examination;  also,  that  the 
graded  certifcates,  which  are  granted  upon  the  completion  of 
the  two  years'  course,  shall  entitle  their  holder  to  teach  the 
several  branches  therein  named  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 
the  day  of  graduation.  Provision  is  made  in  the  act  for  an- 
nulling these  diplomas  and  certificates  whenever  it  is  found 
necessary. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  an  Indus- 
trial Department  was  established  in  connection  with  the  In- 
stitute. 

The  main  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  first  of 
August,  1894,  but  was  soon  replaced  by  a  far  more  commo- 
dious structure,  for  the  erection  of  which  the  Legislature  ap- 
propriated the  sum  of  $40,000. 

Since  then  the  Legislature  has  appropriated  at  different 
times  money  to  erect  a  dormitory  for  young  men,  one  for  the 
young   women   and   a   central   heating   plant.      Lincoln   Institute, 
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therefore,  is  well  equipped  in   buildings,  as  well  as  in  teaching 
force,  for  the  work  she  has  to  do. 


BIOGRAPHICAL  SKETCH. 

Richard  Baxter  Foster,  son  of  .Richard  and  Irene  Bur- 
roughs-Foster, was  born  at  Hanover,  N.  H.,  October  25,  1826. 
Studied  under  his  brother,  Daniel,  at  Hopkinton,  Mass.,  and  at 
home.  Entered  Dartmouth  College  in  the  class  of  1851.  Was 
"separated"  in  1860,  but  was  given  the  degree  of  A,  B.  in 
1867.  Teacher  in  Men  don  and  Waverly,  111.,  1850-53.  Pioneer, 
farmer,  teacher,  sawmill  man,  Iowa  and  Nebraska,  till  he  en- 
listed as  a  private  in  First  Nebraska  Infantry  in  1862;  First 
Lieutenant  Sixty-second  United  States  Colored  Infantry,  18  63, 
to  January,  1866.  Established  Lincoln  Institute,  Jefferson 
City,  Mo.,  in  1866,  and  continued  connected  with  it  until  1872. 
Went  to  Osborne,  Kan.,  in  May,  1872,  sent  by  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society,  where  he  was  ordained  August,  1872. 
Pastor  of  Osborne,  Kan.,  1872  to  1882;  Red  Cliff,  Colo.,  1882 
to  1884;  Milford,  Kan.,  1884  to  1888;  Cheney,  Kan.,  1888  to 
1890;  Stillwater,  Okla.,  1890  to  1894;  Perkins,  Okla.,  1894  to 
189b;  Okarche,  Okla.,  1896  to  1901.  Married  October  22, 
1851,  Jemima  Leland  Ewing,  who  died  October  3,  1852,  leaving 
one  son,  still  living.  Married  March  8,  1885  to  Miss  Lucy 
Reed.  Ten  children  were  born  of  this  union,  and  six  sons  and 
two  daughters  are  still  living.  He  published  a  history  of  Lin- 
coln Institute  in  1872.  Died  in  Okarche,  Okla.,  April  26,  1901, 
of  old  age,  aged  seventy-five  years.

NORMAL    PREPARATORY    DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  "to  fit  students  for  the 
normal  and  industrial  departments  by  furnishing  an  elementary 
education  to  those  who  were  deprived  of  educational  privileges  in 
childhood,   and    who  are   too   far   advanced   in   life   to   attend   the* 
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public    schools    of    the    State.      The    course    of    study    covers    a 
period  of  three  years,  and  is  as  follows:

NORMAL    DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  has  been  revised  and  placed  on  a  level  with 
the  best  normal  schools  of  the  State.  It  takes  a  student  six 
years  to  complete  the  high  school  and  the  normal  courses  after 
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he  has  finished  a  good  grammar  school  course.  Those  who  do 
the  high  school  work  in  Lincoln  Institute  may  save  a  year.  Fuh 
credit  is  given  tor  work  done  in  other  schools  of  equal  rank. 
Each  year  of  industrial  work  will  be  credited  as  a  unit  on  the 
requirements  for  graduation  from  the  normal  department. 
Each  student  who  completes  this  course  will  be  required  to 
take  at  least  two  years  of  industrial  work. 

Nine  units  will  entitle  a  student  to  a  certificate  to  teach 
in  any  public  school  of  the  State  for  two  years  from  date  of 
issue.  Three  of  these  units  must  be  taken  in  Lincoln  In- 
stitute. 

Teaching  in  the  Training  School  will  be  required  of  all 
Seniors  who  show  aptness  in  this  line. 

Those  who  take  Agriculture  will  be  required  to  spend 
half  the  time  in  the  study  of  the  theory  as  given  in  the  text- 
book, and  the  other  half  in  the  practice  and  application  of  the 
theory  to  the  work  on  the  farm. 

Graduates  of  the  full  course  in  the  normal  department 
rank  as  Sophomores  in  the  College  of  Liberal  arts  and  are 
classified  as  Juniors  in  that  department  should  they  return  and 
take  the  College  course. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  (B.  Pd.)  is  conferred 
on  all  who  complete  the  full  normal  course  satisfactorily. 


OUTLINE  OF  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  NORMAL  DE- 
PARTMENT. 

Under  the  respective  heads,  the  subjects  offered  will  be 
designated  in  the  order  in  whicli  they  must  be  studied,  each 
number  standing  for  one  year's  work  of  ten  months,  five 
recitations  a  week  of  forty-five  minutes.  The  sciences  and 
agricuture  have  two  extra  periods  a  week  for  laboratory 
work.  The  school  year  of  forty  weeks  is  divided  into  three 
terms.  Forty  weeks'  work,  five  days  to  a  week,  forty-five 
mhrates  to  the  recitation,  shall  constitute  a  unit.  Eighteen 
units   are   required   for  graduation   from  this   department. 

Graduates  of  approved  first-class  four  year  high  schools 
will  be  given  credit  for  twelve  units  on  the  regular  normal 
course;  graduates  of  three  year  high  schools  will  be  given 
credit  for  nine  units;  and  graduates  of  two  year  high  schools 
will  be  given  credit  for  six  units  on  the  normal  course. 

Each  student  shall  be  required  to  take  all  the  units  of  an 
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elective  or  special  course.  No  one  can  take  a  year  of  Latin 
and  one  of  German,  etc.,  but  must  finish  the  course  elected. 
The  following  will  indicate  the  studies  which  shall  be  re- 
quired, and  those  which  are  elective. 

It  is  well  to  talk  the  work  over  with   the  president  of  the 
school  before  choosing-  electives:

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EXPLANATION    OP    NORMAL    COURSES. 

PEDAGOGY. 

First  Year — Sophomore. 
Elementary  Psychology. — A  general  treatment  of  the  sub- 
ject, including  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  nervous  system 
and  its  functions.  A  study  of  the  principles  underlying  men- 
tal growth,  with  special  attention  to  mental  states  and  their 
corresponding  physical  states;  the  relation  of  stimulus  and  re- 
sponse, the  formation  of  habits,  the  process  of  learning.  Text 
— Thorndike's    "Elements    of    Psychology."      Fall    term. 

Management. — This  course  includes  a  study  of  school 
buildings  and  grounds,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating;  school 
sanitation  and  hygiene;  seating  of  pupils,  arrangement  of 
desks,  stove,  furniture;  school  libraries  and  supplies;  the 
teacher,  his  qualifications  and  duties  and  his  obligations  to 
the  children  and  to  the  community;  methods  of  securing  at- 
tendance, punctuality,  and  co-operation  of  the  home;  school 
discipline  and  methods  of  securing  good  discipline;  plays  and 
games;  motivation  vs.  punishment;  interest,  habit  formation; 
the  school  program,  classification  of  the  school;  records  and 
reports  of  school  officers,  to  pupils,  and  to  parents;  salary  of 
teachers,  tenure  of  position;  industrial  work  in  rural  schools, 
school  contests;  rural  life  problems;  important  sections  of 
school  law.  Text— Colgrove's  "The  Teacher  and  the  School." 
Much  reference  reading.     Winter  term. 

General  Method. — Teaching  regarded  as  a  scientific  pro- 
cess. The  inductive-deductive  modes  of  thought  as  underly- 
ing and  determining  the  educative  process.  In  the  latter  part 
of  the  term  some  attention  should  be  given  to  the  Missouri 
Course  of  Study.  Lectures  are  given  on  methods  of  teaching 
the  various  elementary  subjects.  A  special  study  is  made  or 
the  correlation  of  sub]ect  matter,  alternation,  grading,  promo- 
tion, etc.  A  study  is  also  made  of  the  use  of  the  library  and 
supplementary  books  and  the  collection  and  care  of  material 
for  teaching  the  common  school  subjects.  Text— McMurry's 
"The  Method  of  the  Recitation."  Also,  much  reference  read- 
ing.     Spring  term. 

Second  Year — Junior. 
Educational  Psychology— A   study   of  instincts   and   capaci- 
ties   heredity   and   environment,   individual   differences,    associa- 
tion and  analysis,  amitation,  habit  formation,  motor  expression 
and    motor    education,    inductive    and    deductive    reasoning,    the 
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culture    epoch    theory,    adolescence.     Texts — Gordy,    Pyle,    Mag- 
mission  and  Thorndike.    Fall  term.      Five  hours. 

Principles  of  Teaching.— A  continuation  of  the  work  of  the 
preceding  term,  with  close  application  of  the  principles  of 
psychology  to  schoolroom  practice.  A  general  summary  of 
educational  principles,  preparatory  to  observation  and  practice 
work.     Thorndike's  "Principles  of  Teaching." 

Methods  of  Observation. — Much  observation  of  actual 
teaching  is  given  in  this  course  as  a  preparation  for  teaching 
during  the  Senior  year.  The  work  observed  is  carefully  dis- 
cussed and  criticised.  Much  time  is  given  to  plan  writing 
McMurry's  "Method  of  Recitation"  is  reviewed  and  its  prnciples 
applied  in  plan  writing.  Also  such  books  as  Strayer's  "The 
Teaching  Process"  and  Charters'  "Methods  of  Teaching"  are 
studied. 

Third  Year — Senior. 

History  of  Education. — A  careful  study  is  made  of  Orien- 
tal, Greek,  Roman  and  Medieval  education.  Special  attention 
is  given  to  the  work  of  the  great  reformers,  such  as  Comenius, 
Rousseau,  Pestalozzi,  Herbart,  Froebel  and  Horace  Mann.  The 
latter  part  of  the  course  includes  a  brief  study  of  modern 
school  systems,  in  which  the  schools  of  Germany,  France,  Eng- 
land and  the  United  States  will  be  compared.  Two  terms. 
Five  hours.  Text — Munroe's  Brief  Course  in  History  of  Edu- 
cation. 

Practice  Teaching. — Each  Senior  is  required  to  teach  one 
recitation  period  a  day  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  weeks.  The 
practice  must  be  preceded  by  at  least  four  terms  in  professional 
work.  Every  lesson  taught  must  have  very  careful  preparation. 
A  written  plan  must  be  submitted  to  the  Superviser  before  the 
recitation.  Every  class  exercise  will  be  observed  and  criticised 
by  the  critic  teachers.  Frequent  conferences  of  pupils  and 
teachers  will  be  held. 

Ethics. — The  history  of  ethical  theory  is  briefly  reviewed. 
A  discussion  of  the  grounds  of  Ethics  and  its  relation  to  Meta- 
physics, Psyt'hology  and  practical  life.  'No  theory  of  Ethics  is 
dogmatically  accepted.  Lectures  and  recitations  on  Dewey  ana 
Tuft's  and  Palmer's  Ethics  constitute  the  work.  References: 
Mackenzie,  Muirhead,  Davis,  Fite 

Sociology. — Sociology  is  studied  by  the  Senior  class.  A  study  is 

given    daily    in    modern    sociological    problems.      Extensive    side 

reading    is    required    from    other    texts    and    from    the    current 

writings  of  reputable  men.      Dealy's  Sociology  is  the  text  used. 

Sociological   bearings  of  natural  selections,   heredity,  environ- 
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ment,  physical,  physiological,  psychological,  moral  and  social 
causes  of  abnormality,  statistics  of  the  causes  of  pauperism; 
history  of  the  English  poor  laws;  private  relief,  charity  organi- 
zation; public  relief,  almhouses,  relief  for  the  unemployed,  in- 
cluding labor  colonies  and  the  tramp  problem;  dependent  chil- 
dren; relief  of  the  sick;  insanity;  statistics  of  the  causes  of 
crime;  criminal  anthropology;  prevention  of  crime;  principles 
that  should  govern  the  treatment  of  offenders;  delinquent  chil- 
dren; reformatories;  prison  methods.  Ellwood's  Modern  Social 
Problems  is  the  text  used. 

English. — At  least  four  complete  classics,  mainly  descrip- 
tions, will  be  made  the  basis  of  the  work  in  the  A  Preparatory 
Class.  After  thorough  study  of  each  as  literature,  it  is  cor- 
related with  composition  of  figures  of  speech  and  technical 
work.  A  careful  study  of  words  and  of  construction  as  applied 
to  sentences  and  paragraphs,  is  made;  Brubacher  &  Snyder's 
High  School  English,  Book  I,  is  used;  (2)  The  work  of  tn» 
Freshman  year  differs  from  the  A  Preparatory  Grade,  in  that 
narration  and  exposition  take  the  place  of  description  and 
elements  of  style  emphasized  and  the  study  of  Rhetoric  con- 
tinued; Brubacher  &  Snyder's  High  School  English,  Book  II 
is  used;  (3)  The  Sophomore  year  is  devoted  to  the  study 
of  the  oration  as  represesented  by  the  masterpieces  of  Web- 
ster and  Burke,  and  of  the  drama  as  represented  by  Shake- 
speare. Composition  and  rhetorical  work  are  made  prom- 
inent and  much  collateral  reading  is  required.  For  thrss 
work  good  and  appropriate  references  are  absoluately  neces- 
sary; (4)  A  historical  review  of  literature  and  literary  pe- 
riods is  given  along  with  a  more  critical  study  of  poetry  as 
an  elective  year.  Composition  work  is  devoted  largely  to  ex- 
position and  argumentation.  Three  days  each  week  are  given 
to  literature,  and  the  other  two  to  composition  and  technical 
work  in  word-building,  word-analysis,  grammar  and  rhetoric. 
Painter's  English  and  American  Literature  are  the  texts  used 
and  a  series  of  other  authors' used  as  references. 


MATHEMATICS. 

Mathematical  teaching  aims  to  supply  the  needs  of  daily 
life,  viz.:  Accuracy,  definiteness,  power  of  differentiation  ana 
alertness.  In  the  process  of  these  acquisitions  opportunities 
arise  for  impressing  the  lessons  of  honesty,  correct  reasoning 
and  self-reliance. 
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Preparatory   Department. 
Arithmetic — 

The  courses  in  arithmetic  are  given  to  the  D,  C  and  B 
preparatory  classes.  These  correspond  to  the  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  grades. 

D  Preparatory. — Simple  relations  of  numbers,  common 
fractions,  decimals  and  measurements.  Oral  and  written  ex- 
ercises and  problems.  Highest  Common  Factor  and  Multiples 
— use  of  scales  and  measures.  Text:  Sensenig  and  Anderson's 
Essentials. 

C  Preparatory. — Denominate  numbers,  measurements  01 
rectangular  surfaces  and  solids,  practical  measurements  of 
wood,  bricks,  stone  and  lumber,  papering,  carpeting,  simple 
problems  in  percentage.  Book  completed.  Text:  The  same 
as    D    Preparatory. 

13  Preparatory. — Review  of  common  fractions  and  decimals, 
their  relation  to  percentage,  profit  and  loss,  commission  and 
brokerage,  interest,  annual  and  compound  interest,  negotiable 
paper,  partnership,  measuration  of  prisms,  cylinders,  pyramids, 
cones  and  spheres.  Text:  Hamilton's  Complete  Arithmetic  is 
used. 
Algebra — 

A  Preparatory. — -Fundamental  operations,  factoring,  linear 
equations,  simultaneous  equations,  surds  and  imaginary  num- 
bers.     Text:   Wells'  Algebra  for  Secondary  Schools. 

The  minimum  requirements  for  a  certificate  from  the 
half-course  are  (1)  one  year  Algebra,  (2)  one  year  Plane 
and  Solid  Geometry.  The  minimum  requirements  for  gradua- 
tion, Solid  Geometry  and  Plane  Trigonometry. 

Algebra. — Quadratic  equations,  equations  solved  like  quad- 
ratics, theory  of  quadratic  equations,  simultaneous  quadratics. 
Indeterminate  equations,  variation,  progressions,  the  binomial 
theorem,  undetermined  coefficients  and  logarithms.  Text: 
Same  as  above. 
Plane  Geometry — ■ 

First   term — Books    1    and    2. 

Second  term — Books  3  and  4. 

Third    term — Book    5.      Review    consisting    of    the    compil- 
ing exercise  book   of  orginal   demonstrations,   constructions   and 
problems   of   computation.

The  study  of  History  slhould  develop  the  conceptions  of 
historical  unity  and  growth;  hence  history  is  continued  through 
several   years,   one   period   succeeding   another   in   natural   order. 

Physics. — Our  course  in  Physics  includes  "Molar  Dyna- 
mics," the  dynamics  of  solids  and  fluids,  including  the  study 
of  sound  waves. 

Molecular  Dynamics,  including  heat. 
Ether    Dynamics — Radiation,    including    light    and    electricity. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  Physics  are  demonstrated  by 
experiment  Along  with  the  recitation  and  demonstration,  prac- 
tical problems  are  solved. 

Textbook:     Milliken  and  Gale. 

Laboratory  Work. — This  work  is  designed  to  supplement 
and  illustrate  the  text.  Its  object  is  to  train  the  student  in 
verifying  the  laws  and  principles  of  Physics,  and  to  make  him 
acquainted  with  laboratory  methods  and  the  manipulation  of 
instruments. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  notebook  of  his  labora- 
tory work. 

Experiments  based  on  the  Laboratory  Manual  of  Physics, 
by  Christon-Dean-Timmerman. 

Chemistry. — The  work  in  this  subject  includes  recitations, 
demonstrations,  and  practical  laboratory  work  in  General  Chem- 
istry. The  experiments  are  designed  to  illustrate  the  relations 
between  the  observed  facts  and  the  general  principles,  and  to 
familiarize   the   student   with    the   methods    of    Chemistry. 

Some  of  the  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  consists  of 
water  analysis,  the  making  of  salts,  acids,  ammonia,  matches, 
soap,  the  etching  of  designs  into  .glass,  etc.  In  qualitative  an- 
alysis the  work  consists  of  the  determination  of  basic  and  acid 
constituents  of  a  few  unknown  substances  and  the  separation 
and  detection  of  the  metals. 

Text:    Brownlee's   Chemistry. 

Botany. — This  is  an  elementary  course  in  Botany.  The 
students  are  given  the  fundamentals  of  plant  growth  and  plant 
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development,   and   are   taught   to   name  and   clasify  our  common 
plants. 

Time:      Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

This   course   may   be   elected   in    the   place   of   Zoology. 

Textbook:      Bergen's   Botany. 
Latin —

Third  year — Last  half  of  Harris's  Prose  Composition,  let- 
ter writing,  sight  translation  and  the  reading  of  cichiller's 
Maria  Stuart,  Das  Lied  von  der  Glocke,  Groetz  von  Berlichin- 
gen,  Herman  and  Dorethea,  Lessing's  Minna  von  Barnhelm. 
Emilia  Gallotti,  or  an  equivalent  amount. 

Greek. —  (i)  While's  First  Greek  Book;  (2)  Goodwin's* 
Greek  Grammar,  Goodwin  and  White's  Xenophou's  Anabasb 
(four  books),  Harper  and  Castle's  GreekProse  Compositicn; 
(3)  Bristol's  Ten  Orations  of  Lysias,  Perrin  and  Seymour's 
Homer's  Iliad,  Homer's  Odyssey,  Books  I-IV,  or  Winan's 
Xenophon's  Memorabilia  of  Socrates'  and  Plato's  Apology  ana 
Crito. 

French. —  (1)  In  this  course  a  thorough  acquaintance  with 
the  elementary  grammar  is  given  and  a  first  year's  reader  is 
used;  (2)  Syntax  of  grammar  and  more  difficult  and  copious 
reading;  conversation  and  composition;  (3)  Classics,  both 
ancient  and  modern,  scientific  reading,  original  composition. 
Language  used  largely  the  language  taught.  Frazier  &  Squairs 
First  French  Book,  Rollin's  French  Reader  and  Chardenal  s 
Complete  Course  will  be  used. 

Before  choosing  electives,  it  will  be  well  for  students  t;

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AGRICULTURE. 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  train  farmers  for  the 
State  and  to  train  teachers  of  Agriculture  for  the  colored  public 
schools  of  Missouri.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to  encourage 
the  boys  and  girls  to  go  to  the  farm  and  earn  an  independent 
living. 

We  are  not  running  a  poor  farm  simply  to  assist  indigent 
students  in  their  efforts  to  complete  a  course  of  study  here. 
We  want  to  train  first  class  farmers  and  teachers  of  farm- 
ing for  the  state.  The  farm  will  have  both  an  educational  ana 
commercial  value. 

A  farm  of  sixty  acres  with  a  good  brick  cottage,  barn, 
piggery,  hennery,  fruit  orchardt,  etc.,  has  just  been  purchased 
and  better  opportunities  will  be  offered  for  practical  farming 
now  than  ever  before.  All  surplus  farm  products  that  cannot 
be  used  in  the  boarding  department  will  be  sold  on  the  local 
market  and  the  money  thus  earned  will  be  used  in  helping  to 
stock  the  farm  and  to  pay  for  student  labor  that  may  be  needed 
from  time  to  time. 

Three  men  will  work  in  the  department  of  Agriculture: 
One  will  teach  the  theory,  one  will  do  the  practical  work  witn 
the  students  on  the  farm  and  the  third  will  assist  in  caring 
for  stock  and  in  doing  the  marketing.  Those  who  complete 
this   course   will    be   given   a  certificate    of    graduation.

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BIOLOGY. 

Zoology. — This  course  is  designed  to  igive  the  student  a 
good  practical  knowledge  of  animals.  Special  attention  is  given 
to   the   structure   and   development   of   injurious   insects. 

Textbook:     Linville   and   Kelly's   General   Zoology. 

Reference  Books:  Colton's  Zoology;  Jordan,  Kellogg  & 
Heath's   Elementary   Zoology;    Comstock's   Manuel   of  Insects. 

Time:     Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

All  students  of  the  Freshman  Normal  class  are  required 
to  take  this  course. 

Botany. — This  is  an  elementary  course  in  Botany.  The  stu- 
dents are  given  the  fundamentals  of  plant  growth  and  plant 
development  and  are  taught  to  name  and  classify  our  common 
plants. 

Time:     Five  hours   per   week   for   three  terms. 

This  course  may  be  elected  in  tihe  place  of  Zoology. 

Textbook:     Bergen's  Botany. 


DEPARTMENT    OF    MUSIC. 

To  the  student  who  wishes  to  take  music  while  pursuing 
one  of  the  regular  courses  of  the  school,  Lincoln  Institute 
offers   unusual  advantages. 

Courses  in  both  Piano  and  Voice  Culture  are  offered. 
These  courses  are  modeled  after  the  methods  employed  in  the 
very  best  of  the  American  amd  European  conservatories.  These 
in  connection  with  the  work  in  Harmony,  Ear  Training  and 
Composition,  afford  the  student  opportunities  for  the  most 
serious  study.  One  may  prepare  for  entrance  to  any  of  the 
conservatories  of  recognized  standing  and  receive  full  credit  for 
the  work  done  here.  But  it  is  most  earnestly  recommended 
that  the  course  be  completed  here  before  undertaking  to  study 


COURSE   OF  STUDY. 

The  Orchestra. 

The  Department  of  Instrumental  Music  aims  to  develop  the 
talents  of  those  who  play  on  other  instruments  other  than  the 
piano,  through  the  medium  of  the  orchestra.  In  this  way 
pupils  of  previous  musical  training,  who  will  join  our  orches- 
tra, open  for  themselves  a  field  for  a  new  line  of  work — name- 
ly, that  of  ensemble  playing. 
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We  encourage  ensemble  work  in  its  various  forms,  duet, 
trio,  etc.,  as  weii  as  orchestra.  This  is  an  advantage  which 
the  average  pupil  does  not  enjoy.  Again,  the  frequent  playing 
in  chapel  is  a  valuable  aid  to  the  cultivation  or  confdenco  in 
playing  before  an  audience. 

The  Lincoln  institute  orchestra  is  composed  of  students 
who  have  proficiency  in  handling  orchestral  instruments.  Any- 
one is  eligible  to  join  who  can  play,  and  will  find  that  the 
association  is  highly  profitable  from  a  musical  standpoint,  as 
well  as  enjoyable.  Programs  of  the  orchestra  concerts  have 
included  the  work  of  Gounod,  Wagner,  Offenbach,  Moszkowski, 
Bizet,  Chaminade,  Brahms  and  others.  Advanced  students  in 
voice  or  piano  play  or  sing  with  orchestral  accompaniment, 
which     gives     fine     opportunities     for      work     in     ensemble. 

We  invite  to  become  members  of  the  orchestra  as  man> 
persons  as  good  instrumentation  will  allow,  practically  regard- 
ess  of  advancement.  Pupils  of  lower  grade  are  (given  minor 
parts    until    they    advance    sufficiently    to    play    first    parts. 


VOCAL    MUSIC. 

Vocal  music  has  always  held  a  prominent  place  in  Lincoln 
Institute,  and  it  is  taught  to  the  school  free  of  cost. 

I  Grade:  The  first  grade  begins  with  the  first,  second  and 
third  steps  in  rhythm,  observation,  acting  and  picturing  of 
rhythmic  notation,  and  the  first  step  of  observation,  with  refer- 
ence  to    pitch    relationship. 

Material  used:  Easy  rote  songs,  song  sentences,  songs 
or  couplets  made  by  children,  class  melody  making. 

II  Grade:  Review  of  the  first  year's  work.  Developing 
pitch  relationship  by  the  same  metbod  as  rhythm. 

Material:  Singing  of  tones  in  chord  and  scale  succession, 
formation  of  scale;  the  ability  to  sing  from  a  igiven  pitch,  with 
sound  names;  the  whole  and  half  steps  of  the  scale;  learning 
the  syllable,  pitch  and  scale  names  of  scale;  singing  from  hand 
dictation,  single  and  double  hand  signs;  learning  of  lines  ana 
spaces  without  reference  to  a  staff;  continuation  of  class  mel- 
ody making. 

III  Grade:     Review   of   hand    signs,   single  and   double.      In 
troduction   of   the  musical    ladder;    suitable  little   poems  used   in 
connection   with    the   ladder.      Children    draw    musical   ladder   b> 
given     dimensions    and    learn     from    memory    to     associate    the 
words  and  tune  with  each  step  of  the  ladder. 

Preliminary    steps     for    the    building    of     the    staff.      Song 
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singing,    easy    interval    skips.      Sight    reading    and    singing    of 
easy  melodies  from  board. 

IV  Grade:  Review  of  musical  ladder  and  double  hand 
signs.  Substitution  of  notation  music  for  role  work.  Songs 
from  notation,  made  and  written  by  pupils.  Speed  work,  and 
ready  sight  singing  from  staff  and  board.  Dictation  and  prac- 
tice in  writing  simple  and  easy  melodies.  Production  of  pure 
tones   and  practice   of   the   vowel  tones   for   pure  vowel   quality. 

V  Grade:  Individual  classroom  work  from  Textbook  No. 
I,  presenting  songs  systematically  arranged  in  different  keys, 
interval  work,  memorizing  of  songs  learned,  major  scale  writ- 
ing, definitions. 

VI  Grade:  Books  II  and  III,  development  of  the  voice — • 
(1)  breach  control,  tone  production,  (2)  throat,  (3)  resonance. 
Singing  of  melodies  in  single  voice  intervals  reviewed,  singing 
of  interesting  and  attractive  two-part  songs,  simple  canons  and 
rounds,  definitions  of  the  musical  terms,  major  scale  writing, 
chord  singing,  chromatic  scale,  minor  and  major  scales  con- 
trasted.     Memorizing  of  songs   learned;    voice  culture  exercises. 

VII  Grade:  Books  III  and  IV.  Three-voiced  music,  con- 
siderably increasing  the  difficulty  of  the  new  songs  and  exer- 
cises. Triplets,  difficult  two  and  three-part  canons  and  rounds. 
Major  and  minor  scale  writing;  singing  of  songs  and  exercises; 
introducing  chromatic  signs;  definitons  continued.  Writing  ot 
more  difficult  melodies,  using  the  different  time  and  key  signa- 
tures.     Memorizing  of  songs. 

VIII  Grade:  Finishing  Book  IV;  continuation  of  song  sing- 
ing in  three-voice  parts;  also,  singing  of  four-part  music;  de- 
velopment of  chords,  classification  of  cihords,  key  relationship; 
development  harmonic  feeling;  all  kinds  of  exercises  for  the 
development  of  strength,  purity  of  tone,  flexibility  of  the  voice; 
easy  four-part  choruses,  expression  of  music. 

A  high  school  course  is  taught  to  those  who  have  success- 
fully completed  all  the  required  grade  work. 

Any  student  who  ihas  good  musical  ability  and  has  reached 
a  grade  of  advancement  sufficient  to  enable  him  to  sight-read 
and  sing  well,  may  become  a  member  of  the  school  choir  and 
take  part  in  the  chorus  work. 


THE  CHORAL  SOCIETY. 

The  Choral  Society  is  composed  of  students  of  all  depart- 
ments who  have  good  voices  and  are  able  to  read  notes.  The 
work   of  the  chorus   is   similar   to   that  of   the   orchestra  in   the 
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performance  of  standard  works,  either  entire  or  in  part.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Choral  Society  also  furnish  the  music  for  the  Sun- 
day afternoon  vesper  service. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Choral  Society  to  perform  some  stand- 
ard oratorial  work  each  year,  either  with  or  without  orchestral 
accompaniment. 


INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC. 

The  Piano. 

The  course  in  piano  instruction  embraces  seven  grades, 
and  covers  the  following  work: 

1.  The  Rudiments  of  Music. 

2.  The  study  and  playing  of  pieces  by  various  standard 
composers. 

3.  The  History  of  Music  and  Composers,  with  special 
reference  to  composers  of  pieces  studied. 

4.  The  techr.ic  of  Music  in  all  its  forms,  including(a) 
scales  (major  and  minor),  in  similar  motion  separated  by  an 
octave,  third,  sixth,  tenth;  also,  in  contrary  motion  and  in 
octaves,  double  thirds  and  double  sixths;  (b)  chords  (common 
and  seventh  solid  and  broken);  (c)  arpeggios  of  the  chords 
(common  and  seventh).  All  technic  is  taken  with  different  va- 
rieties of  touch  and  at  speeds  in  keeping  with  the  advance- 
ment of  pupils. 

5.  Ear  Training,  which  requires  a  correct  idea  of  sound 
of  the  scales  and  intervals. 

6.  The  Theory  of  Music,  including  harmony,  counter- 
point and  form. 

Grading. — Piano  instruction  may  be  divided  into  seven 
grades.  However,  just  where  one  grade  ends  and  another 
begins  is  a  matter  about  which  there  might  be  a  difference 
of  opinion.  For  example,  one  person  might  require  more  work 
of  the  early  grades,  while  another  would  shorten  the  element- 
ary work  and  lengthen  some  of  the  later  grades.  Hence,  be- 
cause a  pupil  has  not  been  placed  a  grade  higher  this  year, 
does  not  indicate  that  he  has  made  no  advancement  or  by  any 
means  fallen  short  in  his  work. 

A  pupil  who  has  completed  the  seventh  grade  ought  to  be 
able   to    pass    the    final    examination    of   a   good    conservatory. 

Numerous  recitals  are  given  throughout  the  year,  in  which 
all  students  whose  merit  would  warrant  it  are  expected  to  take 
part.  Students  of  this  department  also  appear  publicly  on  the 
monthly  Rhetorical   programs. 
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Artist  recitals  are  also  frequently  given  by  persons  of  re- 
nown, and  these  are  invariably  of  such  a  high  class  that  the}' 
are  of  inestimable  value,  not  only  to  the  students  of  music, 
but  to  all  wiho  would  widen  their  general  appreciation  of  art. 
Students  may  also  give  recitals  under  the  supervision  of  the 
music    faculty    when    their    work    is    sufficiently   advanced. 

The  school  owns  six  good  pianos  for  practice  purposes. 
Practice  is  free,  but  students  who  idle  their  time  will  be  dis- 
missed. 

Children  as  Beginners. — A  correct  beginning  in  piano  inT 
struction  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Bad  habits  formed  at 
the  start  are  not  easily  broken,  and,  indeed,  sometimes  the 
best  instruction,  with  faithful  practice  on  pupil's  part,  fail  to 
rectify  the  mistakes  of  a  poor  beginning.  Therefore,  we  give 
special  attention  to  beginners  among  children,  in  order  that 
they  may  acquire  correct  habits  while  the  hand  is  forming. 
Children  must  be  at  least  seven  years  of  age.. 

Tuition,  Practice,  Etc.— Tuition  is  twenty-five  (25) 
cents  a  lesson,  payable  in  advance,  once  every  four  weeks. 
This  entires  pupils  to  ample  practice  without  extra  charge. 
All  are  expected  to  take  two  lessons  a  week.  Parents  will 
greatly  oblige  by  renewing  tickets  promptly  every  four  weeks, 
as  every  lesson  lost  hampers  the  advancement  of  the  pupil. 


THE    PRACTICE    SCHOOL. 

The  Practice  School  is  thoroughly  organize!  and  excellent 
work  is  being  done  here.  Two  years  of  practical  teaching  is 
done  by  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes,  under  the  supervision 
and  criticism  of  two  critic  teachers  and  prepares  them  for  the 
actual  work  of  teaching  in  a  well-planned  grade  or  ungraded 
public  school. 

School  superintendents  and  those  desiring  teachers  will  do 
well  to  write  to    President  B.  F.  Allen  before  selecting  them. 

Tuition   is   free. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  can  go  from  the 
grammar  grades  by  regular  steps  into  the  sub-normal,  and 
thence   into   the   normal. 

This  department  was  established  as  a  part  of  Lincoln  In- 
stitute by  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  .Missouri,  and  has  been  in  operation  since  January, 
1892. 

A   new    three-room    budding    has   just   been   erected    by   the 
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students    of    the    Department    of    Carpentry,    and    the    Practice 
School  now  occupies  its  own  building.

INDUSTRIAL    COURSES    IN    NORMAL    DEPARTMENT. 

Industrial  training  courses  are  a  part  of  the  Normal  and 
College  courses. 

All  students  are  expected  to  be  regular  in  attendance, 
willing  to  do  work  assigned  to  them,  and  to  exercise  reason- 
able care  in  the  use  of  tools,   machinery  and   material. 

All  normal  students  have  an  hour  and  thirty  minutes  shop 
practice  each  school  day.  This  period  may  come  early  or 
late  in  the  day,  according  to  the  class  with  which  the  student 
may  be  connected  in  other  departments.  The  shops  are  open 
and  in  operation  from  8  a.  m.  until  12  m.,  and  from  1:15  p.  m. 
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to    4    p.    m.,    thus    giving    accommodations    to    six    classes  each 
day  in  each  shop. 

Students  in  all  departments  are  required  to  take  two 
years  of  industrial  work.  Five  double  periods  a  week  through- 
out the  year.  Each  year's  work  will  count  for  one  unit  on 
/graduation. 


INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENT    FOR    YOUNG    MEN. 

Everything  in  the  nature  of  tools,  material,  drawing,  ink 
and  paper,  is  famished  by  the  school.  The  student  furnishes* 
his  own  aprons  and  towels,  and  is  expected  to  keep  them  clean. 

As  an  example  of  progres  the  ssu dents  have  made,  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  several  oak  tables,  large  library  cases  and 
numerous  other  articles,  illustrating  different  stages  of  the 
work  in  carpentry,  have  been  made  the  past  year  in  the  car- 
penter shop,  while  the  students  in  the  blacksmith  shop  have 
made  a  two-horse  wagon,  shod  horses,  repaired  buggies,  made 
hammers  and  hatchets,  screwdrivers  and  ornamental  work, 
such    as    lamp    stands,    etc. 

About  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  expended  in  equipping 
this  department,  mainly  for  buildings  and  machinery.  A 
main  building,  forty  by  one  hundred  feet,  two  stories  in 
height,  stands  on  the  Institute  hill,  less  than  two  hundred  feet 
from  the  main  school  building. 

The  woodworking  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains 
the  following:  Fifteen  work-benches  with  tools  for  forty-five 
students,  twe]ve  wood  lathes,  two  scroll  says,  one  band  saw 
and   one  grindstone. 

The  smith  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  four- 
teen forges  and  sets  of  blacksmith  tools,  a  power  fan,  which 
furnishes  the  blasts  to  the  forges,  a  thirty-inch  smokestack, 
which  keeps  the  shop  clear  of  smoke. 

The  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  large  dynamo. 


Course    in    Woodwork. 

The  course  is  arranged  to  suit  the  needs  of  students  aj 
follows:  (a)  Those  who  desire  to  spend  one  year  in  car- 
pentry division  and  change  to  metal  shop  next  year,  (b)  Those 
who  desire  to  concentrate  and  spend  two  years  in  carpentry- 
(c)  Those  who  expect  to  become  tradesmen  or  manual  train- 
ing teachers. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  following  branches  of  the 
trade     processes:      Manual     training     exercise      (simple,     useful 
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articles),    wood    turning,    cabinet    making    and    hou~o    construc- 
tion.    Two    ninety    minute    periods    a    week    throughout. 

FIRST     YEAR. 

First  Term, — Use  and  care  of  tools.  Practical  lessons  in 
sawing,  planing  and  squaring;  construction  of  simple,  useful 
articles;  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means  of  fastenings; 
theory  classes. 

Second  Term. — Theory  of  uniting  parts  of  objects  by 
means  of  joints;  joint  construction;  study  of  commercial 
woods;  process  of  milling  and  kilning  lumber;  constructing 
articles  of   furniture;    paint  and   wood   finish;    theory  classes. 

Third  Term. — Cabinet  construction;  figuring  bills  of  lum- 
ber; study  of  commercial  order;  making  out  bills;  theory 
classes. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

First  Term. —  (Cottage  construction) — Soil;  material  suit- 
able for  footing,  foundation  and  pillars;  framing  sills,  joists, 
walls,  partitions  and  openings:    roof  construction. 

Second  Term. —  (Exterior  trimming)  —  Baseboards  and 
drip  caps;  weatherboards;  window  and  door  frames,  con- 
struction, cornice;   various  kinds  and   detail. 

Third  Term. —  (Interior  trimming) — Laying  floors;  wain- 
scoting;  application  of  hardware. 


Wood   Turning. 

The   aims   of   wood    turning   are  divided    into    two  classes — 
the  Formative  and  Utilitarian. 
The  Formative  aims  aTe: 

1.  To   instill   a   taste  for,   and   a   love  of  labor   in   general. 

2.  To  develop  independence  and  self-reliance. 

3.  To   train    in   habits   of   order,    exactness,   ceanliness. 

4.  To  train   the  eye  and  sense  of  form,  to  give  a  general 
dexterity  to  hand,  and  to  develop  touch. 

The  Utilitarian  aims  are: 

1.  To  give   directly   dexterity   in   the   use  of  tools. 

2.  To  execute  exact  work. 

FIRST    YEAR. 

First     Term. — Care     of     shop,     name     of     tools;     parts     of 

lathes   and   care    of    same.      Eleven    exercises    are   given    and    so 

arranged   as  to   bring  in   use  the  various  tools,  the  development 

and    combination    of    the    different    surfaces;     the    use    of    the 
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dividers    and    calipers    and    the    correct    centering  of  work    for 
the  lathe. 

Second  and  Third  Terms. — Vocational  work;  the  making 
of  porch  and  stair  balustrades,  table  legs,  spindles  for  grill 
work,  newel  posts,  plain  and  classic  columns,  baseball  bats, 
mallets,  gavels,  urns,  drops,  chisel  handles,  corner  heads, 
rolling-pins,  potato  mashers,  dumb-bells,  etc. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

The  work  during  the  second  year  is  wholly  artistic  in 
design. 

'First  Term. — Vocational  work,  band-saw  practice;  face- 
plate work,  making  square  and  round  rosettes,  plinth  blocks, 
stool  tops,  etc.;  learning  to  polish  with  the  mop,  making  an^ 
the  assembling  of  two  or  more  parts. 

Second  and  Third  Terms. — Inside  chucking,  outside  chuck- 
ing, inside  polishing,  outside  polishing,  carving  of  rosettes  and 
plinth  blocks,  inlaying  of  different  colored  woods,  making 
napkin  rings,  plain  and  fancy  igoblets,  mugs,  large  and  small 
bowls,  powder  puffs,  powder  cases,  jewelry  cases,  glueing  to- 
gether different  woods  and  turning  same. 


Mechanical    and    Architectural    Drawing:. 

FIRST     YEAR. 

Mechanical  drawing  is  used  as  a  means  of  expression 
through  a  medium  of  lines,  drawn  on  paper  or  other  suitable 
material,  so  arranged  that  they  will  convey  a  clear,  definite 
conception  of  any  mechanical  or  architectural  constructions 
already  existing,  or  that  which  only  exists  in  the  mind.  To 
beccue  a  skilled  mechanic,  it  is  essential  that  the  student 
should  have  a  knowledge  of  mechanical  drawing,  and  a  large 
s  mount  of  time  is  given  to  practice  in  the  drawing-room  to 
enable  the  student  to  acquire  the  skill  necessary  for  his 
future  work.  Two  ninety  minute  periods  a  week  throughout 
the  year  for  two  years  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the 
course. 

First  Term. — Name,  care  and  use  of  instruments;  terms 
and  definitions  used  in  mechanical  drawing;  lining  with  pen- 
cil and  ink;    geometrical  problems. 

Second  Term. — Problems  in  projection,  geometrical  solids, 
mechanical  lettering,  plain  free-hand  lettering  and  elementary 
machine  drawing. 

Third    Term. — Shading    and    sectioning,    assembly    drawings 
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and  tracings  are  made  from  specially  prepared  sketches  of  de- 
tails for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  the  students  with  con- 
ventions used  in  actual  work. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Orotkographic  projections;  plans  and  eleva- 
tions;   estimations,   using  the  brush  in  was'h-coloring. 

Second  Term. — The  drawing  of  orders  and  learning  their 
proportions;  shades  and  shadows. 

Third  Term. — Orignal  designs;  perspective  and  free-hand 
sketching  of  architectural  details. 

Course   in  Blacksmithing. 

First  Year. — The  course  of  exercises  begins  with  welding 
and  forging  old  tire  iron  or  old  horseshoes  into  a  square  rod, 
out  of  which   are  made  hooks,  links,   staples,   clevises,   tongs. 

Second  Year.. — Marking  and  shaping  horseshoes,  practical 
horseshoeing,   toolmaking,   tempering    and    ornamental    work. 

The  work  of  horseshoeing  includes  lectures  on  the  ana- 
tomy of  hoofs;  diseases  of  the  feet;  making  special  shoes  to 
overcome  such  defects  as  corns  and  quarter  cracks. 

Machine   and    Engineering    Course. 

This  division  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Industrial 
Building,  in  a  well-appointed  room,  36x38  feet.  It  is  fur- 
nished with  two  16-inch  lathes,  two  6-inch  lathes  and  two 
speed  lathes,  one  shaper,  drill  press,  planer,  emery  and  grind- 
ing stone.  This  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  thirty-horse- 
power (high  speed)  Armington  &  Sims  steam  engine.  Most 
of  the  repairs,  such  as  woodworking  machinery,  power  fans, 
steam  pumps,  steam  traps  hot-water  tanks,  and  many  feet  of 
steam  line  are  done  by  students  in  this  division. 

The  aim  of  this  division  is  to  give  the  student  thorough 
training  in  mechanical  principals,  and  a  foundation  upon  which 
he  may  build  along  any  line  of  machine  or  steam  engineering 
work  that  he  may  follow.  Students  are  also  taugiht  the  dif- 
ferent forms  in  which  iron  and  steel  are  used  in  machine  con- 
struction, and  the  different  operations  through  which  it  is 
put  in  taking  such  forms  are  simplified  and  used  as  exercise, 
one  operation  being  taken  at  a  time.  Two  ninety  minute 
periods  a  week.  One  year's  work  in  any  of  the  trades  will 
count  for  a  unit  on  graduation.  The  course  of  study  is  as 
follows: 
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FIRST    YEAR. 

Ulrst  Term. — Care  of  shop,  name  and  care  of  machines 
and  tools,  such  as  various  files,  straight  ball  and  cross  pins, 
hammers,  vice  work  in  chipping  and  filing,  clamping  of  rough 
and  smooth  work,  brass  and  soft  metals,  various  cold  chisel 
and  how  ground,  two-foot  rule,  6  and  12  inch  steel  scale  and 
square;   theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Second  Term. — Clamping  work  in  shaper  for  straight  and 
angle  cutting,  laying  off  work  for  drill  press,  speeding  drills 
for  wrought  iron  and  steel;  stropping  work  on  planer;  special 
study  on  the  slide-valve  steam  engine  and  action  of  steam  on 
piston;  the  throttling  and  flywheel  governor  and  oilinlg  engine; 
theory  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — Correct  centering  for  lathe  work;  practice 
in  straight,  oval  and  angle  turning;  making  screens  ana 
spindles  of  different  kinds;  use  of  diamond,  round  and  pari> 
ing  tool;  grinding  and  tempering  various  steels;  file  and 
emery  cloth  in  polishing-;  dividers  outside  calipers;  theory 
class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

First  Term., — Setting  engine  and  horizontal  tubular  boil 
ers;  hoisting  stacks;  firing;  method  of  coal  spreading  and 
placing  wood;  care  and  repair  of  furnace,  feed  pumps  and  in- 
jectors; valve  grinding,  water  and  steam  guages,  columns, 
traps  and    separators;    theory   class    and    mechanical  drawing. 

Second  Term. — Lathe  turning  for  shrinking  fists;  Ver- 
nier calipers;  hoisting  and  lining  shafts;  calculating  speed  of 
pulleys  and  belts;  inside  boring,  turning  and  threading;  turn- 
ing napkin  rings,  cups,  dumb-bells  and  candle  stands;  theory 
class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — The  student  constructs  a  complete  machine 
as  an  illustration  of  the  principles  involved,  and  as  a  test 
of   his  knowledge  of   the  principles  already   studied. 


TAILORING. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  make  practical  tailors 
for  positions  either  as  journeymen  or  as  managers  of  shops. 
Upon  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  certificates  are  given, 
and  the  graduate  is  recommended  as  being  thoroughly  quali- 
fied for  either  of  the  above  positions. 

FIRST    YEAR. 
First   Term. — Care    of   the    shop;    position    on  board;    prac- 
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tice  in  the  use  of  needle  and  thimble  in  basting,  backstitch- 
ing,  felling,  serging;  the  size  of  needles  needed  for  the  vari- 
ous stitches. 

Second  Term. — Buttonholes,  first  without  grimp;  French 
narrow  and  English  broad  holes;  pocket-tacking  with  bars  ana 
«.rowfeet;  lining-tacking  with  herringbone,  chain  stiching  and 
other  fancy  stitches;  stating  various  styles  of  putting  on 
buttons. 

Third  Term. — Simple  work  in  busheling,  including  dif- 
ferent styles  of  patches  and  darning;  cleaning  and  pressing  of 
garments;  studies  in  the  chemistry  of  cleaning;  practice  on  the 
machine;  its  regulation  and  care;  theory  classes  on  making 
trousers;    making  the  pockets  and   other  parts  of   trousers. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Overall  pants;  joining  and  shaping  of  trous- 
ers; artistic  finishing; breeches  making;  altering  garments  to 
produce  any  desired  effect. 

Second  Term. — Vest  pockets;  edge-stay  fitting,  collar  and 
iapel  padding;    plain  vest  making. 

Third  Term. — Fancy  vests  with  and  without  collars, 
single  and  double-brested;  making  coat  pockets,  canvasses 
and  sleeves. 

THIRD   YEAR. 

First  Term. — Making  single  amd  double-breasted  sack 
coats  to  try  on,  and  fitting  same;  taking  measure  and  d'ran 
ing   trousers. 

Second  Term. — 'Frock  coats;  waistcoat  drafting;  the  vari- 
ous styles  of  collars  and  fronts  for  overcoats. 

Third  Term. — This  term  is  given  mainly  to  theory  classes 
on  sliop  management  and  economy;  drafting  and  fitting  of  ill- 
formed  figures;  economy  in  cutting;  study  of  materials,  trade 
talks. 


SHOEMAKING. 

The  course  is  ma  oped  out  to  cover  a  period  of  three 
years,  and  is  intended  to  give  the  student  thorough  training 
in  making  and  repairing  shoes.  Most  of  the  repairing  for  the 
school  is  done  in  the  shop,  and  many  shoes  are  made.  This 
work  gives  the  student  a  great  amount  of  practice. 

FIRST    YEAR. 

First  Term. — Thread  breaking;  making  ends,  making  dif- 
ferent stitches;    care  and  use  of  tools;    patching. 
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Second  Term.— Preparing  leather  for  use;  soling  and  heel- 
ing nailed  shoes;  study  of  different  parts  of  shoes;  invisible 
patching. 

Third  Term. — Study  of  different  kinds  of  leather;  half- 
soling  sewed  shoes;  method  of  putting  together  different  kinds 
of   shoes;    drawing   and  industrial  classes   during   the   year. 

SECOND   YEAR. 

First  Term. — Review  of  first  year's  work;  building  heels, 
to  best  suit  the  wearer;   repearing  pump  shoes. 

Second  Term. — Cutting  leather  to  the  best  advantage; 
bottoming  shoes;  selecting  and  grading  leather. 

Third  Term. — Putting  nippers  together;  problems  in  shoe- 
making;  methods  of  conducting  a  shop;  drawing  and  indus- 
trial classes  during  the  year. 

THIIRD   YEAR. 

first  Term. — Making  shoes  to  best  suit  the  customer's 
foot;    upper  making. 

Second  Term. — Study  of  shoes  of  different  styles;  general 
repairing;    business  methods. 

Third  Term. — Drafting;    business  methods;    general  review. 


INDUSTRIAL    DEPARTMENT   FOR    YOUNG    WOMEN. 

The  young  women  are  taught  dressmaking,  plain  sewing, 
fancy  needle  work  anl  millinery,  and  receive  special  atten- 
tion in  matters  pertaining  to  health,  dress  and  deportment. 
Instruction  is  a1  so  given  in  scientific  cooking  and  in  laundry 
work,  under  the  direction  of  trained  teachers.  Each  course 
has  ninety  minute  periods  a  week.  A  year's  work  will  count 
for  one  unit  on  graduation. 


DOMESTIC    ART    DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  course  it  to  give  the  pupils  practical 
knowledge  of  all  the  varieties  of  hand  sewing  and  machine 
sewing;  also,  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  dress- 
making, with  as  much  practice  in  their  application  as  time 
will  allow.  It  is  not  only  valuab]e  to  those  who  wish  to 
make  their  own  dresses,  but  also  affords  an  opportunity  to 
those  who  wish  to  become  practical   dressmakers.

Course  of  Study.

First  Year. — Bows  and  rosettes;  ribbon  flowers,  making 
different  styles  of  bandeaux,  renovate  ribbon  and  feathers; 
making  wire  frame  from  model;  baby  bonnet. 

Second  Year. — Drafting,  cutting  and  making  buckram 
frame  selected  from  a  picture;  covering  frame  with  silk  or 
velvet;  trimming  hats,  old  and  new;  making  wire  frames; 
covering  with  straw,  braid,  chiffon  or  lace. 

Art  Needle  Work. 
First     Year.— Drafting      and      making      linen  workbasket, 
initial   embroidery,    Spanish    embroidery;    designing  and   execut- 
ing centerpiece    (solid    embroidery);    drawn    work;  designs    for 

pillow  tops.  , 

Second  Year.— Coronation  braid;  color  work,  plann  and 
shaded;  Battenberg;  Hardanger;  stenceling;  basketry  and 
raffia  Either  millinery  or  art  may  be  taken.  Two  ninety 
minute  periods  a  week,  alternating  with  three  ninety  minute 
periods  ol  dressmaking   01   plain  sewing. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCCE. 

The  object  of  the  course  in  domestic  science  is  to  fit 
voiing  women  as  home-makers  and  as  capable  women  in  what- 
ever   sphere    their    life-work    may   be.      Such,    then,    as    tends    to 
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cultivate  correct  observation,  accurate  reasoning,  generous 
judgment  and  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in  nature  and 
art  may  rightfully  find  place  in  such  a  course. 

That  which  most  especially  pertains  to  woman's  province, 
the  home,  is  dependent  upon  the  science  of  chemistry,  physi- 
ology, bacteriology  and  hygiene,  and  direct  applications  of 
the  principles  of  these  sciences  are  made  in  the  lessons  in 
cookery,    dietetics,    home    nursing    and    household    management. 

Course   in    Cooking  and    Housekeeping. 

First,  Year. — The  course  begins  with  instruction  in  the 
care  of  the  kitchen;  study  of  the  stove,  its  drafts,  dampers  and 
fire  building,  its  daily  care;  care  of  the  sink,  trap;  sweeping 
and  dusting;  care  of  brooms,  brushes  and  dusters;  the  study 
of  dust  and  its  dangers;  floor  scrubbing;  window  cleaning; 
care  of  dining  room,  silver;  bathroom  and  bedroom;  care  or 
kerosene  lamps. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  composition  and  dietetic  value 
of  simple  foods.  The  lessons  are  arranged  in  logical  order, 
and  each  principle  is  illustrated  by  the  preparation  of  simple 
dishes,  including  the  quick  breads,  with  study  of  baking  pow- 
der, simple  preparation  of  vegetables,  eggs,  milk,  cheese,  uses 
for  stale  bread,  study  and  making  of  tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  etc. 
The  object  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  plain  disihes  in  the 
most  appetizing  forms. 

Second  Year. — Instruction  and  practice  of  an  advanced 
character  in  the  preparation  of  more  complicated  dishes  than 
are  included  in  the  first  course:  Canning,  preserving;  study 
of  yeast;  flours;  making  of  light  bread;  cooking  fine  and 
rougher  cuts  of  meat,  etc;  plain  and  fancy  cakes,  pastry  and 
puddings,  sherbets,  frappe  and  ice  cream;  planning  simple 
menus. 

Special  Course. — Arranged  for  those  desiring  to  teach  Do- 
mestic Science,  and  is  taken  after  two  years'  course  has  Deem 
satisfactorily  completed.  The  special  course  may  be  com- 
pleted in  six  months  and  includes  the  study  of  the  best 
methods    of    teaching.

This  will  enable 
girls  to  finish  the  courses  in  sewing  and  millinery  in  one  and 
a  half  years,  and  the  courses  in  cooking,  housekeeping  and 
for  boys. 


A    SPECIAL   COURSE    IN    CARPENTRY. 

This  is  a  longer  course  in  carpentry,  and  includes,  in 
addition  to  the  work  laid  out  in  the  regular  industrial  course, 
the  making  of  simple  pieces  of  furniture,  tables,  desks,  beds 
a/nd  hall  seats;  general  repair  work  and  house  building. 
This  course  may  be  finished  in  two  years.  Only  the  first  and 
second  years  of  literary  work  required  in  this  course.  A  cer- 
tificate will  be  given  at  the  end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed 
to  make  intelligent  carpenters. 

This  is  a  two  year's  course,  like  the  special  course  in 
carpentry.  It  includes  tool  making,  horseshoeing,  general 
repair  work,  ironing  wagons  and  buggies  and  all  other  work 
done  in  a  first-class  shop.  A  certificate  will  be  given  at  the 
end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to  make  intelligent  black- 
smiths. 


SPECIAL    COURSE    IN   AGRICULTURE. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  make  practical  farmers. 
A  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  given  to  those  who  com- 
plete the  course  with  credit. 

The  figures  2,  3,  5  and  7,  represent  the  number  of  periods 
a  week  in  each  subject;  those  marked  seven  receiving  two  ex- 
tra periods  for  laboratory  or  field  work.

Military   Instruction. 

P.ans  are  made  for  military  instruction  lor  the  young 
men.  This  instruction  will  he  required  of  each  hoy.  Ite  ob- 
ject   is   three-fold:     (1)    To    make  young   men  graceful    m    car- 
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riage;     (2)    Prompt   to    obey    orders    from    those  who    have  the 
control  over  them,  and   (3)   Good,  patriotic  citizens. 

Medals. 

The  Alumni  Medal:  The  Alumni  of  Lincoln  Institute  offer 
a  gold  medal  to  the  student  whose  general  averaige  in  scholar- 
ship for  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  is  the  highest. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


The  Aim. 

The  aim  of  Lincoln  Institute  is  to  fit  young  men  and 
young  women  of  our  race  to  live  efficiently  and  serviceably  in 
the  world. 

The  teaching  force  consists  of  thirty-one  professors  and 
assistants — mien  and   women   of   good   traininig  and   culture. 

The  location  is  ideal  for  study  and  for  health.  The  water 
supply,  the  lighting  plant  and  the  sewerage  are  connected  with 
the  city  system  and  are  modern  in  every  respect. 

Admission. 

Male  candidates  for  admission  to  the  sub-normal  and  nor- 
mal departments  are  received  at  or  above  the  age  of  fourteen 
years,  and  female  candidates  at  the  age  of  thirteen  years.  At 
the  discretion  of  the  President,  those  younger  may  be  ad- 
mitted. 

All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character  from  at  least  three  reliable  persons  before  they  will 
be  received  as  members  of  the  institution;  and  those  who  come 
from  other  institutions  of  learning  must  submit  evidence  ol 
honor-able  dismissal. 

All  candidates  should  be  present  not  later  than  the  first 
day  of  the  first  term.  Those  coming  later  than  the  first 
week  will  put  themselves  and  their  teachers  to  the  inconven- 
ience of  a  private  examination. 

Candidates  for  admission  should  notice  carefully  the 
course  of  study,  to  see  what  will  be  required  of  them  when 
they  present  themselves  for  examination. 

Students  who  may  from  any  cause  be  absent  for  a  part 
of  the  term,  or  ome  or  more  terms,  will  be  required,  on  re- 
turning, to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  studies  pur- 
sued in  their  class  during  their  absence. 

All  letters  sent  to  students  should  be  addressed  in  care  of 
Lincoln  Institute,  Jefferson  City. 

Jefferson    City   is    a    small   place,    and  students   coming   for 
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the  first  time  will  experience  no  difficulty  in  finding  the  school. 
Reliable  hackmen  meet  all  trains  and  will  bring  students  and 
friends  to  the  school  for  50  cents  if  only  one  person  rides;  25 
cents,  if  two  or  more. 

The  President  has  an  office  in  the  Main  building,  to  which 
the  students  have  access  at  stated  times.  He  is  glad  to 
render  them  any  assistance  that  is  in  his  power  as  their  friend 
and  adviser. 

Government. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  positive  in  prohibiting 
all  immoral  practices,  as  well  as  actions  leading  thereto,  and 
in  exacting  a  uniform  regard  for  good  order,  studious  habits 
and  careful  observance  of  the  prescribed  routine  of  duty.  The 
largest  liberty  consistent  with  these  objects  is  granted.  No 
arbitrary  rules  or  unreasonable  exactions  are  made,  but  good 
order  is  expected  and  demanded,  and  no  successful  teaching 
can  be  accomplished  without  it.  But  while  order  is  indispens- 
able to  success  in  teaching,  it  is  sought  not  for  its  own  sake 
merely,  but  as  an  element  of  discipline.  All  discipline,  as 
well  as  instruction,  in  this  school  is  made  subservient  to  these 
ends.

Prohibitions. 

1.  The  association  of  the  young  men  and  the  young 
women  without  permission;  note  writing  between  young  men 
and  young  women;    the  passing  of  notes  by  students. 

2.  The  use  of  intoxicating  drinks;  the  use  of  tobacco  in 
any  of  its  forms;  carrying  firearms  or  any  deadly  weapons; 
indulgence  in  profanity,  obscenity  or  gambling;  the  use  or  pos- 
session of  dice,  playing  cards  or  any  other  gambling  device. 
A  single  instance  of  intoxication  or  gross  immorality  on  the 
part  of  any  student  will,  ipso  facto,  sever  his  connection  with 
the  institution. 

3.  The  use  or  possession  of  any  immoral  literature. 

4.  Visiting   one   another's   rooms   during  study   hours. 

5.  Absence  from  the  premises,  going  to  the  city  or  visit- 
ing   families    without    permission    from    the    President. 
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6.  All  improper  behavior  or  unnecessary  noise.  Students 
not  engaged  in  recitation  exercises  will  not  be  allowed  to  oc- 
cupy recitation  rooms  without  permission  from  the  President. 

7.  Cutting,  marking,  or  in  any  defacing  the  building  or 
their  appurtenances;  throwing  trash  or  anything  ioffensive  from 
windows. 

8.  Students  boarding  in  the  city  without  special  permis- 
sion from  the  President. 

.    9.     Throwing  stones  upon  the  grounds  near  the  buildings. 
10.     Disturbing   the    trees,    flowers    and   undergrowth. 

Requirements. 

1.  Proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

2.  Punctual  attendance  at  the  opening  exercises  of  the 
school,  recitations,  the  Sunday  services  in  the  Chapel,  etc. 

3.  Strict  observance   of   the   appointed    study   hours. 

4.  Eacih  pupil  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  improper 
conduct  oceuring  in  his  room,  and  jointly  responsible  for  all 
injury  beyond  ordinary  use,  in  case  the  offending  party  is 
not  exposed. 

5.  Occupants  of  rooms  must  keep  them  in  good  order. 
Every  room  must  be  accessible  at  all  times  to  the  President 
and  the  Matrons. 

6.  All  students  are  required  to  observe  the  advice  and 
directions  of  the  Matrons  under  whose  care  and  control  they 
are  placed  in  the  dormitories. 

7.  Bach  student,  in  order  to  retain  his  membership  or 
Lincoln  Institute,  must  receive  at  the  end  of  the  year  a  certi- 
ficate of  good  deportment. 

8.  All  students  leaving  before  the  close  of  the  school 
must  obtain  permission  from  the  President. 

9.  These  rules,  as  far  as  practicable,  apply  to  all  students, 
whether  residing  on  the  premises  or  in  the  city. 

10.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  to  their  homes 
at  the  close  of  the  school,  and  not  to  remain  in  Jefferson  City 
to  make  visits. 

11.  It  is  well  to  bring  textbooks  formerly  used. 

12.  Students  are  required  to  be  furnished  with  all  pre- 
scribed textbooks  at  the  time  when  the  use  of  them  begins. 

13.  All  should  be  provided  with  warm  clothing. 

14.  Young  women   must  have  rubbers  and  raincoats. 

15.  Each  article   of   clothing   should   be   marked    with   the 
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owner's  name,  and  list  of  articles  should  be  brought. 

16.  Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  the  owner's 
name. 

17.  Every  student,  by  entering  the  Institute,  is  regarded 
as  giving  a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other  estab- 
lished  regulations. 

18.  Parents  will  save  us  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  by 
refraining  from  sending  to  their  children  boxes  containing  ar- 
ticles of  food. 

The  daily  exercises  begin  at  8:45  and  continue  until  4:15 
o'clock.  The  devotional  exercises  begin  in  chapel  atl0:20  a. 
m.,  and  last  thirty  minutes.  All  are  required  to  be  present. 
Lectures  by  visitors  and  by  the  President  are  given  at  this 
period,  in  addition  to  the  reading  of  a  passage  from  the  Bible, 
prayer  and   singing. 

Religious   Exercises   and   Instructions. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  services  in  the  churches 
of  the  city  on  Sabbath  morning,  or  the  lecture  in  the  chapel  at 
the  Institute  on  Sunday  afternoon.  All  the  ministers  of  the 
city,  both  white  and  colored,  preach  for  us  at  least  twice  dur- 
ing the  scholastic  year,  and  the  President  conducts  the  services 
when  the  ministers  do  not. 

The  young  men  have  a  regularly  organized  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
which  has  become  an  admirable  training  school  for  religious 
work,  and  the  young  women  have  organized  a  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
The  King's  Daughters  is  a  regularly  established  branch  of  the 
national  organization  bearing  that  name,  and  is  filling  a  very 
important  place  in  the  religious  life  of  the  school.  The  meet- 
ings are  interesting  and  helpful,  and  are  largely  attended  by 
both  teachers  and  pupils.  Prom  the  religious  exercises  of  the 
Institute  everything  of  a  sectarian  nature  is  carefully  excluded. 

Textbooks. 

Students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  whatever  text- 
books they  may  have.  All  students  must  provide  their  own 
textbooks.       They  can  be  bought  at  the  school. 

Societies. 

The  society  of  the  Alumni  was  organized  June  10,  1876. 
It  is   composed   of   those  who   hold   diplomas,   and  is   a  valuable 
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auxiliary  to  the  Institute.  The  meeting  of  this  society  s  held 
at  the  close  of  each  scholastic  year. 

The  Olive  Branch  is  composed  of  the  young  ladies  in  the 
Normal  and  College  departments.  The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary 
Society  is  composed  of  students  in  all  the  various  departments 
of  the  school,  and  meets  every  Friday  evening.  The  Longfel- 
low and  iSlhakespeare  clubs  are  under  the  direction  of  members 
of  the  Faculty.  The  Lincoln  Fraternity  and  the  Lincoln 
Sorority  societies  are  composed  respectively  of  young  men  and 
young  women  of  the  higher  grades.  Their  object  is  to  help 
the  literary  and  social  life  of  the  school.  These  societies  meet 
weekly.  Formal  social  gatherings  are  permitted  once  a  month, 
and  all  students  below  the  age  of  eighteen  are  excluded  from 
attending  them.  Members  of  the  Faculty  are  always  present 
at  these  gatherings. 

The  clothing  of  the  young  women  must  be  becoming,  plain 
and  substantial.  No  extravagant  or  unnecessary  finery  will  be 
permitted.  Those  who  bring  it  will  be  required  to  lay  it  aside 
while    here. 


Uniform    Suits. 

The  scihool  has  a  uniform  for  girls  and  one  for  boys,  and 
the  object  is  to  save  parents  the  cost  of  expensive  clothing. 
These  uniforms  can  be  bought  or  made  at  home  or  in  the 
sewing  department  by  those  who  are  advances  in  sewing.  The 
cost  lor  girls  is  $7.00  to  $12.00,  including  the  cap;  for  boysv 
$10.50  to  $14.00.  The  girls'  uniform  will  be  a  white  shirt 
waist  suit  for  warm  weather;  a  navy  blue  suit  for  cold  weather; 
a  'dark  silk  waist  may  be  worn.  All  girls  are  required  to  wear 
the  (mortar  board  cap.  In  the  spring  of  the  year  a  plain  sailor 
hat  may  take  the  place  of  the  cap.  All  these  can  be  made  at 
home  or  purchased  in  Jefferson  City. 

All  students  are  required  to  wear  the  school  uniform  un- 
less some  special  reason  for  not  doing  so  is  given. 

Promotion  and  Graduation. 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each  term. 
The  results  of  these  examinations,  averaged  with  the  daily 
recitations,  determine  the  standing  of  the  student  in  scholar- 
ship. The  student  whose  term  average  is  90  per  cent  or  above 
will  be  exempted  from  the  term's  examination.  At  the  end 
of  each   term   every   student   is   furnished   a  report   showing  his 
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rank,  scholarship  and  deportment.  In  case  of  mimors,  these 
reports  are  furnished  to  parents  or  guardians. 

A  student  loses  his  grade  if  at  the  close  of  any  term  his 
standing  in  any  three  studies  is  less  than  5  0  per  cent.  No 
tudent  whose  average  in  any  study  at  the  end  of  the  year  is 
below  70  per  cent,  or  whose  deportment  is  less  than  GO  per 
cent,  will  be  promoted  to  a  higher  grade. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  either  from  the  Normal  or 
the  College  department  whose  average  in  any  study  is  less  than 
70  per  cent  in  scholarship  and  less  than  60  per  cent  in  de- 
portment. 

Tuition. — There  is  charged  a  tuition  fee  of  $3.00  the 
scholastic  year,  for  students  who  reside  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, and  $13.00  the  scholastic  year,  for  non-residents  of  the 
State.  No  student  will  be  enrolled  and  permitted  to  begin 
work     until     he    has     paid     the     year's     tuition     in     advance. 

Boarding  Department. 

The  boarding  department,  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  President,  will  furnish  board  at  $8.00  for  the  scholastic 
month  of  four  weeks,  or  twenty-eight  days.  Please  remember 
that  the  board  month  is  four  weeks,  and  not  from  date  to  date. 
Any  student  who  does  not  care  to  assist  in  the  work  of  the 
department  will  be  required  to  pay  $9.50  a  month.  The  school 
year  of  forty  weeks  is  divided  into  ten  periods  of  four  weeks 
each,  and  board  must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  Money 
for  board  ought  to  be  sent  by  draft,  money  order  or  registered 
letter  to  the  President,  and  not  to  the  students.  Many  stu- 
dents secured  free  board  by  working  in  this  department  last 
year.  As  far  as  possible  help  or  work  for  full  or  half  board 
will  be  given  only  to  indigent  but  deserving  students.  Only 
those  who  need  the  help  and  can  prove  themselves  deserving 
need  apply  for  aid.  Money  for  board  will  be  refunded  only  in 
case  of  sickness.  No  deduction  will  be  made  for  less  than 
a  week. 

Athletics. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  athletics.  Through  the  foot- 
ball team  and  the  baseball  team  the  school  has  been  brought 
before  the  public  in  a  very  commendable  way.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  to  see  that  only  clean,  manly  sports  are  kept  up 
in  the  school. 
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Those  who  wish  to  make  the  teams  must  maintain  an 
honorable  record  for  scholarship  and   deportment. 

Main    Building. 

This  building  is  large  and  complete  in  aLl  provisions  for 
healtih  and  study.  It  has  a  thoroughly  equipped  chemical  and 
physical  laboratory,  a  library  with  fireproof  ceiling,  ample 
provsions  for  a  large  collection  of  books,  a  chapel,  an  observa- 
tory for  practice  work  in  astronomy,  an  a  gymnasium  for  the 
department  of  physical  culture;  also,  recitation  rooms  for  the 
Collegiate  and  Normal  departments.  This  buildinlg  is  lighted 
by  lighted  by  electricity. 

The    Library. 

The  Library  has  about  7,000  bound  volumes,  in  addition 
to  pamphlets,  monthly  and  weekly  magazines.  Students  may 
draw  two  books  and  keep  them  two  weeks  with  privilege  of 
renewal  for  two  weeks  more.  Books  kept  longer  than  the 
required  time  will  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  a  cent  a  day. 

Dormitories. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building,  there  are  two  large 
dormitories,  one  for  young  women  and  the  other  for  young 
men.  The  new  dormitory  for  young  women  has  just  been 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.00,  and  is  one  of  the  most  modern 
buildings  for  the  purpose  in  the  country.  All  the  rooms  are 
lighted  by  electricty  and  heated  by  steam. 

The  first  floor  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  industries  for 
tgirls,  and  to  the  cuisine  and  dining  departments. 

The  rooms  are  neat,  and  built  with  a  view  to  comfort  and 
health.  Only  two  girls  re  placed  in  one  room'  unless  the  crowd- 
ed condition  forces  us  to  put  in  cots. 

Ample  and  modern  facilities  for  baths  and  for  heat  are 
made. 

The  young  men's  dormitory  is  also  new  and  is  one  of  the 
best  appointed  dormitories  in  the  country  in  schools  of  this 
kind.  The  rooms  are  only  large  enough  for  two  occupants, 
and  the  building  is  supplied  with  baths  and  other  modern  im- 
provements, such  as  electric  light  and  steam  heat. 

Both  dormitories  are  supplied  with  iron  enameled  beds, 
mattresses,  chairs  and  tables. 
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We  do  not  furnish  towels,  napkins  and  bedclothes,  lace 
curtain    and    rugs. 

The  young  men  and  the  young  women  are  under  the  im- 
mediate supervision  of  matrons  and  members  of  theFaculty, 
who  reside  in  the  buildings. 

As  far  as  possible  we  try  to  make  our  dormitories  home- 
like and  ask  the  patrons  and  friends  to  co-'operate  with  the 
President  and  faculty  in  making  our  school  a  home  for  our 
students. 

Washing  is  done  at  prices  ranging  from  $1.00  to  $2.00 
per  month. 

Those  who  prefer  it,  may  do  their  own  laundering  in  the 
school  laundry.  Students  furnish  soap,  starch,  bluing,etc,  but 
tubs,  irons,  washboards  and  other  necessary  material  are 
furnished  by   the   school. 


SOME   SUGGESTIONS  FOR  TEACHERS. 

'Perhaps  the  chief  thing  to  observe  is  the  spirit  of  the 
school,  its  atmosphere,  that  psychological  and  social  condition 
which  grows  out  of  the  relations  existing,  the  motive  and 
spirit  of  the  work — in  short,  the  life  of  the  school,  which  is 
its  real  educative  force.  This  is,  of  course,  intangible  and  in- 
visible, but  it  can  be  spiritually  discerned." — Gilbert,  the 
School  and  Its  Life. 

"In  the  final  analysis  all  great  success  depends  upon  three 
qualities:    judgment,   patience   and   courage." 

Keep  on   studying  men  and  books.      Get  in  touch  with  the 
world  and  be  a  part  of  it. 

Cultivate  constantly  a  prompt,  decisive  but  courteous  manner. 

Don't  grow  careless  about  your  English. 

Read  the  best  literature  as  a  pastime. 

Lend  others  a  helping  hand. 

Give  everybody  his  due;    be  generous;    and   do   not   let  the 
shortcomings  of  others  weigh  too  heavily  upon  you. 

Don't  get  lazy  and  quit  studying. 

Don't  expect  everybody  to  boost  you. 

Go  to  a  university  during  the  summer  and  study  for  all 
you   are   worth. 

Don't    knock. 

Don't  neglect  to  cultivate  the  social  graces. 
Teachers  shall   acquaint    themselves    with    the    course    of    study 
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and  the  plan  of  work  adopted.  They  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible  for  the  carry ing  out  of  the  same  in  all  matters 
relating  to  their  respective  departments. 

Teachers  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the  neatness, 
temperature  and  ventilation  of  their  schoolrooms.  Each  teacher 
shall  keep  the  temperature  of  his  room  at  from  65  to  70  de- 
grees, with  the  thermometer  not  more  than  three  feet  from 
the  floor. 

The  teachers  shall  co-operate  at  all  times  with  the  Presi- 
dent in  securing  good  order  and  in  the  general  management  of 
theschool. 

Teachers  are  expected  to  attend  strictly  to  school  duties 
during  school  hours,  and  to  refrain  from  all  discussion  oi 
social,  political  or  ecclesiastical   questions. 

Teachers  must  not  send  their  pupils  on  errands  of  any 
kind  during  school  hours,  except  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity, 
and  then  only  with  the  approval  and  permission  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

All  teachers  must  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  work  and 
deportment  of  each  student,  and  report  the  same  in  good  shape 
to  the  President,  in  order  that  an  accurate  record  can  be  kept 
of  the  same. 

All  teachers  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  and  before  the 
salary  of  the  last  month  of  the  year  is  paid,  return  all  record 
books,  library  books  and  all  other  material  belonging  to  the 
school  to  the  President.  Teachers  who  are  absent  from  class 
on  account  of  sickness,  etc.,  shall  be  required  to  furnish  proper 
substitute,  whio  must  meet  thea  pproval  of  the  President  of  the 
school  and  the  executive  committee  of  the  Board. 

Teachers  will  take  care  that  their  classrooms  and  the 
furniture,  apparatus,  maps,  charts  and  other  school  property- 
belonging  thereto  be  not  defaced  or  injured;  and  upon  dis- 
covery of  any  injury  they  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Teachers  shall  not  announce,  nor  allow  to  be  announced, 
any  public  exhibition,  entertainment  or  meeting  not  pertaining 
to  the  school,  and  shall  not  distribute,  nor  allow  to  be  dis- 
tributed on  the  school  premises,  any  tickets  to  such  exhibitions, 
entertainments   or   meetings. 

All  teachers  are  required  to  attend  Faculty  meeting  at 
least  once  a  manth  and  oftener  at  the  call  of  the  President.

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HISTORICAL    SKETCH 


In  discussing  the  so-called  "race  question"  and  what 
has  been  done  for  the  educational  advancement  of  the  Negro, 
both  by  the  North  and  by  the  South,  it  is  well  to  take  into 
consideration  what  the  Negro  has  done  for  himself. 

Many  schools  have  been  established  for  Negroes  by  mis- 
sionary societies  of  various  Christian  denominations  and  by 
the  legislatures  of  every  Southern  State,  and  later  many 
schools  have  been  established  by  Negroes  for  themselves; 
but,  perhaps,  no  one  of  the  schools  of  any  class  has  had  a 
more  interesting  beginning  than  Lincoln  Institute,  which  had 
its  origin  in  a  fund  of  $6,379,  contributed  by  the  soldiers  of 
the  Sixty-second  and  Sixty-fifth  regiments  of  the  United 
States  Colored  Infantry,  whose  first  thought,  when  dis- 
charged from  service^  was  to  establish  in  Missouri  a  school 
where  their  children  could  enjoy  the  blessings  of  a  useful 
education.  R.  B.  Foster,  a  New  England  white  man,  was 
principal  of  the  school  the  first  two  years  of  its  existence. 
He  was  succeeded  by  W.  H.  Payne,  who  held  the  position  one 
year.  Mr.  Foster  was  re-elected  and  held  the  place  for  two 
years  more.  Prof.  S.  C.  Mitchell,  for  years  president  of 
Wilberforce  University,  Ohio,  served  as  president  of  Lincoln 
Institute  several  years.  Among  the  colored  men  who  served 
for  short  periods  are  J.  H.  Jackson  of  Kentucky  and  E.  A. 
Clark  of  Ohio.  Inman  E.  Page  was  president  of  Lincoln  In- 
stitute for  eighteen  years  and  resigned  to  accept  the  presi- 
dency of  the  State  School  for  Colored  People  of  Oklahoma. 
The  present  incumbent  has  been  in  charge  of  the  school  since 
1902. 

The  Board  of  Trustees,  ten  in  number,  was  organized 
June  8  and  incorporated  June  25,  1866,  and  the  school  was 
opened  September  17,  1866. 

In  June^  1871,  the  main  building  was  completed.  It  was 
a  substantial  brick  building,  60x70  feet,  three  stories,  con- 
veniently arranged  and  eligibly  located  upon  a  prominent 
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hill,  just  outside  the  limits  of  Jefferson  City,  commanding  a 
view  of  a  large  part  of  it.  The  grounds  contain  20  acres. 
The  farm  contains  60  acres. 

"The  Legislature  of  1879  appropriated  $15,000  for  the 
support  of  the  Institute,  provided  $5,000  should  be  applied  to 
the  payment  of  its  indebtedness.  Ths  appropriation  was 
contained  in  the  general  appropriation  bill,  and  was  a  grant 
to  a  corporation  managing  a  charity.  The  Constitution  pro- 
vides :  'The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  poAver  to  make 
any  grant  #  *  *  of  public  money  or  thing  of  value  to  any 
individual,  association  of  individuals,  municipal  or  other  cor- 
poration whatever. '  The  grant  was  in  violation  of  that  part 
of  the  Constitution  just  quoted.  Governor  Phelps^  from 
whose  message  to  the  Legislature  the  above  is  taken,  held 
the  bill  until  the  Board  of  Trustees  met  and  unanimously 
voted  to  transfer  the  Institute  to  the  State.  The  bill  was  im- 
mediately approved.  This  friendly  act  of  the  late  Governor 
enabled  the  trustees  to  pay  every  dollar  of  the  debt  which,  for 
several  years  had  embarrassed  them,  and  to  place  the  Insti- 
tute on  a  more  permanent  basis. 

Since  the  Institute  became  a  State  school  the  Legislature 
has  not  only  made  large  appropriations  for  its  maintenance, 
but  has  also  given  money  to  erect  dormitories,  to  purchase 
scientific  apparatus,  to  make  additions  to  the  library  and  to 
repair  the  main  building. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-fourth  General  Assembly  a  col- 
lege and  a  college  preparatory  school  were  established  in 
connection  with  the  Institute. 

The  same  assembly  also  passed  an  act  which  provides 
that  the  normal  diplomas  shall  entitle  their  holders  to  teach 
in  the  schools  of  the  State  without  further  examination ;  also, 
that  the  graded  certificates,  which  are  granted  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  two  years'  course,  shall  entitle  their  holder  to 
teach  the  several  branches  therein  named  for  a  period  of 
two  years  from  the  day  of  graduation.  Provision  is  made  in 
the  act  for  annulling  these  diplomas  and  certificates  when- 
ever it  is  found  necessary. 

By  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  an  In- 
dustrial Department  was  established  in  connection  with  the 
Institute. 

The  main  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  on  the  firs*  of 
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August,  1894,  but  was  soon  replaced  by  a  far  more  com- 
modious structure,  for  the  erection  of  which  the  Legislature 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $40,000. 

Since  then  the  Legislature  has  appropriated  at  different 
times  money  to  erect  a  dormitory  for  young  men,  one  for  the 
young  women  and  a  central  heating  plant.  Lincoln  Institute, 
therefore,  is  well  equipped  in  buildings,  as  well  as  in  teach- 
ing force,  for  the  work  she  has  to  do.

Richard  Baxter  Foster,  son  of  Richard  and  Irene  Bur- 
roughs-Foster, was  born  at  Hanover,  N.  H.,  October  25,  1826. 
Studied  under  his  brother,  Daniel,  at  Topkinton,  Mass.,  and 
at  home.  Entered  Darmouth  College  in  the  class  of  1851. 
Was  "separated"  in  1860,  but  was  given  the  degree  of  A. 
B.  in  1867.  Teacher  in  Mendon  and  Waverly,  111.,  1850-53. 
Pioneer,  farmer,  teacher,  sawmill  man,  Iowa  and  Nebraska, 
till  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  First  Nebraska  Infantry  in 
1862;  First  Lieutenant  Sixty-second  United  States  Colored 
Infantry,  1863,  to  January,  1866.  Established  Lincoln  In- 
stitute, Jefferson  City,  Mo.,  in  1866,  and  continued  connected 
with  it  until  1872.  Went  to  Osborne,  Kan.,  in  May,  1872, 
sent  by  the  American  Home  Missionary  Society,  where  he 
was  ordained  August,  1872.  Pastor  of  Osborne,  Kan.  1872 
to  1882;  Red  Cliff,  Colo.,  1882  to  1884;  Milford,  Kan.'  1884 
to  1888;  Cheney,  Kan.,  1888  to  1890;  Stillwater,  Okla.',  1890 
to  1894;  Perkins,  Okla.,  1894  to  1896;  Okarche,  Okla.,  1896 
to  1901.  Married  October  22,  1851,  Jemima  Leland  Ewing, 
who  died  October  3,  1852,  leaving  one  son,  still  living. 
Married  March  8,  1885,  to  Miss  Lucy  Reed.  Ten  children 
were  born  of  this  union,  and  six  sons  and  two  daughters  are 
stijl  living.  He  published  a  history  of  Lincoln  Institute  in 
1872,  Died  in  Okarche,  Okla.,  April  26,  1901,  of  olrl  age, 
aged  seventy-five  years.

NORMAL  DEPARTMENT. 

The  course  has  been  revised  and  placed  on  a  level  with 
the  best  normal  schools  of  the  State. !  It  takes  a  student  six 
years  to  complete  the  high  school  and  the  normal  course  af tor 
he  has  finished  a  good  grammar  school  course.)    Those  who 
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do  the  high  school  Avork  in  Lincoln  Institute  may  save  a  year. 
Full  credit  is  given  for  work  done  in  other  schools  of  equal 
rank.  Each,  year  of  industrial  work  will  be  credited  as  a 
unit  on  the  requirements  for  graduation  from  the  normal 
department.  Each  student  who  completes  this  course  will 
be  required  to  take  at  least  two  years  of  industrial  work. 

Nine  units  will  entitle  a  student  to  a  certificate  to  teach 
in  any  public  school  of  the  State  for  two  years  from  date  of 
issue.  Three  of  these  units  must  be  taken  in  Lincoln  In- 
stitute. 

Teaching  in  the  Training  School  will  be  required  of  all 
Seniors  who  show  aptness  in  this  line. 

Those  who  take  Agriculture  will  be  required  to  spend 
half  the  time  in  the  study  of  the  theory  as  given  in  the  text- 
book, and  the  other  half  in  the  practice  and  application  of 
the  theory  to  the  work  on  the  farm. 

Graduates  of  the  full  course  in  the  normal  department 
rank  as  Sophomores  in  the  College  of  Liberal  arts  and  are 
classified  as  Juniors  in  that  department  should  they  return 
and  take  the  College  course. 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Pedagogy  (B.  Pd.)  is  con- 
ferred on  all  who  complete  the  full  normal  course  satis- 
factorily. 

OUTLINE  OF  THE  COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  NORMAL 
DEPARTMENT. 

Under  the  respective  heads,  the  subjects  offered  will  be 
designated  in  the  order  in  which  they  must  be  studied,  each 
number  standing  for  one  year's  work  of  ten  months,  five 
recitations  a  week  of  forty-five  minutes.  The  sciences  and 
agriculture  have  two  extra  periods  a  week  for  laboratory 
work.  The  school  year  of  forty  weeks  is  divided  into  three 
terms.  Forty  weeks'  work,  five  days  to  a  week,  forty-five 
minutes  to  the  recitation,  shall  constitute  a  unit.  Eighteen 
7 -nits  are  required  for  graduation  from  this  department 

Graduates  of  approved, first  class  four  years  high  schools 
will  be  given  credit  for  Jb£&r^  units  on  the  regular  normal 
course;  graduates  of  three  year  high  schools  will  be  given 
credit  for  frrrre  units ;  ancLgraduates  of  two  year  high  schools 
will  be  given  credit  for  «x  units  on  th,e  normal  course. 

Each  student  shall  be  required  to  take  all  the  units  of  an 
elective  or  special  course.    No  one  can  take  a  year  of  Latin 
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and  one  of  German,  etc.,  but  must  finish  the  course  elected. 
The  following  will  indicate  the  studies  which  shall  be  re- 
quired, and  those  which  are  elective.

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Explanation  of  Normal   Courses. 
PEDAGOGY. 

First  Year — Sophomore  Class. 

Elementary  Psychology. — A  general  treatment  of  the 
subject,  including  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  nervous  sys- 
tem and  its  functions.  A  study  of  the  principles  underlying 
mental  growth,  with  special  attention  to  mental  states  and 
their  corresponding  physical  states;  the  relation  of  stimulus 
and  response,  the  formation  of  habits,  the  process  of  learn- 
ing. Text— Thorndike's  "Elements  of  Psychology."  Fall 
term. 

Management. — This  course  includes  a  study  of  school 
buildings  and  grounds,  heating,  lighting,  ventilating;  school 
sanitation  and  hygiene ;  seating  of  pupils,  arrangement  of 
desks,  stove,  furniture;  school  libraries  and  supplies;  the 
teacher  his  qualifications  and  duties  and  his  obligation  to 
the  children  and  to  the  community ;  methods  of  securing  at- 
tendance, punctuality,  and  co-operation  of  the  home;  school 
discipline  and  methods  of  securing  good  discipline ;  plays 
and  games;  motivation  vs.  punishment;  interest,  habit  form- 
ation; the  school  program,  classification  of  the  school;  rec- 
c  rds  and  reports  of  school  officers,  to  pupils,  and  to  parents ; 
salary  of  teachers,  tenure  of  position;  industrial  work  in 
rural  schools,  school  contests ;  rural  life  problems ;  important 
sections  of  school  law.  Text. — Colgrove's  "The  Teacher  and 
the  School."     Much  reference  reading.     Winter  term. 

General  Method. — Teaching  regarded  as  a  scientific  pro- 
cess. The  inductive-deductive  modes  of  thought  as  under- 
lying and  determining  the  educative  process.  In  the  latter 
part  of  the  term  some  attention  is  given  to  the  Mis- 
souri Course  of  Study.  Lectures  are  given  on  methods  of 
teaching  the  various  elementary  subjects.  A  special  study 
is  made  of  the  correlation  of  subject  matter^  alternation  grad- 
ing, promotion,  etc.  A  study  is  also  made  of  the  use  of  the 
hbrary  and  supplementary  books  and  the  collection  and  care 
of  material  for  teaching  the  common  school  subjects.  Text. 
•  -McMurray  's  ' '  The  Method  of  the  Recitation. ' '  Also,  much 
reference  reading.    Spring  term. 
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Second  Year — Junior  Class. 

Educational  Psychology. — A  study  of  instincts  and 
capacities,  heredity  and  environment,  individual  differences, 
association  and  analysis,  amitation,  habit  formation^  motor 
exprrssion  and  motor  education,  inductive  and  deductive 
reasoning,  the  culture  epoch  theory,  adolescence.  Texts — 
Gordy,  Pyle,  Magnusson  and  Thorndike.  Fall  term.  Five 
hours. 

Principles  of  Teaching. — A  continuation  of  the  work  of 
the  preceding  term,  with  close  application  of  the  principles 
of  psychology  to  schoolroom  practice.  A  general  summary 
of  educational  principles,  preparatory  to  observation  and 
practice  work.     Thorndike 's  "Principles  of  Teaching." 

Method  of  Observation. — Much  observation  of  actual 
teaching  is  given  in  this  course  as  a  preparation  for  teaching 
during  the  Senior  year.  The  work  observed  is  carefully  dis- 
cussed and  criticised.  Much  time  is  given  to  plan  writing. 
McMurray's  "Method  of  Recitation"  is  reviewed  and  its 
principles  applied  in  plan  writing.  Also  such  books  as 
Stray er's  "The  Teaching  Process"  and  Charters'  "Methods 
of  Teaching"  are  studied. 

Third  Year — Senior. 

History  of  Education. — A  careful  study  is  made  of 
Oriental^  Greek,  Roman  and  Medieval  education.  Special 
attention  is  given  to  th.e  work  of  the  great  reformers,  such 
as  Comenius,  Rousseau,  Pestalozzi,  Herbart,  Froebel  and 
Horace  Mann.  The  latter  part  of  the  course  includes  a  brief 
study  of  modern  school  systems,  in  which  the  schools  of 
Germany  ?  France,  England  and  the  United  States  will  be 
compared.  Two  terms.  Five  hours.  Text — Munroe's  Brief 
Course  in  History  of  Education. 

Practice  Teaching. — Each  Senior  is  required  to  teach  one 
recitation  period  a  day  from  twelve  to  twenty-four  weeks. 
The  practice  must  be  preceded  by  at  least  four  terms  in  pro- 
fessional work.  Every  lesson  taught  must  have  very  careful 
preparation.  A  written  plan  must  be  submitted  to  th,e 
Superviser  before  the  recitation.  Every  class  exercise  will 
be  observed  and  criticised  by  the  critic  teachers.  Frequent 
conferences  of  pupils  and  teachers  will  be  held.  A  course  in 
rural  pedagogy  is  given  in  the  second  semester  of  this  year. 


UBRARY 
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Ethics— The  history  of  ethical  theory  is  briefly  re- 
viewed. A  discussion  of  the  grounds  of  Ethics  and  its  rela- 
tion to  Metaphysics,  Psychology  and  practical  life.  No 
theory  of  Ethics  is  dogmatically  accepted.  Lectures  and  reci- 
tations on  Dewey  and  Tuft's  and  Palmer's  Ethics  constitute 
the  work:     References:  Mackenzie,  Muirhead,  Davis,  Fite. 

Sociology. — Sociology  is  studied  by  the  Senior  class.  A 
study  is  made  daily  in  modern  sociological  problems.  Ex- 
tensive side  reading  is  required  from  other  texts  and  from 
the  current  writings  of  reputable  men.  Deary's  Sociology  is 
the  text  used. 

Sociological  bearings  of  natural  selections,  heredity,  en- 
vironment, physical,  physiological,  psychological^  moral  and 
social  causes  of  abnormality,  statistics  of  the  causes  of  pau- 
perism;  history  of  the  English  poor  laws;  private  relief; 
charity  organization ;  public  relief  for  the  unemployed,  in- 
cluding labor  colonies  and  the  tramp  problem;  dependent 
children;  relief  of  the  sick;  insanity;  statistics  of  the  causes 
of  crime ;  criminal  anthropoloby ;  prevention  of  crime ;  prin- 
ciples that  should  govern  the  treatment  of  offenders;  delin- 
quent children;  reformatories;  prison  methods.  Ellwood's 
Modern  Social  Problems  is  the  text  used. 

ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

At  least  four  complete  classics,  mainly  descriptions,  will 
be  made  the  basis  of  the  work  in  the  A  Preparatory  Class. 
After  thorough  study  of  each  as  literature,  it  is  correlated 
with  composition  of  figures  of  speech  and  technical  work.  A 
careful  study  of  words  and  of  construction  as  applied  to  sen- 
tences and  paragraphs  is  made;  Brubacher  &  Snyder's  High 
School  English,  Book  I?  is  used;  (2)  The  work  of  the  Fresh- 
man year  differs  from  the  A  Preparatory  Grade,  in  that  nar- 
ration and  exposition  take  the  place  of  description  and  ele- 
ments of  style  emphasized  and  the  study  of  Rhetoric  contin- 
ued; Brubacher  &  Snyder's  High  School  English,  Book  II 
is  used;  (3)  The  Sophomore  year  is  devoted  to  the  study  of 
the  oration  as  represented  by  the  masterpieces  of  Webster 
and  Burke,  and  of  the  drama  as  represented  by  Shakespeare. 
Composition  and  rhetorical  work  are  made  prominent  and 
much  collateral  reading  is  required.  For  this  work  good  and 
appropriate  references  are  absolutely  necessary;  (4)  A  his- 
torical review  of  literature  and  literary  periods     is     given 
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along  with  a  more  critical  study  of  poetry  as  an  elective 
year.  Composition  work  is  devoted  largely  to  exposition  and 
argumentation.  Three  days  each  week  are  given  to  litera- 
ture, and  the  other  two  to  composition  and  technical  work 
in  word-building,  word-analysis,  grammar  and  rhetoric. 
Painter's  English  and  American  Literature  are  the  texts  used 
and  a  series  of  other  authors  used  as  references. 


MATHEMATICS. 

Mathematical  teaching  aims  to  supply  the  needs  of  daily 
life,  viz. :  Accuracy,  definiteness^  power  of  differentiation 
and  alertness.  In  the  process  of  these  acquisitions  opportuni- 
ties arise  for  impressing  the  lessons  of  honesty,  correct  rea- 
oning  and  self-reliance. 

Arithmetic — 

The  courses  in  arithmetic  are  given  to  the  D,  C  and  B 
preparatory  classes.  These  correspond  to  the  sixth,  seventh 
and  eighth  grades. 

D  Preparatory. — Simple  relations  of  numbers,  common 
tractions,  decimals  and  measurements.  Oral  and  written  ex- 
ercises and  problems.  Highest  Common  Factor  and  Mul- 
tiples— use  and  scales  and  measures.  Text:  Hamilton's  Com- 
plete Arithmetic. 

C  Preparatory. — Denominate  numbers,  measurements 
of  rectangular  surfaces  and  solids,  practical  measurements 
of  wood,  bricks,  stone  and  lumber,  papering,  carpeting, 
simple  problems  in  percentage.  Book  completed.  Text.  The 
same  as  D  Preparatory. 

B.  Preparatory. — Review  of  common  fractions  and  deci- 
mals, their  relation  to  percentage,  profit  and  loss,  commission 
and  brokerage,  interest^  annual  and  compound  interest,  ne- 
gotiable paper,  partnership,  measuration  of  prisms,  cylin- 
ders, pyramids,  cones  and  spheres.  Text:  Hamilton's  Com- 
plete Arithmetic  is  used. 
Algebra — 

A  Preparatory. — Fundamental  operations,  factoring, 
linear  equations,  simultaneus  equations^  surds  and  imaginary 
numbers.    Text :  Slaugh/t  and  Lennes. 

The  minimum  requirements  for  a  certificate  from  the 
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half-course  are  (1)  one  year  Algebra,  (2)  one  year  Plane 
and  Solid  Geometry.  The  minimum  requirements  for  gradua- 
tion, Solid  Geometry  and  Plane  Trigonometry. 

Algebra. — Quadratic  equations,  equations  solved  like 
quadratics,  theory  of  quadradic  equations,  simultaneous 
quadratics.  Indeterminate  equations,  variation,  progressions, 
the  binomial  theorem,  undetermined  coefficients  and  logar- 
ithms. Text.  Same  as  above. 
Plane  Geometry — 

First  term — Books  1  and  2. 

Second  term — Books  3  and  4. 

Third  term — Book  5.  Review  consisting  of  the  compil- 
ing exercise  book  of  original  demonstrations^  constructions 
and  problems  of  computation.  Text:  Beaman  and  Smith. 
Solid  Geometry — 

First  term,  complete — Arithmetic,  Algebra  and  Geo- 
metry are  correlated  as  far  as  is  practicable. 

Second  term — Plane  Trigometry  through  the  applicatio/i 
of  the  Right  Triangle. 

Third  term — Plane     Trigonometry     completed.     Text: 
Wentworth. 
History — 

First  year — Ancient  History  (Meyer  &  West.) 

Second  year — Medieval  and  Modern  History  (  Meyer, ; 

Third  year — History  of  Modern  Europe — Schwill. 

Fourth  year — American  History  and  Government. — J. 
Muzzy. 

The  study  of  History  should  develop  the  conceptions  of 
historical  unity  and  growth;  hence  history  is  continued 
through  several  years,  one  period  succeeding  another  in  nat- 
ural order. 

PHYSICS. 

Our  course  in  Physics  includes  "Molar  Dynamics,"  the 
dynamics  of  solids  and  fluids,  including  the  study  of  sound 
waves. 

Molecular  Dynamics,  including  heat. 

Ether  Dynamics — Radiation,  including  light  and  elec- 
tricity. 

The  fundamental  principles  of  Physics  are  demonstrated 
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by  experiment.  Along  with  the  recitation  and  demonstration, 
practical  problems  are  solved. 

Textbook :    Milliken  and  Gale. 

Laboratory  Work. — This  work  is  designed  to  supple- 
ment and  illustrate  the  text.  Its  object  is  to  train  the  stu- 
dent in  verifying  the  laws  and  principles  of  Physics,  and  to 
make  him  acquainted  with  laboratory  methods  and  the  mani- 
pulation of  instruments. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  notebook  of  his  labor- 
atory work. 

Experiments  based  on  the  Labaratory  Manual  of  Phy- 
sics, by  Christian-Dean-Timmerman. 

CHEMISTRY. 

The  work  in  this  subject  includes  recitations,  demon- 
stations,  and  practical  laboratory  work  in  General  Chemistry. 
The  experiments  are  designed  to  illustrate  the  relations  be- 
tween the  observed  facts  and  the  genral  principles,  and  to 
familiarize  the  student  with,  the  methods  of  Chemistry. 

Some  of  the  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  consists  of 
water  analysis,  the  making  of  salts,  acids,  ammonia, 
matches,  soap?  the  etching  of  designs  into  glass,  etc.  In 
qualitative  analysis  the  work  consists  of  the  determination 
of  basic  and  acid  constituents  of  a  few  unknown  substances 
and  the  separation  and  detection  of  the  metals. 

Text:     Bradbury's  Chemistry. 

BOTANY. 

This  is  an  elementary  course  in  Botany.  The  students 
are  given  the  fundamentals  of  plant  growth,  and  plant  de- 
velopment, and  are  taught  to  name  and  classify  our  common 
plants. 

Time :     Five  hours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

This  course  may  be  elceted  in  the  place  of  Zoology. 

Textbook :    Bergen 's  Botany. 
Latin — 

First  year — First  Year  Latin  (Gunnison  &  Harley.) 

Second  year — Ceasar  (Gunnison  &  Harley)  and  Prose 
Composition. 

Third  year — Cicero,  five  orations  (Gunnison  &  Harley). 
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Fourth  year — Virgil,  five  books  (Harper  and  Miller. 
German — 

First  year — Bacon's  German  Grammar,  supplemented 
by  the  reading  of  "Im  Vaterland,"  followed  by  Storm's  Im- 
mensee,  Volkmann's  Kleine  Geschichten,  or  the  equivalent. 
Careful  attention  is  given  to  correct  pronunciation. 

Second  year — First  half  of  Harris's  Prose  Composition; 
and  the  reading  of  Benedict's  Dokter  Wespe,  Freytag's  Die 
Journalisten,  Schiller's  Wilhelm  Tell,  or  an  equivalent 
amount. 

Th,ird  year — Last  half  of  Harris's  Prose  Composition, 
letter  writing,  sight  translation  and  the  reading  of  Schiller's 
Maria  Stuart,  Das  Lied  von  der  Glocke,  Groetz  von  Berlich- 
ingen,  Herman  and  Dorethea,  Lessing's  Minna  von  Barn- 
helm,  Emilia  Gallotti,  or  an  equivalent  amount. 

Greek.— (l)  White's  First  Greek  Book;  (2)  Goodwin's 
Greek  Grammar,  Goodwin  and  White's  Xenophon's  Ana- 
basia  (four  books) ^  Harper  and  Castle's  Greek  Prose  Compo- 
sition; (3)  Bristol's  Ten  Orations  of  Lysias,  Perrin  and  Sey- 
mour's Homer's  Iliad,  Homer's  Odyssey,  Books  I-IV,  or 
Winan's  Xenophon's  Memorabilia  of  Socrates'  and  Plato's 
Apology  and  Crito. 

French. —  (1)  In  this  course  a  thorough  acquaintance 
with  th.e  elementary  grammar  is  given  and  a  first  year's  rea- 
der is  used;  (2)  Syntax  of  grammer  and  more  difficult  and 
copious  reading;  conversation  and  composition;  (3)  Classics, 
both  ancient  and  modern,  scientific  reading,  original  compo- 
sition. Language  used  largely  the  language  taught.  Frazier 
&  Squairs  First  French  Book,  Rollin's  French  Reader  and 
Chardenal's  Complete  Course  will  be  used. 

Before  choosing  electives,  it  will  be  well  for  students  to 
talk  with  the  President. 

AGRICULTURE 

The  object  of  this  department  is  to  train  farmers  for  the 
State  and  to  train  teachers  of  Agriculture  for  the  colored 
public  schools  of  Missouri.  Every  effort  will  be  made  to 
encourage  the  boys  and  girls  to  go  to  the  farm  and  earn  an 
independent  living. 

We  are  not  running  a  poor  farm  simply  to  assist  indig- 
ent students  in  their  efforts  to  complete  a  course  of  study 
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here.  We  want  to  train  first  class  farmers  and  teachers  of 
farming  for  the  state.  The  farm  will  have  both  an  educa- 
tional and  commercial  value. 

A  farm  of  sixty  acres  with  a  good  brick  cottage^  barn, 
piggery,  hennery,  fruit  orchard,  etc.,  has  just  been  pur- 
chased and  better  opportunities  are  offered  for  practical 
farming  now  than  ever  before.  All  surplus  farm  products 
that  cannot  be  used  in  the  boarding  department  will  be  sold 
on  the  local  market  and  the  money  th.us  earned  will  be  us  ^d 
in  helping  to  stock  the  farm  and  to  pay  for  student  labor 
that  may  be  needed  from  time  to  time. 

Two  men  will  work  in  the  department  of  Agriculture: 
One  will  teach  the  theory,  one  will  do  the  practical  work 
with  the  students  on  the  farm  and  will  assist  in  caring  for 
stock  and  in  doing  the  marketing.  Those  wb,o  complete  this 
course  will  be  given  a  certificate  of  graduation.

BIOLOGY. 

Zoology. — This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  student  a 
good  practical  knowledge  of  animals.  Special  attention  is 
given  to  the  structure  and  development  of  injurious  insects. 
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Textbook:     Linville  and  Kelly's  General  Zoology. 

Reference  Books:  Colton's  Zoology;  Jordan,  Kellogg 
&  Heath's  Elementary  Zoology;  Comstoek's  Manuel  of  In- 
Beets. 

Time :    Five  hours  per  week  of  three  terms. 

All  students  of  th.e  Freshman  Normal  class  are  required 
to  take  this  course. 

Botany. — This  is  an  elementary  course  in  Botany.  The 
students  are  given  the  fundamentals  of  plant  growth  and 
]  lant  development  and  are  taught  to  name  and  classify  our 
common  plants. 

Time :    Five  ours  per  week  for  three  terms. 

This  course  may  be  elected  in  the  place  of  Zoology. 

Textbook  :     Bergen 's  Botany. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

To  the  student  who  wishes  to  take  music  while  pursu- 
ing one  of  the  regular  courses  of  the  sch.ool,  Lincoln  In- 
stitute offers  unusual  advantages. 

Cours°s  in  piano,  Voice  Culture  and  Violin  are  offered. 
These  courses  are  modeled  after  the  methods  employed  in 
the  very  best  of  the  American  and  European  conservatories. 
These  in  connection  with  the  work  in  Harmony,  Ear  Train- 
ing and  Composition,  afford  the  student  opportunities  for 
the  most  serious  study.  One  may  prepare  for  entrance  to 
hny  of  the  conservatories  of  recognized  standing  and  re- 
ceive full  credit  for  the  work  done  here.  But  it  is  most 
earnestly  recommended  that  the  course  be  completed  here 
before  undertaking  to  study  elsewhere. 


COURSE  OF  STUDY. 
The  Orchestra. 

The  Department  of  Tnstrumental  Music  aims  to  develop 
tlie  talents  of  those  who  play  on  other  instruments  other  than 
the  piano,  through  the  medium  of  the  orchestra.  In  this 
way  pupils  of  previous  musical  training,  who  will  join  our 
orchestra,  open  for  themselves  a  field  for  a  new  line  of  work 
— namely,    that  of  ensemble  playing. 

We  encourage  ensemble  work  in  its  various  forms,  duet, 
trio,  etc.,  as  well  as  orchestra.  This  is  an  advantage  which 
the  average  pupil  does  rot  enjoy.    Again,  the  frequent  play- 
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ing  in  chapel  is  a  valuable  aid  to  the  cultivation  or  con- 
fidence in  playing  before  an  audience. 

The  Lincoln  institute  orchestra  is  composed  of  students 
who  have  proficiency  in  handling  orchestral  instruments. 
Anyone  is  eligible  to  join  who  can  play,  and  will  find  that 
the  association  is  highly  profitable  from  a  musical  stand- 
point, as  well  as  enjoyable.  Programs  of  the  orchestra  con- 
certs have  included  the  work  of  Gounod,  Wagner,  Offenbach, 
Moszkowski,  Bizet^  CUaminade,  Brahms  and  others.  Ad- 
vanced students  in  voice  or  piano  play  or  sing  with  orches- 
tral accompaniment,  which  gives  fine  opportunities  for  work 
in  ensemble. 

We  invite  to  become  members  of  the  orchestra  as  many 
persons  as  good  instrumentation  will  allow,  practically  re- 
gardless of  advancement.  Pupils,  of  lower,  grade  are  given 
minor  parts  until  they  advance  sufficiently  to  plav  first  parts. 

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

Vocal  music  has  always  held  a  prominent  pifce  in  Lin- 
coln Institute,  and  it  is  taught  to  the  school  free  of  cost. 

I  Grade:  The  first  grade  begins  with  the  first,  second 
and  th.ird  steps  in  rhythm,  observation,  acting  and  picturing 
of  rhythmic  notation,  and  the  first  step  of  observation,  with 
reference  to  pitch  relationship. 

Material  used :  Easy  rote  songs,  song  sentences,  songs 
or  couplets  made  by  children,  class  melody  oiakiug. 

II  Grade:  Review  of  the  first  year's  work.  Developing 
pitch  relationship  by  the  same  method  as  rhythm. 

Material :  Singing  of  tones  in  chord  and  scale  succes- 
sion, formation  of  scale ;  th,e  ability  to  sing  from  a  given 
pitch,  with  sound  names;  the  whole  and  half  steps  of  the 
scale;  learning  the  syllable,  pitch  and  scale  names  of  scale; 
singing  from  hand  dictation,  single  and  double  hand  signs; 
learning  of  lines  and  spaces  without  reference  to  a  staff; 
continuation  of  class  melody  making. 

III  Grade:  Review  of  hand  signs,  single  and  double.  In 
troduction  of  the  musical  ladder ;  suitable  little  poems  used 
in  connection  with  the  ladder.  Children  draw  musical  ladder 
by  given  dimensions  and  learn  from  memory  to  associate  the 
words  and  tune  with  each  step  of  the  ladder. 

Preliminary  steps  for  the  building  of  the  staff.     Sung 
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singing,  easy  interval  skips.     Sight  reading  and  singing  of 
easy  melodies  from  board. 

IV  Grade:  Review  of  musical  ladder  and  double  hand 
signs.  Substitution  of  notation  music  for  role  work.  Songs 
from  notation,  made  and  written  by  pupils.  Speed  work, 
and  ready  sight  singing  from  staff  and  board.  Dictation 
and  practice  in  writing  simple  and  easy  melodies.  Produc- 
tion of  pure  tones  and  practice  of  the  vowel  tones  for  pure 
vowel  quality. 

V  Grade:  Individual  classroom  work  from  Textbook 
No.  1,  presenting  songs  S3rstematically  arranged  in  different 
keys,  interval  work,  memorizing  of  songs  learned,  major* 
scale  writing,  definitions. 

VI  Grade:  Books  II  and  III,  development  of  the  voice — 
(1)  breach  control,  tone  production;  (2)  throat;  (3)  reson- 
ance. Singing  of  melodies  in  single  voice  intervals  reviewed, 
singing  of  interesting  and  attractive  two-part  songs,  simple 
canons  and  round,  definitions  of  t\\e  musical  terms,  major 
scale  writing,  chord  singing,  chromatic  scale,  minor  and 
major  scales  contrasted.  Memorizing  of  songs  learned;  voice 
culture  exercises. 

VII  Grade:  Books  III  and  IV.  Three-voiced  music, 
considerably  increasing  the  difficulty  of  the  new  songs  and 
exercises.  Triplets,  difficult  two  and  three-part  canons  and 
rounds.  Major  and  minor  scale  writing;  singing  of  songs 
and  exercises;  introducing  chromatic  signs;  definitions  con- 
tinued. Writing  of  more  difficult  melodies,  using  the  differ- 
ent time  and  key  signatures.     Memorizing  of  songs, 

VIII  Grade:  Finishing  Book  IV;  continuation  of  pong 
singing  in  three-voice  parts ;  also,  singing  of  four-part  music ; 
development  of  chords,  classification  of  chords,  key  relation- 
ship; development  harmonic  feeling;  all  kinds  of  exercises 
for  the  development  of  strength,,  purity  of  tone,  flexibility 
of  the  voice ;  easy  four-part  choruses,  expression  of  music. 

A  high  school  course  s  taught  to  those  who  have  success- 
fully completed  all  the  required  grade  work. 

Any  student  who  has  good  musical  ability  and  has  reach- 
ed a  grade  of  advancement  sufficient  to  enable  hjm  to  sight- 
read  and  sing  well,  may  become  a  member  of  the  school  choir 
and  take  part  in  the  chorus  work. 
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THE  CHORAL  SOCIETY. 

The  Choral  Society  is  composed  of  students  of  all  depart- 
ments who  have  good  voices  and  are  able  to  read  notes.  The 
work  of  the  chorus  is  similar  to  that  of  the  orchestra  in  th,e 
performance  of  standard  works,  either  entire  or  in  part. 
Members  of  the  Choral  Society  also  furnish  the  music  for  the 
Sunday  afternoon  vesper  service. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Choral  Society  to  perform  some 
standard  oratorial  work  each  year,  either  with  or  without 
orchestral  accompaniment. 


INSTRUMENTAL  MUSIC. 
The  Piano. 

The  course  in  piano  instruction  embraces  seven  grades, 
and  covers  the  following  work: 

1.  The  Rudiments  of  Music. 

2.  The  study  and  pla3^ing  of  pieces  by  various  standard 
composers. 

3.  The  History  of  Music  and  Composers,  with  special 
references  to  composers  of  pieces  studied. 

4.  The  technic  of  Music  in  all  its  formers^  including  (a) 
scales  (major  and  minor),  in  similar  motion  separated  by  an 
octave,  third,  sixth,  tenth ;  also,  in  contrary  motion  and  in 
octaves,  double  thirds  and  double  sxth,s;  (b)  chords  (common 
and  seventh  solid  and  broken)  ;  (c)  arpeggios  of  the  chords 
(common  and  seventh).  All  technic  is  taken  with  different 
varieties  of  touch  and  at  speeds  in  keeping  with  the  advance- 
ment of  pupils. 

5.  Ear  Training,  which  requires  a  correct  idea  of  sound 
of  the  scales  and  intervals. 

6.  The  Theory  of  Music,  including  harmony ,  counter- 
point and  form. 

Grading. — Piano  instruction  may  be  divided  into  seven 
grades.  However  just  where  one  grade  ends  and  another 
begins  is  a  matter  which  there  might  be  a  difference  of 
opinion.  For  example,  one  person  might  require  more  work 
of  the  early  grades,  while  another  would  shorten  the  elemen- 
tary work  and  lengthen  some  of  the  later  grades.  Hence, 
because  a  pupil  has  not  been  placed  a  grade  higher  this  year, 
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docs  not  indicate  that  he  has  made  no  advancement  or  by 
any  means  fallen  short  in  his  work. 

A  pupil  who  lias  completed  the  seventh  grade  ought  to 
be  able  to  pass  tb,e  final  examination  of  a  good  conservatory. 

Numerous  recitals  are  given  throughout  the  year,  in 
which  all  students  whose  merit  would  warrant  it  are  expect- 
ed to  take  part.  Students  of  this  department  also  appear 
publicly  on  the  monthly  Rhetorical  programs. 

Artist  recitals  are  also  frequently  given  by  persons  of  re- 
nown, and  these  are  invariably  of  such  a  high  class  that  they 
are  of  inestimable  value,  not  only  to  the  students  of  music, 
but  to  all  who  would  widen  their  general  appreciation  of 
art.  Students  may  also  give  recitals  under  the  supervision 
of  the  music  faculty  when  their  work  is  sufficiently  ad- 
vanced. 

The  school  owns  six  good  pianos  for  practice  purposes. 
Practice  is  free,  but  students  who  idle  th(eir  time  will  be  dis- 
missed. 

Children  as  Beginners. — A  correct  beginning  in  piano 
instruction  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  Bad  habits  formed 
at  the  start  are  not  easily  broken,  and,  indeed,  sometimes  the 
best  instruction,  with  faithful  practice  on  pupil's  part,  fail 
to  rectify  the  mistakes  of  a  poor  beginning.  Therefore,  we 
give  special  attention  to  beginners  among  children,  in  order 
that  they  may  acquire  correct  habits  while  the  hand  is  form- 
ing.   Children  must  be  at  least  seven  years  of  age. 

THE  VIOLIN. 

Seicik  school  of  violin  technics  is  used  in  bowing  and 
fingering  and  applied  to  scales:  Arpeggios,  octaves,  thirds, 
sixths,  tenths.  Studies:  Kayser^  Dont,  Kreutzer,  Rhode, 
Fiorella. 

Classes  in  ensemble  playing  for  tone  and  accuracy 

Special  and  individcal  attention  is  given  to  the  train- 
ing of  children  and  development  of  musical  temperament, 
refinement  and  artistic  style. 

Tuition. — Tuition  for  piano  instruction  is  twenty- 
five  (25  cents  a  lesson,  payable  in  advance,  once 
every  four  weeks.  This  entitles  pupils  to  ample  practice 
without  extra  charge.  Instruction  on  the  violin  is  thirty- 
five  (35)  cents  a  lesson.    All  are  expected  to  take  two  lessons 
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a  week.  Parents  will  greatly  oblige  by  renewing  tickets 
promptly  every  four  weeks,  as  every  lesson  lost  hampers  the 
advancement  of  the  pupil. 


THE  PRACTICE  SCHOOL. 

The  Practice  School  is  thoroughly  organized  and  excellent 
work  is  being  done  here.  Two  years  of  practical  teaching 
is  done  by  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes,  under  the  super- 
vision and  criticism  of  two  critic  teachers  and  prepares  them 
for  the  actual  work  of  teaching  in  a  well-planned  grade  or 
ungraded  public  school. 

School  superintendents  and  those  desiring  teachers  will 
do  well  to  write  to  President  B.  F.  Allen  before  selecting 
them. 

Tuition  is  free. 

The  course  is  so  arranged  that  pupils  can  go  from  the 
grammar  grades  by  regular  steps  into  the  sub-normal,  and 
thence  into  the  normal. 

This  department  was  established  as  a  part  of  Lincoln  In- 
stitute by  an  act  of  the  Thirty-sixth  General  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Missouri  and  has  been  in  operation  since  January, 
1892. 

A  new  three-room  building  has  just  been  eercted  by  the 
students  of  the  Department  of  Carpentry,  and  the  Practice 
School  now  occupies  its  own  building.

INDUSTRIAL   COURSES   IN   NORMAL   DEPARTMENT. 

Industrial  training  courses  are  a  part  of  the  Normal  and 
College  courses. 

All  students  are  expected  to  be  regular  in  attendance, 
willing  to  do  work  assigned  to  them,  and  to  exercise  reason- 
able care  in  the  use  of  tools,  machinery  and  material. 

All  normal  students  have  an  hour  and  thirty  minutes 
shop  practice  each  school  day.  This  period  may  come  early 
or  late  in  the  day,  according  to  the  class  with  which  the  stu- 
dent may  be  connected  in  other  departments.  The  shops  are 
open  and  in  operation  from  8  a.  m.  until  12  m.^  and  from  1 :15 
p.  m.  to  4  p.  m.,  thus  giving  accommodations  to  six  classes 
each  day  in  each  shop. 

Students  in  all  departments  are  required  to  take  two 
years  of  industrial  work.  Five  double  periods  a  week 
throughout  the  year.  Each  year's  work  will  count  for  one 
unit  on  graduation. 

INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YOUNG  MEN. 

Everything  in  the  nature  of  tools,  material,  drawing,  ink 
and  paper,  is  furnished  by  the  school.  The  student  furnishes 
his  own  aprons  and  towels,  and  is  expected  to  keep  them 
clean. 

As  an  example  of  progress  the  students  have  made,  it

may  be  mentioned  that  several  oak  tables,  large  library  cases 
and  numerous  other  articles,  illustrating  different  stages  of 
the  work  in  carpentry  ?  have  been  made  the  past  year  in  the 
carpenter  shop,  while  the  students  in  the  blacksmith  shop 
have  made  a  two-horse  wagon,  shod  horses  repaired  buggies, 
made  hammers  and  hatchets,  screwdrivers  and  ornamental 
work,  such  as  lamp  stands,  etc. 

The  work  of  the  industrial  department  has  been  ex- 
hibited at  the  State  Fair  in  Sedalia  for  the  past  three  years 
and  three  blue  ribbons  and  three  red  ribbons  were  given  us 
in  competition  with  the  best  work  of  the  state. 

About  twenty  thousand  dollars  was  expended  in  equip- 
ping this  department,  mainly  for  buildings  and  machinery. 
A  main  building,  forty  by  one  hundred  feet,  two  stories  in 
height^  stands  on  the  Institute  hill,  less  than  two  hundred 
feet  from  the  main  school  building. 

The  woodworking  shop  is  forty  feet  by  eighty  and  con- 
tains the  following:  Fifteen  work-benches  with  tools  for 
forty-five  students,  twelve  wood  lathes,  two  scroll  saws,  one 
hand  saw  and  one  grinlstone. 

The  smith  shop  is  forty  feet  square  and  contains  four- 
teen forges  and  sets  of  blacksmith  tools,  a  power  fan,  which 
furnishes  the  blasts  to  the  forges,  a  thirty-inch,  smokestack, 
which  keeps  the  shop  clear  of  smoke. 

The  machinery  is  all  driven  by  a  large  dynamo. 


Course  in  Woodwork. 

The  course  is  arranged  to  suit  the  needs  of  students  as 
follows:  (a)  Those  who  desire  to  spend  one  year  in  carpen- 
try division  and  change  to  metal  shop  next  year,  (b)  Those 
who  desire  to  concentrate  and  spend  two  years  in  carpentry. 
(c)  Those  who  expect  to  become  tradesmen  or  manual  train- 
ing teachers. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  following  branches  of  the 
trade  processes:  Manual  training  exercise  (simple,  useful 
articles),  wood  turning^  cabinet  making  and  house  construc- 
tion. Three  ninety  minute  periods  a  week  throughout  the 
year. 

A  year's  work  in  the  woodworkers  shops  count  for  a 
unit  on  requirements  for  graduation  from  normal  course. 
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FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Use  and  care  of  tools.  Practical  lessons  in 
sawing,  planing  and  squaring;  construction  of  simple,  useful 
articles;  uniting  parts  of  objects  by  means  of  fastenings; 
theory  classes. 

Second  Term. — Theory  of  uniting  parts  of  objects  by 
means  of  joints ;  joint  construction  ;  study  of  commercial 
woods;  process  of  milling  and  kilning  lumber;  constructing 
articles  of  furniture  ;  paint  and  wood  finish ;  theory  classes. 

Third  Term. — Cabinet  construction ;  figuring  bills  of  lum- 
ber ;  study  of  commercial  order ;  making  out  bills ;  theory 
classes. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term.— (Cottage  construction) — Soil;  material 
suitable  for  footing,  foundation  and  pillars;  framing  sills, 
joists,  Avails,  partitions  and  opening ;  roof  construction. 

Second  Term. —  (Exterior  trimming) — Baseboards  and 
drip  caps;  weatherboards;  window  and  door  frames,  con- 
struction, cornice ;  various  kinds  and  detail. 

Third  Term. — (Interior  trimming) — Laying  floors;  wain- 
scoting ;  application  of  hardware. 

Wood  Turning. 

The  aims  of  wood  turning  are  divided  into  two  classes — ■ 
the  Formative  and  Utilitarian. 
The  Formative  aims  are : 

1.  To  instill  a  taste  for^  and  a  love  for  labor  in  general. 

2.  To  develop  independence  and  self-reliance. 

3.  To  train  in  habits  of  order   exactness,  cleanliness. 

■i.     To  train  the  eye  and  sense  of  form,  to  give  a  general 
dexerity  to  hand,  and  to  develop  touch. 
The  Utilitarian  aims  are  : 

1.  To  give  directly  dexterity  in  the  use  of  tools. 

2.  To  execute  exact  work. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Care  of  shop,  name  of  tools;  parts  of 
lathes  and  care  of  same.  Eleven  exercises  are  given  and  so 
arranged  as  to  bring  in  use  the  various  tools,  the  develop- 
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m.ent  and  combination  of  the  different  surfaces ;  the  use  of  the 
dividers  and  calipers  and  the  correct  centering  of  work  for 
the  lathe. 

Second  and  Third  Terms. — Vocational  work ;  the  making 
of  porch  and  stair  balustrades,  table  legs,  spindles  for  grill 
work,  newel  posts,  plain  and  classic  columns,  baseball  bats, 
mallets,  gavels,  urns,  drops,  chisel  handles,  corner  heads, 
rolling  pins,  potato  mashers,  dumb-bells,  etc. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

The  work  during  the  second  year  is  wholly  artistic  in  de- 
sign. 

First  Term. — Vocational  work,  band-saw  practice ;  face- 
plate work,  making  square  and  round  rosettes,  plinth  blocks, 
stool  tops,  etc. ;  learning  to  polish  with  the  mop,  making  and 
the  assembling  of  two  or  more  parts. 

Second  and  Third  Terms. — Inside  chucking,  outside 
chucking^  inside  polishing,  outside  polishing,  carving  of  ros- 
ettes and  plinth  blocks,  inlaying  of  different  colored  woods, 
making  napkin  rings,  plain  and  fancy  goblets,  mugs,  large 
and  small  bowls,  powder  puffs,  powder  cases,  jewelry  cases, 
glueing  together  different  woods  and  turning  same. 


Mechanical  and  Architectural  Drawing. 
FIRST  YEAR. 

Mechanical  drawing  is  used  as  a  means  of  expression 
through  a  medium  of  lines,  drawn  on  paper  or  other  suitable 
material,  so  arranged  that  they  will  convey  a  clear,  definite 
conception  of  any  mechanical  or  architectural  constructions 
already  existing,  or  that  which  only  exists  in  the  mind.  To 
become  a  skilled  mechanic,  it  is  essential  that  the  student 
should  have  a  knowledge  of  mechanical  drawing,  and  a  large 
amount  of  time  is  given  to  practice  in  the  drawing-room  to 
enable  the  student  to  acquire  the  skill  necessary  for  his  fu- 
ture work.  Two  ninety  minute  periods  a  week  throughout 
the  year  for  two  years  will  be  necessary  to  complete  the 
course. 

First  Term. — Name,  care  and  use  of  instruments ;  terms 
and  definitions  used  in  mechanical  drawing ;  lining  with  pen- 
cil and  ink;  geometrical  problems. 

Second  Term. — Problems     in     projection,     geometrical 
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solids,  mechanical  lettering^  plain  free-hand  lettering     and 
elementary  machine  drawing. 

Third  Term.— Shading  and  sectioning;  assembly  draw- 
ings and  tracings  are  made  from  specially  prepared  sketches 
of  details  for  the  purpose  of  familiarizing  the  students  with 
conventions  used  in  actual  work. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Orothographic  projections;  plans  and  ele- 
vations; estimations,  using  the  brush  in  wash-coloring. 

Second  Term. — The  drawing  of  orders  and  learning  their 
proportions;  shades  and  shadows. 

Third  Term. — Original  designs;  perspective  and  free- 
hand sketching  of  architectural  details. 

Free  Hand  Drawing  and  Fine  Arts. 

Drawing,  painting,  clay  modeling  and  casting  in  plaster. 

The  Department  of  Fine  Arts  and  Drawing  aims  to  de- 
velop the  finer  qualities  of  the  student  and  to  develop  tal- 
ented students  to  a  fixed  position  in  life. 

The  course  is  divided  into  four  grades. 

First — Covering  the  principles  of  art. 

Second — Nature  Study  and  Designing. 

Third — Originality  and  Study  of  Color. 

Fourth  -A  complete  course  for  teaching  art  in  rural, 
grammar  and  high  schools. 

Special  work  is  given  to  students  taking  a  major  in  art, 
painting,  designing,  clay  modeling^  casting  in  plaster,  book- 
binding and  sloyd  work. 

Studio  fee  covering  cost  of  material  for  one  year,  one 
dollar,  or  ten  cents  per  month. 

Course  in  Blacksmithing. 

First  Year. — The  course  of  exercises  begins  with  welding 
and  forging  old  tire  iron  or  old  horseshoes  into  a  square  rod, 
out  of  which  are  made  hooks,  links,  staples,  clevises,  tongs. 

Second  Year. — Marking  and  shaping  horseshoes,  prac- 
tical horseshoeing,  toolmaking,  tempering  and  ornamental 
work. 

The  work  of  horseshoeing  includes  lectures  on  the  ana- 
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tomy  of  hoofs,  diseases  of  the  feet;  making  special  shoes  to 
overcome  such  defects  as  corns  and  quarter  cracks. 

Machine  and  Engineering  Course. 

This  division  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Industrial 
Building,  in  a  well-appointed  room,  36x38  feet.  It  is  fur- 
nished with  two  16-inch  lathes,  two  6-inch  lathes  and  two 
speed  lathes,  one  shaper,  drill  press,  planer^  emery  and  grind- 
ing stone.  Thjs  machinery  is  all  driven  by  motor  power 
furnished  by  the  State  Penitentiary.  Most  of  the  repairs, 
such  as  woodworking  machinery,  power  fans,  steam  pumps, 
steam  traps,  hot-water  tanks,  and  many  feet  of  steam  line 
are  done  by  students  in  this  division. 

The  aim  of  this  division  is  to  give  the  student  thorough 
training  in  mechanical  principles,  and  a  foundation  upon 
which  he  may  build  along  any  line  of  machine  or  steam  en- 
gineering work  that  he  may  follow.  Students  are  also  taught 
the  different  forms  in  which  iron  and  steel  are  used  in  ma- 
chine construction  and  the  different  operations  through 
which  it  is  put  in  taking  such  forms  are  simplified  and  used 
as  exercise,  one  operation  being  taken  at  a  time.  Two  ninety 
minute  periods  a  week.  One  year's  work  in  any  of  the  trades 
will  count  for  a  unit  on  graduation.  The  course  of  study  is 
as  follows : 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Care  of  shop,  name  and  care  of  machines 
and  tools,  such  as  various  files,  straight  ball  and  cross  pins, 
hammers,  vice  work  in  chipping  and  filing,  clamping  of 
rough,  and  smooth  work,  brass  and  soft  metals,  various  cold 
chisels  and  how  they  are  ground ;  two-foot  rule,  6  and  12- 
inch  steel  scale  and  square;  theory  class  and  mechanical 
drawing. 

Second  Term. — Clamping  work  in  shaper  for  straight 
and  angle  cutting,  laying  off  work  for  drill  press,  speeding 
drills  for  wrought  iron  and  steel ;  stropping  work  on  planer ; 
special  study  on  the  slide-valve  steam  engine  and  action  of 
steam  on  piston;  the  throttling  flywheel  governor  and  oiling 
engine ;  theory  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — Correct  centering  for  lathe  work;  prac- 
tice in  straight,  oval  and  angle  turning;  making  screens  and 
spindles  of  different  kinds;  use  of  diamond,  round  and  part- 
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in":  tool;  grinding  and  tempering  various  steels;  file  and 
emery  cloth  in  polishing;  dividers,  outside  calipers;  theory 
class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Setting  engine  and  horizontal  tubular  boil- 
ers; hoisting  stacks;  firing;  method  of  coal  spreading  and 
placing  wood ;  care  and  repair  of  furnace ;  feed  pumps  and 
injectors ;  valve  grinding,  water  and  steam  gauges,  columns, 
traps  and  separators;  theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Second  Term. — Lathe  turning  for  shrinking  fists;  Ver- 
nier calipers ;  hoisting  and  lining  shafts ;  calculating  speed 
of  pulleys  and  belts ;  inside  boring,  turning  and  threading ; 
turning  napkin  rings,  cups^  dumb-bells  and  candle  stands ; 
theory  class  and  mechanical  drawing. 

Third  Term. — Th.e  student  constructs  a  complete  ma- 
chine as  an  illustration  of  the  principles  involved,  and  as  a 
test  of  his  knowledge  of  the  principles  already  studied. 

COURSE  IN  AUTOMOBILE  TRAINING. 

The  object  of  our  Automobile  course  is  to  train  ambi- 
tious young  men  to  become  chauffeurs  and  automobile  re- 
pair men.  We  believe  that  no  man  should  be  allowed  to 
drive  a  car  unless  he  can  master  it.  If  one  understands 
thoroughly  the  principles  and  mechanism  of  any  car,  better 
results  as  a  driver  will  be  obtained. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY. 
FIRST  YEAR, 

First  Term. — Gasoline  automobile  engine ;  care  of  gar- 
age ;  name  and  care  of  tools;  single  and  double  acting  com- 
bustion engine;  gasoline  engine  cycle;  four  and  two-cycle 
principle;  operation  of  a  tree-port-two-cycle-engine;  arrange- 
ment and  order  of  explosion  of  a  four  and  six-cylinder  en- 
gine ;  types  of  cylinders;  cylinders  cast  separately,  in  pairs 
and  in  block;  units;  power  plant;  engine  three  and  four 
point  suspension. 

Second  Term. — General  assembly  and  classification  of 
the  automobile;  method  of  propelling;  steering  wheel  and 
its  accessories;  gear  shifting  and  change  speed-lever;  types 
and  classification  of  bodies,  windshield  and     tops;    wheels, 
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front  and  rear  axle  housing;  classification  of  springs  and 
shock  absorbers;  frame,  torsion  and  radius  rods. 

Third  Term. — General  construction  of  crank-case,  pis- 
ton and  piston-ringer;  crank-  shaft  and  connecting  rods; 
values  and  value  mechanism;  cooling  system;  fans;  radia- 
tors, forced  and  thermo-syphon  cooling  system;  freezing 
point  of  chemical  mixtures. 

SECOND  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Automobile  carburetor;  principles  and 
classifications  of  the  float-feed  and  compensating-carburetor; 
combuston;  feed  and  fuel  tanks;  specific  gravity  and  vap- 
orization of  liquids. 

Second  Term. — Electric  Hinton  ;  conductors;  non-con- 
ductors; resistance  and  insulators;  voltanic  veils,  magnet 
and  magnetism ;  classification  of  batteries ;  series  of  parallel- 
connection  ;  armature  ;  battery ;  charging. 

Third  Term. — Spark  appliance ;  spark  plug ;  auxiliary 
spark  gap ;  timers ;  distribution  ;  magneto ;  armature  and 
commutator. 

TAILORING. 

The  aim  of  this  department  is  to  make  practical  tailors 
for  positions  either  as  journeymen  or  as  managers  of  shops. 
Upon  completition  of  the  prescribed  course,  certificates  are 
given,  and  the  graduate  is  recommended  as  being  thoroughly 
qualified  for  either  of  the  above  positions. 

FIRST  YEAR. 

First  Term. — Care  of  the  shop;  position  on  board;  prac- 
tice in  the  use  of  needle  and  thimble  in  basting;  backstitch- 
ing,  felling,  serging;  the  size  of  needles  needed  for  the  vari- 
ous stitches. 

Second  Term. — Buttonholes,  first  without  grimp ;  French 
narrow  and  English  broad  holes; 'pocket-tacking  with  bars 
and  crowfeet ;  lining-tacking  with  herringbone,  chain  stitch- 
ing and  other  fancy  stitches;  stating  various  styles  of  put- 
ting on  buttons. 

Third  Term. — Simple  work  in  busheling,  including  dif- 
ferent styles  of  patches  and  darning;  cleaning  and  pressing 
of  garments ;  studies  in  the  chemistry  of  cleaning ;  practice 
on  the  machine;  its  regulation  and  care;  theory  classes  on 
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making   trousers;   making   the   pockets   and   other  parts   of 
trousers. 

SECOND  YEAR. 
First  Term. — Overall  pants:  joining  and     shaping     of 
trousers;  artistic  finishing;  breeches  making;  alterating  gar- 
ments to  produce  any  desired  effect. 

Second  Term. — Vest  pockets;  edge-stay  fitting,  collar 
and  lapel  padding ;  plain  vest  making. 

Third  Term. — F«mcy  vests  with  and  without  collars, 
single  and  double-breasted ;  making  coat  pockets,  canvasses 
and  sleeves. 

THIRD  YEAR. 
First  Term. — Making  single  and   double-breasted  sack 
coats  to  try  on,  and  fitting  same;  taking  measure  and  draft- 
ing trousers. 

Second  Term. — Frock  coats;  waistcoat  drafting;  the 
various  styles  of  collars  and  fronts  for  overcoats. 

Third  Term. — This  term  is  given  mainly  to  theory 
classes  on  shop  management  and  economy;  drafting  and 
fitting  of  ill-formed  figures;  economy  in  cutting;  study  of 
materials,  trade  talks. 

SHOEMAKING. 

The  course  is  mapped  out  to  cover  a  period  of  three 
years,  and  is  intended  to  give  the  student  thorough  training 
in  making  and  repairing  shoes.  Most  of  the  repairing  for  the 
school  is  done  in  the  shop,  and  many  shoes  are  made.  This 
work  gives  the  student  a  great  amount  of  practice. 

FIRST  YEAR. 
First   Term. — Thread   breaking;   making     ends,     making 
different  stitches;  care  and  use  of  tools;  patching. 

Second  Term. — Preparing  leather  for  use;  soling  and 
heeling  nailed  shoes;  study  of  different  parts  of  shoes;  in- 
visible patching. 

Third  Term.— Study  of  different  kinds  of  leather;  half- 
soling  sewed  shoes;  method  of  putting  together  different 
kinds  of  shoes;  drawing  and  industrial  classes  during  the 
year. 

SECOND  YEAR. 
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First  Term. — Review  of  first  year's  work;  building  heels 
to  suit  the  wearer ;  repairing  pump  shoes. 

Seond  Term. — Cutting  leather  to  the  best  advantage; 
bottoming  shoes ;  selecting  and  grading  leather. 

Third  Term. — Putting  uppers  together;  problems  in 
shoe-making;  methods  of  conducting  a  shop;  drawing  and 
industrial  classes  during  the  year. 

THIRD  YEAR, 

First  Term. — Making  shoes  to  suit  the  customer's 
toot;  upper  making. 

Second  Term. — Study  of  shoes  of  different  styles;  gen- 
eral repairing ;  business  methods. 

Third  Term. — Drafting;  business  methods;  general  re- 
view. 


INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN. 

The  young  women  are  taught  dressmaking,  plain  sew- 
ing^  fancy  needle  work  and  millinery,  and  receive  special  at- 
tention in  matters  pertaining  to  health,  dress  and  deport- 
ment. Instruction  is  also  given  in  scientific  cooking  and  in 
laundry  work,  under  the  direction  of  trained  teachers.  Each 
course  has  ninety  minute  periods  a  week.  A  year's  work 
will  count  for  one  unit  on  graduation. 


DOMESTIC  ART  DEPARTMENT. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  give  the  pupils  practical 
knowledge  of  all  varieties  of  hand  sewing  and  machine  sew- 
ing; also  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  principles  of  dress- 
making^  with  as  much  practice  in  their  application  as  time 
will  permit.  Tt  is  not  only  valuable  to  those  who  wish  to 
make  their  own  dresses,  but  also  affords  an  opportunity  to 
those  wb.o  wish  to  become  practical  dressmakers. 

Course  of  Study. 

First  Year.— Sewing  :  Stitches — basting,  running,  back- 
stitch, combination  stitch,  hemming,  overcasting,  overhand- 
ing,  gathering,  hemstitching,  featherstitching,  napery  hem- 
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minor,  making  buttonholes    and  eyelets;  darning  and  patch- 
ing. 

Seams — French  seams,  French,  fell,  flat  fell. 

Application  of  all  seams  and  stitches  on  aprons,  minia- 
ture undergarments,  sheets,  pillowcases  and  table  linen. 

Second  Year. — Large  garments  for  self;  corset  cover, 
drawers,  skirts,  nightdresses,  baby  dresses,  baby  flannel 
skirts,  hand-embroidered;  plain  shirtwaist  suits  and  ma- 
chine sewing. 

Dressmaking. 

First  Year. — Instruction  in  selecting  suitable  mater- 
ials; taking  measurements,  drafting  plain  shirt  waist;  draft- 
ing plain  seven-gored  skirt ;  making  foundation  skirt ;  mak- 
ing fancy  waist. 

Second  Year. — Cloth  skirts ;  coat  suits ;  evening  dresses. 

Millinery. 

First  Year. — Making  bows  and  rosettes ;  ribbon  flowers 
and  different  styles  of  bandeaux,  renovating  ribbon  and 
feathers ;  making  wire  frame  from  model ;  baby  bonnet, 

Second  Year. — Drafting,  cutting  and  making  buckram 
frame  selected  from  a  picture ;  covering  frame  with  silk  or 
velvet;  trimming  hats,  old  and  new;  making  wire  frames; 
covering  with  straw,  braid,  chiffon  or  lace. 

Art  Needle  Work. 

First  Year. — Drafting  and  making  linen  workbasket, 
initial  embroidery  Spanish  embroidery;  designing  and  exe- 
cuting centerpiece  (solid  embroidery)  ;  drawn  work;  designs 
for  pillow  tops. 

Second  Year. — Coronation  braid;  color  work,  plain  and 
shaded;  Battenberg;  Hardanger ;  stenceling;  basketry  and 
raffia.  Either  millinery  or  art  may  be  taken.  Two  ninety 
minute  periods  a  week,  alternating  with  three  ninety  minute 
periods  of  dressmaking  or  plain  sewing. 


DOMESTIC  SCIENCE. 

The  object  of  the  course  in  domestic  science  is  to  tit 
young  women  as  home-makers  and  as  capable  women  in  what- 
ever sphere  their  life-work  may  be.     Such.  then,  as  tends  to 
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cultivate  correct  observation,  accurate  reasoning,  generous 
judgment  and  an  appreciation  of  the  beautiful  in  nature  and 
art  may  rightfully  find  place  in  such  a  course. 

That  which  most  especially  pertains  to  woman's 
province,  the  home,  is  dependent  upon  the  science  of  chem- 
istry ^  physiology,  bacteriology  and  hygiene,  and  direct  appli- 
cations of  the  principles  of  these  sciences  are  made  in  the 
lessons  in  cookery,  dietetics,  home  nursing  and  household 
management. 

Course  in  Cooking  and  Housekeeping. 

First  Year. — The  course  begins  with  instruction  in  the 
care  of  the  kitchen ;  study  of  the  stove,  its  drafts,  dampers 
and  fire  building,  its  daily  care;  care  of  the  sink,  trap; 
sweeping  and  dusting;  care  of  brooms,  brushes  and  dusters; 
the  study  of  dust  and  its  dangers;  floor  scrubbing;  window 
cleaning ;  care  of  dining  room  silver;  bathroom  and  bedroom; 
care  of  kerosene  lamps. 

Instruction  is  given  in  the  composition  and  dietetic  value 
of  simple  foods.  The  lessons  are  arranged  in  logical  order, 
and  each  principle  is  illustrated  by  the  preparation  of  simple 
dishes,  including  the  quick  breads,  with  study  of  baking 
powder,  simple  preparation  of  vegetables,  eggs,  milk,  cheese, 
uses  for  stale  bread,  study  and  making  of  tea  coffee,  cocoa, 
etc.  The  object  of  the  course  is  to  prepare  plain  dishes  in 
the  most  appetizing  forms. 

Second  Year. — Instruction  and  practice  in  advanced 
work  in  the  preparation  of  more  complicated  dishes  than  are 
included  in  the  first  course.  Canning,  preserving;  study  of 
bacteria  and  mold;  cooking  tough  and  tender  cuts  of  meat; 
fancy  cake  making  and  decorating;  sherbet,  frappe,  ice 
cream,  granite  and  mousse ;  planning  menus,  marketing  and 
serving;  reducing  the  cost  of  living  through  the  preparation 
of  rechauffes  and  nutritious  vegetable  dishes.  Invalid  cook- 
ery, foods  for  different  diseases ;  infant  study  and  infant 
feeding;  home  economics;  keeping  household  accounts,  etc. 

Special  Course. — Arranged  for  those  desiring  to  teach 
Domestic  Science^  and  is  taken  after  two  years'  course  has 
been  satisfactorily  completed.  The  special  course  may  be 
completed  in  six  months  and  includes  the  study  of  the  best 
methods  of  teaching.

FOR  YOUNG  WOMEN. 

For  special  course  twice  as  much  time  will  be  given  as 
is  given  normal  students  in  industrial  work.  This  will  en- 
able girls  to  finish  the  courses  in  sewing  and  millinery  in  one 
and  a  half  years,  and  the  courses  in  cooking,  housekeeping 
in  the  same  length  of  time. 


A  SPECIAL  COURSE  IN  CARPENTRY. 

This  is  a  longer  course  in  carpentry,  and  includes,  in 
addition  to  the  work  laid  out  in  the  regular  industrial 
course,  the  making  of  simple  pieces  of  furniture,  tables, 
desks,  beds  and  hall  seats;  general  repair  work  aud  house 
building.  This  course  may  be  finished  in  two  years.  Only 
the  first  and  second  years  of  literary  work  required  in  this 
course.  A  certificate  will  be  given  at  the  end  of  this  course. 
It  is  designed  to  make  intelligent  carpenters. 

A  SPECIAL  COURSE  IN  BLACKSMITHING. 

This  is  a  two  year's  course^  like  the  special  course  in 
carpentry.  It  includes  tool  making,  horseshoeing,  general 
repair  work,  ironing  wagons  and  buggies  and  all  other  work 
done  in  a  first-class  shop.  A  certificate  will  be  given  at  the 
end  of  this  course.  It  is  designed  to  make  intelligent  black- 
smiths. 
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SPECIAL  COURSE  IN  AGRICULTURE. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  make  practical  farmers. 
A  certificate  of  proficiency  will  be  given  to  those  who  com- 
plete the  course  with  credit. 

The  figures  2,  3,  5  and  7,  represent  the  number  of  per- 
iods a  week  in  each  subject;  those  marked  seven  receiving 
tAvo  extra  periods  for  laboratory  or  field  work.

After  that  we  hope  to 
have  a  continuous  session  of  twelve  months  at  Lincoln  In- 
stitute. 

Military  Instruction. 

Plans  are  made  for  military  instruction  for  the  young 
men.  This  course  will  be  required  of  each  boy.  Its  ob- 
ject is  three-fold:  (1)  To  make  young  men  graceful  in  car- 
nage; (2)  Prompt  to  obey  orders  from  those  who  have  the 
control  over  them,and  (3)  Good  patriotic  citizens. 

Medals. 

The  Alumni  Medal:  The  Alumni  of  Lincoln  Institute 
offer  a  gold  medal  to  the  student  whose  general  average  in 
scholarship  for  the  Junior  and  Senior  years  is  the  highest. 
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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Aim. 

The  aim  of  Lincoln  Institute  is  to  fit  young  men  and 
young  women  of  our  race  to  live  efficiently  and  serviceably 
in  the  world.  A  wholesome  college  life  is  the  necessary 
background  for  a  well  balanced  college  education.  Not  all 
of  the  college  course  is  outlined  in  the  curriculum.  The 
young  man  and  the  young  woman  wh,o  have  not  felt  the 
thrill  of  college  spirit  may  finish  the  course^  but  they  have 
not  been  to  college.  Education  at  Lincoln  Institute  is  not  a 
catalogue  of  facts,  but  the  ability  to  think,  coupled  with  ca- 
pacity for  leadership,  developed  in  the  multiplicity  of  or- 
ganizations. 

A  strong  faculty  of  teachers  is  employed.  All 
of  the  teachers  are  well  trained  and  experienced  and  are 
specialists  in  their  respective  departments  of  work. 

Our  location  is  ideal,  both  for  study  and  for  health. 
The  water  supply,  the  lighting, plant  and  the  sewage  are  con- 
nected with  the  city  system  and  are  modern  in  every  respect. 

Admission. 

» 

Male  candidates  for  admission  to  the  sub-normal  and 
normal  departments  are  received  at  or  above  the  age  of 
fourteen  years,  and  female  candidates  at  the  age  of  thirteen 
years.  At  the  discretion  of  the  President,  those  younger 
may  be  admitted. 

All  candidates  must  present  testimonials  of  good  moral 
character  from  at  least  three  reliable  persons  before  they 
will  be  received  as  members  of  the  institution ;  and  those 
who  come  from  other  institutions  of  learning  must  submit 
evidence  of  honorable  dismissal. 

All  candidates  should  be  present  not  later  than  the  first 
day  of  the  first  term.  Those  coming  later  than  the  first 
week  will  put  themselves  and  their  teachers  to  the  inconven- 
ience of  a  private  examination. 

Candidates  for  admission   should  notice   carefully  the 
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course  of  study,  to  see  what  will  be  required  of  them  when 
they  present  themselves  for  examination. 

Students  who  may  from  any  cause  be  absent  for  a  part 
of  tb.e  term,  or  one  or  more  terms^  will  be  required,  on  re- 
turning, to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  studies 
pursued  in  their  class  during  their  absence. 

All  letters  sent  to  students  should  be  addressed  in  care 
cf  Lincoln  Institute,  Jefferson  City. 

Jefferson  City  is  a  small  place,  and  students  coming  for 
the  first  time  will  experience  no  difficulty  in  finding  the 
school. 

The  President  has  an  office  in  the  Main  building,  to 
which  the  students  have  access  at  stated  times.  He  is  :?lad 
to  render  them  any  assistance  that  is  in  his  power  as  their 
friend  and  adviser. 

Government. 

The  government  of  the  school  is  positive  in  prohibiting 
all  immoral  practices,  as  well  as  actions  leading  thereto,  and 
in  exacting  a  uniform  regard  for  good  ordei\  studious  habits 
and  careful  observance  of  the  prescribed  routine  of  duty.  The 
largest  liberty  consistent  with  th,ese  objects  is  granted.  No 
arbitrary  rules  or  unreasonable  exactions  are  made,  but  good 
order  is  expected  and  demanded,  and  no  successful  teaching 
can  be  accomplished  without  it.  But  while  order  is  indis- 
pensable to  success  in  teaching,  it  is  sought  not  for  its  own 
sake  merely,  but  as  an  element  of  discipline.  All  discipline, 
as  well  as  instruction,  in  this  school  is  made  subservient  to 
these  ends. 


REGULATIONS. 

Prohibitions.

indulgence  in  profanity,  obscenity  or  gambling;  the  use  or 
possession  of  dice,  playing  cards  or  any  other  gambling  de- 
vice.    A  single  instance  of  intoxication  or  gross  immorality 
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on  the  part  of  any  student  will,  ipso  facto,  sever  his  connec- 
tion with  the  institution. 

3.  The  use  or  possession  of  any  immoral  literature. 

4.  Visiting  one  another's  rooms  during  study  hours. 

5.  Absence  from  the  premises,  going  to  the  city  or  visit- 
ing families  without  permission  from  th,e  President. 

6.  All  improper  behavior  or  unnecessary  noise.  Stu- 
dents not  engaged  in  recitation  exercises  will  not  be  allowed 
to  occupy  recitation  rooms  without  permission  from  the 
President. 

Cutting,  marking,  or  in  any  way  defacing  the  building 
or  their  appurtenances;  throwing  trash  or  anything  offen- 
sive from  windows. 

8.  Students  boarding  in  the  city  without  special  per- 
mission from  the  President. 

9.  Throwing  stones  upon  the  grounds  near  th.e  build- 
ings. 

10.  Disturbing  the  trees,  flowers  and  undergrowth. 

Requirements. 

1.  Proper  observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

2.  Punctual  attendance  at  the  opening  exercises  of  the 
school,  recitations,  the  Sunday  services  in  the  Chapel,  etc. 

3.  Strict  observance  of  the  appointed  study  hours. 

4.  Each,  pupil  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  improper 
conduct  occurring  in  his  room,  and  jointly  responsible  for 
all  injury  beyond  ordinary  use^  in  case  the  offending  party 
is  not  exposed. 

5.  Occupants  of  rooms  must  keep  them  in  good  order. 
Every  room  must  be  accessible  at  all  times  to  the  President 
and  the  Matrons. 

6.  All  students  are  required  to  observe  the  advice  and 
directions  of  the  Matrons  under  whose  care-  and  control  they 
are  placed  in  the  dormitories. 

7.  Each  student,  in  order  to  retain  his  membership  of 
Lincoln  Institute,  must  receive  at  the  end  of  th,e  year  a 
certificate  of  good  deportment. 

8.  All  students  leaving  before  the  close  of  the  school 
must  obtain  permission  from  the  President. 

9.  These  rules,  as  far  as  practicable,  apply  to  all  stu- 
dents, whether  residing  on  the  premises  or  in  the  city. 
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10.  All  students  are  expected  to  return  to  their  homes 
at  the  close  of  the  school,  and  not  to  remain  in  Jefferson 
City  to  make  visits. 

11.  It  is  well  to  bring  textbooks  formerly  used. 

12.  Students  are  required  to  be  furnished  with  all  pre- 
scribed textbooks  at  the  time  when  the  use  of  them  begins. 

13.  All  should  be  provided  with  warm  clothing. 

14.  Young  women  must  have  rubbers  and  raincoats. 

15.  Each  article  of  clothing  should  be  marked  with  the 
owner's  name,  and  list  of  articles  should  be  brought. 

16.  Each  trunk  must  be  plainly  marked  with  the  own- 
er's name. 

17.  Every  student,  by  entering  the  Institute,  is  regard- 
ed as  giving  a  sacred  promise  to  observe  these  and  all  other 
established  regulations. 

18.  Parents  will  save  us  a  great  deal  of  annoyance  by 
refraining  from  sending  to  their  children  boxes  containing 
articles  of  food. 

The  daily  exercises  begin  at  8:00  and  continue  until 
3:15  o'clock.  The  devotional  exercises  begin  in  chapel  at 
10:20  a.  m.,  and  last  thirty  minutes.  All  are  required  to  be 
present.  Lectures  b}'  visitors  and  by  the  President  are  given 
at  this  period,  in  addition  to  the  reading  of  a  passage  from 
the  Bible^  prayer  and  singing. 

Religious  Exercises  and  Instructions. 

All  students  are  expected  to  attend  services  in  the 
churches  of  the  city  on  Sabbath  morning,  and  the  lecture  in 
the  chapel  at  the  Institute  on  Sunday  afternoon.  All  the 
ministers  of  the  city,  both  white  and  colored,  preach  for  us 
at  least  twice  during  the  scholastic  year,  and  the  President 
conducts  the  services  when  the  ministers  do  not. 

Th,e  young  men  have  a  regularly  organized  Y.  M.  C. 
A.,  which  has  become  an  admirable  training  school  for  re- 
ligious work  and  the  young  women  have  organized  a  Y. 
W.  C.  A.  The  King's  Daughters  is  a  regularly  established 
branch  of  the  national  organization  bearing  that  name,  and 
is  filling  a  very  important  place  in  the  religious  life  of  the 
school.  Th,e  meetings  are  interesting  and  helpful,  and  are 
largely  attended  by   both   teachers   and  pupils.     From  the 
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religious  exercises  of  the  Institute  everything  of  a  sectarian 
nature  is  carefully  excluded. 

Textbooks. 

Students  are  advised  to  bring  with  them  whatever  text- 
books they  may  have.  All  students  must  provide  their  own 
textbooks.     They  can  be  bought  at  the  school. 

Societies. 

The  society  of  the  Alumni  was  organized  June  10?  1876. 
It  is  composed  of  those  who  hold  diplomas,  and  is  a  valuable 
auxiliary  to  the  Institute.  The  meeting  of  this  society  is  held 
at  the  close  of  each  scholastic  year. 

Tb,e  Olive  Branch  is  composel  of  the  young  ladies  in  the 
Normal  and  College  departments.  The  B.  F.  Allen  Literary4 
Society  is  composed  of  students  in  all  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  school,  and  meets  every  Friday  evening.  The 
Longfellow  and  Shakespeare  clubs  are  under  the  direction 
of  members  of  the  Faculty.  The  Lincoln  Fraternity 
and  the  Lincoln  Sorority  are  composed  respectively  of 
young  men  and  young  women  of  the  higher  grades.  Their 
object  is  to  help  the  literary  and  social  life  of  the  school. 
These  societies  meet  weekly.  Formal  social  gatherings  are 
permitted  once  a  month,  and  all  students  below  the  age  of 
eighteen  are  excluded  from  attending  them.  Members  of 
the  Faculty  are  always  present  at  these  gatherings. 

The  clothing  of  the  young  women  must  be  becoming, 
plain  and  substantial.  No  extravagant  or  unnecessary  finery 
will  be  permitted.  Those  who  bring  it  will  bf*  required  To  lay 
it  aside  while  here. 

Uniform  Suits. 

The  school  has  a  uniform  for  girls  and  one  for  boys,  and 
the  object  is  to  save  parents  the  cost  of  expensive  clothing. 
These  uniforms  can  be  bought  or  made  at  home  or  in  the 
sewing  department  by  those  who  are  advanced  in  sewing. 
The  cost  for  girls  is  $7.00  to  $12.00,  including  the  cap;  for 
boys,  $10.50  to  $14.00.  The  girls'  uniform  will  be  a  white 
shirt  waist  suit  for  warm  weather ;  a  navy  blue  suit  for  cold 
weather;  a  dark  silk  waist  may  be  worn.  All  girls  are  re- 
quired to  wear  the  mortar  board  cap.     In  the  spring  of  the 
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year  a  phi  in  sailor  hat  may  take  the  place  of  the  cap.     All 
these  can  be  made  at  home  or  purchased  in  Jefferson  City. 

All  students  are  required  to  wear  the  school  uniform 
unless  some  special  reason  for  not  doing  so  is  given. 

Promotion  and  Graduation. 

Written  examinations  are  held  at  the  close  of  each 
semester.  The  results  of  these  examinations,  averaged  with 
the  daily  recitations,  determine  the  standing  of  the  student 
in  scholarship.  The  student  whose  semester  average  is  90 
per  cent  or  above  will  be  exempted  from  the  semester  ex- 
amination. At  the  end  of  each  semester  every  student  is  fur- 
nished a  report  showing  his  rank,  scholarship  and  deport- 
ment. In  case  of  minors,  these  reports  are  furnished  to  par- 
ents or  guardians. 

A  student  loses  his  grade  if  at  the  close  of  any  semester 
his  standing  in  any  three  studies  is  less  than  50  per  cent.  No 
student  whose  average  in  any  study  at  the  end  of  the  year 
is  beloAV  70  per  cent,  or  whose  deportment  is  less  than  60 
per  cent,  will  be  promoted  to  a  Higher  grade. 

No  student  will  be  graduated  either  from  the  Normal 
or  the  College  department  whose  average  in  any  study  is 
less  than  70  per  cent  in  scholarship  and  less  than  60  per  cent 
in  deportment. 

Expenses. — Board  for  the  ten  months,  $95.00;  laundry, 
$12.50;  books,  from  $5.00  to  $8.00,  according  to  class. 

Tuition.— Th ere  is  charged  a  tuition  fee  of  $3.00  the 
scholastic  year  for  students  who  reside  in  the  State  of  Mis- 
souri, and  $13.00  the  scholastic  year  for  non-residents  of  the 
State.  No  student  will  be  enrolled  and  permitted  to  begin 
work  until  he  has  paid  the  year's  tuition  in  advance. 

The  Lincoln  Institute  Alumni  Association  offers  a 
scholarship  covering  board  and  tuition  for  the  year,  to  the 
student  who  brings  the  largest  number  of  new  students 
above  the  number  five.  It  is  well  to  try  to  earn  this  scholar- 
ship. Last  year  at  least  11  states  were  represented  in  our 
student  body. 

In  order  that  you  may  understand,  the  following  resume 
of  expenses  for  the  year  is  given:

Laundry  for  young  men  for  year 12.50 

Instruction  on  piano  for  year $10  to  $20.00

Boarding  Department. 

The  boarding  department,  which  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  President,  will  furnish  board  at  $9.50  for  the  scholastic 
month  of  four  weeks,  or  twenty-eight  days.  Please  remem- 
ber that  the  board  month  is  four  weeks,  and  not  from  date 
to  date.  Those  who  assist  in  the  work  of  the  department 
get  board  for  $8.00  a  month.  The  school  year  of  forty  weeks 
is  divided  into  ten  periods  of  four  weeks  each,  and  board 
must  be  paid  invariably  in  advance.  Money  for  board  ought 
to  be  sent  by  draft,  money  order  or  registered  letter  to  the 
President  and  not  to  the  students.  Many  students  secured 
free  board  by  working  in  this  department  last  year.  As  far 
as  possible  help  or  work  for  full  or  half  board  will  be  given 
only  to  indigent  but  deserving  students.  Only  those  who 
need  the  help  and  can  prove  themselves  deserving,  need 
apply  for  aid.  Money  for  board  will  be  refunded  only  in 
case  of  sickness. 

Opportunities  for  Self  Help. 

Most  of  the  students  must  give  some  time  to  the 
matter  of  self-support.  Many  of  the  students  are  earning 
a  part  of  their  expenses,  some  earn  all  of  their  way,  some 
wait  on  tables,  some  are  porters  in  stores,  others  do  janitor 
work.  One  is  a  barber,  some  are  agents  for  magazines,  some 
play  in  orchestras,  others  collect  laundry.  Every  year  a  few 
students  discover  new  ways  to  work  th.eir  way  through 
college.

Athletics. 

Some  attention  is  given  to  athletics.  Through  the  foot- 
ball team  and  the  baseball  team  the  school  has  been  brought 
before  the  public  in  a  very  commendable  way.  Every  effort 
will  be  made  to  see  that  only  clean,  manly  sports  are  kept  up 
in  the  school 

Those  who  wish  to  make  the  teams  must  maintain  an 
honorable  record  for  scholarship  and  deportment. 

Main  Building. 

This  builling  is  large  and  complete  in  all  provisions  for 
health  and  study.  It  has  a  thoroughly  equipped  chemical 
and  physical  laboratory f  a  library  with  fireproof  ceiling, 
ample  provisions  for  a  large  collection  of  books,  a  chapel,  an 
observatory  for  practice  work  in  astronomy n  and  a  gymnas- 
ium for  the  department  of  physical  culture ;  also,  recitation 
rooms  for  the  Collegiate  and  Normal  departments.  This 
building  is  lighted  by  electricity. 

The  Library. 

The  Library  has  about  7,000  bound  volumes,  in  addition 
to  pamphlets,  monthly  and  weekly  magazines.  Students  may 
draw  two  books  and  keep  them  two  weeks  with  privilege  of 
renewal  for  two  weeks  more.  Books  kept  longer  than  the 
required  time  will  be  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  a  cent  a  day. 
Pupils  are  expected  to  select,  under  the  guidance  of  the 
teachers  and  read  ten  books  each  year. 

The  use  of  the  books  is  greatlv  facilitated  bv  the  use  of 
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Dewey  or  decimal  system  of  classification.  There  is  on  file 
in  the  library  and  accessible  to  students,  about  thirty  of  the 
best  magazines  and  newspapers  of  the  country. 

Honors. 

Class  honors  for  the  full  course  are  as  follows:

Public  Rhetorical  Exercises. 
Eight  public  rhetorical  exercises  are  given  during  the 
year.     The  best  productions  from  both  the  departments  of 
elocution  and  oratory  and  music  are  given  on  the  first  Mon- 
day evening  of  each  month,. 


DORMITORIES. 

In  addition  to  the  main  building,  there  are  two  large 
dormitories,  one  for  young  women  and  the  other  for  young 
men. 

Young  Women's  Dormitory. 

The  new  dormitory  for  young  women  has  just  been 
erected  at  a  cost  of  $25,000.00  and  is  one  of  the  most  modern 
buildings  for  the  purpose  in  the  country.  All  the  rooms  are 
lighted  by  electricity  and  heated  by  steam. 

The  first  floor  is  devoted  almost  entirely  to  industries 
for  girls,  and  to  the  cuisine  and  dining  departments. 

The  rooms  are  neat,  and  built  with  a  view  to  comfort 
and  health.  Only  two  girls  are  placed  in  one  room  unless 
the  crowded  conditions  force  us  to  put  in  cots. 

Ample  and  modern  facilities  for  baths  and  for  heat  are 
made. 

Young  Men's  Dormitory. 

The  young  men's  dormitory  is  also  new  and  is  one  of  the 
best  appointed  dormitories  in  the  country  in  schools  of  this 
kind.  The  rooms  are  only  large  enough  for  two  occupants 
and  the  building  is  supplied  with  baths  and  other  modern 
improvements,  such  as  electric  light  and  steam  heat.  , 

Both  dormitories  are  supplied  with  iron  enameled  beds, 
mattresses,  chairs  and  tables. 

We  do  not  furnish  towels,  napkins  and  bedclothes,  lace 
curtains  and  rngs. 
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The  young  men  and  the  young  women  are  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  matrons  and  members  of  the 
Faculty,  who  reside  in  the  buildings. 

As  far  as  possible  we  try  to  make  our  dormitories  home- 
like and  ask  the  patrons  and  friends  to  co-operate  with  the 
President  and  faculty  in  making  our  school  a  home  for  our 
students. 

Washing  is  done  at  prices  ranging  from  $1.00  to  $2.00 
per  month. 

Those  who  prefer  it?  may  do  their  own  laundering  in  the 
school  laundry.  Students  furnish  soap,  starch,  bluing,  etc.. 
but  tubs,  irons,  washboards  and  other  necessary  material  are 
furnished  by  the  school. 

SOME  SUGGESTIONS  FOR  TEACHERS. 

"Perhaps  the  chief  thing  to  observe  is  the  spirit  of  the 
school,  its  atmosphere,  that  psychological  and  social  condi- 
tion which  grows  out  of  the  relations  existing^  the  motive 
and  spirit  of  the  work — in  short,  the  life  of  the  school,  which 
is  its  real  educative  force.  This  is,  of  course,  intangible 
and  invisible,  but  it  can  be  spiritually  discerned." — Gilbert, 
the  School  and  Its  Life. 

"In  the  final  analysis  all  great  success  depends  upon 
three  qualities:  judgment,  patience  and  courage." 

Keep  on  studying  men  and  books.  Get  in  touch  with,  the 
world  and  be  a  part  of  it. 

Cultivate  constantly  a  prompt,  decisive  but  courteous 
manner. 

Don't  grow  careless  about  your  English. 

Read  the  best  literature  as  a  pastime. 

Lend  others  a  helping  hand. 

Give  everybody  his  due ;  be  generous ;  and  do  not  let 
the  shortcomings  of  others  weigh  too  heavily  upon  you. 

Don't  get  lazy  and  quit  studying. 

Don't  expect  everybody  to  boost  you. 

Go  to  a  university  during  the  summer  and  study  for  all 
you  are  worth. 

Don't  knock. 

Don't  neglect  to  cultivate  the  social  graces. 

Teachers  shall  acquaint  themselves  with  the  course  of 
study  and  the  plan  of  work  adopted.     They  will   be  held 
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strictly  responsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  same  in  all 
matters  relating  to  their  respective  departments. 

Teacher  shall  pay  particular  attention  to  the  neatness, 
temperature  and  ventilation  of  their  schoolrooms.  Each 
teacher  shall  keep  the  temperature  of  his  room  at  from  65  to 
70  degrees,  with,  the  thermometer  not  more  than  three  feet 
from  the  floor. 

The  teachers  shall  co-operate  at  all  times  with  the  Presi- 
dent in  securing  good  order  and  in  the  general  management 
of  the  school. 

Teachers  are  expected  to  attend  strictly  to  school  duties 
during  school  hours,  and  to  refrain  from  all  discussion  of 
social,  political  or  ecclesiastical  questions. 

Teachers  must  not  send  their  pupils  on  errands  of  any 
kind  during  school  hours,  except  in  cases  of  urgent  neces- 
sity, and  then  only  with  the  approval  and  permission  of  the 
President. 

All  teachers  must  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  work  and 
deportment  of  each  student,  and  report  the  same  in  good 
shape  to  the  President,  in  orler  that  an  accurate  record  can 
be  kept  of  the  same. 

All  teachers  shall,  at  the  close  of  the  year?  and  before 
the  salary  of  the  last  month  of  the  year  is  paid,  return  all 
record  books,  library  books  and  all  other  material  belonging 
to  the  school  to  the  President,  Teachers  who  are  absent 
from  class  on  account  of  sickness,  etc.,  shall  be  required  to 
furnish  proper  substitute,  who  must  meet  the  approval  of 
the  President  of  the  school  and  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Board. 

Teachers  will  take  care  that  their  classrooms  and  the 
furniture,  apparatus,  maps,  charts  and  other  school  property 
belonging  thereto  be  not  defaced  or  injured ;  and  upon  dis- 
covery of  any  injury  they  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Teachers  shall  not  announce,  nor  allow  to  be  announced, 
any  public  exhibition,  entertainment  or  meeting  not  pertain- 
ing to  the  school,  and  shall  not  distribute,  nor  allow  to  be 
distributed  on  the  school  premises,  any  tickets  to  such  ex- 
hibitions^  entertainments  or  meetings. 

All  teachers  are  required  to  attend  Faculty  meeting  at 
least  once  a  month  and  oftener  at  the  call  of  the  President.
